Into  fields  white  for  the  harvest,  its  laborers,  though  few  in 
number,  immedialely  entered. 

At  the  last  Annual  Meeting,  December  28th,  1877,  the  va- 
rious reports  showed  more  than  $650,000  gathered  from  all 
sources,  and  expended  in  evangelical  work  in  this  city. 
During  these  eleven  years,  about  5,000  persons  have  been  hap- 
pily converted.  Nearly  25,000  children  have  been  reported  in 
in  the  statistics  of  the  Society  as  associated  with  its  Sabbath 
schools,  representing  probably,  not  less  than  80,000  children 
and  youths,  who,  for  a  less  or  loDger  term,  have  passed  under 
its  teachings. 

In  this  period,  its  ministers  have  baptized  2,935  persons,  and 
attended  3,020  funerals.  These  pastors  have  also  distributed 
tens  of  thousands  of  tracts,  preached  many  liundretls  of  ser- 
mons, attended  prayer  meetings,  and  engaged  in  the  innumer- 
able labors  through  which  every  faithful  servant  of  Christ  must 
manifest  his  love  for  the  Master,  but  which  can  have  no  record, 
save  in  the  thankfulness  of  men,  and  the  book  of  remembrance 
God  keeps. 

Added  to  these,  more  than  300,000  pastoral  visits  have  been 
made  by  actual  count,  carrying  the  Gospel  to  many  who  seldom 
enter  the  church,  and  to  others,  who,  through  poverty  or  afHic- 
tion,  have  special  need  of  the  good  tidings  of  the  grace  and 
kingdom  of  God. 
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In  addition  to  these  vast  social  and  spiritual  results,  the  So- 
ciety has,  by  a  wise  foresight  in  the  protection  of  perilled 
churches,  and  securing  new  and  eligible  sites  for  the  chapels 
and  churches  of  the  future,  entered  into  the  control  of  church 
properties  valued  at^$400,000. 

It  must  also  be  remembered,  that  during  these  eleven  years, 
many  of  the  congregations  under  the  care  of  this  Society  have 
become  partially,  and  in  some  instances,  almost  entirely  self- 
supporting. 

With  an  aggregate  annual  expenditure  of  $40,000,  about  one 
half  is  raised  by  the  chapels  and  churches  themselves,  leaving 
$20,000  for  the  administration  to  raise  by  subscription  and  col- 
lections from  the  general  Church  of  the  city. 

We  stand,  therefore,  at  this  time  in  the  presence  of  many 
and  great  incentives  to  prosecute  even  more*  vigorously  the 
grand  vi^ork  of  saving  the  people,  for  vi^hich  Jliis  Society  vi^as 
organized  by  the  Church,  and  ordained,  as  we  believe,  of  God. 

The  continued  pressure  in  all  business  circles,  while  affect- 
ing the  ability  cf  some  to  give^  has  not  diminished  the  courage 
or  devotion  of  any.  The  very  need  of  special  agencies  for  city 
evangelism  implies  some  discouraging  features  in  the  work. 
Populations  of  mutual  strangers,  few  social  restraints  through 
religious  neighborhood  intimacies,  poverty,  ignorance,  incon- 
venient and  repellant  homes,  places  of  evil  resort  and  many 
similar  conditions  of  an  unfavorable  character  to  moral  and 
religious  developement,  are  the  discouragemtruts  ;  but  there 
is  a  bright  bide,  the  material  on  which  to  work  is  abundant — 
church  rooms,  church  society  and  the  heaven,  of  which  these 
are  the  type — are  in  such  contrast  with  the  personal  life  of 
many  with  whom  the  missionary  meets,  as  to  second  with  no 
mean  force  the  invitation  to  "  Come  to  Jesus." 

The  Society  has  under  its  supervision  fifteen  missions. 
Within  the  bounds  of  New  York  East  Conference  are  four, 
namely  :  Cornell  Memorial,  Thirty- seventh  Street,  Eleventh 
Street,  Attorney  Strt- et.  Within  the  bounds  of  New  York  Con- 
ference are  eleven,  namely:  Washington  Heights,  One  Hundred 
and  Eleventh  Street,  Grace  Chapel,  Broadway  Mission,  Thirty- 
fifth  Street,  St.  Mark's  (colored).  Free  Tabernacle,  Perry 
Street,  Franklin  Street,  St.  Stephen's,  Woodlawn. 

In  addition  to  the  Pastors,  many  Laymen  have  given  much 
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labor  to  the  work  of  visitiQg.  Especially  have  the  Sabbath 
schools  of  the  Society  been  favored  with  the  frequent  presence 
of  many  members  of  the  Board,  whose  words  and  sympathy 
have  been  an  inspiration. 

As  an  indication  of  what  work  is  being  done  through  oar 
Sabbath  Schools,  we  call  attention  to  two  condensed  reports. 
One  from  the  east  side  of  the  city,  the  other  from  the  west  side : 

Cornell  Memoblil  M.  E.  Sunday  School,  East  76th  Street, 
near  2d  Avenue. — This  Sabbath  School  was  organized  on  the 
2d  Sunday  of  November,  1868,  and  began  with  an  attendance 
of  8  teachers  and  65  scholars  ;  we  have  now  a  total  membership 
of  1,003 — 49  teachers  and  954  scholars.  Durii^g  the  past  year 
the  average  attendance  of  scholars  ii\  the  morning  has  been 
573,  in  the  af cernoon  740.  Two  sessions  of  our  school  have 
been  held  on  every  Sabbath  during  the  past  ten  years  without 
a  single  exception.  Since  the  opening  of  our  school  we  have 
lost  by  death  9  teachers  and  41  scholars.  In  the  Temperance 
Society  connected  with  our  school  we  have  two  divisions — 
one  the  "  Band  of  Hope,''  numbering  242,  composed  of  the 
younger  scholars  ;  the  other  **  The  Temperance  Union,**  num- 
bering 70,  composed  of  the  older  members  of  the  school.  Our 
library  contains  1,259  volumes,  the  majority  of  which  have 
been  purchased  with  the  money  contributed  on  Anniversary 
Sundays  by  the  members  of  the  school  as  their  "  Birthday 
Gifts."  We  have  a  committee  designated  the  "  Clothing  Com- 
mittee," appointed  by  the  Teachers'  Board.  This  committee 
has  distributed  during  <he  past  year  :  367  new  garments,  560 
second-hand  garments,  40  pairs  of  new  shoes,  34  pairs  of  half- 
worn  shoes.  In  addition  to  our  Home  Mission  work,  we  have  a 
Missionary  Society,  formed  under  the  provisions  of  the  dis- 
cipHne  of  the  M.  E.  Church.  The  Sunday  School  has  raised 
during  the  year  $973.31. 

The  Report  of  Perry  Street  Sabbath  School  is  also  so  full 

of  interest  that  we  insert  as  much  of  it  as  space  will  permit  :

The  Berean  Bible  Class  (Pastor's),  starting  with  22  mem- 
bers, has  grown  to  60 — ^the  majority  of  whom  are  Christians. 

The  Catechism  has  been  recited  20  times  ;  Apostle's  Creed,  10 
times ;  Commandments,  4  times ;  Twenty-third  Psalm,  16- 
times  ;  First  Psalm,  10  times  ;  map  exercise,  1  time  ;  black- 
board exercise,  13  times  ;  lesson  reviewed,  27  times.

this  year  15.

The  third  Sabbath  afternoon  of  each  month  is  devoted  to 
prayer-meeting.  The  power  of  God  has  been  manifested  in 
the  conversion  of  the  scholars.  As  results  of  this  work,  53  of 
our  school  have  joined  on  probation  ;  24  have  been  received 
into  full  membership. 

And  now,  leaving  the  year  that  is  to  come  in  the  hands  of 
our  blessed  Master,  praying  that  He  may  be  with  us  and 
bless  us  more  and  more,*  we  bring  this  report  to  a  close." 

To  estimate  the  effect  of  our  work  upon  the  near  future,  we 
need  but  note  the  locality  and  condition  of  our  different 
plants. 

Fbanklik  Street  Mission  is  peculiarly  important.  It  is  the 
opinion  of  those  best  acquainted  with  and  interested  in  the 
Mission  that  it  ought  to  be  sustained  imder  all  circumstances. 
Its  power  for  usefulness  would  be  wonderfully  augmented  by 
a  suitable  place  of  worship.    A  church  building  is  wanted 
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adapted  in  its  arrangements  to  those  whose  incomes  are  $600 
and  less  per  year — a  bailding  respectable,  comfortable,  not 
costly.  There  is  no  other  Methodist  place  of  worship  in  the 
territorry  south  of  Canal  street  and  west  of  Broadway. 

Pebrt  Street,  between  Greenwich  and  Washington  streets. 
—For  the  work  of  this  Church  we  refer  to  our  report  of  its 
Sabbath  SchooL 

Free  Tabernacle,  Thirty-fourth  street,  near  Eighth  avenue. 
— ^The  Pastor  writes  :  "  Our  congregations  are  improved.  We 
are  gaining  in  point  of  members,  receiving  more  than  we  dis- 
miss— as  four  to  one.  We  are  burdened  in  finances.  The 
expenses  are  rather  more  than  we  can  just  now  carry  with 
oomforty  but  expeot  to  come  out  safely.  Revival  work  is  open- 
ing with  hopefulness,  and  we  expect  much  from  this  direc- 
tion." 

Thirty-fipth  Street  Chapel,  near  Tenth  avenue. — ^This  So- 
ciety was  informed  last  spring — at  the  beginning  of  this  Con- 
ference year — ^that  it  must  support  its  Pastor  instead  of 
looking  to  the  parent  Society,  as  heretofore,  for  such  support. 
The  members  took  hold  of  the  work  with  brave  hearts,  and 
have  clearly  demonstrated  that  "  where  there  is  a  will  there 
is  a  way,"  for  they  have  succeeded  in  providing  thus  far  for 
all  their  current  expensea  The  custom  of  holding  a  prayer- 
meeting  at  the  close  of  every  Sabbath  evening  preaching 
service  has  been  kept  up  during  the  year  with  very  good 
results.  The  Ladies*  Aid  Society  has  been  active  in  its  good 
work  among  the  poor  in  behalf  of  the  Church.  This  little 
Church  is  seemingly  in  a  healthy  and  vigorous  condition. 

St.  Mark's  (colored).  Thirty-fifth  street,  near  Sixth  avenue. 
— "  This  is  the  only  Society  composed  of  colored  people  in 
this  city  connected  with  the  M.  E.  Church.  It  is  located  in 
one  of  the  finest  neighborhoods  on  the  island,"  and  has  much 
in  its  history  to  encourage  hopefulness. 

Broadway  Mission,  comer  of  Boulevard  and  Sixty-eighth 
street,  and  Grace  Church,  One  Hundred  and  Fourth  street 
and  Ninth  avenue,  are  both  in  charge  of  one  Pastor — Rev.  N. 
0.  Lent.  He  writes  :  "  From  Sixty-eighth  street  we  have  lost 
some  excellent  members  by  removal ;  and  not  having  an  at- 
tractive place  of  worship  it  is  difficult  to  fill  their  places  : 
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hence  we  feel  their  loss  greatly.  Some  faithful  Christian 
workers  are  found  at  Sixty-eighth  street,  and  if  a  pleasant  and 
convenient  church  property  could  bo  secured  the  Society  would 
have  a  bright  future  before  it.  As  a  Society  we  greatly  need 
help.  Our  congregations  at  Grace  Chapel  are  increasing  some- 
what. A  better  state  of  feeling  prevails  in  the  Society  than  at 
any  period  during  my  pastorate.  Our  people  feel  the  pressure 
of  the  times  immensely,  but  struggle  to  keep  the  Church  from 
sinking.  We  confidently  expect  that  in  a  little  time  relief  will 
come  in  the  way  of  families  moving  in  to  find  here  a  home 
and  to  sustain  the  cause  of  God  among  us.  Some  revival 
spirit  has  been  enjoyed,  but  not  as  extensively  as  desired. 
Our  local  preachers  have  done  nobly  for  us.  We  have  needed 
two  sermons  a  week  from  them,  and  they  have  given  them 
willingly,  and  with  much  satisfaction  to  our  people." 

Washington  Heights,  comer  of  Tenth  avenue  and  One  Hun- 
dred and  Fifty-third  street. — The  Pastor  reports  :  "  We  are 
doing  quite  as  well  as  could  be  expected  every  way.  Our 
financial  condition  is  not  bad,  and  we  are  having  good  meet- 
ings. Thid  must  be  one  of  our  best  Churches  at  no  distant 
day.     It  is  a  fine  property  and  well  located." 

St.  Stephen's,  near  Kingsbridge,  and  Woodlawn,  north  of 
Woodlawn  Cemetery. — These  two  societies  are  under  the  care 
of  one  Pastor,  Kev.  A.  Coons.  Each  of  these  societies  is  well 
located.  Thrift  and  enterprise  and  increasing  population  are 
assurances  of  a  strong  future. 

One  Hundred  and  Eleventh  Street  M.  E,  Church,  between 
Lexington  and  Third  avenues,  has  had  a  very  prosperous  year. 
The  membership  has  increased  and  the  Church  is  rapidly 
becoming  able  to  take  care  of  itself.  It  is  much  to  be  re- 
gretted that  these  young  and  earnest  people  have  not  a  more 
suitable  building  for  their  work.  At  present  either  the  Sunday 
School  or  congregation  completely  fill  the  church,  so  that  one 
has  to  be  dismissed  before  the  other  can  find  seats.  Neither 
the  Church  nor  the  Sabbath  School  can  grow  very  much  more 
with  their  present  accommodations.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  an 
advance  will  be  made  very  soon  at  this  most  promising  point. 
They  have  already  a  membership  of  222  on  probation  and  in  full 
connection.  The  Church  is  made  up  largely  of  young  people. 
Most  of  the  older  stiholars  of  the  Sunday  School  are  also  mem- 
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Ibers  of  the  Church,  and  there  is  no  reason  why  a  strong  and 
inflaential  Church  should  not  flourieh  in  this  locality. 

Thirty-sevbnth  Street,  near  Third  avenue. — "  Since  April, 
1877 — when  it  came  under  the  New  York  Church  Extension 
and  Missionary  Society — the  Church  membership  has  in- 
creased from  120  to  202  ;  probationers  from  3  to  61  ;  the 
regular  Sabbath  congregations  from  75  to  300  ;  the  weekly 
prayer-meeting  from  30  to  11 0  ;  the  average  attendance  of 
Sunday  School  scholars  from  50  to  170.  Our  Church  is  in  a 
fine  condition  to  do  aggressive  work  for  God,  and  it  is  about  to 
take  its  stand  among  the  best  Churches  of  the  east  side  of  the 
dty.  We  have  also  one  of  the  finest  and  most  devoted  Sun- 
day School  band  of  workers  in  the  city.  Our  Church  is  like  a 
well-tuned  instrument,  without  a  single  note  of  discord,  and 
we  believe  there  is  a  bright  future  for  ifc." 

The  Cornell  Memorial  Church,  Seventy-sixth  street,  near 
Second  avenue,  Rev.  G.  A.  Goodsell,  Pastor. — "This  is  a  young, 
vigorous  and  rapidly  growing  Church  and  congregation.  It 
has  not  yet  entered  upon  the  tenth  year  of  its  work,  having 
been  organized  in  April,  1869.  It  is  situated  in  a  growing 
part  of  the  city.  It  has  all  the  elements  of  a  strong  Church, 
and  must  soon  become  a  great  power  for  evangelizing  its  own 
neighborhood.  Souls  are  constantly  converted  at  its  altars. 
Its  Sunday  School  work  is  vast — ^probably  greater  than  any 
Methodist  Church  in  the  city.  The  Church  is  self-sustaining, 
the  society  meeting  its  own  current  expenses  of  more  than 
$3,000  annually.  Membership,  236  ;  Sunday  School,  1,029." 
The  Corresponding  Secretary  wishes  in  this  connection  to 
acknowledge  valuable  services  rendered  by  Brother  Goodsell 
in  preparing  this  Annual  Report. 

Eleventh  Street  Chapel,  near  Avenue  B. — "This  is  one  of  the 
most  difficult,  and  yet  one  of  the  most  important,  points  of  our 
missionary  work.  It  has  all  nationalities  and  all  creeds  to 
contend  with.  This  is  as  real  missionary  ground  as  any  por- 
tion of  the  world,  and  must  be  cared  for  by  Christians  of  this 
city.  The  ladies  of  the  Sunday  School  have  organized  a 
Children's  Sewing  School,  at  which  over  one  hundred  little 
girls  are  taught  habits  of  industry  and  cleanliness.  All  the 
garments  they  make  are  donated  to  them.  The  material  is 
furnished  by  benevolent  friends  of  the  Society.     Over  three 
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hundred  garments  are  supplied  to  the  needy  poor  in  this  way. 
The  Sunday  School,  the  second  in  numbers  of  our  city  misbion 
work,  is  tbe  great  hope  of  this  work." 

Attorney  Street,  No.  87  Attorney  Street. — This  Church  is 
now  filled  each  Sabbath  afternoon  with  an  interested  ct  ngre- 
gation,  attendicg  what  is  called  "  A  Layman's  Meeting."  The 
influence  of  this  meeting  is  very  widely  felt  Many  who  have 
no  care  for  oidinary  services  are  attracted  by  these  wonderful 
and  powerful  manifestations  of  the  Gospel,  and  not  a  few  are 
impressed  and  saved.  The  usual  services  are  also  well  at- 
tended. The  general  oversight  of  Attorney  Street,  Eleventh 
Street  and  a  promising  German  work,  is  with  Rev.  A.  C. 
Morehouse.

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The  opportanites  of  the  Society  are  unlimited  ;  its  work  is 
circomscribed  only  by  the  measure  of  its  funds. 

One  practical  difficulty  has  been  that  of  enlisting  the  hearty 
co-operation  of  all  the  churches  in  this  work  of  City  Evangili- 
zation. 

If  all  the  Pastors  would,  themselves,  come  to  the  monthly 
official  meetings  of  the  Society,  and  urge  the  attendance  of  the 
Managers  from  their  several  churches,  such  regular  attendance 
would  so  inform  and  inspire  all,  that  the  wants  of  the  Society 
would  not  be  left  a  burden  upon  the  few  ;  many  helpers  would 
spring  up,  making  the  work  itself  a  delight ! 

It  is  to  be  earnestly  hoped  the  year  upon  which  we  enter  will 
show  a  marked  improvement  in  this  direction  of  success. 

Some  peculiarities  mark  New  York  City  quite  the  reverse  of 
what  are  the  facts  in  o!iher  places,  and  out  of  these  peculiarities 
rise  pressing  demands  for  special  efforts  to  evangelize  and 
save. 

Other  cities  in  the  spread  of  a  resident  population  mingle  in 
fair  proportion  church  going  with  non- worshiping  citizens. 

In  Baltimore,  Philadelphia,  Brooklyn,  New  Haven,  Hartford, 
Jersey  City,  Newark,  and  other  cities,  excess  of  population  has 
freedom  of  motion  in  lateral  directions.  Residences  of  modest 
dimensions  and  moderate  cost  are  the  characteristics  of  growth, 
and  the  ideal  independence  and  privacy  of  home  life  correspond 
with  the  increase  of  the  census. 

In  such  neighborhoods,  the  religious  element  pushes  out  with 
the  people  from  the  center,  and  comes  gradually  and  somewhat 
evenly  to  the  circumference,  in  force  sufficient  to  assert  itself, 
so  that  churches,  and  a  churchly  life  come  to  be  parts  of  sucli 
communities,  as  naturally  and  aa  inevitably  as  any  of  its  other 
conveniences. 

The  reverse  is  true  in  this  city.  Barred  on  three  sides,  by 
the  Bay,  the  East  and  Hudson  Rivers,  the  movement  of  popu- 
lation has  been  like  what  we  read  of  among  the  rocks  in  old 
geological  times,  a  compulsory  upheaval,  a  climb  toward  the 
sky,  until  that  abomination  of  civilization,  the  '^Tenement 
House,"  has  fixed  itself  as  one  of  the  great  factors  for  christian 
consideration. 

A  dense  population,  without  seclusion,  and  without  home 
conveniences,   ten,   twenty,  thirty  families  in  a  single  house,

''The  logic  of  events"  in  this,  as  in  many  other  cases,  asserts 
itself.  Take  the  east  side  of  the  city,  especially  from  the  Bat- 
tery to  40th  Street,  with  a  population  vastly  in  excess  of  former 
jrears,  the  namber  of  churches,  the  number  of  attendents  on 
•christian  worship  in  the  old  churches,  and  the  ability  to  sup- 
port religious  services  have  steadiJy  diminished.  Former 
worshipers  by  hundreds  and  thousands  have  abandoned  these 
needy  fields  for  the  stronger  up  town  churches,  or  the  more 
-congenial  suburban  towns  and  cities.  Without  external  aid, 
we  are  faced  by  the  contingency  of  half  the  city  practically 
abandoned  by  christians. to  the  ''God  of  this  world." 

The  mighty  mission  of  this  Society  is  to  take  that  conting- 
ency by  the  throat  and  throttle  it. 

lufiiality,  disr<»gird  of  the  Sibbath,  rationalism,  the  com- 
mune, every  disorganizing  and  distructive  element  of  society, 
which  threaten  the  stability  of  free  institutions,  and  the  high- 
est good  of  m^iu,  here  find  favoring  conditions  of  growth,  and 
here  man's  only  remedy  for  misery  ^and  misrule,  the  gospel  of 
the  grace  of  Jesus  Christ,  must  be  brought  face  to  face  with 
the  eviU  it  alone  is  able  to  quench. 

But,  "How  shall  they  call  on  him  in  whom  they  have  not 
believed  ?  And  how  shall  they  believe  in  him  of  whom  they 
have  not  heard  ?  And  how  shall  they  hear  without  a  preacher  ? 
And  how  shall  they  preach  except  they  be  sent?"     liom.  10.14. 

By  the  burden  of  prayer,  and  the  actual  gift  of  money,  every 
man  and  woman  who  fears  God,  and  would  work  righteousness, 
who  has  any  relation  to,  or  interest  in  the  welfare  of  New  York, 
who  would  make  this  city  a  contributor  to  the  moral  well-being 
of  the  nation,  and  save  it  from  being  the  great  distributing 
center  of  social  and  political  perils  to  the  commonwealth,  is 
under  solemn  obligation  to  aid  in  this  attempt  to  reach  and 
rescue  the  masses  by  special  methods  of  approach,  and  to  so 
stand  by  this  Society  that  it  may  rise  to  even  that  higher  efficiency, 
of  taking  hold  of  churches  already  established,  but  ready  to 
perish  through  lack  of  means  and  men,  making  them  again,  as 
in  other  days,  both  the  hiding  and  the  disclosure  of  God's  power 
to  save. 
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We  are  to  consider  another  fact  also  that  is,  the  exorbitant 
price  of  land  just  where  churches  are  most  needed. 

Young  goaieties  cannot  bear  the  cost  of  purchase.  Its  limited 
quantity  makes  every  foot  of  eligible  land  on  this  Inland  so 
valuable  that  agressive  church  movement  is  almost  impobsible 
unless  backed  by  encouragement  and  assistance  such  a^  this 
Society  proposes.  Just  now  special  re  isons  exist  for  increased 
liberality.  Quick  transit  is  turning  the  flow  of  population  from 
across  the  bay  and  rivers,  toward  the  northern  portions  of  this 
Island,  and  into  Westchester  County.  Ddsirable  locahties  can 
now  be  secured,  which  in  a  little  time  will  be  b  ^yond  reach.  This 
Society  presents  the  only  agency  by  which  this  important  work 
can  be  systematicaly  prosecuted. 

A  few  thousand  dollars  now  will  give  advantages,  which 
missed,  no  effort  of  the  hereafter  can  retake. 

At  I04th  street,  also  at  76th  Street  the  Society  has  been 
carrying  a  heavy  burden  of  real  estate,  but  the  projectors  of 
these  enterprises  planned  for  a  broad  and  enduring  future, 
facilities  of  communication  now  give  promise  of  a  speedy  reali- 
zation of  grandest  hopes. 

Standing  in  the  presence  of  great  possibilities  and  oppor- 
tunities, the  Methodism  of  this  city,  as  represented  b^  this 
Society,  is  compelled  to  decide  whether  that  future  shall  be  one 
of  achievement  for  the  cause  of  Goi.  or,  s  >  far  as  our  church 
is  concerned,  one  of  ignominious  dwarfage  and  retreat 

The  whole  history  and  spirit  of  Matholism  demand  an 
advance,  but  advance  means  money,  we  must  have  that,  or 
advance  is  impossible. 

One  event  of  the  year  is  of  peculiar  interest,  a  large  legacy 
has  come  into  the  treai^ury  of  the  Society.  Miss  Miry  D  mser, 
among  many  other  benevolent  beque  its.  made  our  Society  a 
legatee  to  the  amount  of  $10,000  by  her  will. 

This  amount  has  been  paid  by  her  executors  during  the 
current  year.  Tba  mention  .of  this  fact,  it  is  earnestly  hoped, 
will  lead  many  others  who  wish  to  live  in  usefulness  to  a  like 
remembrance. 

A  double  blessing  has  come  with  this  $  10,000.  Being  suf- 
ficient to  cancel  one-half  of  a  fl  lating  debt,  the  Society  has 
been  carrying  of  $20,000,  the  Board  determined  to  pay  the 
balance,  and  have  done  with  floating  debts  forever.    Energetic

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measares  were  at  once  adopted  to  raise  the  necessary  amount. 
The  result  has  been  so  nearly  reached  that  no  doubt  can  be 
entertained  of  its  becoming  a  fixed  fact. 

On  MoYember  8,  1878,  the  managers  embodied  this  most 
^^tifying  ibcident  in  the  history  of  the  Society,  in  a  formal, 
*'Besoli)ed,  that  we  state  to  the  people,  that  it  is  the  purpose  of 
ihitf  Society  to  avoid  carrying  any  floating  mdebtedness  here- 
after beyond  the  dose  of  each  current  year." 

The  past  history  and  present  status  of  this  Society  affirms  it 
to  be  an  institution,  not  a  mere  enterprise.  We  cannot  be  too 
deeply  impressed  with  the  fact  of  its  permancy.  It  is  the  only 
organization  by  which  associated  Methodism  in  this  city  can 
lay  hold  of,  and  protect  church  interests  already  existing,  or 
act  aggressively  in  the  conquests  of  new  territory  for  Christ. 

It  ill  not  based  on  mere  sentiment,  it  is  an  outgrowth  and 
expression  of  vital  necessities. 

It  is  no  mendicant  to  be  barely  tolerated  by  christian  people' 
or  to  be  shoved  one  side  as  having  no  claims  upon  their  at- 
tention, it  is  a  me8{»enger  from  God  and  the  Church,  a  mes- 
senger of  fialvation  to  multitudes,  who  are  saying  "No  man 
careth  for  my  soul;"  it  has  gifts,  and  grace,  and  Ubefnlness,  and 
80  challenges  the  right  to  a  heaiing,  and  to  a  support  from  all 
who  love  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  sincerity  and  truth. 

One  suggestion  of  grave  import  has  been  frequently  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  Board,  namely  the  need  of  uiiifjing  the 
work  of  the  entire  city  under  the  direction  of  one  responsible 
head.  It  has  been  thought,  that  could  the  work  take  upon 
itself  more  fully  the  form  of  an  old  fashioned  circuit,  with  one 
preacher  in  charge,  who  should  al«o  act  as  Corresponding  and 
general  Financial  Secretary,  to  carry  out  in  detail  the  general 
instructions  of  the  Board,  many  valuable  results  would  be 
reacht  d. 

Public  meetings  could  be  better  organized  for  all  the  churches. 
Individual  subscriptions  better  systematized.  The  relative  suc- 
cess of  the  work,  and  relative  importance  of  the  diflferent  socie- 
ties and  claims  of  new  localities  be  better  ascertained.  The 
general  sentiment  of  the  church  be  more  thoroughly  aroused, 
and  many  arljancts  to  the  work  utilized,  now  difl&cult  to  develop. 

The  practical  hinderance  to  such  headship,  has  been,  and  is. 
the  division  of  the  city  into  two  conferences,  which  limits  the 
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jnrisdiciion  of  any  preacher  in  charge  bj  the  boundaries  of  his 
own  Conference. 

The  need  of  such  centralization  is  admitted,  but  the  way  of 
effecting  it  does  not  yet  seem  to  be  clear.  No  doubt  the  providence 
that  indicates  the  want,  will,  in  good  time,  also  mark  out  the 
method. 

To  reach  the  ideal  efficiency  of  this  Society,  we  yeniure  to 
fiuggest,  that  in  the  older  parts  of  the  city,  the  need  does  not 
seem  to  call  at  present  for  new  chapels,  with  the  possible  exception 
of  Franklin  street,  but  for  a  thorough  mapping  out,  and  visiting 
of  the  city  by  suitable  persons,  street  by  street,  and  house  by 
bouse,  in  the  inteiest  of  the  established  Sunday  schools  and 
older  Churches,  as  well  as  those  under  the  direct  supervision  of 
the  Society. 

There  needs  also  to  be  household  prayer  meetings  on  a  small 
scale,  numerously  established.  A  partial  interchange  of  pulpit 
labors  on  the  part  of  the  several  pastors  systematically  pursuedt 
would  doubtless  tend  towards  creating  and  perpetuating  a  com- 
munity of  interests  in  all  the  Societie& 

If  the  local  preachers  of  the  city  could  also  become  part  of 
the  organized  and  gratuitous  help  of  this  Society,  the  work 
would  "  bless  both  him  that  giveth  and  him  that  receiveth." 

The  hope  may  also  be  indulged,  that  the  way  may  yet  be 
opened  for  such  amicable  adjustment  of  this  corporation  to  the 
weaker  church  properties  of  the  dty,  as  shall  protect  them  from 
embarrasing  indebtedness  or  peril  of  extinguishment. 

The  field  is  immense,  the  necessities  are  immediate,  and  no 
better  evidence  of  ihe  genuiness  and  importance  of  the  work 
done  by  this  organization  can  be  asked,  than  is  shown  by  the 
material  support  given  it  by  those  who  are  in  a  position  to 
know  the  worth  of  every  dollar  expended,  and  the  adequate  re- 
sponse which  it  briogs.  If  men  have  ever  shown  their  faith  by 
their  works,  the  President  of  this  Society  and  his  associates  in 
the  Board,  have  thus  shown  theirs. 

We  ask  others,  all  others,  to  emulate  their  example,  to  reckon 
themselves  as  God's  stewards,  and  so  share  both  in  the  faith 
and  tbe  work.

ADDRESSES. 


At  the  Annual  Mxktiko  held  in  the  Fbee  Tabebnagle,  Dec,  29th,  187dy 
Gen.  Clinton  B.  Fisk  was  the  fibst  spsaeeb. 

^  His  address  was  listened  to  by  the  great  throng  which  completely  filled 
the  Tabernacle  with  rapt  attention.  He  briefly  reviewed  the  able  report  of 
the  Correnponding  Secretary,  and  drew  from  it  many  facts  npon  which  he 
bnilt  hope  for  the  fnture  ;  and  said  there  never  was  greater  canse  to  be 
thankful,  and  to  coorageonsly  go  forward  in  the  grand  work  of  City  Evan- 
gelizition;  earnestly  and  solemnly  protested  against  the  constant  holding 
up  of  the  dark  side  of  the  picture.  He  preferred  to  class  himself  with  Bish- 
op Hall,  who  is  reported  to  have  said  **that  the  habit  of  looking  on  the 
bright  side  oi  things  was  worth  a  thousand  pounds  a  year."  Bather  than 
to  accompany  a  Brooklyn  brother  in  his  conbtant  search  after  what  might 
sicken  and  dishearten,  the  General  sketched  his  own  experif  nee  and  obser- 
vation among  tne  missions  of  the  Society,  and  graphically  described  the 
visit  he  had  that  day  made  in  **battle  row"  on  the  west  side  of  the  City,  where 
the  light  of  the  Gospel,  as  preached  by  our  city  missionaries,  had  given 
joy  and  brightness  to  the  abode  of  the  poor.  The  fifteen  mission  stations 
of  the  society,  were  so  many  light  houses  from  which  the  ^'danger  signals' 
could  be  seen  afar,  while  their  word»  of  instruction,  invitation,  anc> 
warning  were  falling  upon  the  ears  of  the  people  all  the  time.  "  Gospel 
temperance,"  as  preached  by  Murphy,  was,  and  bad  been,  a  constant  theme 
in  all  our  mistiions,  and  hundreds  redeemed  from  the  bondage  of  intem- 
perance through  our  instrumentality,  were  now  sober,  clothed,  and  in 
their  right  miuds,  singing  the  sweet  songs  of  Zion,  instead  of  taking  part 
in  drunken  revels.  The  dram  shops  of  the  city,  which,  if  placed  side  by 
side,  w  ould  twice  encircle  New  York  from  the  Battery  to  Harlem  River, 
were  vividly  portrayed  as  a  destroying  serpent,  tightening  its  slimy  coils 
around  the  homes  of  the  city.  The  duty  of  the  christian  church  to  preach 
the  gospel  to  every  man,  woman,  and  child,  at  home  and  abroad,  was  en- 
forced, and  the  generous  consideration  ol  every  child  of  God  in  behalf  of 
the  City  Mu^sion  were  invoked.  It  is  to  be  regretted,  that  we  are  unable 
to  furnish  General  Fisk'n  admirable  address  in  fall  for  the  benefit  of  the 
large  numbers  of  the  Society's  contributors  and  friends,  who  were  unfor- 
tunate in  not  being  able  to  attend  the  Annual  Meeting.  The  comprehen- 
sive plan  of  the  Society,  and  the  abundant  opportunities  for  UHcfulness, 
were  improsively  set  forth.  Statistics  of  population,  tenement  houses,  na- 
tivitids,  crimes,  charities,  etc.,  etc.,  were  clothed  with  an  interest  which 
those  only  who  heard  them  can  appreciate. 
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DR.  NEWMAN'S  ADDRESS. 

Soon  after  nine  o'clock  Rev.  Dr.  Newman,  who  came  at  the  oonclanion  of 
the  evening  services  in  his  own  church  to  Korve  this  Society,  addressed  the 
audience  on  the  methods  of  elevating  the  moral  and  booiul  condition  of 
cities. 

His  address  was  a  most  maMterly  exhibition  of  the  power  of  Ihc  Gospel 
in  its  personal  application  and  experience  to  save  society  by  saving  the 
individual,  and  the  utter  insufficiency  of  other  methods,  whether  political, 
esthetic  or  educational. 

His  eloquence  of  fact  and  utterance  will  not  soon  be  fcrgotten  by  the 
large  congregation  that  listened.

One  day,  bending^ 
over  a  pool  of  water,  a  man  said,  "  What  are  you  doing  ?"  He 
replied,  "I  am  combing  my  hair,  and  using  this  muddy  water 
as  my  glass."  The  man  inquired,  "  Where  do  you  live  ?"  He 
replied,  "In  boxes  and  barrels."  "Have  you  no  parents?" 
"  No:"  "  Do  you  go  to  Sunday  school  ?"  "  No."  "  Will  you 
go  if  you  can  have  clothes  ?"     He  replied,  "  Yes,  sir."    Writing 

a  note,  the  man  said,  "  G  >  to  Mr.  with  this  and  then 

come  to  the  Sunday  school  at and  they  will  make  you 

welcome."  As  he  entered,  the  superintendent  said  to  him,  "  Is 
this  the  boy  that  received  a  suit  of  clothes  for  coming  ?"  He 
replied,  "  Yes,  sir."  "  Do  you  know  that  it  was  the  Lord  Jesu& 
who  gave  you  these  and  all  the  good  things  that  you  are  now 
having  ?"  He  replied,  "  I  did  not  know  his  name,  but  he  wa» 
a  fine  old  gentlemen."  How  different  now,  as  the  Bible  is  now 
daily  read,  and  his  children  attend  the  Sunday  school. 

TOO  LATE. 

Awakened  by  the  ringing  of  the  bell  near  midnight,  I  arose 
and  enquired  what  is  wanting  ?  Two  young  ladies  replied,  a 
man  is  dying  and  he  wants  to  see  a  minister.  On  the  way  one 
of  the  ladies  enquired  '*  How  long  do  you  think  it  will 
take  for  the  man  to  be  converted  ?"  I  replied,  It  depends  on

SXTBACTS  FROM   THE    ANNUAL    BEPOBT    OF    THE    LONDON  CITY  MISSION 

SOCIETY,    1878. 

BEPOBT  OF  ONE  OF  THE  MIS8IONABIE 's. 

''  About  the  end  of  January,  1876,  I  yisited  a  small  public 
bouse  in  the  neighborhood  of  Clare  Market.  I  bad  a  conver- 
sation  with  some  men  I  met  in  the  {bar,  and  then  gave  some 
tracts  and  other  religious  publications  to  the  barman.  An  old 
man  who  was  'Isitting  in  the  bar  parlor  beckoned  the  barman 
to  him,  and  took  the  papers  out  of  his  hand.  A  few  weeks 
after  this  a  woman  calledjat  my  house,  and  said  that  a  publi- 
can on  whom  I  had  called  some  time  ago,  wished  to  see  me,  as 
he  was  very  ilL  This  woman  found  me  out  after  considerable 
diflSculty  in  the  {following  manner  : — She  saw  me  go  into  the 
pnUio-house  in  question  the  night  alluded  to,  as  she  Uved  next 
door.  When  she  afterwards  heard  that  the  old  man  at  the 
pnUic-house  wanted^to  see  the  man  that  left  the  tracts  at  his 
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house,  and  having  known  me,  ehe  volunteered  to  find  me  outr 
in  which  she  succeeded  after  some  inquiry.  I  called  at  once  on 
him,  and  found  him  very  ill.  '  You  are  the  man  who  left  these 
tracts,'  he  said ;  I  sent  for  you,  not  that  I  apprehend  any  im- 
mediate danger,  but  I  have  been  reading  these  little  tracts  yom 
left,  and  they  have  awakened  in  me  strange  emotions.'  He 
then  told  me  shortly  that  he  had  been  born  a  gentleman,  and 
commenced  life  at  twenty-one  with  jS30,000  inherited  from  his 
iather.  He  had  no  one  to  control  him,  and  he  gave  way  to  all 
the  license  of  Continental  life.  He  mostly  resided  abroad  and 
principally  at  places  where  gambling  was  allowed.  He  loei 
and  won  fortunes,  and  fought  several  duels  apsing  out  of  bi» 
gaming  transaction&  He  lived  m  this  manner  for  about  thirty- 
five  years,  and  ultimately  returned  to  London,  ruined  in  for- 
tune, character  and  health.  He  had  a  few  hundred  pounds 
/9till  remaining,  with  which  he  purchased  the  good-will  of  & 
small  public  house.  He  assumed  another  name,  and  from  thai 
time,  now  ten  years  past,  he  had  been  a  publican. 

"'And  now,  sir,'  he  added,  'you  see  what  &  wicked,  selfibh, 
ignoble  life  I  have  led  these  forty-five  ^ears.  During  all  this 
time  I  have  scoffed  at  religion,  and  said  it  was  weak  and  con- 
temptible to  believe  in  ii  I  have  never  been  spoken  to  direct- 
ly by  any  religious  minister  about  my  soul  in  all  that  time; 
^d  you  are  the  first  man  who  has  ever  come  into  my  house  on 
a  religious  errand.  That  is  why  I  have  sent  for  you.  Now 
that  death  stares  me  in  the  face,  all  my  philosophy  fails  to 
give  me  comfort.  Is  there  any  hope  for  me?'  I  read  the  pas- 
Idages  of  Scripture  referring  to  the  conversion  of  Paul,  Zaccheus, 
Mary  Magdalene,  the  Phillipian  Jailer,  and  that  which  rela- 
ted to  the  crimes  and  pardon  of  David,  and  the  thief  on  the 
cross;  that  all  these  men  were  guilty  of  great  sins,  and  yet 
were  all  forgiven;  and  the  same  means  by  which  they  were 
saved  was  still  available.  '  The  blood  of  Jesus  Christ  cleansetb 
from  all  sin.'  I  showed  him  that  it  was  nothing  good  in  these 
men  that  gained  pardon  and  acceptance  for  them,  but  faith  in 
the  Son  of  Ood,  in  His  finished  work,  in  His  perfect  atonements 
'  Oh !'  he  said,  '  I  believe  in  Him,  but  I  cannot  trust  my  own 
heart.  All  these  men  had  time  to  bhow  their  repf  ntance ;  but 
I  can't  answer  that  my  own  feelings  arbtiustwoithy.'  I  mark- 
ed some  passages  and  left  him.    I  called  again  in  the  evenings 
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and  found  him  more  tranquil  and  assured.  He  had  been  read- 
ing all  the  passages  I  had  marked,  and  he  now  felt  fully  assur- 
ed that  God  had  forgiven  him  for  Christ's  sake. 

"When  I  called  the  following  morning  he  was  dead.  The 
Bible  lay  open  beside  him  at  the  14th  Chapter  of  St.  John's 
Oospel.  He  had  died  suddenly.  There  was  no  one  present. 
He  had  only  been  dead  a  few  moments  when  I  arrived.  There 
is  every  reason  to  hope  that  his  end  was  peace. 

"One  evening  in  December  last,  I  visited  a  public-house  in 
the  Straild.  A  man  of  respectable  appearance,  to  whom  I 
gave  a  tract,  bent  over  the  counter  and  read  it  while  I  was  en- 
gaged speaking  to  some  of  the  others.  When  he  saw  me  dis- 
engaged, he  said,  'I  have  read  this  tract;  I  believe  what  it  says 
to  be  right,  but  it  can  do  me  no  good  now.  I  have  lost  all  my 
money  to-day  at  the  Sandown  race&  I  have  already  lost  my 
situation  as  commercial  traveller  through  betting.  Last  night 
I  left  my  wife  and  family  in  Scotland,  and  took  with  me  all  the 
money  we  possessed,  and  lost  it  all  to-day.  I  shall  never  re- 
turn; I  shall  make  a  hole  in  the  Thames  to-night.' 

I  said,  *  You  really  do  not  meditate  so  wicked  an  act' 
'  What  else  can  I  do ?'  he  said;    '  how  can  I  face  my  poor 
wife,  who  made  use  of  every  argument  and  entreatj^  in  her  pow- 
er to  dissuade  me  from  coming  to  these  accursed  races,  with- 
out avail  ?    I  dare  not  face  her.' 

**  At  this  time  his  excited  manner  and  language  had  attract- 
ed attention,  bo  I  beckoned  him  out.  I  reasoned  with  him 
about  the  wickednchs  and  folly  of  what  be  contemplated. 
I  pointed  out  how  very  much  worse  off  his  wife  and  young  fam- 
ily would  be  without  him,  bad  as  he  was.  He  was  a  young 
man,  and  might  stiU  get  over  these  difficulties  if  he  were  to 
pursue  an  honest  and  God-fearing  course  of  conduct. 

"  That  perhaps  even  his  late  employers  might  reinstate  him 
if  he  assured  them  that  he  had  given  up  betting  altogether. 

**  He  wept  bitterly  while  I  reasone  d  with  him,  and  ultimately 
agreed  to  return  home;  yet  he  did  not  know  how  to  get  back, 
as  he  had  not  a  penny  in  his  pocket. 

"  I  procured  him  a  night's  lodging  at  a  coffee-house;  tele- 
graphed to  his  wife  to  send  the  money  to  take  her  husband 
home,  and  had  the  satisfaction  next  evening  to  receive  a  letter 
with  the  money.

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'*  I  saw  him  off  by  rail  next  day  to  his  home,  much  subdned 
bat  profuse  in  bis  grat  itade  to  me.  He  assured  me  at  parting 
that  he  had  done  with  bettiug  fopever,  and  that  he  hoped  yet 
to  live  a  osefal  life.  May  we  not  hope  that  he  may  live  a  god- 
ly life  too,  and  feel  grateful  to  that  Providence  which  interpos- 
ed in  his  behalf."

Passed  April  \4dh,  1866,  and  \qmmded  March  \iih,  1871,  May  13/A,  1872, 

and  May  18(^  1875. 


The  People  of  the  State  of   New   Tobx,   bepbesemted   in   Senate 

AMD  JMEintTiT,   DO  ENACT  AS  FOIiLOWS  :  — 

Secxion  1.  All  persons  now  associated  in  the  Society  named  in  the  title 
of  tnis  Act  with  any  persons  who  may  become  associated  therein,  and  their 
floeoessors  are  hereby  constitnted  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  **Thb 
Kkw  Tobk  Citt  QamcH  Extension  and  Missionabt  Socibtt  of  the  Meth- 
odist Epdoopal  Chxjbch,"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  sneces- 
•ion,  and  possess  the  general  powers  conferred  on  corporations  by  the 
third  title  of  the  eighteenth  chapter  of  the  first  part  of  the  Revised 
Btatates  of  the  State  of  New  York 

Section  2.  The  object  of  said  corporation  shall  be  to  promote  Sanday- 
Mhools  and  missions  in  the  City  of  New  York. 

SsonoN  3.  The  said  New  Tork  City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary 
8ioiety  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  shall  be  capable  of  taking  and 
holding  by  purchase  or  devise  any  real  or  personal  eutate  for  the  use  and 
purpose  of  said  corporation,  and  also  of  conveying,  transferring,  and 
mortgaging  any  real  or  personal  estate  ;  but  the  annuul  income  of  any  real 
«state  held  by  said  corporation  at  any  one  time  shall  not  exceed  twenty  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  all  devises  and  bequests  to  said  corporation  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  **  An  Act  in  Btilation  to  Wills," 
passed  April  thirteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty,  and  the  acts  amend- 
ing the  same. 

Section  4.  The  management  of  the  afifairs  of  said  corporation  shall  be 
vested  in  a  Board  of  Managers,  to  be  appointed  and  elected  annually,  as 
provided  by  its  constitution  and  by-laws,  which  board  shall  consist  oi  the 
officers  of  the  society  ;  one  member  from  each  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Churches  in  the  City  of  New  York,  to  be  elected  by  the  Quarterly  Confer- 
ences ;  of  the  pastors  of  said  churches,  and  of  the  presiding  eldeis  oi  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  whose  districts  mHy,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
embrace  the  City  of  New  York,  or  portions  of  that  city  ;  and  foity  ad- 
ditional members,  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  Boai  d  of  Managers.  Thir- 
teen members  of  the  board  shall  be  a  sufficient  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business  at  any  meeting  of  said  board. 

Section  5.  The  Legislature  may  at  any  time  alter  or  repeal  this  act 

Section  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

ARTICLE  IL 

MEMBEBSHIP. 

Seotion  1.  Annual  Members, — All  annaal  contribators  to  the  funds  of  the 
Society  ;  all  laborers  in  the  Sunday-schools  connected  with  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  City  of  New  York,  together  with  the  members  of 
the  Board  of  Managers,  shall  be  annual  members  of  this  Society. 

SEa  2.  L^e  Members,  Directors  and  Patrons, — ^Life  members  may  be  con- 
stituted by  the  payment  at  one  time  of  twenty  dollars ;  life  directors  by  the 
payment  of  one  hundred  dollars,  and  life  patrons  by  the  payment  of  fire 
hundred  dollars.  Such  life  members,  directors,  and  patrons  shall  be 
entitled  to  seats,  and  the  right  of  speaking,  but  not  of  voting,  in  the  Board 
of  Managers. 

ARTICLE  in. 

OFFICERS. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President,  a  First  Vice-President, 
(who  shall  be  one  of  the  Bishops.)  and  six  other  Vice-Presidents  ;  a  Cor- 
responding Secretary  ;  a  Recording  Secretary  ;  an  Assistant  Recording 
Secretary  ;  a  Treasurer,  and  an  Assistant  Treasurer  ;  all  of  whom  shall  be 
elected  by  the  Society  at  its  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

DOAED  OF  MANAGEB8. 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  consist  of  the  officers  of  the 
Society,  of  the  pastors  of  the  several  Churches,  of  a  delegate  from  each 
Church,  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  Quarterly  Conference,  and  of  forty 
additional  members,  to  be  elected  by  the  Board  at  its  first  meeting  after  the 
annual  meeting,  or  at  such  other  time  or  times  as  it  may  determine. 

SEa  2.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  monthly  for  the  transaction  of 
business.    They  shall  have  authority  to  make  by-laws ;  to  fill  the  yacancies- 
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in  the  elected  Board  of  Officers  that  may  occar  in  the  interval  of  the  annual 
meetings,  and  adopt  such  measures  as  they  may  judge  expedient  to 
promote  the  best  interests  of  the  Society. 

Brno,  3.  At  the  regular  meeting  in  December,  the  Board  shall  appoint  a 
committee  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Assistant 
Treasurer,  and  shall  nominate  officers  to  be  elected  by  the  Society  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Hsa  4.  Thirteen  members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business.

DX7TIES  OF  OFFIGXBSt 

SxctionI.  PresiderU  and  Vice-PresiderUs.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
President  to  preside  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  and  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Bianagers,  have  a  general  supervision  of  the 
afEairs  of  the  Society,  keep  the  seal,  and  execute  all  papers  ordered  by  the 
Board  of  Managers.  The  Viee-Presidents  shall  preside  at  the  public 
meetings  held  in  the  interest  of  the  Society,  and  in  the  absence  of  the 
President  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board  and  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Society,  and  render  such  other  assistance  to  the  President  as  may  be 
required. 

Sxa  2.  Correspofiding  Secretary.— The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  at- 
tend to  the  correspondence  of  the  Society,  and  prepare  the  annual  report. 

S>a  3.  Recording  Secretary, — The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  minutes 
of  all  the  meetings  of  the  Society  and  Board  of  Managers;  give  notice  of  all 
meetings;  notify  the  officers  of  their  election;  furnish  the  chairman  of  each 
committee  with  the  names  of  the  members  of  such  committee,  and  perform 
sneh  other  duties  as  may  be  required. 

The  Assistant  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  complete  records  of  the 
work  of  the  Society,  as  reported  to  the  Executive  Committee,  act  as  secretary 
of  that  committee,  and  render  such  assistanceto  the  recording  secretary  as 
may  be  required,  and  in  his  absence'  act  as  secretary  of  the  meetings  of  the 
Society  and  Board  of  Managers. 

Sec.  4.  Trectsurer. — The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  funds  belonging  to 
the  Society,  pay  all  bills  and  sign  all  papers  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, and  report  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  board  and  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  transfer  to  the  Treasurer  all  con- 
tributions made  by  the  Churches,  with  the  names  of  the  contributors,  for 
record  and  publication  in  the  annual  report  He  shall  also  receive  and 
disburse  (under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee)  funds  specially 
donated  for  the  relief  of  the  poor. 

S*a  5.  Preacher  in  charge. — It  shall  be  the  doty  of  the  preacher  or 
preachers  appointed  in  charge  of  the  missions  under  the  care  oi  this 
Society,  in  connection  with  the  Missionary  Committee,  to  arrange  the  plan 
of  labor  for  the  missionaries  and  colporteurs,  and  to  make  a  monthly 
report  to  the  Board  of  Managers. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

▲PPOniTMENT  OF  lOSSION^BIKS  AND  GOLPOBTKUBft. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  authority  to  request  the  appoint- 
ment ot  as  uianj  miMionaries  as  they  may  deem  advisable;  and  in  ad- 
dition to  such  mitwioaary  or  intidionaries,  the  Board  of  Managers  may 
Appoint  as  many  colpor tears  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

ARTICLE  VIL 

•  BSTDiATINO  COMMtTTES. 

The  offioers  of  the  Society,  and  the  chairman  of  the  seyeral  atanding 
oooiiniitdds,  shall  form  aa  eiUin  itiug  oo junitiee,  who  shall  estimate  the 
aaiaries  of  the  mis^iouaries  and  oolporceurd,  and  report  the  same  to  the 
BiMird  of  Managers.

ARTICLE  n. 

COHMITTEES   AND   THEIR   DUTIES. 

Section  1.  The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Board  shall  be 
as  follows  :

3.  Committee  on  Public  Meetings. 

SEa  2.  Executive  Committee. — This  Committee  shall  have 
power  to  purchase  real  estate,  and  hire  suitable  places  for  the 
establishment  of  mission  chapels  and  Sunday-schools,  and 
assist  in  the  formation  of  the  same,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board.  They  shall  also  have  general  supervision  of  the  work. 
It  shall  bIbo  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  devise  and  carry 
out  measures  for  raising  funds  for  the  purposes  of  the  Society. 
The  President  and  Treasurer  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  this 
committee. 
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Sbc.  3.  Visiting  Committee. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  com- 
mittee to  visit  all  the  schools  comiected  with  the  Society  at 
least  twice  in  each  year,  and  to  report  any  facts'^^conceming 
them  which  may  be  of  interest. 

Sec  4  Committee  on  PiMic  Meetings. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
this  committee  to  make  all  necessary  arrangements  for  holding 
the  regulai*  meetings  of  the  Society,  and  such  others  as  may  be 
determined  upon  by  the  Board. 

Sec.  5.  The  President  of  the  Society  shall  appoint  the  chair- 
man of  the  various  committees  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of 
the  Board  succeeding  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  and 
the  officers  of  the  Society  and  the  chairman  so  appointed  shall 
appoint  the  remainder  of  said  committees,  when  each  and  all 
shall  enter  upon  the  duties  assigned  them. 

ARTICLE  m. 

REPORTS    OF    COMMITTEES. 

Each  standing  Committee  shall  present  a  written  report  of 
its  doings  to  the  Board  at  the  regular  meetings. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

SPECIAL   MEETINGS. 

Special  meetings  can  be  called  by  the  President,  or  by  the 
Secretary  at  the  request  of  five  members  of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  V. 

ATTENDANCE    ON    MEETINGS. 

Any  member  absenting  himself  from  two  successive  stated 
meetings  of  the  Board  without  notifying  either  the  President 
or  Recording  Secretary,  shall  be  reminded  thereof  by  the  Re- 
cording Secretary ;  and  imless  a  satisfactory  communication 
is  received  from  him  at  the  succeeding  meeting  of  the  Board 
his  seat  may  be  vacated  by  a  vote  of  the  Board. 

The  following  resolutionsrelating  to  mission  schools  and  build- 
ings were  passed  by  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  New  York 
City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  at  a  regular  meeting  held  on  the  evening  of 
Dcember  14, 1866:— 
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Resolved,  1.  That  an  annual  collection  be  taken  for  the  general 
work  of  the  Society  in  all  the  missions  under  its  supervision. 

2.  That  when  the  Board  of  Managers  decide  on  building  a 
chapel  or  church  for  any  mission  connected  with  the  Society,  it 
ahall  then  authorize  the  mission  for  which  the  tshapel  or  church  is 
to  be  erected  to  receive  funds  for  this  purpose,  and  the  funds  thus 
raised  and  placed  iu  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  shall  be  credited 
to  the  mission  and  used  for  the  special  purposes  thus  designated. 

3.  That  when  the  Board  of  Managers  have  fixed  the  time, 
and  selected  the  location,  for  the  purchase  of  lots,  or  the  pur- 
chase or  building  of  chapel  or  church,  the  full  amount  raised  by 
the  mission  for  which  the  chapel  or  church  is  to  be  purchased 
or  built  shall  be  placed  to  its  credit;  and  at  such  time  as  the 
mission,  with  the  assent  and  approval  of  the  Society,  shall 
assume  the  obligation  of  meeting  all  its  cun-eut  expenses,  (in- 
cluding the  salary  of  pastor  and  the  support  of  Sunday  school,) 
the  amount  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  mission  shall  be  deducted 
from  the  estimated  value  of  the  property  to  be  transferred  to 
the  local  Sunday  school  or  church. 

4.  When  a  chapel  or  church  has  been  purchased  or  erected 
for  a  mission,  all  the  surplus  funds  over  the  current  expenses  of 
the  mission  (not  including  tlie  salary  of  pastor  or  assistants) 
raised  by  said  mission  and  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  this 
Society,  shall  l>e  placed  to  the  credit  thereof  as  a  sinking  fund, 
and  deducted  from  the  estimated  value  of  the  property  at  its 
transfer,  as  specified  in  said  resolution. 

5.  That  such  Sunday  school  and  Society  appoint  its  respec- 
tive treasurer,  who  shall  take  charge  of  the  funds  raised,  and 
report  receipts  and  expenditures  monthly  to  the  pastors. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held 
February  8,  1867,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted: — 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  treasurer  be  and  is  hereby  instructed  to 
pay  no  biUs  against  this  Society  untU  such  bUls  have  been  passed 
by  this  Board  and  signed  by  the  president  or  recording  secretary. 

2.  That  all  missions  mider  charge  of  this  Society  needing 
assistance  to  meet  their  current  expenses  must  make  their  ap- 
plication to  this  Board  through  the  Executive  Committee,  and 
in  no  case  incur  any  expense  chargeable  to  the  Society  beyond 
the  appropriations  made  by  this  Board* 
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At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  March 
8th,  1867,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Eeaoivedy  That  the  president  of  the  Society  be  authorized  to 
appoint  the  superintendents,  and  that  the  superintendents  tbuB 
appointed  shall  have  the  privilege  of  selecting  the  secretaries 
and  librarians,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  president. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers at  the  regular  meeting  held  June  14,  1867  : 

Besdved,  That,  in  the  estimation  of  this  Board  of  Managers, 
it  is  inexpedient  for  any  Sunday  school  or  mission  under  the 
supervision  of  the  New  York  City  Church  Extension  and  Mia- 
sionary  Society  to  take  public  collections  for  local  purposes 
outside  of  the  rooms  devoted  to  their  use. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held 
August  10,  1867,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

Beaolued,  1.  That  all  money  collected  in  the  Church  classes 
organized  in  our  mission  chapels  be  appropriated  exclusively 
toward  payment,  by  the  treasurer  of  the  New  York  City  Church 
Extension  and  Missionary  Society,  of  the  salaries  of  the  preachers 
and  assistants  having  charge  of  the  missions. 

2.  That  the  preachers  in  charge  be  directed  to  report  at  each 
monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  the  amount  of  class 
money  collected  in  each  mission  under  their  charge  during  the 
previous  month. 

At  the  general  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held 
October  8,  1869,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  in  the  future  election  of  treasurer  for  our  mis- 
sion Sunday  schools,  in  those  missions  where  there  is  a  (^urch 
organization,  the  treasurer  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Church 
with  which  the  school  is  connected. 

The  following  was  adopted  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  held  January  12,  1877  : 

Beaolved,  1.  That  the  pastors  of  our  several  missions  be  re- 
quested to  see  that  missionary  societies  are  properly  organized, 
as  per  discipline,  in  each  of  their  Sabbath  schools  ;  and  that 
they  state  in  their  monthly  report  the  amount  raised  and  paid 
over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  M.  E. 
Church,  for  which  they  hold  a  receipt  to  render  to  the  annual 
conference. 


ST.   STEPHEN'S    M.   E.    CHURCH. 
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2.  That  ihe  officers,  teachers  and  children  of  the  Sabbath 
Bchools  under  oar  charge  be  earnestly  requested  to  devote  one 
Sunday  of  each  month  to  the  missionary  cause,  and  to  do  all 
that  is  in  their  power  to  assist,  so  that  the  work  of  sending  the 
Gospel  to  heathen  lands  may  not  be  retarded. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  Jan- 
nary  12,  1877,  the  following  was  adopted  : 

Whereas,  It  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Officers  of 
this  Society  that  some  of  the  missions  under  the  care  of  this 
Board  are  agitating  the  matter  of  an  election  of  Trustees,  and 

Whereas,  It  is  desirable  that  there  should  be  no  misunder- 
standing, or  oonffict  of  jurisdiction,  between  this  Society  and 
the  missions  imder  its  charge,  therefore  be  it  resolved  as  fol- 
lows, viz.: 

Besolved,  1.  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  be  instructed 
to  notify  the  pastors  of  those  churches  and  congregations  wor- 
shipping' in  premises  owned  by  this  corporation,  that  there 
should  be  no  election  of  Trustees,  and  that  this  Society  will  not 
recognize  any  person  or  persons  acting  or  claiming  to  act  in 
that  capacity. 

2.  That  the  only  authority  recogDized  by  this  Board  in  the 
churches  aforesaid,  is  the  Quarterly  Conference,  of  which  the 
Presiding  Elder  is  chairman,  and  the  Leaders  and  Stewards 
Meeting,  of  which  the  Pastor  is  chairman. 

3.  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  notify  all  persons  who 
have  been  acting  in  the  capacity  of  Trustees,  of  the  action  of 
this  Society,  and  requiring  them,  and  the  Secretaries  and 
Treasurers,  or  those  who  may  have  been  serving  as  such,  to 
deliver  as  soon  as  practicable  all  papers,  documents,  books, 
records  and  other  property  held  by  them  to  the  pastor  in  charge 
of  said  church. 

L  That  the  Pastor  with  the  Leaders  and  Stewards  Meeting 
are  from  and  after  this  date  the  only  custodians  of  all  the 
property  belonging  to  this  Society,  used  by  the  congregation 
of  which  they  are  members.

**I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  New  York  City  Church  Extension  and  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  instituted  in  the  city 
of  New  York,  and  incorporated  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New

careful  to  adopt  the  above  form,  so  that  legacies  may  not  be  lost  to 
he  Society  by  mistake.

The  preachers  employed  in  the  work  are  not  broken  down  and 
useless  men  who  have  failed  in  other  fields.  Above  everything 
else,  the  ministers  mnst  be  faithful,  hard-working  men,  and 
saocessfol  preachers.  And  among  onr  ministers  wiU  be  foond 
as  able  men  as  in  the  self-supporting  Churches  around  them. 
It  is  useless  to  put  second  rate  men  to  do  this  work.  The  policy 
of  the  Society  has  been  to  develop  all  the  giving  and  work- 
ing talent  in  the  Churches  to  foster  their  self-respect ;  and 
to  work  with  them  as  brethreu.  And  when  it  is  seen  that  out 
of  $52,421  raised  this  past  year,  that  $32,223  have  been  paid 
in  by  the  Treasurers  of  the  local  Societies  under  our  charge, 
it  will  be  appreciated  now  successfully  this  policy  has  been 
worked.  There  are  no  paid  officers  in  the  Society ;  all  of  them 
are  freely  giving  their  time  and  labor,  and  some  of  them  are  the 
largest  contributors  to  its  funds. 

And  when  it  is  remcDibered  that  this  Society  has  organized 
every  new  Methodist  Church  that  has  been  formed  in  this  city 
during  the  past  17  years,  except  the  new  one  on  Madison  Avenue 
and  60th  Street,  it  will  be  seen  how  great  a  debt  of  gratitude 
New  York  Methodism  owes  to  this  Institution,  and  how  wisely 
it  has  planned  and  occupied  the  field.

OoBHSLL  Mkkobial. — ^BcY.  W.  W.  Bowdish,  Pastor. — ^ 
Church  has  made  steady  progress  daring  the-  entire  year, 
liiembers  have  been  received  into  the  Church  at  each  sacra- 
mental service.  The  congregations  are  large,  and  would  be 
very  largely  increased  had  we  the  ropm  to  accommodate  the 
people.  The  Sabbath  School  now  numbers  over  1200  scholars 
and  teachers.  It  is  not  possible  to  secure  the  attendance  of  the 
scholars  upon  public  worship  to  any  great  extent,  for  want  of 
room.  If  the  scholars  remain  at  Church  in  the  morning,  then 
the  ccmgregation  must  be  excluded  for  want  of  suitable  accom- 
modations. This  want  is  to  be  met  by  the  building  of  a  new 
Church  during  this  year  ;  the  plans  are  already  in  hand,  and 
•committees  are  appointed  to  push  the  enterprise  toward  com- 
pletion during  the  spring  and  summer.  When  the  Church 
iocommodationB  have  been  thus  furnished  for  the  people,  this 
Church  will  be  second  to  no  other  in  her  true  evangelistic  work. 
Many,  very  many,  incidents  of  rare  interest  could  be  noted  of 
the  devotion  of  those  who  for  years  have  nourished  this  wonder- 
ful work,  and  who  have  come  to  see  the  fruit  of  their  consecrated 
toil.  Never  have  I  known  of  such  faithfulness  in  Sunday 
School  work ;  never  have  I  known  better  discipline,  nor  a  more 
thorough  knowledge  of  the  Bible,  than  I  have  found  in  this 
Sabbath  School.  Teachers  and  scholars  are  united,  and  they 
are  agreed  in  this  one  thing — t?ie  study  and  knowledge  of  the 
word.  "  The  Bible  first,  the  Bible  last,  and  the  Bible  always," 
is  the  motto  of  our  School  This  report  closes  with  the  Church 
in  the  midst  of  a  good  revival.

by  letter,  5.  Pastoral  and  missionary  visits,  619 ;  funerals  at- 
tended, 81.  The  membership  remains  about  the  same  as  a 
year  ago ;  so  are  the  congregations  and  attendance  at  prayer 
meetings;  class  meetings  not  so  well  attended.  There  has 
been  an  increase  in  the  Sunday  School.  There  is  a  large 
percentage  of  our  Church  members  living  so  far  away,  that 
they  seldom  attend. 

WooDLAWN. — Rev.  Thomas  Lodge,  Pastor. — Our  Church  at 
Woodlawn  is  doing  well.  The  membership  and  congregation 
are  small.  It  is  the  only  Church  in  the  place,  and,  with  the 
exception  of  two  or  three  Catholic  families,  all  the  people 
worship  with  us.  We  have  had  two  uncommonly  interesting 
conversions  since  last  conference,  which  have  encouraged  us 
much  in  our  work.  The  membership  is  only  83,  and  quite  a 
number  of  them  live  at  a  distance. 

Our  Sunday  School  is  especially  excellent ;  officers,  teachers 
and  scholars  are  deeply  interested  from  Sabbath  to  Sabbath  in 
the  exercises  conducted  by  the  Superintendent,  Mr.  M.  C. 
Barton.  We  have  30  scholars  on  the  roll — all  the  Protestant 
children  in  the  neighborhood — and  an  average  attendance  of 

25.    This  is  one  of  the  Missions  that  must  be  held  for  future 
enlargement  and  great  results  to  the  Church. 
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and  woe  upon  the  morals  of  the  whole  Republic  It  is  a  politi* 
cal  centre  around  which  the  nation  revolyes.  It  is  a  commercial 
power,  whereby  all  lesser  towns  are  but  parts  of  one  great 
whole.  It  is  a  social  despotism,  whose  queen  is  Fashion,  and 
whose  commands  are  everywhere  obeyed  as  to  style  of  dresSy 
modes  of  living  and  the  character  of  amusements.  It  is  a 
spiritual  hierarchy,  whose  encyclicals  formulate  the  creeds  and 
prescribe  the  forms  of  worship  in  the  most  distant  and  humble 
village.  It  is  a  fountain  of  ideas,  sending  forth  its  intellectual 
streams  of  thought,  of  sentiment,  of  opinion,  which  lave  cot- 
tage and  palace  in  the  most  remote  part  of  our  national  do- 
main.   Who  can  measure  the  moral  power  of  such  a  city  ? 

And  New  York  is  no  exception  to  the  well-known  historic 
fact,  that  great  cities  art)  notorious  for  great  wickedness. 
8uch  were  the  debaucheries  and  blasphemies  of  Sodom,  that 
the  heavens  were  converted  into  a  momentary  hell  of  fire  and 
brimstone  to  punish  her  incorrihle  citizens;  such  were  the  dis- 
sipations and  idolatries  of  Babylon,  that  the  only  memorials  of 
her  grandeur  are  massive  piles  of  ruins;  such  were  the  murders 
and  hypocricies  of  Jerusalem,  that  Jehovah  swept  her  with  the 
besom  of  destructicm.  Tlie  llomans  were  as  licentious  as  they 
wore  brutal;  the  Pompeians  descended  to  the  lowest  depths  of 
depravity;  the  Athenians  were  slaves  to  the  basest  passions  of 
our  fallen  humanity.  This  terriUk  hldory  repeats  itself  in  New 
YoH:.  Her  criminal  classes  are  numerous,  and  extremely 
vicious.  Her  dens  of  iuiquity  are  many  and  loathsome  beyond 
description.  Her  centres  of  crime  defy  law  and  morals.  Her 
licensed  drinking  saloons  are  more  than  8,000,  wherein  not 
less  than  $(50,000,000  are  annually  spent.  Out  of  93,000 
arrests  in  one  year,  ()'2,000  were  for  intoxication  and  disorderly 
conduct.  Sj  dominant  are  the  brutal  passions  of  some,  that 
8,000  men  and  women  were  arrested  in  J  2  months  for  violence 
and  assault.  Who  does  not  sh  udder  at  this  horrid  picture  of  crime 
in  the  first  city  in  this  Christian  Republic  ?  Poverty  attends  this 
army  of  criminals;  23,000  out-door  poor  stretch  forth  their 
hands  for  bread;  10,000  neglected  children  wander  through  our 
streets;  30,000  paupers  feed  on  the  public  bounty;  and  20,000 
women  are  bereft  of  that  which  is  priceless  to  womanhood. 
Who  does  not  heave  a  groan  almost  of  despair  in  tlie  presence  of 
facts  so  appalling  f     What  Christian  does  not  tremble  with  a  senae 
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A  yery  efficient  joung  people's  meeting  is  sustained,  in 
charge  of  the  wife  of  the  Pastor,  and  has  materially  aided  in 
the  salvation  of  some  of  the  precious  jouth,  while  many  have 
been  brought  under  especial  religious  influences.  The  work  of 
the  Church  is  essentially  missionary.  There  is  a  broad  field 
unoultivated  by  any  other  Church  agency.  The  obstacles  are 
great,  the  discouragements  many,  but  our  ''  God  is  able." 

One-Hundred- AND-NiNTH  Street — Rev.  F.  M.  North,  Pastor — 
A  brief  sketch  of  the  movement  resulting  in  the  fine  Chapel 
upon  109th  Street,  near  Madison  Avenue,  will  illustrate  the 
efficiency  of  the  Society  in  the  work  of  Church  Extension. 

Three  years  ago,  and  less,  there  was  an  active  little  congre- 
gation in  111th  Street,  near  Third  Avenue.  They  had  learned  to 
help  themselves,  and  with  very  little  outside  aid  had  gathered 
a  fine  Sunday  School  and  a  membership  of  over  150.  The 
completion  of  the  Elevated  R  E.  brought  larger  increase  in 
the  population  and  accessions  to  the  Church.  Their  place  of 
worship  was  a  frame  Chapel,  30  x  60,  of  very  meagre  accom- 
modations, and  it  clearly  was  inadequate. 

The  local  Society  owned  no  property,  and  had  no  men  in  it 
of  large  means,  but  determined  to  meet  its  own  responsibility, 
and  pray  that  friends  might  be  raised  up  for  the  enterprise 
that  seemed  a  positive  necessity.  By  a  vigorous  effort  about 
$3,000  was  raised  and  put  in  bank.  But  what  could  this 
accomplish  ?  Just  at  this  juncture  the  N.  Y.  City  Mission  and 
Church  Extension  Society  came  to  the  rescue.  Through  its 
President,  a  proposition  was  made  to  build  a  Chapel  upon 
purchased  lots,  leaving  room  for  a  Church  in  the  future ;  the 
general  Society  pledging  $12,000  toward  the  enterprise,  on 
condition  that  the  local  Society  should  pay  in  an  equal  amount 
before  the  day  of  dedication. 

The  business,  selection  of  site,  plans,  contracts  &c.,  was  to 
be  managed  by  a  joint  committee  representing  the  general  and 
the  local  Society.  Thus  were  secured  the  self-respect  and  self- 
help  of  the  individual  Society,  in  association  with  the  wisdom 
and  experience  of  many  of  the  best  known  Methodists  in  the 
city.  After  most  careful  inquiry,  lots  (118  ft.  by  100)  were 
selected  upon  109th  Street,  near  Madison  Avenue,  for  the  sum 
of  $19,600  ;  and  upon  the  east  side  of  the  property  a  Chapel» 
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enough  that  the  moral  and  well-to-do  .oifcizen  abstains  from 
wrong-doing  himself,  he  is  bound  to  do  all  in  his  power  to  in- 
duce others  to  do  likewise.  All-absorbed  in  the  accumulation 
•of  wealth,  or  in  the  enjoyment  thereof,  too  many  of  the  higher 
classes  contentedly  hand  over  the  administration  of  our  muni- 
cipalif  y  to  politicians,  and  our  public  morals  to  ministers  and 
women;  and  then,  when  crime  prevails  and  riot  reigns,  they 
denounce  the  wickedness  of  the  city,  the  worthlessness  of  gov- 
<?rnmeut,  and  the  failure  of  Christianity.  But  such  indifference 
is  a  crime  against  society  and  religion. 

If  large  sections  of  New  York  are  a  reproach  to  the  Chris- 
tian name,  the  awful  responsibility  must  be  placed  at  the  door 
of  too  many  Christian  people  who  are  illiberal  and  inactive. 
They  have  the  intelligence,  if  applied,  would  awaken  the  deep- 
est emotion;  they  have  the  virtue,  if  active,  would  be  an  im- 
mense power;  they  have  the  money,  if  consecrated  to  the  evan- 
gelization of  New  York,  would  transform  the  face  of  society'. 
Yet  they  are  indififerent  to  the  Divine  work  of  our  organization. 
Not  a  few  of  them  have  made  their  'money  in  this  city,  and  are 
to-day  among  our  most  prosperous  business  men.  They  thrive 
in  business  by  the  facilities  which  New  York  offers  to  their 
■energies.  They  owe  their  all  to  New  York.  In  some  way  or 
other,  all  classes  contribute  to  their  financial  success.  The  city 
where  they  make  their  money  is  the  place  where  they  should 
spend  their  money.  They  cannot  be  ignorant  of  the  relation 
of  morals  to  wealth.  Were  this  city  to  become  in  morals  a 
Home,  a  Jerusalem,  or  a  Sodom,  how  long  would  their  business 
thrive  and  their  property  be  valuable  ?  And  the  morality  of 
the  people  depends  upon  the  Christianity  of  the  people.  New 
York  needs  Christ  for  public  morals,  for  business  prosperity, 
for  personal  salvation.  Too  many  Christian  men  treat  New 
York  as  they  would  treat  a  foreign  city;  they  use  it  for  business 
•convenience  and  then  are  indifferent  as  to  its  high  spiritual 
and  eternal  interests.  Their  happy  home  is  on  the  Hudsoui  or 
in  the  Jerseys,  or  on  the  Sound,  where  in  the  sparcity  of  a  rural 
population  they  live  in  the  safety  of  a  Christian  morality,  while 
New  York,  the  source  of  their  wealth  and  happiness,  is  nightly 
abandoned  to  the  most  horrid  and  destructive  vices.  Their 
Divine  Master  could  weep  over  Jerusalem,  from  which  He  ex- 
pected nothing;  but  these  Christians  do  not  linger  long  enough 
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The  Chapel  most  be  regarded  as  the  germ  of  one  of  the 
Cbnrches  of  the  fatnre  oity  ;  and,  howeyer  soon  the  adyancing 
tide  of  population  may  cross  our  border,  no  more  charming 
location  for  the  welcoming  Church  could  be  asked  than  that 
which  the  foresight  of  our  noble  founder  secured  for  this 
Society. 

Simr-EioHTH  Stbxbt  Mission. — Rct.  C.  W.  McPherson, 
Pastor. — ^The  measure  of  the  growth  of  a  Church,  as  of  any 
institution,  is  to  be  determined  by  the  obstacles  in  its  way,  and 
by  the  feebleness  of  its  resources.  Tested  t>y  this  principle, 
the  achieyements  of  the  people  who  compose  the  Sixty-eighth 
Street  Mission  are  the  source  of  the  greatest  thanksgiying  to 
€h>d,  as  well  as  a  cause  of  wondering  to  many. 

Notwithstanding  the  disadyantages  under  which  we  labor, 
and  our  enforced  feebleness  thereby,  the  past  year  has  been 
one  of  decided  growth  in  eyery  way.  Our  actual  increase  in 
membership  is  full  40  per  cent.  The  Church  sendees  haye  been 
well  attended  throughout  the  year ;  -at  least  one-half  of  the 
whole  membership  are  in  the  prajer  and  class  meetings  eyery 
week.  The  people  haye  responded  nobly  wheneyer  demands 
haye  been  made  upon  them  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the 
Church.  Faithful  and  devoted  serrice  has  been  giyen  to  the 
Sundai^r  School  work,  and  gratifying  results  are  seen. 

When  we  made  our  last  report,  one  year  ago,  we  entertained 
the  hope  of  moving  into  a  new  Chapel  during  the  year.  Our 
expectations  have  not  been  realized,  but  will  be  soon.  The  City 
Church  Extension  Society  has  devised  liberally  for  the  needs 
of  this  part  of  the  city,  so  soon  to  be  the  finest  part  of  "  up- 
town "  New  York.  The  handsome  and  commodious  Chapel, 
so  well  situated,  will  be  dedicated  soon. 

Thirty- Fifth  Stbeet. — Rev.  Albert  Stephens,  Pastor. — ^At 
Thirty-fifth  Street  Church,  the  past  year  opened  with  a  much 
needed  improvement.  The  painters  were  invited  in  and  the 
whole  interior  of  the  Church  was  thoroughly  renovated,  and  is 
now  in  all  respects  neat,  sunny  and  inviting.  In  order  to  ac- 
complish this  good  work  it  was  necessary  for  us  to  ask  of  the 
Oity  Church  Extension  Society  a  donation  of  $75.00,  which 
amount  was  most  cheerfully  given.  And,  under  the  inspiration 
of  this  gift,  it  was  an  easy  matter  for  us  to  raise  in  our  own 
^congregation  the  $225.00  needed  to  complete  the  work.  In 
Regard  to  financial  matters,  the  year  has  been  one  of  delightful 
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Preeident  has  consecrated  his  life  and  fortune  to  this  diyine 
work  ;  and  his  munificent  yearly  gifts  are  the  best  pledge  of 
his  devotion  to  the  cause.  No  monument  of  bronze  or  marble 
could  perpetuate  more  significantly  his  name  as  a  true  bene* 
factor  to  this  great  city  than  the  Society  which  will  be  forever 
associated  with  his  family  name.  Associated  with  him  are 
lajmen,  whose  intelligence,  integrity,  and  high  social  standing 
command  respect  in  the  commercial  circles  wherein  they  daily 
move,  and  their  abiding  intere&t  in  our  important  work  is 
evinced  by  their  liberality,  by  their  attendance  at  the  meetings 
of  the  Board,  and  by  their  visitations  to  our  missionary  sta- 
tions. And  it  is  a  fact  which  should  not  escape  record,  that 
our  resident  Bishop,  our  presiding  elders,  and  not  a  few  of  our 
leading  pastors,  express  in  like  manner  their  faith  and  zeal  in 
the  ends  and  purposes  of  our  organization. 

These  ministers  and  laymen  have  resolved  to  prove  that 
Christianity  is  not  only  adapted  but  may  be  a  sublime  success 
in  great  cities. 

To  chide  the  doubts  and  il liberality  of  some,  and  to  cheer 
others  in  their  giving  and  their  doing,  let  us  take  two 
illustrations — one  from  Europe  ;  the  other  from  our  own 
city.  There  is  in  Edinburgh,  a  quarter  of  the  city  known  as 
West  Port,  a  free  translation  of  which  is  Hdl-PorL  There 
stood  the  house  wherein  Burke  and  Hare  committed  fourteen 
murders,  by  dropping  their  victims  through  a  trap-door,  and 
afterward  straugling  them,  to  obtain  the  human  skins  to  sell  to 
physicians  for  medical  purposcH.  Opposite  that  cellar  of 
horrors  was  a  tan-loft,  the  centre  of  a  population  of  2,000,  one- 
fourth  of  which  was  on  the  poor-roll,  and  another  one-fourth 
represented  the  victims  of  unm(?ntiunable  vices.  Dr.  Chalmers 
selected  that  living  h»41  as  the  Hi)ot  where  to  test  the  power  of 
the  Gospel  to  save  the  lowest  and  the  worst.  Confident  of 
success,  ho  dividiMi  that  bectioii  into  twouty  sub-districts,  and 
assioTied  to  v\\v\i  a  visitor,  umn  or  woiiian.  It  was  the  business 
of  these  anj^els  of  mcircy  to  visit  each  family  once  a  week,  to 
leave  money  or  food,  to  iiivitf  the  childn  n  to  religious  and 
industrial  schools,  and  the  purents  to  eliuiih.  Chalmers  com- 
mitted Christianity  in  this  heroic  venture.  What  waH  the  out- 
come? Every  person  aided  waM  tauj^ht  to  i)ay  something  for 
the  school  and  church  (»pened  for  his  benttit.     AVithin  five 
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jyears  thereafter,  a  eelf-sapporimg  ohnrcb  was  founded,  and  of 
its  182  members,  more  than  100  were  from  "  murderers'  row." 
Every  ohild  was  in  school  A  savings  bank  was  organized  ; 
day  and  nig^t  schools' were  opened  ;  $80,000  a  year  was  there 
waited  for  the  support  of  the  Mission,  and  iS70  sterling  were 
^ven  for  benevolent  purposes  beyend  its  own  territory.  Chal- 
mers is  dead  ;  but  his  mission  lives. 

This  is  paralleled  by  the  results  in  our  Eleventh-street  Mission. 
That  Mission  is  located  in  the  Eleventh  ward,  which  extends 
from  Avenue  B  to  the  East  river,  and  from  Bivington  street 
to  Fourteenth  street.    Sixty-four  thousand  people  live  in  that 
ward,  of  whom  84,000  are  foreigners,  17,000  children  between 
five  and  fifteen  years  are  reared  in  poverty,  filth  and  crime. 
Four  hundred  and  seventy-five  grog-shops  curse  that  ward. 
There  is  the  over-crowded  tenant-house,  wherein  live  in  filth, 
vice  and  disease  from  five  to  twenty  families.    There  the  death 
rate  is  twenty-one  per  1,000  of  the  living.    The  Sabbath  is  a 
profane  holiday.    The  very  air  trembles  vnth  blasphemy.    The 
song  of  the  drunkard  is  the  only  music  of  the  household. 
Tirtue  is  at  a  discount    Crime  abounds.    Childhood  is  bom  in 
«n  and  rtered  in  iniquity.    Can  the  Gospel  reaoh  and  save 
humanity  so  fallen  ?    Eleven  Protestant  ohurches  throw  some 
light  on  that  darkened  mass,  and  notably,  our  honored  Second* 
steeet  Church  and  our  Grerman  Church  ;  but  it  was  reserved 
for  our   City  Missionary  Society  to    accomplish   marvelous 
results.    In  our  Mission  Church  is  a  Sunday  school  wherein  are 
28  teachers  and  648  children  ;  a  membership  of  198,  an  increase 
of  47  in  a  year,  during  which  68  were  received  on  probation, 
and  45  were  received  into  full  membership.     During  1879  the 
Missionary  offered   prayer  in  358  families  ;    91   conversions 
blessed  his  labors.     He  fed  the  hungry,  clothed  the  naked,  con- 
soled the  sick,  and  pointed  the  penitent  to  the  "  Lamb  of  God 
that  taketh  away  the  sin  of  the  world."    And  as  an  expression 
of  their  appreciation  of  the  blessings  of  this  new  and  better 
life,  those  of  that  Mission  contributed  in  1879  for  current 
expenses  and  benevolences  $1,586.     But  the  half  is  not  told. 
Homes  of  vice  and  wretchedness  have  been  made  pure  and 
happy.     Young  men  and  women  have  been  raised  to  respecta- 
ble and  useful  life.     And  childhood  has  felt  the  power  of  a 
Divine  impulse  and  attraction. 
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This  saccess  calls  upon  the  church  to  repeat  U  in  other  sec- 
tions of  New  York.    Saccess  sweeps  away  all  doubts  as  to  city 
missionary  effort    It  challenges  the  church  to  try  elsewhere. 
It  calls  upon  the  rich  to  give  for  Christ's  sak&    llie  blood  of 
the  perishing  is  at  their  door.    Do  the  Christians  of  New  York 
know  the  spiritual  destitution  of  other  wards  in  this  dtj  ?    In. 
the  First  ward,  with  a  population  of  16,000,  there  are  but  two 
Protestant  Sunday  schools,  but  one  church,  two  chapels,  two- 
missions,  and  one  Bethel    But  there  are  200  grog-shops.    Li 
the  Fourth  ward  there  are  30,000  inhabitants,  and  only  4  Prot- 
estant Sunday  schools  ;  but  therein  are  465  licensed  grogeries. 
In  the  Eleyenth  ward,  wherein  is  a  population  of  64,000,  there^ 
are  but  19  churches,  missions  and  synagogues,  and  11  Protest- 
ant Sunday  schools  for  17,000  children,  while  in  the  aristo- 
cratic Twelfth  ward,  with  65,000  inhabitants,  there  are  43  places^ 
of  worship,  with  24  Sunday  schools  for  its  15,000  children.     In 
the  former  there  are  475  saloons,  and  in  the  latter  276.    Applj 
the  same  means  to  these  destitute  wards  and  they  will  rank  in 
morals  with  the  best  in  our  dij. 

This  howeyer  is  but  half  of  our  mission.  We  afe  pledged 
to  Church  Extension.  Bapid  transit  is  rapidly  changing  the 
centre  of  our  population.  The  people  are  crowding  to  th& 
upper  end  of  our  island.  They  are  our  well-to-do  citizens. 
They  demand  homes  and  are  at  once  supplied  by  our  enterpris- 
ing capitalists.  They  need  the  GospeL  Their  children  need 
the  Sunday  school  The  church  should  supply  that  need ;  and 
if  possible  anticipate  the  demand.  These  well-to-do  people 
have  all  the  moral  frailities  of  our  fallen  humanity.  Ijeft  to 
themselves  they  will  be  polished  sinners,  with  vices  dark  as  the 
darkest  under  a  refined  exterior.  In  the  mass  moving  up-town,. 
are  professed  Christians,  whose  piety  must  be  conserved  by 
sanctuary  privileges,  or  their  "  last  state  will  be  worse  than  the 
first." 

Our  Society  has  sought  to  anticipate  the  future,  but  the 
anticipation  is  extremely  feeble.  Our  Mission  Chapels  are 
over-crowded.  These  young  and  struggling  societies  need 
land  whereon  to  build  for  the  accommodation  of  the  increasing 
population.  They  need  money  to  build  commodious  churches. 
The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  New  York  is  not  poor. 
Her  wealth  aggregates  millions.    Her  wealthy  sons  lack  love 
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the  officers  and  members  in  the  Ohnroh,  I  could  not  measure  up*. 
Bat  I  am  greatly  blessed.  In  jears  I  have  not  missed  a  serrice;. 
my  health  is  good ;  my  peace  is  as  a  riyer,  and  I  am  greatly 
blessed  in  my  work.  I  feel  so  gratefol  to  our  Society  for 
giving  me  something  to  do,  that  for  the  benefit  received  by  me 
I  desire  to  give  to  them  the  service  of  my  life.  There  is  a 
glorions  fntore  before  us  in  New  York,  if  we  are  only  faithful 
to  oar  trasts,  and  I  greatly  rejoice  in  the  outlook,  especially  in 
the  lower  part  of  the  city.  What  hath  God  wrought  ?  Ten 
months  ago,  the  President  was  urged  to  give  up  Kranklin 
Street  as  unnecessary,  as  hurtful.  They  had  no  home,  or  place 
for  the  sole  of  her  foot.  Now  she  has  $5,000.00  wordi  of 
property ;  a  beautiful  parlor  Church,  crowded  with  earnest 
attentive  listeners,  and  in  a  few  monthH  will  be  in  permanent  pos- 
session of  a  Church  property  in  the  Fifth  Ward,  worth  $20,000. 
All  glory  to  Jesus.  Our  battle  cry  is  :  "The  lower  Wards  for 
Christ,"  and  w^  expect  and  believe  Methodism  is  able  and  ready 
to  take  them  for  our  Immanuel. 

I  suppose  I  should  not  have  written  thus,  but  it  is  done. 
From  ttie  abundance  of  the  heart  the  mouth  speaketh.  There 
are  many  incidents  connected  with  our  Church  that  would  be 
interesting,  and  doubtless  profituble,  but  I  would  not  like  them 
published.  As  quietly  as  you  can  speak  of  Franklin  Street. 
We  are  not  by  any  means  poor.  We  have  always  been  mis- 
understood ;  not  rich  in  this  world's  goods  by  any  means,  but 
rich  in  faith,  and  every  one  works.  It  has  always  been  my  custom 
for  many  years  to  preach  every  Sunday  morning,  on  the 
Golden  Text.  Friday  nights,  we  have  a  Bible  Class  of  the 
teachers  and  congregation  to  study  the  lesson.  All  our  teach- 
ers and  scholars  take  home  and  bring  with  them  their  Bibles. 
We  are  a  "Berean  "  Church-^we  are  a  Class  Meeting  Church^ 
a  Methodist  Church  in  every  sense  of  the  word.  God  bless 
Franklin  Street,  and  bless  the  Society. 

The  Mobrisania  M.  £.  Chuboh — Rev.  B.  H.  Eelley,  Pastor — 
This  Church  was  built  in  1866,  the  centennial  year  of  American 
Methodism,  hence  it  has  been  named  the  "  Centenary  M.  B. 
Church.^'  The  cost  of  the  building,  including  the  lot  on  which 
it  stands,  measuring  150  x  100  ft.,  was  $50,000,  which  was  all 
paid.  Unfortunately,  however,  the  material  used  in  its  con- 
struction  being  a  sort  of  concrete  or  artificial  stone,  proved 
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On  Friday,  Dec.  2G,  1879,  be  thus  addressed  the  Society  in 
making  his  annual  report: 

**  The  Sunday-School  is  in  a  flourishing  condition,  &nd  in- 
creases monthly.  It  is  harmonious  in  its  arrangements,  and 
the  teachers  and  officers  are  earnest,  devoted  workers.  They 
spare  neither  pains  nor  money  to  make  the  school  a  success. 
Their  Christmas  festival  was  held  yesterday,  surpassing  all 
other  previous  occasions  in  general  interest  and  goodly  numbers. 
I  think  I  have  said  all  that  is  needful  concerning  the  school 
question.  I  am  not  aware  of  any  dissensions  existing. 
-  "The  congregation  is  likewise  increasing  with  a  steady 
growth.  Since  the  construction  of  the  elevated  railroad  many 
families  have  moved  to  YorkviUe.  We  have  a  fair  representa- 
tion of  them.  The  condition  of  our  church  affairs  is  amicable 
and  satisfactory.  I  am  highly  gratified  with  this  fact  for  the 
Society's  sake,  as  well  as  for  the  sake  of  the  Church. 

"  I  anticipate  that  New  York,  to  a  great  extent,  will  come 
under  the  control  of  this  organization  twenty  years  hence.  I 
will  conclude  with  my  best  wishes  for  the  wel&ure  of  the  Society, 
and  sincerely  hope  that  its  increasing  wisdom  and  growing 
numbers  may  continue  through  all  time  to  come." 

Qrace  Chapel,  One  Hundred  and  Fourth  street — ^Bev.  W. 
S.  Btake  said: — "I  suppose  our  little  chapel  is  quite  a  stranger 
to  many  here,  except  those  who  had  heard  its  appeals  for  help 
from  time  to  time.  But  there  are  two  things  upon  which  we 
rely  for  help  at  Grace  Chapel;  one  is  Providence,  and  the  other 
is  the  Elevated  Bailway.  Providence  has  helped  us  for  the 
last  ten  years.  And  for  the  last  six  months  the  Elevated  Bail- 
road  has  proved  a  valuable  auxiliary.  I  suppose  our  church 
bears  a  relation  to  this  Board  in  the  same  manner  as  those 
frontier  churches  that  Chaplain  McCabe  proposes  to  build.  I 
am  confident  our  relations  will  be  more  intimate  and  our  work 
more  effectual  in  the  immediate  future.  I  believe  it  was  iu 
1867  that  this  Society  purchased  for  our  use  five  lots,  125  feet 
front  by  100  feet  deep.  As  I  have  heard  the  troubles  of  the 
last  few  months  arising  from  over-purchase  of  land  for  some 
of  our  needy  brethren  up  town,  I  have  congratulated  myself 
over  the  possession  of  this  fine  lay  of  land,  equal  to  any  north 
of  Fifty-ninth  street.  We  will  hold  on  to  it  We  have  a  chapel 
there  ample  for  all  our  needs,  unique  in  design  and  comfort- 
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Jiblj  seating  all  who  come.    Onr  coDgregation  now  numbers 
about  100,  and  the  Sunday  School  about  80. 

"  Whenever  I  talk  among  these  older  brethren  about  mj  little 
chapel,  I  feel  very  much  as  Professor  Van  Benschoten  did  in 
one  of  his  Greek  classes  at  Middletown:  the  feeling  of  a  good 
mother  who  was  at  a  sewing  society.  It  happened  all  the 
ladies  there  had  babies,  and  it  was  proposed  that  tbey  should 
compare  babies.  All  the  mothers  fixed  up  their  little  darlings 
for  the  occasion  and  arranged  them  in  a  row,  except  one,  and 
she  had  something  that  caused  suspicion,  like  a  child,  under- 
neath her  old  shawl.  Af  fcer  all  the  rest  of  the  mothers  got  their 
children  into  line,  they  said,  "  C!ome,  Maggie,  bring  out  yours  ; 
yoaknow  you  have  got  one  there;''  and  finally  she  drew  out 
from  underneath  her  shawl  a  little  brown  headed  child,  very 
small  and  awful  homely;  and  held  it  there  before  the  people, 
saying:  ''I  know  it  is  a  homely  little  rascal,  but  it  is  mine." 
And  that  is  my  sentiment  of  Grace  Chapel.  And  while  Bro. 
Oomell  said  a  few  Sabbaths  ago  that  the  church  was 
cnrected  ten  years  too  early  by  this  Society,  yet  remember  it  is 
needed  to-day  in  that  part  of  New  York.  For  the  promise  of 
uptown  Methodism  is  great  for  that  section,  and  we  propose  to 
do  our  best,  with  the  aid  of  our  down-town  friends,  to  make 
Methodism  strong  and  great  and  worthy  of  our  name. 

I  desire  also  to  state  something  that  I  never  expect  to  men- 
tion in  this  company  again,  unless  a  year  hence,  and  that  is,  I 
believe  it  is  possible  for  you  down-town  brethren  to  help  us. 
The  course  of  empire  is  northward.  Your  people  are  leaving 
your  better  churches  and  coming  north.  But  they  are  from 
your  elegant  palaces,  and  they  invariably  retain  their  letters, 
miless  we  are  fortunate  enough  to  secure  a  few  such  individu- 
als. I  know  of  eight  or  ten  people  in  my  midst,  who  have  let- 
ters— Methodists  in  good  standing  from  St.  Paul's,  the  Central 
and  Bedford  Street  Churches — who  will  not  unite  with  us  be- 
cause we  are  mission  churches.  Brethren  if  yon  know  of  any 
member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  who  ip  going  to  remove  iij) 
town,  send  us  word,  so  that  we  can  be  prepared,  and  influence 
these  persons  to  come  into  our  midst  as  Methodists.  AVe  are 
just  as  good  as  the  best  church  in  New  York,  because  we  are  a 
Methodist  Church.  This  is  really  a  practical  evil  which  should 
be  mitigated.     While  it  is  a  fact  that  we  are  hopeful  of  the 
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future,  let  it  be  understood  that  we  stand  on  terra  firma  for 
the  present. 

In  1870,  when  you  built  that  chapel,  your  expenses  were 
$24,000.  Bro.  W.  W.  Cornell,  that  staunch  friend  of  up-town 
Methodism,  gave  $15,000.  The  church  to-day  is  almost  suffi- 
cient in  itself.  When  I  went  there  in  April  last  I  found  a 
decrease  in  the  membership  of  87,  Brother  Wheatley  having 
had  charge.  I  assure  you — and  I  think  the  President  will  bear 
me  out — that  our  church  record  makes  a  man  feel  sad  to  see 
the  red  line  drawn  across  the  name — "  Withdrawn  by  letter." 

Talk  of  the  negro  exodus!  It  was  an  exodus  of  Methodism 
at  one  fell  swoop  from  126  to  39 1  But  I  entertain  high  hopes 
for  the  39;  for  it  has  increased  to  46  ;  and  I  hope  in  our  next 
report  it  will  be  146. 

Washinoton  Hsiohts  Chubch — Bev.  Thos.  Lodge  said:  We 
have  a  very  fine  property  at  Washington  Heights.  In  thisregard 
our  condition  is  very  much  like  that  of.  Brother  North.  It  has 
been  difficult  work  to  take  care  of  the  property  there,  and  we 
think  we  have  done  well.  As  far  as  our  membership  is  con- 
cerned, we  have  not  changed  materially  during  the  last  seven 
yeais.  Next  conference  will  be  seven  years  since  I  was  first 
appointed  there.  There  is  no  material  change  of  the  Churdi 
record. 

Seven  years  ago  you  gave  the  Washington  Heights  Church 
$1,000  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  year.  At  the  end  of  three 
years  you  gave  nothing  for  the  current  expenses,  and  as  far  as 
I  know  nothing  has  been  given  since.  They  have  taken  care  of 
the  pastor  and  property  during  all  these  years;  Our  collection 
for  the  Society  during  the  present  year  amounted  to  $40.  We 
have  paid  a  $500  note  that  was  made  when  I  went  there  to  pay 
some  indebtedness  which  had  been  incurred  under  the  admin- 
istration of  my  predecessor.  There  were  many  other  debts 
discharged  also.  And  I  can  safely  assert  that  not  a  dollar 
stands  against  Washington  Heights  Church  at  present  The 
pastor  is  paid  up  to  date.  Of  course  you  all  know  that  seven 
years  ag'o  the  minister  had  no  place  to  live  in.  There  was  a 
very  fine  church  property;  and  I  have  always  felt  that  the  only 
difficulty  in  the  case  was  that  it  was  too  fine.  It  is  at  least  ten 
years  ahead  of  its  ne<^essilies. 

My  work  is  finished  there.    I  have  always  felt  a  little  sad 
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when  I  have  been  in  this  meeting  and  heard  my  brethren  speak 
of  the  conyersions  they  have  had  in  the  mission  work  down 
town.  But  oar  church  is  not  a  place  for  that  kind  of  work. 
It  has  never  been  sach  under  any  pastor  who  has  been  ap- 
pointed there.  My  only  consolation  is  that  we  have  done  as 
^ell  otherwise  in  the  increase  of  our  membership,  more  than 
at  any  previous  period  in  the  history  of  the  church.  There  has 
1)een  received  into  the  church  lately  three  good  strong  mem- 
bers. One  of  them  is  the  treasurer  of  the  church,  and  the  best 
treasurer  I  ever  knew  of  in  my  ministry.  He  is  a  superior 
book-keeper,  and  cau  give  the  best  account  of  the  moneys  that 
have  been  received  and  expended.  Our  Sunday  School  is  pro- 
gressing favorably.  We  have  received  $100  for  the  children's 
presents  for  next  Monday  night,  29th  inst 

Thibty-fipth  Street  Church. — Rev.  G.  W.  Terbush  reports: 
The  past  year  has  been  a  pleasant  and  prosperous  one  at 
Thirty-fifth  street  Since  Dec.  1, 1878,  we  have  had  thirty- 
five  conversions,  have  received  twenty  into  the  church  on  Pro- 
•l)ation  and  thirteen  into  Full  Membership  and  four  by  letter. 
During  the  year  two  have  taken  their  letters  and  two  have  been 
removed  by  death.  On  Dec.  1, 1879,  we  had  on  our  record  153 
fall  members  and  twelve  probationers.  While  this  compared 
with  last  year's  report  will  show  an  apparent  decrease,  yet 
there  is  a  real  increase.  Last  year  we  reported  162  active 
members.  Shortly  after  submitting  this  report,  we  purchased 
a  new  church  record,  and  our  official  Board  constituted 
ihemselves  a  committee  to  revise  the  old  and  allow  only 
the  names  of  such  persons  to  go  upon  the  new  as  could  then 
he  accounted  for.  This  reduced  our  membership  from  162  to 
138.  So  that  while  the  present  report  shows  on  the  face  a  de- 
crease of  nine,  there  is  an  actual  increase  of  fifteen.  Finan- 
cially the  year  has  been  successful,  but  it  has  been  made  such 
•only  by  determined,  untiring,  and  persevering  work.  We  have 
raised  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  church  $1,798  84,  and 
of  the  Sabbath  School  $236.  For  this  small  and  financially 
weak  Society  to  support  itself  requires  a  constant  strain  and 
stinggle;  and  the  fact  that  they  have  done  so  shows  that  they 
are  made  of  sterling  stufi^  They  are  possessed  of  a  brave  and 
zealous  spirit  and  of  a  faith  strong  in  God  and  in  hard  luork. 
vOver  the  hearts  and  pockets  of  the  friends  of  Thirty-fifth  street 
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Church  we  may  say,  "Jesus  reigns."  The  pastor  of  fins- 
church  has  an  invaluable  co-laborer  in  Bro.  S.  C.  Haight.  Be- 
sides doing  a  large  amount  of  sub -pastoral  work — having  made 
951  visits  during  the  past  year,  he  is  of  great  assistance  in 
the  management  of  the  finances;  in  fact  collecting  nearly  all  the 
money  that  is  received  by  means  of  subscriptions.  As  we  look 
back  over  the  year's  campaign,  we  feel  like  erecting  an  altar 
and  inscribing  over  it  **  Jehovah-Nissi."  Under  this  banner 
Thirty-fifth  street  Church  is  fully  determined  to  do  her  share 
of  the  fighting  in  the  warfare  against  Evil. 

St.  Stephen's  Church,  Eingsbridge. — Rev.  D.  Tasker,  said:. 
I  report  all  quiet  at  St.  Stephen's.  I  am  sorry  I  cannot  give  as 
flattering  a  report  of  my  church  as  some  of  these  brethren  have 
done.  But  I  do  think  that  we  are  at  present  in  a  very  prosper- 
ous condition.  Some  of  you  are  aware  that  it  is  about  thirteen 
miles  from  here,  on  the  outskirts  of  the  city,  and  the  popula- 
tion is  of  such  a  character  that  we  cannot  expect  to  receive  very 
many  members  for  the  present  I  think  though  that  it  was  • 
wise  in  the  Board  to  purchase  and  establish  a  stronghold  for 
Methodism  in  that  place,  for  if  it  had  not  been  at  that  time, 
some  other  denomination  would  have  purchased  it.  While  it 
may  be  several  years  before  it  becomes  a  strong  or  flourishing 
church,  we  are  living  in  hope  of  better  days. 

As  a  good  brother  has  said,  we  are  very  great ful  for  the 
prospect  of  the  Elevated  Railroad;  and,  I  think,  that  when  the 
canal  is  open  between  the  Harlem  and  Hudson  Rivers — and 
we  are  hoping  that  it  will  be  accomplished  soon — there  will  be 
strong  assistance  coming  from  the  people  who  wi^l  be  employed 
in  that  work.  I  want  to  say  that  there  is  a  singular  element  in 
Kingsbridge.  When  I  went  there  last  Spring  I  found  no  man 
in  the  church,  with  one  single  exception,  that  owned  one  foot 
of  land  in  the  place  or  any  property.  And  it  is  a  singular  fact,, 
that  any  man  in  that  neighborhood  who  owns  real  estate,  or  is 
worth  any  money,  belongs  to  another  branch  of  the  church.  I 
find  a  great  many  poor  people  who  are  left  to  be  cared  for  by 
the  Methodist  church,  or  they  would  go  to  the  devil.  I  am 
glad  and  thankful  for  what  the  Lord  has  done  for  us  in  the 
past  seven  months,  thankful  for  what  he  is  doing  for  us  now^, 
and  for  what  he  is  going  to  do  for  us  in  the  next  thirty  days. 
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nqnint  its  minister  to  visit  eyerybody  when  they  can,  at  the  close  of  the 
year,  or  at  the  commencement  in  the  snmmer  or  winter.— Bat  this  takes 
a  vast  amonnt  of  Time. 

The  early  Methodists  carried  on  the  equalizing  work  on  a  diiferent  plan 
entirely.  They  preached  where  anybody  would  hear  them— they  formed 
a  class  and  finally  a  station,  and  that  went  into  circnit,  and  the  cironit 
minister  was  appointed,  who  wonld  tell  his  junior  what  to  do,  and  he,  of 
course,  took  his  turn  around  and  went  out  a  little  ftirther,  ai\d  another 
dass  was  set  off,  and  another  circuit  formed,  and  so  that  went  on,  and  the 
whole  work  was  the  yery  kind  of  work  we  are  discussing. 

But  it  is  gone :  The  circuit  system  is  gone,  and  somebody  is  to  blame 
for  it  If  I  were  made  minister  of  a  Church,  with  a  junior  preacher  to 
assist  me,  in  less  than  two  years,  I  could  establish  a  genuine  Methodist 
Church  of  the  equalizing  sort.  And  I  have  no  doubt  but  this  Church  could 
aid  its  pastor  with  an  able  assistant 

But  that  plan  has  gone ;  it  will  neyer  come  back  any  more.  It  is  gone ; 
you  cannot  bring  back  this  country  as  it  was  fifty  years  ago. 

What  is  to  be  done?  Nothing,  except  what  is  done  through  some  such 
Society  as  this.  This  Society  undertakes  to  supplement  the  defects  in 
dties  on  the  itinerant  system.  • 

Ministers  with  Churches  that  they  have  for  only  a  short  time,  cannot 
build  and  sustain  missions,  and  consequently  it  would  come  to  a  dead 
stand,  if  it  were  not  for  some  such  Society  as  this. 

How  many  Churches  have  been  built  in  thiH  City  within  the  last  fifteen 
years,  that  baye  not  been  built  under  the  direct  auspices  of  this  Society? 
Not  more  than  one  or  two.  The  fact  is,  that  Methodism  will  not  grow  to 
any  great  extent  unless  supported  by  some  such  society  as  this.  It  is  not 
growing  when  a  Churoh  moves  up-town ;  merely  moving  up-town  and 
building  a  new  Church  is  no  spread  of  Methodism,  it  is  migration.  Mf 
conviction  iH,  that  in  such  societies  as  this,  the  future  of  Methodism  in 
cities  lies. 

A  year  ago,  in  the  Chrxsi\an  Advocaiej  I  called  attention  to  the  question, 
and  I  called  od  Ihe  other  Churches  in  the  other  Cities  of  this  Country,  to 
take  note  of  the  work,  and  of  the  manner  of  the  work  ol  this  Society. 
Within  the  past  year,  three  of  our  large  cities  have  modelled  their  Consti- 
tution exactly  upon  the  Constitution  of  this  Society— they  have  sent  to  New 
York  for  copies  of  it. 

The  statistics  indicate  that  the  time  will  come,  if  these  societies  succeed, 
when  every  large  city  in  the  United  States  will  have  a  City  mission  and 
Sunday  School  Society  absolutely  necessary  to  supplement  the  essential 
defects  of  the  itinerancy. 

Now  I  propose  to  close  by  observing,  that,  in  my  opinion,  the  Society  has 
not  yet  exerted  the  influence  that  it  ought  to  have  exerted,  and  that  it  must 
exert,  for  it  to  control  the  appointments  which  are  made  to  these  Mission 
Churches. 

The  early  Methodist  preachers  had  very  few  artificial  aids :  thsj  had 
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is  to  be  said  among  ourselves.  And  I  feel  satisfied  that  what- 
ever we  may  do,  every  man,  woman  and  ohild  will  look  upon  it 
as  being  "  all  for  the  besi"  I  am  as  deeply  interested  in  this 
Society  as  any  other  member  on  this  floor.  I  have  thonght 
over  what  I  said  before,  and  wondered  if  I  uttered  anything 
wrong.  If  so,  I  will  repent  of  it  to-day,  though  it  is  my  cus- 
tom to  try  to  know  what  is  right  and  then  to  contend  for  the 
right. 

I  do  not  know  where  my  lot  will  be  cast  three  months  hence. 
I  am  an  advocate  of  the  itinerant  plan,  and  I  believe  that  a 
majority  of  the  ministers  of  the  M.  E.  Conferences  throughout 
the  length  and  breadth  of  our  church  favor  itinerancy. 

We  as  a  church  desire  to  remain  in  your  Society.  We  hope 
that  we  will  never  be  cast  off,  though  there  is  an  effort,  as  I  am 
informed,  being  made  by  a  party — who  has  no  interest  in  our 
welfare — to  get  my  Uttle  congregation  out  of  the  great  New 
ITork  Society.  I  hope  she  will  always  stay.  I  do  not  believe 
that  any  of  my  brethren  and  sisters  would  consent  to  go  out 
of  the  New  York  Ck)nference.  We  propose  to  stay  vrith  them. 
And  in  conclusion  I  would  say,  that  I  will  strive  in  all  my 
labors  to  represent  this  great  New  York  Conference.  I  will 
endeavor  to  carry  out  the  true  principles  of  the  Christian  min- 
istry. I  ask  you  to  pray  that  Gk>d  will  bless  this  church  and 
my  efforts 

Franklin  Street  Church. — Rev.  Charles  A.  Howells  said:  I 
would  compare  Franklin  Street  Mission  in  reference  to  Method- 
ism in  the  city,  to  the  position  of  a  very  small  rear  guard  to  a 
very  great  army,  whose  eyes  are  looking  toward  the  north. 

The  Fourth  Ward  is  densely  populated  vnth  Boman  Catho- 
lics, German  Lutherans,  a  large  sprinkling  of  Americans,  and 
quite  a  number  of  Irish.  The  Irish  chiefly  belong  to  the 
Boman  Catholic  Church,  and  many  Germans  also  belong  to 
that  church.  The  chief  Protestant  element  is  the  German 
liUtherans.  There  are  Americans  who  belong  to  no  church* 
There  are  also  some  Presbyterians,  some  Methodists,  some 
Baptists  and  quite  a  number  of  Episcopalians.  The  Church  is 
small  This  little  church  is  as  plucky  as  a  Scotch  terrier,  that 
would  hang  on  to  the  last  until  you  cut  its  throat.  If  you  give 
it  half  a  chance  to  live,  it  will  live  and  thrive. 

These  people  are  poor,   but  they  have  souls,   sympathies, 
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liearts,  tender  afifections,  and  they  love  those  who  love  them. 
While  I  know  what  class  of  people  live  in  our  better  houses  and 
in  stone  front  palaces,  yet  I  find  as  true  and  loyal  hearts  among 
those  who  sometimes  do  not  know  where  the  bread  is  coming 
from  for  the  morrow,  as  you  can  find  in  any  up-town  mansion 
They  are  worthy  of  being  provided  for,  and  if  you  cannot  take 
care  of  this  poor  class,  they  may  cause  you  trouble. 

Our  finances  are  in  a  better  condition  than  for  16  years  past. 
Last  year  I  discovered  debts.  I  resolved  '  'we  will  have  no 
debts  after  this."  We  have  not  had  any  since.  Our  treasury 
is  ample  for  all  current  expenses.  We  presented  the  Society 
with  $50,  and  regret  our  inability  to  do  better. 

Opportunity  favoring,  at  some  future  time,  I  would  like  to 
tay  a  few  words  in  reference  to  this  mission,  which  at  present 
I  do  not  deem  prudent  to  utter  before  so  large  a  gathering- 
Our  room  is  large  enough  for  worship,  but  neither  pleasant  nor 
comely  to  the  eye.  It  is  altogether  too  small  for  our  Sunday 
SohooL  We  have  accomplished  this  year  what  has  never  been 
undertaken  before  in  Franklin  street  We  have  tried  to  utilize 
eveiyrparticle  of  help  in  our  own  midst.  Every  man  and 
woman  has  been  put  to  work  when  we  could  possibly  get  any* 
thing  out  of  it;  and  under  the  circumstances  we  have  done 
noUy. 

THmxY-SEVENTH  Stbeet  Church. — Rcv.  E.  A.  Blake  said  :  I 
suppose  it  is  hardly  necessary  that  I  should  say  anything  con- 
cerning the  locality  of  Thirty-seventh  Street  Church,  because 
it  was  quite  old  before  entering  upon  a  **  second  birth  "  into 
this  Society.  Its  history  is  familiar  to  all.  Its  condition  is  in 
every  respect  flourishing.  The  Sabbath  school  is  constantly 
increasing  under  the  efforts  of  our  estimable  Superintendent , 
who  is  the  Secretary  of  this  Society.  The  primary  department 
has  increased  rapidly  during  the  past  few  months,  more  than 
half.  There  are  now  nearly  100  in  that  department,  so  that 
the  room  is  inadequate  for  the  accommodation  of  all  who 
attend  every  Sunday.  The  other  departments  of  the  Simday 
school  are  increasing  monthly.  The  social  means  of  grace  are 
well  attended  through  the  week.  I  think  they  are  the  most 
profitable  meetings  I  have  seen  anywhere  during  my  short  pas- 
torate. The  class  meetings  are  remarkably  attended,  as  well 
as  the  weekly  (Wednesday)  prayer  meetings.    I  am  told  that 
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our  figures  indicate  ihe  strength  of  our  congregation.  The 
religious  interest  of  the  church  is  very  gratifying.  I  do  not 
receive  members  every  month,  because  I  think  it  is  better  to 
have  them  come  in  a  body  than  to  receive  a  few  monthly.  Bui 
on  every  occasion  large  numbers  join  by  letter,  and  also  on 
probation  ;  so  that  in  this  respect  Thirty -seventh  Street  Church 
is  prospering  wonderfully. 

Many  members  of  this  Board  are  well  acquainted  with  the 
financial  condition  of  the  church.  Of  course,  as  regards  the 
future,  I  am  no  prophet.  The  other  denominations  have  flour- 
ishing and  prosperous  churches,  and  are  imbued  with  a  mis- 
sionary  spirit ;  so  that  it  takes  every  effort  we  can  put  forth  to 
keep  the  people  who  come  into  our  midst  from  other  churches. 

I  now  conclude  my  remarks  by  saying  that  within  the  radium 
of  our  own  church  can  be  found  individuals  who  have  had 
their  letters  in  their  possession  for  several  years  past,  who  wiU 
not  unite  with  us  because  we  are  a  mission  church. 

WooDLAVN  M.  E.  Chubch. — Bev.  Qustave  Laas  said  :  In  the 
extreme  northern  part  of  the  Twenty-fourth  ward  of  this  oity, 
and  just  north  of  Woodlawn  Gemetery,  is  situated  a  beautiful 
little  chapeL  It  is  *'  set  upon  a  hilJ,  like  a  city  which  can  not 
be  hid."  A  little  over  three  years  ago  its  foundation  Waa 
reared,  comer  stone  laid,  and  ultimately  dedicated  by  Bishop 
Janes. 

The  16th  day  of  April,  1876,  will  long  be  remembered  by 
those  who  were  present  at  the  dedication,  and  those  who  lived 
in  the  neighborhood  at  the  time.  If  one  would  learn  of 
the  influence  that  this  little  mission  has  exerted  over 
the  neighborhood,  let  him  sit  down  and  listen  to  the 
fitory  of  one  of  its  earliest  settlers :  "  Four  years  ago 
^lie  Sabbath  was  desecrated,  fences  were  repaired,  houses 
were  set  in  order,  the  chicken-coop  received  its  usual  at- 
tention, gardens  were  weeded,  everybody  apparently  im- 
proved the  Sabbath  on  this  wise,  giving  no  attention  to  God 
nor  the  worship  of  the  sanctuary.  Amid  the  sounds  of  hammer, 
hoe  and  shovel,  only  oaths  were  heard,  that  vibrated  the  air 
and  made  the  blood  curdle  of  a  stranger  that  perchance  stood 
by."  Since  the  erection  of  this  little  chapel  by  kind  and  benev- 
olent friends  the  word  of  God  has  been  faithfully  preached  and 
expounded.    Prayer  has  been  made,  and  its  answers  have  been

felt.  The  songs  of  Zion  have  been  song,  and  have  found  their 
way  into  the  family  circle  and  around  the  hearth-stone.  The 
children  have  been  gathered « into  the  Sabbath  school,  and 
taught  the  way  of  life.  The  value  of  the  influence  that  has 
gone  out  from  this  little  mission  cannot  be  computed  by  dol- 
lars and  cents;  only  eternity  will  be  able  to  tell  the  value  c  f 
the  work.  The  pastor  of  the  mission  is  rendering  faithful 
labor.  The  past  year  has  been  a  very  pleasant  one.  Some 
have  been  added  to  the  church,  and  some  have  been  dismissed 
by  letter;  but  amidst  the  fluctuations  we  have  been  able  to  hold 
#nr  own. 

We  have  twenty-seven  members,  some  of  whom  reside  quite 
a  distance  from  the  church.  Our  congregations  are  made  up 
of  all  denominations,  our  mission  being  the  only  acoessibie 
plaee  of  worship  in  the  immediate  vicinity — average,  morning 
attwidanoe,  thirty-five ;  owning  attendance,  fifty ;  prayer 
meeting,  twenty.  The  place  (Woodlawn)  is  not  very  densely 
pc^nilated,  as  we  shall  see  from  the  following  : 

There  are  bat  about  twenty-eight  Christian  families  in  the 
pkoe.  Bat  were  all  the  houses  occupied  that  now  stand 
empty,  the  ehnroh  would  in  like  manner  receive  a  better 
attondaace  upon  its  services. 

It  18  said,  *' where  no  wood  is  the  fire  goeth  out"  Thank 
God  that  although  there  is  but  little  wood,  and  the  fire  com- 
paratively small,  yet  it  is  bound  to  live,  to  give  light  and  heat 
to  all  that  come  within  its  radius.  Woodlawn  M.  E.  Church 
will  live  as  long  as  there  are  true  men  of  God  that  stand  by 
and  work  for  the  Master.  Its  future  is  bright  and  glorious, 
and  will  some  day  be  a  large  and  prosperous  church  for  God. 

The  "  Ladies  Aid  Society"  have  done  a  noble  work  as  re- 
gards finances,  and  not  only  in  this  particular,  but  in  their 
social  gatherings  have  been  the  means  of  uniting  pastor  and 
people  more  closely  together  in  sympathy  and  love.  The 
prayer  and  praise  meetings  have  been  well  attended,  and  the 
spiritual  manifestations  have  been  in  a  degree  of  great  profit. 
The  meetings  are  excellent  in  spirit,  and  we  are  looking  anx- 
iously for  a  great  outpouring  of  the  Holy  Ghost  upon  us  this 
present  winter.  Our  Sunday  school  has  been  grandly  increas- 
ing in  numbers  and  interest.  The  teachers  are  zealous  in  their 
work  and  labor  of  love.  The  year  opened  with  thirty  on  the 
roU-call,  now  we  have  forty -five. 
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On  every  hand  prosperity  seems  to  be  in  oar  favor,  and  by 
the  help  of  God  we  mean  to  trost  in  Him  alone  for  the  fatore, 
and  work  earnestly  for  the  cause  of  Christ  and  the  apbuilding 
of  His  kingdom  in  Woodlawn. 

Broadway  and  SnTT-siOHTH  Stbket  Mission. — Bey.  K  B. 
Lockwood  :  Oar  work  in  Sixty-eighth  street  has  been  pro- 
gressing with  much  encooragemeni  Of  coarse,  you  are  aware 
of  the  embarrassments  we  labor  ander  there.  I  have  not  seen 
fit  to  bring  the  matter  before  the  Board  previons  to  this  time. 
I  had  anticipated  reporting  it  some  time  ago,  so  that  if  the 
Committee  saw  fit  they  coald  look  after  lots  for  us.  Bat  two 
other  projects  were  on  the  floor,  and  receiyed  soch  slight  en- 
couragement that  I  abandoned  the  idea. 

Yet  I  presume,  Mr.  President,  yoa  all  are  cognizant  of  the 
great  wants  of  Sixty-eighth  street  Church.  And  we  are  hoping 
that  perhaps  at  the  opening  of  the  year  yoa  will  be  able  to  do 
something  for  as.  Acting  under  the  belief  that  the  Board 
would  help  us,  in  a  yery  brief  time  we  raised  $1,000  toward  the 
building  of  a  chapel,  and  we  anticipated  the  raising  of  a  $1,000 
or  $1,800  more  than  that  We  could  haye  gone  on  and  built  the 
chapel,  but  we  are  now.  awaiting  the  action  of  the  Board. 

Our  work  there  has  been  encouraging  in  the  increased  num- 
bers that  haye  attended  the  sendees.  I  think  they  haye  grad- 
ually increased  since  I  haye  been  there  at  the  Sunday  and  week 
day  services.  Our  Sunday  school  prospers.  I  attach  no  credit 
to  myself,  as  last  year  the  church  had  no  pastor.  It  was  united 
to  104th  street,  and  on  that  account  could  not  haye  the  atten- 
tion, and  probably  did  not  do  as  well  under  the  circumstances. 

The  community  is  composed  largely  of  Boman  Catholics  and 
German  Lutherans.  It  is  very  difficult — almost  impossible — 
to  approach  them.  Our  Sabbath  school,  however,  contains  a 
great  number  of  their  children.  I  deem  our  position  of  great 
importance  to  the  church.  The  Elevated  Bailroad  constitutes 
a  vast  advantage.  A  handsome  row  of  buildings  is  being 
erected  on  Seventy-third  street,  and  one  will  soon  be  com- 
menced on  Eighth  avenue. 

One  Hundred  and  Eleventh  Street  Church. — Rev.  P.  M. 
North  said  :  The  One  Hundred  and  Eleventh  street  Church 
is  located  on  111th  street,  between  Third  and  Lexington 
avenues.    Its  territory  extends  from  about  100th  to  130th 
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streei^  and  from  Fini  to  Fifth  ayennes.  We  have  in  that  com* 
monitj  three  dnirchea :  an  Episoopal  Church,  our  own  Metho- 
dist Chnirii  and  the  Second  Baptist  Ghnrch  of  Harlem.  That 
■wKon  indndes  the  Second  and  Third  avenues — that  portioii 
ef  them  situated  between  100th  and  120th  streets,  and  teeming 
with  population,  tenement  houses,  many  of  them  of  the  better 
8ort|  holding  from  four  to  fifteen  families  each. 

In  that  section  there  haye  been  built  during  the  past  year, 
and  are  now  in  progress  of  erection,  between  two  hundred  and 
fifty  and  three  hundred  house&  These  are  becoming  filled 
almost  as  rapidly  as  they  are  built  The  Episcopal  Church  on 
116th  street^  near  Third  avenue,  is  a  beautiful  building,  and 
has  a  '*  beautiful  debt."  The  Second  Baptist  Church  opposite 
us  on  111th  street  has  been  very  fortunate.  It  has  been  pre- 
sented with  a  plot  of  ground  on  the  comer  of  111th  street  and 
Lexington  avenue — ^toward  which  our  church  has  for  a  long 
time  "east  a  vrishful  eye  " — ^worth  perhaps  $15,000,  on  condi. 
iioii  that  it  shall  raise  $6,000  within  sixty  days,  which  it  is  doing 
with  great  rapidity,  in  order  to  pay  a  mortgage  on  its  present 
ehuroh  building.  The  donors  of  the  property  promise  that 
they  will  take  its  present  property,  which  is  worth  about 
$10,000.  The  result  will  be  that  they  will  have  secured  an  ex* 
ceedingly  eligible  location,  and  will  possess  thousands  of  dol- 
lars in  their  treasury  to  begin  building  with.  And  in  a  year  or 
eighteen  months  the  Second  Baptist  Church  of  Harlem  will  be 
well  provided  for  in  every  way  to  take  care  of  the  masses  of 
that  community.  Our  own  church,  the  third  of  these,  is  posi- 
tively without  property.  Our  building  is  a  mere  shell.  We 
do  not  own  one  cent's  worth,  either  in  land  or  in  woodwork 
and  nothing  in  store.  Yet  we  have  church  life — exceedingly 
vigoroua 

The  growth  of  the  church  has  been  very  great  since  its  loca- 
tion there  some  four  years  ago.  The  membership  has  increased 
from  forty  to  222,  an  increase  of  above  500  per  cent.  The 
Sunday  school,  I  suppose,  at  that  time  corresponding  to  the 
membership,  has  now  a  regular  attendance  of  between  375  and 
400.  So  that  in  our  small  building  we  pack  the  children 
together  in  order  to  keep  them.  I  endeavored  to  get  a  couple 
of  ladies  into  the  infant  class  room  in  order  that  they  might 
see  the  children.    It  was  really  only  by  putting  two  or  three 
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children  on  their  feet  that  I  could  make  room  for  the  ladies. 
The  Bible  classes  number  perhaps  one  hundred  in  membership, 
^nd  the  balance  is  made  up  of  the  intermediate  department. 
We  have  as  noble  a  class  of  Sunday  school  workers  there  as 
-can  be  found  in  New  York  city,  and  as  thoroughly  efficient  a 
class,  froA  Superintendent  to  the  infant-dass  teacher.  They 
4ire  admirably  adapted  to  their  work,  and  are  conscientious  and 
earnest  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  We  are  extremely 
pressed  for  the  needed  accommodations.  What  we  are  to  do 
the  Lord  only  knows.  We  see  about  half  a  step  into  the 
future,  and  no  further.  We  propose  to  take  tiiat  half  step, 
and  if  the  Lord  gives  us  any  place  to  put  the  foot  down  beyond 
that  hal^  why  we  "  will  put  our  foot  down  there."  We  pro- 
jpose  to  go  on  doing  our  best  to  take  care  of  the  members  of 
the  down-town  <!hurches  that  are  coming  up  there  in  great 
numbers  ;  and  while  you  are  providing  for  these  large  ohorohes 
in  the  lower  part  of  the  city,  we  will  very  charitably  take  care 
•of  all  we  can — all  the  members  of  those  churches  who  are 
-coming  up  there — ^and  who  will  need  our  cara  And  though 
we  have  no  available  place  for  Uiem,  we  vnll  take  them  in  and 
•do  the  best  we  can  with  them,  hoping  that  somehow  it  will  be 
apparent  to  all  that  we  need  enlaiged  accommodations  for  all 
these  people. 

We  are  prospering,  I  think,  spiritually.  Every  first  Sabbath 
jn  the  month  since  April  we  have  received  members  on  proba- 
tion and  by  letter,  and  probationers  into  full  membership. 
There  have  been  conversions  in  our  Sunday  school  There 
has  been  no  great  work  among  the  children,  and  yet  a  veiy 
earnest  spirit,  which,  I  hope,  will  result  in  a  great  revival  in 
the  coming  few  weeks.  I  trust  that  the  facts  with  regard  to  our 
church  will  speak  for  themselves.  I  have  only  this  to  say  in 
conclusion,  that  we  have  a  "  nest  egg  "  in  the  shape  of  about 
$600,  the  receipts  of  a  late  fair. 

Pebry  Street  Church. — Rev.  Stephen  Merritt  said  :  Mr. 
Chairman — Everything  is  in  favor  of  Perry  street  Church.  It 
is  very  prosperous  and  very  happy,  and  is  doing  a  grand  good 
work.  I  hardly  know  where  to  commence  to  talk  about  it ; 
whether  with  the  best,  because  if  I  do  I  will  have  to  close  vnth 
the  best,  for  it  is  **  best "  all  the  way  through.  It  is  "  best  "spi- 
ritually, for  conversions  occur  continually.    It  is  "  best "  in  its 
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Sunday  school,  for  it  is  overflowing.  I  think  that  more  than 
three-fonrths  of  the  people  identified  with  the  Snnday  school  are 
members  of  our  church.  The  work  of  God  is  going  forward 
oontinnally.  Financially,  we  owe  no  man  anything,  and  have 
an  excellent  treasury.  Many  persons  have  to  go  away  every 
Bonday  night    There  is  not  room  for  them. 

When  attending  this  meeting,  I  hesitate  to  say  anything 
about  Perry  Street  Church,  lest  you  might  think  I  were  boast- 
ing. But,  in  passing,  I  would  simply  state  that  in  every  way 
our  church  is  a  grand  and  glorious  success.  Our  class  meet- 
ings are  well  attended.  Yesterday  we  had  the  pleasure  of  our 
President's  company  at  our  Christmas  festivities,  and  we  showed 
liim  what  we  thought  was  a  grand  school,  though  his  visit  was 
unezpectecd. 

I  regret^  to-day,  for  the  first  time  in  my  twenty-six  year's 
experience,  that  I  am  a  Methodist,  because  I  cannot  stay  there 
any  longer. 

Bev.  O.  W.  Gk>odsell  said  :    There  was  a  brother  present  at 
one  of  our  meetings  at  Seventeenth  street,  a  week  or  two  ago 
who  gave  a  very  interesting  testimony,  saying,  *'That  he  never 
knew  what  happiness  was  till  he   joined  the  Perry  Street 
Church." 

Elkvknth  Street  Church. — Bev.  Samuel  H.  Smith  said  : 
Eleventh  Street  Church,  standing  in  the  midst  of  a  dense  popu- 
lation, has  proved  a  centre  and  source  of  religious  power.  Its 
successive  pastors  and  co-laborers  have  witnessed  maoy  mira- 
culous conversions,  and  have  rejoiced  over  beautiful  manifesta- 
tions of  religious  character  on  the  part  of  those  thus  won  to 
the  Saviour.  The  past  year  has  not  proved  an  exception  to  such 
evidences  of  its  usefulness.  Visitation  and  tract  distribution 
have  been  carried  on  among  the  people,  and  all  the  means  of 
grace  have  been  steadily  maintained  in  the  chapel.  The  public-. 
congregations  have  been  good,  and  the  prayer  and  class  meet- 
ings have  been  well  and  profitably  attended.  The  great  facts, 
of  the  gospel  have  been  faithfully  presented,  and  afifectionatelp 
urged  in  all  the  sermons  preached,  and  the  occasions  have  been 
comparatively  few  where  souls  have  not  responded  as  seekers 
of  the  great  salvation. 

A  goodly  number  have  been  truly  converted  to  Christ — as 
evidenced  by  their  explicit  statements,  and  their  living  con-« 
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f ormity  to  the  diyine  precepts.  These  erinoe  the  strongest 
attachment  to  their  spiritoal  birth-plaoe.  Among  these  cooTer- 
sions  are  cases  of  special  interest.  One  middle-aged  man  of 
intemperate  habits  was  indnced  to  sign  the  pledge,  and  then 
persuaded  to  attend  the  church,  where  he  was  soon  conyerted. 
He  at  once  became  intensely  interested  in  the  Bible.  So  great 
is  his  desire  to  know  Ood's  will,  as  recorded  in  His  book,  that 
his  wife,  converted  a  short  time  previously,  is  frequently  called 
from  breakfast  preparation  to  explain  some  passage  which  has 
fixed  his  attention.  In  the  days  of  his  sinf uhiess  he  had  bor- 
rowed some  money  of  a  worldly  man,  and  since  his  conversion 
he  proposed  to  pay  the  amount,  when  he  was  answered  by  a 
refusal  to  take  it,  with  the  added  remark  :  "  You  are  leading 
such  a  different  life,  you  are  welcome  to  the  money," — remind- 
ing us  of  the  text,  **  For  the  kingdom  of  God  is  not  meat  and 
drink  ;  but  righteousness,  and  peace,  and  joy  in  the  Holy 
Ohost.  For  he  that  in  these  things  serveth  Christ,  is  accepta- 
ble to  Grod,  and  approved  of  man." 

Another  case  is  that  of  a  sober  and  industrious  man,  but  who 
was  entirely  neglectful  of  religious  worship.  He  was  induced 
to  visit  our  sanctuary,  and  was  deeply  impressed  by  the  truth. 
The  next  service  found  him  again  present,  and  in  response  to 
the  invitation,  at  the  alter  of  prayer  he  soon  experienced  the 
wondrous  change,  and  now  embraces  every  opportunity  to  tes- 
tify for  Christ  The  marvel  with  him  is  his  wonderful  change 
so  suddenly. 

Still  another  instance  :  A  gentlman  in  the  prime  of  life 
accompanied  one  of  our  members  to  class  meeting.  He  ac- 
knowledged his  sinfulness,  aud  expressed  the  purpose  to  seek 
salvation.  Earnest  prayer  was  offered  in  his  behalf.  Again 
he  appeared  in  class  meeting,  and  it  was  at  once  apparent  that 
a  ehange  had  been  wrought  in  his  soul.  When  his  time  came, 
he  stated  that  while  at  work  on  a  scaffold  over  some  machinery, 
he  felt  a  strange  thrill  of  joy,  that  prompted  him  to  shout 
"Glory  to  God.'* 

The  cases  referred  to  are  from  among  middle-aged  persons, 
who  had  become  somewhat  confirmed  in  sinful  habits  ;  but  the 
blessed  work  has  embraced  young  men  and  women,  and  Sab^ 
bath  school  children  as  well.  These,  too,  have  become  cheerful 
wcM^ers  in  the  cause,  and  the  relation  of  their  experience  is 
impressive  and  inspiring. 
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I  kaxe  eited  tbese  inttonoes  to  ahow  that  Gtod  is  with  ISbr- 
ifilreefeCSmrehinTery  deed,  and  that  its  daim  as  an  evaa* 
tpeliatie  Hfiaqr  is  well  founded. 

The  Sunday  Sehool,  under  the  superintendence  of  Bey.  Wo. 
Hammond,  is  in  a  flowiehing  condition,  numbering  about  six 
hundred  seholara  The  discipline  is  excellent,  and  a  marked 
interest  is  shown  in  the  instructions  given,  which  extend  be- 
jond  the  mere  lessons  of  the  Berean  System  to  a  general 
review  of  the  doctrines  of  the  Bible,  and  a  careful  explanation 
of  the  distinctive  peculiarities  of  Methodism.  The  catechism  of 
our  church  is  used  in  every  session  of  the  school,  and  our  only 
singing  book  is  the  hew  HymnaL 

In  finances  we  have  been  doing  well.  In  addition  to  some 
two  hundred  dollars  expended  in  needed  improvements  on  the 
ehapel — ^the  current  expenses  for  Church  and  Sunday  School 
— bating  the  Pastor's  salary — ^have  all  been  met,  and  we  shall 
return  to  the  treasurer  of  this  Society  some  six  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars;  so  that  the  Society  may  be  properly  credited  with 
some  two  thousand  dollars.  These  are  given  as  the  approxi- 
mate figures. 

WxsLEV  Cratel. — Bev.  J.  B  Dumble,  Assistant  Pastor,  says: 
In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  past  year  the  words  of  the  Hebrew 
singer  involuntarily  come  to  our  lips,  **  The  Lord  hath  done 
great  things  for  us  whereof  we  are  glad." 

Wesley  Chapel,  with  her  handfull  of  wrestling  Jacobs  and 
prevailing  Israels,  has  said  like  the  good  man  whose  name  she 
bears,  '*  The  world  is  my  parish/'  and  she  has  endeavored  by 
all  her  powers  to  prove  that  this  was  true,  for  she  has  sent  forth^ 
like  so  many  irrigating  streams,  her  prayers,  her  sympathy  and 
her  money,  and  so  has  gathered  into  her  fold  the  outcast  and 
the  neglected.  The  gospel  has  been  held  out  for  the  acceptance 
of  the  people,  with  what  result  may  be  partly  seen  from  the 
published  statistics,  and  shall  be  fully  seen  when  all  vails  shall 
be  taken  away  and  Grod  shall  make  known  every  man's  work  of 
what  sort  it  is. 

A  good  word  is  due  the  brethren  and  sisters  of  this  little 
cbapeL  They  have  shown  themselves  always  ready,  always 
willing  to  do  service  for  the  Lord  night  and  day,  amid  discour- 
agements, and  God  has  given  them  success. 
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What  Paul  wrote  to  the*  Corinthi^xiB  may  be  eminently  said 
of  the  people  in  this  place/  "  As  poor  yet  making  many  ribh/' 
for  during  the  past  year  mach  has  been  done  for  the  honest 
poor  and  the  people  haye  reqwnded  liberally  to.  all  calls  for 
help. 

The  Laymen's  meeting  held  each  Sunday  afternoon  has 
attracted  large  numbers,  and  the  serrices  have  been  of  a  most 
interesting  character.  The  Sunday  School,  under  the  care  of 
Bro.  Dammes,  is  in  a  flourishing  condition.

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2.  He  shall  be  an  Elder  in  the  New  York  or  New  York  East 
Oonference,  and  appointed  by  the  Bishop  in  charge  for  this 
special  work. 

3.  He  shall  act  under  the  advice  and  direction  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  and  shall  be  recognized  as  the  representative  of 
this  Society. 

4.  He  shall,  so  far  {is  practicable,  visit  each  of  the  churches 
and  Sunday  schools  of  the  Society  every  quarter ;  he  shall  aid 
and  counsel  with  the  preachers  and  Sunday  school  superintend- 
ents concerning  their  work ;  he  shall  make  definite  reports  as 
to  the  work  and  progress  of  our  churches  and  schools  every 
month  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  written  quarterly  reports 
to  the  Board  of  Managers,  at  the  regular  meetings  in  January, 
April,  July  and  October. 

5.  He  shall  endeavor,  by  public  addresses  and  through  the 
press,  to  bring  our  work  before  the  Methodist  people  ;  he  shall, 
so  far  {hs  practicable,  arrange  with  each  one  of  the  city  pastors 
iiO  present  the  claims  and  work  of  our  Society  on  some  Sabbath, 

and  take  subscriptions  and  collections  for  the  same. 

6.  He  shall  also,  during  the  year,  endeavor  to  secure  new 
subscribers  to  our  funds,  and  their  interest  and  co-operation  in 
our  work. 

7.  He  shall  be  an  ex-officio  member  of  all  the  Standing  Com- 
mittees of  the  Society. 

8.  His  salary  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Committee  on  Estimates, 
and  paid  by  the  Treasurer,  in  the  same  way  as  to  the  other 
preachers  in  our  work. 

The  following  resolutions  relating  to  mission  schools  and  build- 
ings were  passed  by  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  New  York 
City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  at  a  regular  meeting  held  on  the  evening  of

Reeolved,  1.  That  an  annual  collection  be  taken  for  the  general 
work  of  the  Society  in  all  the  missions  under  its  supervision.

Sscnoji  1.  All  persons  now  associated  in  the  Society  named  in  the  title 
i>f  tdis  Act  with  any  persons  who  may  become  associated  therein,  and  their 
•Qceeasors  are  hereby  constitnted  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  **Tbx 
Nsw  ToBx  CiTT  OkuboA  Extension  and  Missionabt  Socdbtt  of  thx  Mbth- 
ODZST  Epiboopaii  Ohuboh,"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  sneces- 
sion,  and  possess  the  general  powers  conferred  on  corporations  by  the 
third  title  of  the  eighteenth  chapter  of  the  first  part  of  the  Beyised 
Statntea  of  the  State  of  New  York- 

SaoxiDN  2.  The  obj<Kst  of  said  corporation  shall  be  to  promote  Sonday- 
sshools  and  misBions  in  the  City  of  New  York. 

Sbotion  3.  The  said  New  York  City  Ohoroh  Extension  and  Missionary 
Sioiety  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Chnrch  shall  be  capable  of  taking  and 
holding  by  purchase  or  deyise  any  real  or  personal  estate  for  the  use  and 
purpose  of  said  corporation,  and  also  of  conveying,  transferring,  and 
mortgaging  any  real  or  penK>nal  estate  ;  but  the  annual  income  of  any  real 
estate  held  by  said  corporation  at  any  one  time  shall  not  exceed  twenty  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  all  devises  and  bequests  to  said  corporation  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  **  An  Act  in  Relation  to  Wills/* 
passed  April  thirteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty,  and  the  acts  amend- 
ing the  same. 

Section  4  The  manag<*ment  of  the  aflfairs  of  said  corporation  shall  be 
vested  in  a  Board  of  Managers,  to  be  appointed  and  elected  annually,  as 
provided  by  its  constitution  and  by-laws,  which  board  shall  consist  ol  the 
officers  of  the  society  ;  one  member  from  each  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Churches  in  the  City  of  New  York,  to  be  elected  by  the  Quarterly  Confer- 
ences ;  of  the  pastors  of  said  churches,  and  of  the  presiding  elders  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  whose  districts  may,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
embrace  the  City  of  New  York,  or  portions  of  that  city ;  and  forty  ad- 
ditional members  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  Board  of  Managers.  Thir- 
teen members  of  the  board  shall  be  a  sufficient  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  buaiiiesi  at  any  meeting  of  said  board.

SionoK  1.  Annual  Menibera. — All  Annual  contribatois  to  the  fonds  of  th* 
Society  ;  all  laborers  in  the  Sonday-sohools  connected  with  the  Methodiat 
Episcopal  Ohnrch  in  the  Oity  of  New  Tork,  together  with  the  memben  of 
the  Board  of  Managers,  shall  be  annual  members  of  this  Society. 

Sza  2.  Xffa  MBmbers,  Dhreclors  and  Painms, — life  members  may  be  oon- 
stitnted  by  the  payment  at  one  time  of  twenty  dollars ;  life  directors  by  the 
payment  of  one  hundred  dollars,  and  life  patrons  by  the  payment  of  fiye 
hundred  dollars.  Such  life  members,  directors,  and  patrons  shall  be 
entitled  to  seats,  and  the  right  of  speaking,  but  not  of  Toting,  in  the  Board 
of  Managers.

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in  the  elected  Board  of  Officers  that  may  occur  in  the  interval  of  the  annual 
meetings,  and  adopt  such  measures  as  they  may  judge  expedient  to 
promote  the  best  iuterests  of  the  Society, 

Ssa  3.  At  the  regular  meeting  in  December,  the  Board  shall  appoint  a 
committee  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Assistant 
Treasurer,  and  shall  nominate  officers  to  be  elected  by  the  Society  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Bsa  4.  Thirteen  members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

ARTICE  V. 

DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  Prtsideni  awl  Mce-Presidenis. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
President  to  preside  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  and  at  all 
meetiugs  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  have  a  general  supervision  of  the 
affairs  of  the  Society,  keep  the  seal,  and  execute  all  papers  ordered  by  the 
Board  of  Managers.  The  Vice-Presidents  shall  preside  at  the  public 
meetings  held  in  the  interest  of  the  Society,  and  in  the  absence  of  the 
President  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board  and  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Society,  and  render  such,  other  assistance  to  the  President  as  may  be 
required. 

Ssa  2.  Contsponding  Secretary.— The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  at- 
tend to  the  correspondence  of  the  Society,  and  prepare  the  annual  report 

Sxa  3.  Recording  Secretary, — The  Becording  Secretary  shall  keep  minutes 
of  all  the  meetings  of  the  Society  and  Board  of  Managers;  give  notice  of  all 
meetings;  notify  the  officers  of  their  election;  furnish  the  chairman  of  each 
committee  with  the  names  of  the  members  of  such  committee,  and  perform 
saeh  other  duties  as  may  be  required. 

The  Assistant  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  complete  records  of  the 
work  of  the  Society,  as  reported  to  the  Executive  Gomuiittee,  act  as  secretary 
of  that  committee,  and  render  such  assistanceto  the  recording  secretary  as 
may  be  required,  and  in  his  absence  act  as  secretary  of  the  meetings  of  the 
Society  and  Board  of  Managers. 

Sec.  4.  Treasurer. — The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  funds  belonging  to 
the  Society,  pay  all  bills  and  sign  all  papers  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, and  report  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  board  and  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  transfer  to  the  Treasurer  all  con* 
tributions  made  by  the  Churches,  with  the  names  of  the  contributors,  for 
record  and  publication  in  the  annual  report  He  shall  also  receive  and 
disburse  (under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee)  funds  specially 
donated  for  the  relief  of  the  poor. 

Ssa  5.  Preacher  in  charge. — It  shall  be  the  daty  of  the  preacher  or 
preachers  appointed  in  charge  of  the  missions  under  the  care  ot  this 
Society,  in  connection  with  the  Missionary  Committee,  to  arrange  the  plan 
of  labor  for  the  missionaries  and  colporteurs,  and  to  make  a  monthly 
report  to  the  Board  of  Managers. 
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ARTICLE  YI.

ARTICLE  n. 

COMMITTEES   AND    THEIR   DUTIES. 

Section  1.  The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Board  shall  be 
as  follows : 

1.  Executive  Committee. 

2.  Visiting  Committee. 

3.  Committee  on  Public  Meetings. 

Sec.  2.  ExectUive  Committee. — This  Committee  shall  have 
power  to  purchase  real  estate,  and  hire  suitable  places  for  the 
establishment  of  mission  chapels  and  Sunday-schools,  and 
assist  in  the  formation  of  the  same,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board.  They  shall  also  have  general  supervision  of  the  work. 
The  President  and  Treasurer  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  this 
committee. 

Sjsc  3.  Committee  on  Collections  and  Subscriptions. — It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  devise  and  carry  out  measures 
for  raising  funds  for  the  purposes  of  the  Society. 
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SEa  4.  VisUing  CommiUee.-r-lt  ahall  be  the  duty  of  this  com* 
mittee  to  visit  all  the  schools  connected  with  the  Society  at 
least  twice  in  each  year,  and  to  report  any  facts  \  concerning- 
them  which  may  be  of  interest. 

Sec  5.  CommiUee  on  Public  Meetings, — ^It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
this  committee  to  make  all  necessary  arrangements  for  holding 
the  regular  meetings  of  the  Society,  and  such  others  as  may  be 
determined  upon  by  the  Board. 

SEa  6.  The  President  of  the  Society  shall  appoint  the  chair- 
man of  the  various  committees  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of 
,the  Board  succeeding  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  and 
the  officers  of  the  Society  and  the  chairman  so  appointed  shall 
appoint  the  remainder  of  said  committees,  when  each  and  all 
shall  enter  upon  the  duties  assigned  them. 

ARTICLE  nL 

REPORTS    OF    COMMITTEES. 

Each  standing  Commitkee  shall  present  a  written  report  of 
its  doings  to  the  Board  at  the  regular  meetings. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

SPECIAL   MEETINGS. 

Special  meetings  can  be  called  by  the  President,  or  by  the 
Secretary  at  the  request  of  five  members  of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  V. 

ATTENDANCE    ON   MEETINGS. 

Any  member  absenting  himself  from  two  successive  stated 
meetings  of  the  Board  without  notifying  either  the  President 
or  Recording  Secretary,  shall  ^be  reminded  thereof  by  the  Re- 
cording Secretary ;  and  unless  a  satisfactory  commnnicatioi| 
is  received  from  him  at  the  succeeding  meeting  of  the  Board 
his  seat  may  be  vacated  by  a  vote  of  the  Board. 

The  following  resolutionsVelating  to  mission  schools  and  build- 
ings were  passed  by  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  New  York 
City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  at  a  regular  meeting  held  on  the  evening  of 
Dcember  14, 1866:— 
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Resolved,  1.  That  an  annual  collection  be  taken  for  the  general 
vork  of  the  Society  in  all  the  missions  under  its  supervision. 

2.  That  when  the  Board  of  Managers  decide  on  building  a 
4^apel  or  church  for  any  mission  connected  with  the  Society,  it 
shaU:  then  authorize  the  mission  for  which  the  chapel  or  church  is 
to  be  erected  to  receive  funds  for  this  purpose,  and  the  funds  thus 
raised  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  shall  be  credited 
to  the  mission  and  used  for  the  special  purposes  thus  designated. 

3.  That  when  the  Board  of  Managers  have  fixed  the  time, 
and  selected  the  location,  for  the  purchase  of  lots,  or  the  pur- 
chase or  building  of  chapel  or  church,  the  full  amount  raised  by 
the  mission  for  which  the  chapel  or  church  is  to  be  purchased 
-or  built  shall  be  placed  to  its  credit;  and  at  such  time  as  the 
mission,  with  the  assent  and  approval  of  the  Society,  shsdl 
assume  the  obligation  of  meeting  all  its  cun*ent  expenses,  (in- 
cluding the  salary  of  pastor  and  the  support  of  Sunday  school,) 
the  amount  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  mission  shall  be  deducted 
from  the  estimated  value  of  the  property  to  be  transferred  to , 
ihe  local  Sunday  school  or  church. 

4.  When  a  chapel  or  church  has  been  purchased  or  erected 
for  a  mission,  all  the  surplus  funds  over  the  current  expenses  of; 
the  mission  (not  including  the  salary  of  pastor  or  assistants) 
raised  by  said  mission  and  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  this 
Society,  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  thereof  as  a  sinking  fund, 
and  deducted  from  the  estimated  value  of  the  property  at  its 
transfer,  as  specified  in  said  resolution. 

5.  That  such  Sunday  school  and  Society  appoint  its  respec- 
tive treasurer,  who  shall  take  charge  of  the  funds  raised,  and 
report  receipts  and  expenditures  monthly  to  the  pastors. 

At  the  regular   meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held' 
February  8,  1867,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted: — 

Besolvedj  1.  That  the  treasurer  be  and  is  hereby  instructed  to 
pay  no  bills  against  this  Soci3ty  until  such  bQls  have  been  passed 
by  this  Board  and  signed  by  the  president  or  recording  secretary. 

2.  That  all  missions  under  charge  of  this  Society  needing 
Assistance  to  meet  their  current  expenses  must  make  their  ap- 
plication to  this  Board  through  the  Executive  Committee,  and 
in  no  case  incur  any  expense  chargeable  to  the  Society  beyond 
ihe  appropriations  made  by  this  Board.

The  following  rcflolatir^n  was  adopted  br  the  Board  of  Hana- 
gtn  at  the  regular  meetmg  held  Jane  14,  1867  : 

Rtmiced,  That,  in  the  estimation  of  this  Board  of  Managers, 
it  is  iiiexpedient  for  anj  Sondaj  school  or  mission  nnder  the 
saperrision  of  the  New  York  Citr  Chorch  Extension  and  Mis- 
sionarj  Society  to  take  public  collections  for  local  purposes 
outside  of  the  rooms  deToted  t  j  their  use 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  helii 
August  10,  1807,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

Benolved,  L  That  all  money  collected  in  the  Church  classes- 
organized  in  our  mission  chapels  be  appropriated  exdusiyely 
toward  payment,  by  the  treasurer  of  the  New  York  City  Church 
Extension  amd  Missionary  Society,  of  the  salaries  of  the  preachers* 
and  assistants  haying  charge  of  the  missions. 

2.  That  the  preachers  in  charge  be  directed  to  report  at  each 
monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  the  amount  of  class- 
money  collected  in  each  misbion  under  their  charge  during  the- 
prerious  month* 

At  the  general  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held 
October  8,  1869,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Eetolved,  That  in  the  future  election  of  treasurer  for  our  mis- 
sion Sunday  schools,  in  those  missions  where  there  is  a  Church 
organization,  the  treasurer  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Church 
with  which  the  school  is  connected. 

The  following  was  adopted  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  held  January  12,  1877  : 

lienolved,  1.  That  the  pastors  of  our  several  missions  be  re- 
quested to  see  that  missionary  societies  are  properly  organized, 
as  per  discipline,  in  each  of  their  Sabbath  schools  ;  and  that 
thoy  state  in  their  monthly  report  the  amount  raised  and  paid 
over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  M.  E» 
Church,  for  which  they  hold  a  receipt  to  render  to  the  annual 
conference. 
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2.  That  the  officer?,  teachers  and  children  of  the  Sabbath 
schools  nnder  oar  charge  be  earnestlj  requested  to  devote  one 
Sunday  of  each  month  to  the  missionary  cause,  and  to  do  all 
that  is  in  their  power  to  assist,  so  that  the  work  of  sending  the 
Ckwpel  to  heathen  lands  may  not  be  retarded. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  Jan- 
naiy  12,  1877,  the  following  was  adopted  : 

Whereas,  It  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Officers  of 
this  Society  that  some  of  the  missions  under  the  care  of  this 
Board  are  agitating  the  matter  of  an  election  of  Trustees,  and 

Whereas,  It  is  desirable  that  there  should  be  no  misunder- 
standing, or  conflict  of  jurisdiction,  between  this  Society  and 
the  missions  under  its  charge,  therefore  be  it  resolved  as  fol- 
lowBy  yiz.: 

Beaolved,  1.  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  be  instructed 
to  notify  the  pastors  of  those  churches  and  congregations  wor- 
shipping in  premises  owned  by  this  corporation,  that  there 
should  be  no  election  of  Trustees,  and  that  this  Society  will  not 
reoognize  any  person  or  persons  acting  or  claiming  to  act  in 
that  capacity. 

2.  That  the  only  authority  recognized  by  this  Board  in  the 
ehurches  aforesaid,  is  the  Quarterly  Conference,  of  which  the 
Preaiding  Elder  is  chairman,  and  the  Leaders  and  Stewards 
Meeting,  of  which  the  Pastor  is  chairman. 

3.  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  notify  all  persons  who 
have  been  acting  in  the  capacity  of  Trustees,  of  the  action  of 
this  Society,  and  requiring  them,  and  the  Secretaries  and 
Treasurers,  or  those  who  may  have  been  serving  as  such,  to 
deliyer  as  soon  as  pi*acticable  all  papers,  documents,  books, 
records  and  other  property  held  by  them  to  the  pastor  in  charge 
of  said  church. 

4.  That  the  Pastor  with  the  Leaders  and  Stewards  Meeting 
are  from  and  after  this  date  the  only  custodians  of  all  the 
propel  t/  belonging  to  this  Society,  used  by  the  congregation 
of  which  they  are  members.

What  is  our 
adaptation  to  guard  the  rear  of  civilization  ?  Really  the  progress 
of  such  ft  Society  is  unconsciously  answering  some  very  im- 
portant questions :  it  is  a  touch-stone  that  shows  the  weakness  or 
value  of  many  a  great  agency ;  it  throws  light  where  we  need  to 
study  and  pray — and  work. 

REPORTS  FROM  THE  PASTORS. 

The  following  reports,  written  by  the  pastors,  give  in  brief 
their  answers  to  certain  general  questions  ])roposed  to  them  by 
the  Secretary.  They  are  all  of  them  modestly  and  truthfully 
written,  and  within  the  limits  of  the  facts.  The  statistical  tables 
will  show  the  work  done  by  each  pastor  and  Sunday-school. 

The  appointments,  for  convenience,  ai*e  here  arranged  in  alpha- 
betical order: 

Alanson  Church,  Rev.  D.  W.  Couch,  Pastor. — Alanson 
Church,  on  Norfolk  Street,  has  held  its  own  for  the  year  1882, 
and  has  gained  a  little.  We  have  a  membership  of  263,  and 
seven  prol)ationers.  We  have  admitted  21  from  probation,  and 
received  cicrht  by  letter;  so  wo  arc  a  little  stronger  than  at  the 
commencement  of  1882.  Several  have  been  converted  who  have 
not  come  into  the  Church  ;  one  special  case  of  a  gea-ca|)tain,  who 
soon  after  sailed  for  England,  and  who  writes  me  that  he  is 
earnestly  ongaijed  in  religious  work  in  London  and  other  places. 
His  homo  is  in  the  Island  of  Jersey.  He  is  wealthy,  and  can 
give  his  time  to  saving  men.  He  declares  his  purpose  to  do  it. 
At  this  writing  there  are  a  few  persons  seeking  the  Lord.  Our 
Conference*  oollfctions  for  benevolent  purposes,  as  fur  as  taken, 
are  in  advance  of  last  year;  the  people  are  quite  willing  to  give. 
Our  Sabbath-school  has  largely  increased,  but  we  lack  teachers. 
We  can  give  work  to  ten  or  twelve  competent  workers.  Our 
officers  are  becoming  more  and  more  efficient,  and  by  hard  work 
the  school  can  be  made  a  great  success.  We  have  gathered  in  a 
class  of  hard  boys  from  the  street.  It  is  very  difficult  to  manage 
them,  but  they  are  constantly  improving,  and  our  hope  is  that  at 
least  some  of  them  will  be  saved  and  become  workers  for  right- 
eousness. I  find  that  it  is  hard  for  the  people  of  the  churches  that 
have  been  strong  and  popular  to  come  down  to  do  missionii

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During  the  past  year  onr  accommodationg  hod  become  too  lim- 
ited for  the  school  and  congregation.  About  the  first  of  May, 
1882,  the  Sabbath-sohool  and  church  were  allowed  to  commence 
collecting  money  to  build  a  new  church  upon  the  vacant  lots 
owned  by  the  Society,  adjoining  the  present  chapel.  Upon  tlie 
fiecond  Sabbath  in  Juno  last  these  oflTerings  of  only  six  weeks* 
gathering  were  presented  in  the  presence  of  the  parents  and  the 
many  friends  of  the  Society.  Upon  counting  the  cash  paid  in 
on  that  day,  and  the  pledges  made  at  the  same  time,  the  most 
of  which  have  been  since  paid,  we  had  between  $23,000  and 
$24,000  with  which  to  commence  our  new  church. 

Plans  and  specifications  were  submitted  to  a  committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  local  society  and  your  own,  and  were  accepted. 
The  contract  was  let  to  Edward  Kilpatrick,  of  this  city,  for 
$40,000,  not  including  the  heating,  lighting,  plumbing,  and  fur- 
nishing of  the  church.  The  work  was  commenced  about  the  16th 
of  August  of  last  year,  and  it  has  been  pushed  forward  rapidly 
toward  completion.  We  expect  the  new  church  to  be  finished  in 
March,  and  we  have  fixed  the  day  of  dedicatitm  on  March  25, 
1883. 

When  this  church  is  completed  and  furnished  it  will  stnnd  in 
this  city  as  one  of  the  best  churches  in  New  York  Methodism  for 
the  work  to  be  done  on  this  ground  in  the  salvation  of  souls.  The 
Society  will  then  have  a  Church  property  worth  $160,000,  and 
one  of  the  best  organized  and  best  disciplined  Sabbath-schools  in 
our  denomination,  and  a  Church  membership  working  up  to  the 
full  measure  of  their  ability,  and  trying  to  meet  the  responsibility 
of  this  constantly  increasing  field  of  spiritual  toil. 

If  we  were  to  give  a  detailed  history  of  our  work  during  the 
year,  it  would  make  the  report  quite  too  lengthy  for  your 
reading,  or  for  your  published  record  of  the  Society's  doings  the 
past  year. 

Let  this  only  be  said  of  our  work:  During  all  the  year  there 
have  been  willing  hands  and  consecrated  hearts  engaged  in  this 
Sabbath-school  and  church.  No  more  faithful  teachers  and  work- 
ers can  be  found  in  any  field.  Duty  sometimes  calls  for  great 
sacrifice  of  personal  ease  and  comfort  on  the  part  of  those  who 
toil  in  this  part  of  the  Master's  vineyard,  yet  it  has  not  been  the 
question  of  convenience  with  any :  all  have  only  desired  to  know 
duty,  and  with  quick  feet  and  willing  hands  they  have  wrought 
well  in  the  service  of  His  Church  "who  went  about  doing  good."

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The  Recording  Secretary  read  the  foUowmg  nominations  by 
the  Board  of  Managers : 
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SIR  FRANCIS  LYCETT, 


Snt  Fbancis  Ltcxtt  was  born  in  the  Oity  of  Worcester,  England,  in  the  }bear 
1803.  His  father  was  a  Gloye  Maker,  and  in  that  business  he  was  brought 
np.  In  1832  he  remoyed  to  London  to  superintend  the  large  establish- 
ment  of  Messrs.  Dent  &  Alloroft,  in  that  city.  He  subsequently  became 
a  partner  in  the  concern,  and  retired  from  business  in  1865,  Laying  real- 
ized an  ample  fortune.  In  1866  he  was  elected  one  of  the  Sherifb  for 
London  and  Middlesex,  and  received  the  honor  of  Knighthood  from  his 
Sovereign.  He  fittingly  commemorated  the  receiving  of  this  honor  by 
the  gift  of  a  piece  of  land  as  a  site  for  a  new  Methodist  Ohuroh  in  his 
native  city. 

Early  in  life  he  was  soundly  converted,  and  gave  himself  intelligently 
to  the  service  of  Ood,  as  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church.  He  passed 
to  the  eternal  rest  of  a  sincere  Christian  who  has  spent  a  long  life  in  be- 
nevolent, philanthropic  and  religious  activities,  on  October  29th,  1880. 

His  consistent  and  useful  course  furnishes  clear  proof  that  whole- 
hearted consecration  to  God  is  not  a  barrier  to  distinguished  success  in 
life. 

Among  the  factors  which  moulded  and  gave  inspiration  to  such  a  life, 
two  are  worthy  of  special  attention— the  blessing  of  a  godly  mother,  "the 
memory  of  whose  influence  and  example  was  to  him  always  living 
and  sacred,"  and  next  to  this,  the  impression  produced  on  his  mind 
by  a  sermon  from  the  text,  "Honor  the  Lord  with  thy  substance,  and 
with  the  first  fruits  of  all  thine  increase.  So  shall  thy  barns  be  filled  with 
plenty,  and  thy  presses  shall  burst  out  with  new  wine."  To  that  sermon 
Sir  Francis  often  alluded  as  a  turning  point  in  bis  life.  "The  text  was 
put  into  his  mind  and  written  on  his  heart  by  a  power  above  that  of  the 
preacher."  lie  adopted  the  principle  of  systematic  contribution  to  the 
cause  of  God,  consistently  carried  it  out  in  all  his  subsequent  life,  and 
fully  proved  the  truthfulness  of  the  promise  conveyed  in  the  text. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  Sir  Francis  was  a  member  of  fourteen  Connex- 
ional  Committees,  thus  showing  his  interest  in  every  department  of  church 
work.  The  numerous  legacies  recorded  in  his  will  attest  the  same  fact, 
and  illustrate  his  broad  Christian  charily,  and  hearty  sympathy  with  the 
benevolent  institutions  of  his  country.  But  he  will  be  remembered  in  the 
years  to  come  chiefly  in  connection  with  his  efforts  for  the  extension  of 
Chapel  Building  in  the  City  of  London.  He  bad  boundless  faith  in  plant- 
ing churches  in  suitable  localities.  He  used  to  say  that  "a  place  of 
Christian  worship  was  a  center  of  endowment  for  all  the  charities. "    He  was 
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present  at  the  formation  of  the  Metropolitan  Ohapel  Building  Fund  in  1861. 
It  was  resoaoitated  by  his  liberal  hand  in  1865  and  1867.  In  1870  all  his 
former  gifta  were  anrpaaaed  by  the  offer  of  250,000  dollars  towards  the 
erection  of  fifty  metropolitan  chapels,  on  condition  that  a  like  sum  should 
be  raised  in  the  proyinoes.  Henceforth  this  became  the  work  of  his  life, 
and  the  largeness  of  his  liberality  was  only  equalled  by  the  devotion  of  his 
personal  labors  to  the  work.  He  oheerfally  accompanied  the  General  Sec 
retary  to  many  of  the  large  towns  and  diHtricts  of  the  country,  and,  with 
nnwearied  patience  and  perseverance,  made  earnest  appeals  to  friends  to 
meet  his  noble  challenge.  As  the  result  of  their  labors,  340,000  dollars 
was  subscribed.  This  object  engaged  his  thoughts  to  the  last  Just  before 
he  was  taken  down  with  his  final  illness  he  gave  25,000  dollars  additional 
to  secure  the  speedy  erection  of  ten  chapels,  and  probably  the  last  check 
he  ever  drew  was  for  that  amount  In  his  will  he  remembered  his  favorite 
scheme,  and  placed  it  beyond  a  doubt  that  the  fifty  chapels  will  be 
erected.  What  a  work  for  one  man  to  accomplish !  Each  chapel  is 
capable  of  seating  1,000  persons,  with  provision  for  Sunday  schools,  and 
all  the  other  accompaniments  of  a  Methodist  chapeL  Fifty  such  * 'centers 
of  endowment  for  all  the  charities"  are  a  noble  monument  of  a  well  spent 
Christian  life,  and  a  sug^j^estive  and  stimulating  legacy  to  the  churches  of 
the  present  day.  Through  these,  and  the  soul-saving  influences  flowing 
from  them.  Sir  Francis  will  continue  to  bless  the  world  for  many  years  to 
come.  The  memory  of  such  a  man  the  Church  **  will  not  willingly  let 
die." 
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The  prayer,  class,  and  social  meetings  are  well  attended  ;  cur- 
rent expenses  met.    The  prospect  is  assuring. 

St.  Stephen's,  Rbv.  S.  Lowther,  Pastor. — The  past  year 
is  regarded  by  the  members  of  this  church  and  congregation  as 
a  good  one.  Much  earnest  work  has  been  done ;  the  good  seed 
has  been  unsparingly  sown  ;  the  harvest  is  confidently  expected. 
The  spiritual  condition  of  the  church  is  good.  The  attendance 
on  Sabbath  morning  preaching  and  the  weekly  prayer- meeting 
has  been  larger  than  any  previous  year.  Our  social  meetings 
have  been  full  of  interest  and  of  spiritual  devotion.  The  financial 
condition  of  the  church  is  good.  So  far  we  have  been  able  to 
meet  all  demands  without  embarrassmentw  We  expect  to  i-aise 
our  assessment  for  the  benevolences  of  the  Church.  Ten  persons 
have  been  received  into  full  membership  in  the  church — seven 
from  probation  and  three  by  letter.  Our  Sunday-school  is  in 
good  working  condition,  and  has  made  substantial  advancement 
during  the  year  that  is  past.  We  have  tried  to  conscientiously 
look  at>er  all  the  interests  of  the  church,  and,  while  the  result  has 
not  been  what  our  heart  desired,  yet  we  aie  glad  to  be  able  to 
say  some  pro<rress  has  been  made.  The  liberal  spirit  manifested 
by  the  Society  toward  this  church  compels  me  to  refrain  from 
offering  any  suggestion  concerning  the  future.  The  Society  has 
been  the  life  of  the  church. 

Thirty-fifth  Street,  Rkv.  Albert  Stephens,  Pastor. — 
Tliroui:!i  the  past  year  in  Thirty-fifth  Street  the  work  of  the  Lord 
has  gone  on  steadily  and  successfully.  Our  congregations  have 
been  good  ;  our  prayer-meetings  well  attended  ;  and  the  Sunday- 
school  has  been  full. 

Financially,  every  work  to  which  we  have  put  our  hands  has 
been  a  marked  success.  Last  year,  at  our  anniversjiry,  we  were 
bold  enough  to  ask  for  $700,  and  received  8750.  This  year  we 
asked  for  Jg;soo,  and  at  the  close  of  the  day  we  had  i860.  We 
have  not  only  supported  ourselves,  but  have  given  a  collection  of 
1^0  to  the  New  York  City  Church  K.vtension  and  Missionary 
Society.  In  various  ways  the  neat  sum  of  81,834  81  has  been 
raised  and  paid,  and  we  are  free  from  debt. 

But  liie  best  of  all  is  that  a  goodly  number  have  been  added 
to  the  church,  both  from  probation  and  by  letter.  In  this  church 
we  have  what  is  known  iis  revival  work  all  the  year  round.  It 
has  been  a  custom  here  for  years  to  hold  a  fervent  prayer-meeting 
at  close  of  the  summer  on  every  Sunday  evening.     The  old  y 
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closed  witb  three  earnest  adults  at  the  altar  seeking  admission  to 
the  church  on  probation,  and  the  new  year  opened  witb  seveu  ad- 
mipsions  from  probation  and  by  letter. 

I  desire  to  make  special  mention  of  the  aid  that  I  have  received 
in  my  work  from  Brother  S.  C.  Haight. 

On  the  altar  of  this  brief  report  I  would  oflTer  for  meixiies  past 
and  present,  profound  gratitude  to  "  God,  from  wliom  all  blessings 
flow." 

Washingfton  Heights,  Rev.  Gideon  Draper,  Pastor. — ^In 
the  Wasliington  Heights  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  there  has 
been  some  advance  during  the  year  1882.  Increase  of  full  mem- 
bers, 17;  increase  of  Sunday-school  scholars,  17.  The  religions 
interest  among  the  young  is  very  deep.  The  young  people's 
meeting  is  largely  attended.  Some  have  professed  faith  in  Christ, 
and  others  are  seeking  after  salvation. 

The  outward  difficulties  in  the  way  of  the  growth  of  the  church 
have  increased,  rather  than  diminished,  the  past  year.  Removals 
from  the  neighborhood,  from  the  congregation  and  church,  have 
exceeded  the  numbers  of  new-comers.  The  church  has  thus  lost 
strength  financially.  There  is  at  present  a  prospect  of  better 
things  in  the  near  future.  There  are  preparations  for  extensive 
building,  and  the  population  will  probably  largely  increase.  In 
the  face  of  embarrassments,  within  and  without,  the  holy  firo  has 
been  kept  burning  on  the  altar.  Some  have  been  sweetly  saved; 
others,  especially  young  converts,  have  been  notably  built  up  in 
their  faith. 

Tlie  greatest  need  of  all  is  a  baptism  of  power  upon  the  older 
and  more  influential  members  of  the  church,  without  which  the 
unsaved  cannot  be  drawn,  even  with  house-to-house  visitation 
and  repeated  invitation,  to  the  means  of  grace. 

Thirty-seventh  Street  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
Rev.  G.  H.  Goodsell,  Pasi'OB. — This  church  has  been  very  pros- 
perous during  the  year.  Since  Conference  the  congregations 
have  more  than  doubled.  The  social  meetings  have  increaned  in 
numbers  and  interest,  and  precious  souls  have  been  saved.  At 
the  monthly  communion  services  persons  have  been  received  on 
probation  and  by  letter,  and  there  has  been  a  steady  and  healthy 
growth  all  the  time.  The  accessions  have  largely  exceeded  the  re- 
movals. There  has  been  a  healthy  development  of  the  talents  and 
graces  and  resources  of  the  membership.  The  congregation  will 
compare  favorably  with  -any  of  the  regular  churches  in  numbers 
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to  the  presdng  demands  of  this  part  of  our  work.  A  hundred 
thousand  dollars  could  be  annually  invested  in  new  sites,  and 
in  the  erection  of  chapels  thereon,  in  anticipation  of  the  future 
with  its  urgent  demands. 

This  part  of  our  work  has  been  sadlj  embarrassed  by  the 
death  of  Rev.  Ensign  B.  Lockwood,  Pastor  of  the  church  on 
Sixty-eighth  Street,  who  was  drowned  in  June  last,  when 'on  his 
way  to  Boston.  He  had  endeared  himself  to  the  people  of  his 
charge  by  his  gentlemanly  bearing,  by  hisscholary  attainments, 
and  by  his  consecration  to  Christ.  His  unexpected  death  was 
sanctified  to  his  young  but  growing  charge,  and  the  work  he 
planned  will  be  consummated. 

The  missionary  part  of  our  work  is  no  less  interesting.  It 
embraces  the  older  and  densely  populated  wards  of  New  York, 
where  the  "  stranger  dwells  within  our  gates  ;"  where  the  tene- 
ment house  is  over-crowded ;  where  the  laborer  finds  a  home 
surrounded  with  degrading  influences ;  and  where  childhood 
is  neglected.  Within  these  wards  we  have  our  Mission  cliapels, 
wherein  is  fulfilled  the  Master's  words  : — "  and  the  poor  have 
the  gospel  preached  unto  them."  Their  spiritual  needs  cry  to 
US  for  help.  Their  appeal  is  not  unheeded.  The  self-denying 
pastor,  the  self-sacrificing  Sabbath  school  teacher,  the  self- 
consecrated  laymen  are  in  their  midst,  to  raise  tbem  to  a  new 
life  of  industry,  sobriety  and  virtue.  And  Christ  is  with  his 
faithful  workers.  They  labor  not  in  vain.  The  song  of  the 
drunkard  is  changed  for  the  song  of  Jesus.  The  voice  of  pro- 
fanity is  hushed  by  the  voice  of  prayer.  The  desecrated  Sab- 
bath is  transformed  into  a  day  of  holy  rest.  The  thief  becomes 
honest ;  the  Har  becomes  truthful ;  the  idler  becomes  indus- 
trious. Out  of  the  depths  of  filth,  wretchedness  and  woe, 
childhood  is  lifted  into  an  atmosphere  of  prayer,  and  into  a 
Sabbath  of  holy  song,  Methodism  is  repeating  the  history  of 
her  greatest  victories.  She  stoops  to  conquer.  The  poor  re- 
spond to  her  inviting  voice,  and  sing  **  What  a  friend  we  have 
in  Jesus."  The  marvelous  conversions  which  weekly  occur 
among  the  lowly  furnish  the  highest  proof  of  the  divinity  of  our 
holy  religion.  They  are  in  proof  that  Christ  can  save  to  the 
uttermost  all  who  come  unto  Him.  He  is  our  only  hope  to 
rescue  our  great  metropolis  from  the  pollution  and  violence  of 
a  debased  populace  and  an  infuriated  mob.     Were  no  higher 
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motdve  demanded,  personal  and  social  safety  should  prompt 
liberal  subscriptions  for  the  enlarged  efficiencj  of  our  Society. 
It  is  financial  wisdom  to  pay  to  save  men  from  a  life  of  sin 
and  crime,  rather  than  to  pay  to  support  poor-houses,  prisons 
and  asylums.  One  Missionary  is  more  than  a  dozen  policemen, 
or  an  ''army  with  banners."  Criminal  laws  punish,  but  they 
do  not  prevent.  Let  the  Methodists  of  this  great  City  respond 
to  our  urgent  appeal  to  help  in  this  good  cause,  and  we  will 
multiply  the  sum  total  of  our  beneficent  results.  As  the  per- 
tinent witnesses  to  the  aforesaid,  I  submit  the  following 
extracts  from  the  annual  reports  of  our  Oity  Missionaries  : — 

Cornell  Memorial. — Rev.  W.  W.  Bowdish  reported  that  the 
work  since  April  last  had  been  a  continued  success,  both  in 
Church  and  Sunday  School.  There  were  present  in  the  Sunday 
School,  on  the  preceding  Sunday,  714  in  the  morning,  and 
1,012  in  the  afternoon.  They  are  having  a  grand  revival — ^many 
conversions  in  the  Church  and  School.  The  net  increase  of 
members  is  between  150  and  200.  Are  holding  meetings  every 
night.    Finances  well  managed  and  encouraging. 

Thirty-seventh  Street  Church. — Rev.  E.  A.  Blake,  Pastor — 
The  year  just  closing  calls  to  mind  manifold  blessings  and 
divine  favors,  for  which  we  are  devoutly  grateful  to  Almighty 
God. 

The  preaching,  prayer  and  class  meetings  have  been  well 
sustained,  and  our  Sunday  services  considerably  increased. 
We  are  justly  encouraged  in  our  Sunday  School  work.  Before 
•the  Society  authorized  the  employment  of  a  visitor,  we  were, 
by  the  generosity  of  our  President,  enabled  to  procure  the  ser- 
vices of  Mrs.  E.  H.  Wilson,  whoso  labor  is  already  manifest,  and 
many  children  have  been  induced  to  attend  our  Sunday  School; 
and  now  that  she  is  officially  assigned  to  labor  in  thfi  vicinity 
of  our  Church,  we  anticipate  a  good  work.  We  have  a  Young 
Women's  Association,  and  a  Young  Men's  Association  connected 
with  our  Churcb,  and  great  good  is  being  accomplished  by  both. 

In  rendering  this,  our  annual  report,  we  desire  to  express  our 
gratitude  to  the  officers  and  members  of  this  Society,  who  have 
visited  us,  and  expressed  words  of  cheer.  Their  presence 
has  been  welcome,  for  we  have  certainly  recognized  it  as  a 
token  of  their  interest  in  our  behalf. 
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Woodlawn,  Kbt.  J.  Ogden  Kebk,  Pastob.  —  WoodlawD, 
with  its  little  cluster  of  about  40  Protestant  families,  is  doing 
welL  The  people  labor  hard  to  sustain  their  financial  burdens, 
and  the  spiritual  condition  of  the  church  is  manifestly  improving. 
Both  the  social  and  religious  tone  is  better  than  ever  before 
in  the  history  of  the  place.  The  congregations  are  good ;  the 
Sunday-school  is  active  and  useful;  new  families  have  attached 
themselves;  the  prayer-meetings  are  spiritual  and  helpfuL  A 
few  have  professed  religion,  and  others  are  seeking.  We  hope, 
by  God's  blessing,  to  gather  and  report  larger  results  by  the  end 
of  the  Conference  year. 

Tlie  near  future  must  witness  a  very  large  growth  in  this  part 
of  the  city;  then  the  small  struggling  societies  will  develop  into 
strong  churches,  centers  of  moral  light  and  power. 
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The  converts  of  last  year  have  proved  faithful,  and  are  among 
our  earnest  laborers  and  supporters.  One  of  them,  whose 
earnings  were  previously  squandered,  has  contributed  some  fifty 
dollars  the  post  year  for  the  support  of  the  gospel. 

A  number  of  excellent  members  have  removed,  by  certificate, 
the  past  year.  One  of  them  was  saved  from  dissipation  and 
sin  under  the  pastorate  of  Bro.  Morehouse ;  he  soon  found 
a  position  with  a  prominent  business  firm,  and  proving  himself 
trustworthy  and  capable  was  gradually  promoted ;  he  was  ac- 
tive in  the  Church,  and  all  were  rejoicing  in  his  increasing 
usefulness.  Early  last  summer  he  was  transferred  by  bis  em- 
ployers, and  placed  in  charge  of  their  western  interests.  He  is 
now  a  class  leader  in  Wesley  Chapel,  Cincinnati. 

The  Sunday  School  is  in  a  prosperous  condition.  Rev.  Wm. 
Hammond  is  still  the  Superintendent,  and  is  thoroughly  devoted 
to  his  work.  He  has  the  earnest  co-operation  of  officers  and 
teachers,  all  of  whom  are  members  of  the  Church.  In  addition 
to  the  regular  lesson  of  the  Berean  Series,  the  Catechism  of  our 
Church  is  regularly  used.  The  discipline  of  the  School  is  ex- 
cellent. We  have  just  added  two  hundred  volumes  to  our 
library. 

In  finances,  we  have  been  doing  better  than  ever  before  ;  we 
have  raised  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($750)  for  current 
expenses  ;  six  hundred  dollars  ($600)  for  the  Sunday  School, 
and  have  returned  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  Society  eight  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars  ($850),  two  hundred  dollars  more  than 
last  year. 

Wesley  Chapel. — T.  M.  Terry,  Pastor. — This  Church  is,  to 
some  extent,  meeting  a  necessity  in  this  part  of  the  City.  The 
Laymen's  meeting  continues  to  be  an  occasion  of  interest  and 
profit.  The  Sabbath  School  is  increasing  in  members,  and 
in  fidelity  and  harmony  among  the  officers  and  teachers.  There 
has  also  been  a  net  increase  of  Church  membership  during  the 
year  just  closed. 

Alanson  Church. — Francis  C.  Hill,  Pastor. — In  making  this 
our  first  report,  we  desire  devoutly  to  record  Our  thanks  to 
Almighty  God,  for  his  favor  to  us  as  a  Church  and  Sabbath 
School,  during  the  past  year. 

That  we  have  been   able  to  hold  our  own  and  make  a  little 
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advance,  inspires  us  with  gratitude.  Situated  in  the  midst  of 
the  Seventh  ward,  with  a  swarming  population,  beside  the 
Catholics,  we  number  not  more  than  six  or  eight  Protestant 
Churches,  of  all  denominations.  It  is  true  that  a  large  pro- 
portion of  these  are  of  foreign  birth,  Jews  and  Germans  ;  yet 
some  of  these,  especially  the  latter,  are  found  attending  our 
Church,  and  several  have  been  converted  to  God  during  the 
past  year. 

One  most  interesting  case — a  Jew,  about  thirty  years  of  age, 
respectable  and  intelligent — came  to  our  altar,  where,  after  a 
most  severe  conflict  with  his  early  education,  accepted  Jesus  as 
his  Saviour.  His  testimony  is  clear  and  unequivocal.  Judaism 
failed  to  meet  the  longings  of  his  heart — Christianity  supplied 
and  satisfied  those  longings. 

Very  many  of  the  members  of  our  Sabbath  School,  perhaps 
forty  per  cent.,  are  children  of  German  parents,  a  few  of  Jewish. 
They  are  bright,  intelligent  children.  Largely  in  this  direction 
lies  the  future  of  our  Church. 

In  the  midst,  and  in  its  geographical  centre,  is  located  the 
Alanson  ChurcL  One  of  the  finest  and  most  beautiful  church 
edifices  in  all  the  lower  wards  of  the  city.  Only  a  few  years 
since,  before  the  change  of  the  population,  this  Church  had  a  con- 
gregation of  a  thousand  persons.  But  that  day  has  passed,  per- 
haps not  to  be  realized  again.  Still  there  is  hope.  While  much 
of  the  financial  streiigth,  and  many  of  its  members,  have  re- 
moved either  to  Brooklyn  or  up-town,  some  yet  remain,  faithful 
ones,  and  there  yet  abides  a  deep  vein  of  primitive  Methodism. 
On  our  altars  yet  burn  the  old  fashioned  fire.  This  has  been 
intensified  more  largely  during  the  past  year,  by  the  acceptance 
of  the  doctrine  and  experience  of  entire  sanctification.  Quite 
a  number  have  entered  into,  and  are  now  walking  in  the  clear 
light  of  this  blessed  experience.  About  fifty  have  professed  to 
receive  pardon;  thirty-five  of  that  number  have  been  received 
into  full  membership. 

Our  Sabbath  School,  during  the  past  year,  has  more  than 
doubled  its  members,  and  is  still  increasing.  A  blessed  work, 
in  which  both  pastor  and  people  delight  to  engage.  A  new 
feature  of  our  Church  work,  and  to  which  we  look  with  great 
hope  and  interest,  is  the  appointment  by  the  Board  of  City 
Church  Extension  Society,   of  a  lady  Visitor  and  Missionary. 
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Already  are  the  fruits  of  this  devoted  Christian  worker  being 
seen,  and  doubtless  will  continue  to  grow. 

Since  we  have  been  received  by  the  Church  Extension  Society, 
and  have  been  relieved  of  the  burden  of  interest  money,  we 
have  breathed  easier,  and  have  advanced  with  new  courage. 
We  have  been  enabled  to  pay  all  our  current  expenses  for  the 
year.  In  doing  this  the  people  have  done  well,  giving  freely 
of  their  ability. 

A  large  field  opens  here.  We  extend  a  warm,  cordial  invi^ 
tation,  while  we  believe  every  true  worker  would  be  successful 
in  gathering  sheaves  for  the  Master,  even  "  fruit  unto  life 
eternal." 

WooDLAWN.— Rev.  A.  P.  George,  Pastor. — Pleasant  for  situa- 
tion. Woodlawn  Church  stands  as  a  sentinel  on  your  most 
northerly  line.  This  "  picket  post"  is  a  little  community  by 
itself,  though  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  New 
York.  We  are  looking  for  rapid  transit ;  this  will  fill  the 
houses,  and  give  us  the  people.  Woodlawn  is  a  remarkably 
moral  place  ;  in  many  respects  its  mode  of  working  is  like  that 
of  the  chosen  people  of  the  old  dispensation,  where  everything, 
both  of  a  civil,  as  well  as  a  religious  character,  centered  in  the- 
temple — so  in  Woodlawn.  The  Church  seems  to  be  the  objec- 
tive of  all  that  is  going  on  ;  all  the  meetings,  movements  or 
plans  of  the  place  are  inaugerated  in,  or  executed  by,  the 
Church.  It  is  claimed  that  from  every  house  is  a'path  leading 
directly  to  the  house  of  worship. 

While  we  are,  in  all  respects,  a  MeihodistjChxirchj  nevertheless- 
being  the  only  Church  accessable,  the  congregation  is  made  up 
of  all  denominations,  and  together  we  worship  in  love  and 
harmony.     "This  Church  meets  a  want," 

The  membership  is  small  and  somewhat  scattered — nearly 
one-third  living  at  a  distance.  We  have,  Jiowever,  since  the 
last  annual  meeting  kept  up  all  repairs,  and  made  a  few  im- 
provements.  We  promptly  pay  all  demands  against  us,  and 
to-day  we  **owe  no  man  anything." 

The  Sunday  School,  though  small,  has  a  good  average  at- 
tendance. Every  Protestant  child  of  thefplace  is  on  the  reg- 
ister. We  have  twenty  per  cent,  more  scholars  than  the  Public 
School.  AVe  are  a  Church  of  women,  seldom  more  than  one 
man,  beside  the  Pastor,  at  the  prayer  meeting."  The  working 
force  of  the  Church  is  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society. 
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To-day  we  report  an  increase  in  membership  oyer  a  year  ago^ 
imd  come  with  a  year's  experience  that  gives  us  increased  faith, 
4md  enables  us  to  look  still  more  confidently  to  the  "ceaseless 
FonntaiM,"  who  alone  can  "our  ceaseless  longings  filL" 

The  summary  of  statistics  is  as  follows :  29  Members  ;  3  Pro- 
bationers ;  Average  attendance — Morning  31,  Evening  50 ; 
Prayer  Meeting  19  ;  99  sermons  preached  ;  492  Pastoral  visits; 
82  visits  to  the  sick  ;  223  prajers  in  families  ;  750  pages  of 
tracts  distributed  ;  18  conversions.     No  debts. 

St.  Stephen's  Chdbch,  Eingsbridge. — Rev.  S.  Lowther, 
Pastor,  reported  a  membership  of  only  43 ;  but  that  though 
poor  they  are  loyal,  and  willing  to  do  all  they  can.  The  Sun- 
•day  School,  though  small,  is  now  on  a  permanent  basis.  Fi- 
nancial condition  healthful ;  great  hope  for  the  future  ;  but  hard 
work  required. 

FoRDHAM. — Bev.  T.  B.  Smith  reported  the  services  as  not 
largely  attended,  but«gradually  increasing  ;  financial  conoition 
•quite  good ;  all  bills  paid. 

Washington  Heights. — Rev.  Gideon  Draper,  Pastor. — The 
past  year  has  been  one  of  marked  prosperity,  for  which  thanks 
are  rendered  to  Almighty  God.  There  has  been  a  general 
-quickening  of  the  Church,  an  increased  attendance  on  the  means 
of  grace,  and  several  conversions.  An  interesting  feature  in  the 
extra  meetings  has  been  the  presence  of  many  of  the  youth 
from  the  Juvenile  Institution,  who  have  risen  for  prayer,  and 
some  of  whom  give  satisfactory  evidence  of  true  conversion. 
The  number  of  seekers  in  all  have  been  from  GO  to  70,  only  a 
portion  of  which  we  can  reckon  in  our  regular  congregation. 
The  number  of  full  members  at  present  is  70.  Probationers 
received,  24.  Average  attendance  at  morning  preaching.  200  ; 
at  evening,  150  ;  at  weekly  prayer  meeting,  50  ;  at  classes,  40. 
Sermons  preached,  160  ;  Missionary  and  Pastoral  visits,  300  ; 
visits  to  sick,  75  ;  pages  of  tracts,  500  ;  temperance  pledges,  6; 
•conversions,  40  ;  amount  for  current  expenses,  $2,400. 

The  Sunday  School  shows  an  increased  interest  and  attend- 
ance. No.  of  teachers,  20  ;  No.  of  scholars,  113  ;  conversions, 
'O.  The  Church  property  is  all  that  could  be  desired,  the  loca- 
tion could  not  be  better,  and,  with  the  favor  of  God,  there  can 
be  but  large  prosperity  and  growth  for  this  Church  in  the  near 
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fatnre.    Peace  and  harmony  aboand,  and  there  is  a  looking  for 
a  mightier  display  of  the  Divine  Power. 

Onb-Hundbed-and-Elevknth  Street. — Rev.  P.  Mason  North, 
Pastor. — The  history  of  the  year  records  a  steady  progress  to- 
ward the  achievement  of  the  great  parposes  of  Providence^ 
indicated  in  the  opportunity  and  the  faith  of  this  Society. 

A  revival  of  religion  marked  the  earlier  months  of  the  year — 
resulting  in  about  GO  conversions — and  a  decided  quickening 
of  the  zeal  of  the  ChurcL  A  good  degree  of  interest  has  been 
manifested  throughout  the  remaining  months,  both  in  our  re- 
ligious meetings  and  the  general  plans  for  enlargement,  which 
have  occupied  much  of  the  Church's  thought.  The  net  increase 
of  membership  is  about  40 — less  than  would  have  appeared  but 
for  an  unusually  large  number  of  removals.  The  Sunday 
School  continues  to  show  a  healthy  life,  and  under  the  able 
management  of  the  Superintendent,  Bro.  T.  E.  Grippen,  and 
his  helpers,  is  reaching  forward  to  a  large -increase  in  members 
and  power. 

The  notable  work  of  the  year  is  the  adoption  and  forwarding, 
by  tiiis  Board,  of  plans  for  a  new  Church.  Feeling  deeply  the 
need  of  a  larger  and  better  place  of  worship,  the  congregation 
had  begun  an  effort  to  raise  a  fund  for  this  purpose,  when  this 
Board  determined  to  afford  its  assistance.  Pioperty  has  been 
purchased  on  109th  Street,  near  Madison  Avenue,  with  a  front- 
age of  118  feet ;  and  on  a  part  of  the  lots  a  fine  Chapel — archi- 
tecturally beautiful,  and  its  internal  arrangements  very  com- 
plete— is  now  being  erected.  The  work  of  raising  the  needed 
funds  is  progressing  with  such  measure  of  success  as  warrants 
the  hope  that  the  building  may  be  finished  without  any  serious 
encumbrance. 

In  reviewing  the  work  cf  the  year,  we  see  many  things  which 
ought  to  have  been  done  better  ;  but  the  society  is  young,  and 
the  mistakes  of  youth  may  be  corrected  in  the  experience  of 
added  years.  One  sin,  however,'  may  not  justly  be  laid  to  our 
charge, — that  of  ingratitude, — and  we  take  this  opportunity 
to  record  our  thanks  to  the  great  Head  of  the  Church  for  his 
mercies  revealed  in  opening  a  way  before  us  ;  and  to  this  Board,, 
and  its  honored  President,  for  the  timely  interest  in  our  enter- 
prise, which  has  infused  new  energy  into  our  work,  and  has 
added  to  the  eager  desire  for  better  things  evinced  in  our  last 
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report — ^the  viyid  expectation  that  those  better  things  are  near 
at  hand. 

Oraoe  Chapel,  104th  Street. — Rev.  W.  S.  Blake,  Pastor. — 
The  past  year  has  not  been  as  fruitful  in  good  things  for  us  at 
Grace  as  we  all  anticipated.  The  neighborhood  is  at  an  abso- 
lute stand-still  as  to  population.  Our  Church  has  suffered 
greatly  from  removals.  The  future  of  this  section  of  the  City 
must  bring  a  large  number  of  residents  within  reach  of  this 
Church,  and  we  firmly  believe  it  wise  to  bold  the  ground  here 
for  that  future  ;  but  in  the  doing  of  this,  there  must  needs  be 
exercised  great  patience  and  courage,  both  on  the  part  of  the 
supporting  society  of  missions,  and  of  those  who  are  immedi- 
ately on  the  ground. 

Broadway  and  Sixty-eighth  Street. — Rev.  C.  W.  McPhersoD, 
Pastor. — The  Sixty-eighth  Street  Church,  worshiping  corner 
68th  Si  reet  and  Boulevard,  is  favored  with  the  usual  indications 
of  genuine  church  life  and  efficiency.  All  the  services  of  the 
Church  are  well  attended. 

In  the  early  part  of  June  the  people  were  called  to  mourn 
the  sudden  and  untimely  death  of  their  greatly  beloved  Pastor, 
Rev.  Ensign  B.  Lockwood,  a  man  of  the  strictest  life,  unwearied 
in  his  attentions  even  to  the  details  of  his  work,  and  demon- 
strating his  call  to  the  Christian  ministry  by  what  he  was  in- 
strumental in  doing  in  the  up-building  of  the  Church. 

Being  without  a  Pastor  until  September,  discouragement 
with  its  attendant  effects  could  be  seen.  It  is  thought  that  the 
Church  has  regathered  its  diligence,  and  is  doing  with  credit 
the  work  it  is  called  to  perform-  The  statistics  show  an  in- 
crease during  tjie  year  of  about  30. 

The  Sabbath  School  interest  is  faithfully  sustained  by  the 
efficient  super intendency  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Bellamy,  aided  by  ji 
good  corps  of  teachers. 

The  inconveniences  and  discomfort  of  our  place  of  worship 
retard  very  much  the  advancement  of  the  Church,  and  the 
growth  of  the  Sabbath  School.  The  certainty  of  a  new  and 
commodius  Chapel,  some  time  this  coming  summer,  gives  not 
a  little  hopefulness  in  the  future  prosperity  and  permanency  of 
the  Church.  The  interest  felt  in  the  prospective  Chapel  was 
shown  some  months   ago  by  a  little  boy  in  the  Sunday  School. 
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He  is  an  exponent  for  the  whole  Church.  He  had  heard  some- 
thing about  people  having  a  ''brick"  in  a  Church.  He,  accord- 
ingly, went  near  by  where  some  houses  were  being  built,  asked 
one  of  the  workmen  for  a  **  brick/'  telling  him  what  he  was 
going  to  do  with  it,  and  bore  his  prize  home ;  he  told  his  mother 
what  he  got  it  for,  and  was  not  satisfied  until  he  had  prevailed 
on  her  to  let  him  take  it  to  the  School,  and  give  it  to  the  Super- 
intendent. 

When  the  Chapel  is  completed,  and  the  people  are  reaping 
its  increased  advantages,  the  ''  City  Church  Extension  Society," 
afld  the  benevolent  men  connected  with  it,  will  have  embalmed 
their  memory  in  more  enduring  substance  than  brick  and 
stone,  even  the  gratitude  of  imperishable  hearts. 

Thirty- Fifth  St. Church — Rev.  A.  Stephens,  Pastor — The  year 
1880  in  Thirty-fifth  Street  M.  E.  Church  has  been  one  of  success. 
In  looking  over  the  records  of  our  work,  I  have  found  a  num- 
ber of  encouraging  and  interesting  facts ;  I  find  that  at  least 
twenty-five  persons  have  been  converted  in  our  regular  meet- 
ings, and  the  most  of  them  have  been  received  into  the  Church 
as  full  members,  or  are  now  on  probation ;  I  also  find  that 
thirty-five  persons  have  been  received  into  our  Church  by  letter; 
that  eight  have  been  dismissed  by  letter,  and  that  only  two 
have  died.    So  that  we  now  number  167  earnest  active  members. 

At  present  the  officers  of  our  Church  are  a  company  of  good 
workers,  who  are  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  power,  and  are 
instruments  ready  for  the  Master^s  use. 

During  the  year,  4,254  persons  have  attended  our  meetings ; 
87  sermons  have  been  preached  ;  858  visits  have  been  made  to 
the  sick ;  and  the  Pastor  and  his  ever  faithful  helper,  Bro.  S. 
C.  Haight,  have  made  1,489  missionary  and  p§,(>toral  visits. 

In  regard  to  finances,  we  are  a  wonder  unto  many.  It  has 
cost  $082.95  to  run  our  Sunday  School,  and  $1,357.34  to  run 
our  little  Church.  The  Ladies*  Aid  Society,  the  Young  People's 
Association,  and  the  Sunday  School,  have  each  lent  a  helping 
hand  in  raising  the  amount  of  $1,990.29,  and  all  our  bills  have 
been  paid,  and  oui*  Sunday  School  yet  has  a  bank  account. 

Our  Church  surroundings  are  not  the  most  elevating  and  de- 
sirable.  Just  west  of  us  we  have  a  junk-shop  and  a  rum-shop, 
and  it  is  often  neces^a^y  for  us  to  call  upon  a  poUceman  to  pro- 
tect us  from  noise  and  insult  ;  but  wo  are  not  at  all  discouraged. 
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We  know  that  our  work  is  of  the  Lord,  and  that  the  gates  of 
hell  cannot  preyail  against  it. 

In  conclusion,  we  solicit  the  fervent  prayers  of  all  righteous 
men,  that,  as  a  people,  we  may  abound  in  the  work  of  the  Loid, 
and  always  be  found  furnished  for  every  good  word  and  work. 
Our  past  is  full  of  blessings,  our  present  is  full  of  faith,  and  our 
future  is  full  of  hope. 

St.  Mark's  Church  (Colored). — The  Pastor,  Rev.  R.  A.  Read, 
reported  the  work  in  good  condition  ;  services  well  kept  up. 
The  congregations  in  the  mornings  are  good,  and  in  the  eve- 
nings the  Church  is  crowded.  Fifteen  conversions  during  the 
past  year.  Current  expenses  all  met,  and  neai  ly  all  of  the 
$900  cost  of  repairs  paid.  Over  $300  raised  for  this  Society. 
The  classes  are  all  well  attended,  and  all  the  people  willing 
workers. 

Perby  Street. — Rev.  J.  M.  Burgar,  Pastor. — Everything 
going  on  harmoniously.  All  the  current  expenses  met  At- 
tendance well  kept  up.  Spiritual  condition  good.  Conversions 
26,  among  them  three  Jews  and  three  Catholics.  The  Sunday 
School  in  a  very  flourishing  condition,  and  every  officer  and 
teacher  doing  faithful  service.  * 

Franklin  Street. — Rev.  Stephen  Merritt,  Pastor. — This 
charge  is  in  splendid  conditfou.  Net  inciease  during  the  year 
105  ;  conversions  almost  continually.  They  are  greatly  in  want 
of  more  room  ;  350  in  the  Sunday  School.  If  accommodations 
were  furnished,  the  School  could  be  increased  to  1,000  without 
doubt.  Finances  in  good  shape — money  in  all  funds.  $50  on 
hand  for  this  Society,  and  $75  for  the  Missionary  Society. 
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ANNUAL  PUBLIC  MEETING. 


■♦♦■ 


The  Annual  Public  Meeting  of  the  New  York  City  Church 
Extension  and  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  was  held  in  the  Alanson  M.  E.  Church  (Norfolk  Street, 
near  Grand),  on  Sunday  Evening,  January  80th,  1881. 

J.  B.  Cornell,  Esq.,  President  of  the  Society,  presided. 

"Oh  for  a  Thousand  Tongues  to  Sing  my  Great  Redeemer's 
Praise,''  was  sung  at  the  opening  of  the  exerciser 

Prayer  was  then  offered  by  the  Pastor,  Rev.  F.  C.  Hill. 

After  a  short  address  by  the  Pastor — 

Mr.  Thomas  Cbockeb  made  a  brief  report,  as  follows  :  The  New  York 
City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary  Society  has  sixteen  separate  charges 
scattered  over  the  City,  in  such  locations  as  are  best  adapted  for  reaching 
the  masses  ;  the  congregations  of  some  are  very  large,  and  others  quite 
small.  The  number  of  scholars  on  the  registers  of  the  Schools  are  about 
5,000,  with  400  good  and  faithful  officers  and  teachers.  There  have  been 
over  450  conversions  during  the  year,  and  the  number  of  Missionary  and 
Pastoral  visits  have  exceeded  8,000— part  of  these  to  the  sick  and  dying. 

This  may  be  truly  said  to  be  a  work  of  faith,  as  no  one  is  obliged  to  con* 
tribute  to  its  support,  and  yet  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  year 
just  closed  have  amounted  to  $45,000.  This  money  has  been  contributed 
in  small  and  large  sums,  ranging  from  25  cents  to  $5,000.  The  Churches 
and  Mi88ionH  and  Sunday  Schools  connected  with  the  Society  have  raised 
and  expended  for  their  own  current  expenses  $28,000  of  this  amount,  be- 
sides some  $G00  raised  for  the  General  Missionary  Society.  The  whole 
work  is  conducted  with  the  greatest  economy  and  care,  and  no  officer  of 
the  Society  receives  any  salary  ;  on  the  contrary,  they  all  give  their  time 
and  there  money  to  help  the  good  cause.  When  our  treasury  has  from 
lime  to  time  been  empty,  and  the  expenses  of  so  large  a  family  have  gone 
steadily  on,  God  has  prompted  some  generous  hearts,  and  the  money  has 
somehow  been  furnished,  sind  the  work  not  htayed.  We  have  been  fortu- 
nate in  getting  $IM)0  the  past  year  from  a  bequest  made  by  the  late  Henry 
J.  Baker,  and  expect  to  realize  more  from  this  bequest  when  the  estate 
shall  be  settled.  We  pray  that  God  may  move  the  hearts  of  others  to  leave 
to  this  Society  some  of  their  accumulated  treasure,  so  ttat  it  may  be  doing 
good  work  when  their  spirits  have  gone  to  their  eternal  home  in  ]|)eaven. 
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flitioQ— the  man  works  it  oat  himself ;— until  he  has  done  something  he  has 
no  character.  Bad  action  brings  bad  character.  €kx>d  action  brings  good 
character.  Character,  I  repeat,  is  an  acquisitioo.  Even  God  cannot  give  it. 
The  man  earns  it  It  is  his.  He  comes  to  it  by  his  own  action,— diTinely 
helped  ;  free  grace  everywhere— helping  everybody  that  voUL  Bat  a  man 
comes  up  to  character  by  his  own  endeavor.  Sometimes  we  think  if 
we  have  certain  oatside  advantages  they  will  put  as  on  oar  feet  and  make 
men  of  us.  They  may  help  but  they  cannot  do  the  latter— that  is  our  bosi- 
■nesB  :  they  may  help  but  they  cannot  make  saints  of  us— that,  too,  is  our 
business.  God  expeets  us  to  do  this  work  of  character,— building  up 
ourselves. 

This  Society,  I  observe,  gives  nearly  $28,000  out  of  $45.000— about  as 
iarge  a  per  cent  of  self  support  as  can  be  found  in  the  straggle  of  any 
nation  for  freedom.  It  only  shows  that  if  we  exert  ouraelvi^^  the  very 
utmost  of  our  ability.  Providence,  God, — that  is  on  the  side  oHne  right, — 
will  see  to  it  that  somebody,  somewhere  out  of  other  peoples,  or  out  of  the 
skies,  will  come  and  help  us  out  and  crown  our  work  with  success.  Now 
I  will  venture  to  assert  that  without  the  28-45 ths,  more  or  less  that  comes 
from  this  Society  by  their  own  work,  the  other  17-45ths  would  not  be 
found.  To  go  back  a  moment :  you  cannot  find  a  single  people  in  all  the 
ages  that  has  broken  itself  away  from  despotism  and  come  up  to  liberty 
aud  nationality  without  outside  help.  So  I  think  that  this  Society,  while 
it  receives  according  to  the  general  law  by  which  the  strong  are  made  to 
help  the  weak  ;  while  it  receives,  according  to  God*s  great  plan  to  give  to 
Him  that  hath,  it  receives  because  it  does  its  share  and  comes  up  by 
work,  achieving  character  by  endeavor. 

Then  I  discern  another  feature  of  this  work,  which  to  my  mind  is  very 
gratifying.  It  reaches  success.  It  wins.  I  have  great  faith  in  success  in 
this  work— real  Ruccess— as  I  recall  the  figures  read  this  evening  :  450  con- 
verts, 400  officers  and  teachers  ;  more  than  a  convert  to  a  teacher.  If  as 
good  a  report  could  be  made  for  the  whole  Christian  Church,  we  would  see 
every  man,  woman  and  child  on  the  earth,  within  a  single  decade,  bowing 
at  the  feet  of  Jesus.  Thai  is  victory— ^50  converts.  That  solves  the  problem 
as  to  how  we  are  to  save  the  people. 

This  fact  of  success  in  this  work  brings  out  anoth^'r  truth  that  is  worthy 
of  attention—  that  we  are  in  the  way  of  success.  A  great  many  individuals 
are  discouraged  in  the  fight  against  the  adversary,  but  I  am  not  discouraged. 
Sometimes  people  are  apt  to  think  that  good  men  are  lax  in  their  faith  and 
in  their  benevolence  ;  that  the  Church  is  growing  cold  and  retrograding  ; 
that  calamity  is  ahead.  But  I  insist  on  the  contrary,  from  a  careful  study 
of  the  facts  which  will-bear  me  out  in  this  case.  According  to  the  careftil 
figures  of  Dr.  Dorchester,  in  1500  there  were  100,000,000  of  Christians. 
It  orequired  300  years  to  double  the  number,  so  that  in  1800  there  were 
200,000,000  of  Christians.  But  in  the  next  three-quarters  of  a  century  the" 
number  increased  to  6^7,000,000,  an  advance  of  343^  per  cent,  in  that 
period  against  100  per  cent  advance  in  three  centuries.     That  means  victory. 

Another  line,  showing  the  growth  of  the  cause  :  In  1500  there  were 
80,000,000  of  Catholics  ;  20,000,000  of  Greek  Christians— no  Protestants. 
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In  1700,  aOO  yenrs  afterward,  there  were  90,000,000  of  Catholics,  33,000,000 
of  the  Greek  Ohtireh,  and  32,000,000  of  Protestants.  In  1830,  50  years  ago, 
there  were  60,000,000  of  Greeks  ;  134,000,000  of  Catholics,  and  193.000.000 
of  Protestants.  Bnt  from  the  year  1830  to  the  year  1880,  half  a  oentnry, 
the  flgnree  were :  84,  or  85,000,000  Greeks,  180.000.000  of  Catholics  ;  bat 
there  were  407,000,000  of  Protestants.  So  we  are  growing  in  the  right 
direction.    This  certainly  means  advance. 

Still  another  Hoe  of  facts  that  indicate  the  march  to  victory.    There 
were  in  1800,  24,000,000  of  English  speaking  people,  divided  as  follows  : 
14,000,000  Protestants ;  5^  millions  Papists  ;  4^  millions  of  no  imrticular 
Ikith.     In  1880  there  were  81,000,000  of  EDglish  speakiog  people,  'divided 
as  follows :  Protestants,  59,000,000  ;  CatholicR,  13,000.000  ;  of  these  English 
speaking  people,  there  were  only  8}  millions  of  no  particular  faith.    The 
popnlation  speaking  English  increased  337  per  cent.  ;  bat  the  Protestant 
part  of  it  increased  421  per  cent.,  while  the  Catholic  portion  increased  only 
145  per  cent  ;  and  the  non-believers  increased  less  than  100  per  cent. 
Thna  we  are  going  on  to  victory.    God  is  on  the  side  of  the  peoples  that 
believe  His  Word  and  accept  not  an  'infallible  man"  but  an  infallible  Book. 
One  other  fact :  A  carefnl  study  of  society  between  the  years  1800  and 
18^  will  demonstrate  that  th^ tone  of  morals  in  the  community  has  ad- 
Taneed  toward  righteousness  at  a  more  rapid  rate  than  in  the  figures  given 
above  :  that  is,  the  quality  of  the  saints  of  the  earth  has  improved  more  in 
proportion  than  the  numbers.      In  1800  there  was  but  a  small  company 
in  all  this  land  who  preached  that  "man  might  ^^notc  his  sins  were  forgiven.' 
What  are  the  £ftcts  to-day  ?    You  may  go  into  any  evangelical  Church  in 
America  and  listen  to  the  testimonies  ;  and  they  will  from  one  end  of  the 
land  to  the  other,~as  much  in  the  Presbyterian,  Baptist.  Congregation- 
alist,   as  in  the  Methodist  Church,— tell  you  the  day  or  the  night  at 
protracted  meeting  or  camp-meeting,  when  "God  forChrisin  sake  forgave 
their  sins.'*    I  do  not  care  what  name  you  give  it— Methodism,  Baptism. 
Presbyterianism,  or  any  other  ism — the  great  fact  lies  before  us  to-night.  — 
In  1800  a  little  company  were  preaching  that  the  "Son  of  Man  hath  power 
on  earth  to  forgive  sins,"  until  it  has  run  into  all  the  Churches  and  has 
brought  the  great  mass  of  Protestantism  up  to  a  personal  knowledge  of  a 
sin-pardoning  and  soul-saving  God. 

Again  :  if  you  will  carefully  read  the  histories  of  the  "Colonial  Times,*' 
yon  will  find  that  in  the  beautiful  State  of  New  Jersey  bands  of  marauders. 
men  of  infidel  faith  and  of  the  vilest  habits,  were  scattered  over  that  State. 
Believers  were  few  and  far  between.  It  was  with  difficulty  that  the  law  could 
be  enforced  or  order  maintained.  At  that  period  the  great  cities  of  the 
earth  were  scenes  of  constant  peril  after  night  set  in.  Now.  almost 
every  where,  a  man  is  about  as  safe  at  midnight  as  at  mid-day. 

This  Society  is  a  fair  exponent  of  what  the  Church  is  doing.  It  gives 
character.  It  reaches  success.  It  works  out  its  own  salvation-  it  comes 
in  where  the  people  are.  The  Book  says,  "Not  many  mighty  ;  not  many 
wise.**  The  scholars  of  this  world  arc  conceited.  I  think  the  best  defi- 
nition of  the  devil  that  I  have  ever  heard  is,  "Intellect  without  God." 
**Istdleot  teUh  God'*  yon  may  define  as  the  best  Angel.     Those  of  the 
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former  class  find  it  difficult  to  come  down  to  the  foot  of  tht  Gross.     "Not 
many  mighty;  not  many  wise."    Not  many  who  have  fortuned     The 
Nazarene  cried  oat :  **How  hardly  shall  a  rich  man  enter  the  Kingdom  of 
Heaven."    It  is  not  God's  plan.     We  come  into  heaven,  if  at  all,  on  our 
knees.     I  do  not  intend  this  as  applying  to  those  who  do  not  kneel  as  we  do, 
but  that  they  mast  have  a  kneeling  heart    They  mast  take  heaven  on  any 
condition  that  God  sees  fit  to  give  it  to  them.    The  rich  and  the  caltnred,  as 
a  role,  think  that  all  the  agencies  set  in  operation  in  the  New  Testament  are 
of  such  a  humble  chi&racter  that  the  Master  might  very  graciously  bow  to 
such  great  and  important  personages  as  they  are.    Thus  it  happens  that 
the  people  generally  who  are  saved   are  those  that  come  from  the  rank 
and  file  of  the  race.     It  has  been  so  from  the  beginning.    The  Methodist 
Church  was  raised  up  to  reach  this  class  of  people  especially.    It  is  God's 
purpose  concerning  them.    The  "Fishermen"  of  the  New  Testament  were 
from  the  common  class  or  walks  of  life.    The  Master  himself  came  from 
the  very  bottom  of  society— bom  in  a  manger.    In  that  most  miserable  of  all 
towns,  in  that  subjugated  province,  He  came  as  a  peasant  of  Nazareth,  and 
spread  out  His  arms  under  the  entire  race,  and  lifted  them  up  towards  God. 
That  is  God's  plan  to  save  the  common  people  ;  that  is  the  work  of  this  So- 
ciety.   There  are  more  people,  ten  to  one,  within  the  corporate  limits  of 
the  City  of  New  York  that  are  ready  to  recehre  the  legitimate  and  divinely 
appointed  work  of  the  Methodist  Church  than  there  were  in  the  beginning 
of  Methodism.    Take  the  first  historical  meeting  down  in  a  sail  loft    It  was 
a  little  company  of  very  common  people.    Measured  by  social  lines  there 
were  very  few.    And  some  of  them  were  gamblers,  or  at  least  card  players, 
one  of  the  number  being  a  colored  man.     Methodism  was  ordained  of  God 
to  do  what  the  New  Testament  enjoined— to  save  the  common  people. 

Most  of  us  were  saved  when  we  were  poor,  not  very  conceited  nor  wise 
in  our  ways,  but  we  knew  that  salvation  xoasfree^  and  that  God  meant  to 
save  U8.  We  knew  and  felt  that  in  Jesus  Christ  we  had  a  friend  of  sinners- 
On  that  line  this  Society  is  doing  God's  work.  He  says  I  will  furnish  the 
power.  "All  power  is  given  unto  me  in  heaven  and  on  earth,"  "Go  ye 
forth  and  preach  to  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father 
and  of  the  Son  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost"     "Lo,  I  am  with  you  alway." 

God  wants  to  make  saiutB  of  us.  You  cannot  make  a  full  grown  saint  in 
any  other  way  than  by  work.  We  are  born  into  the  Kingdom  supemataraL 
ly  ;  that  is,  by  divine  power,  not  by  our  own  doings.  We  are  bom  babies 
into  the  Kingdom,  through  faith  by  grace.  We  are  not  bom  full  grown — 
nobody  in  the  Church  of  God  is.  I  can  find  no  word  in  the  Book  of  God 
that  justifies  any  man  in  believing  that  it  is  possible  to  be  made  a  full 
grown  saint  in  a  minute.  The  Master  says  "First  the  blade,  then  the 
stalk,  then  the  full  com  in  the  ear."  St  Paul  says,  Ye  are  only  babes  feed, 
ing  on  milk  ;  whereas  ye  ought  to  be  men  by  this  time  feeding  on  meat 
That  means  process,  growth  and  developcment.  You  are  regenerated 
and  cleansed  through  faith  by  divine  power  ;  but  you  are  developed 
by  processes  of  growth  ;  by  standing  against  the  adversary  ;  by  enduring 
temptation  ;  by  obedience ;  by  prayer ;  by  faith ;  by  works.  The 
Master  again  says,  so  beautifully  :    "Come  unto  me  all    ye  that  labor 
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«nd  are  heayy  laden  and  I  will  give  yott  rest"  Then  in  the  very  next  breath 
almost.  He  oays  :  ** Take  my  yoke  upon  you*'— that  is  the  condition  of 
*work— **for  I  am  meek  and  lowly  in  heart,  and  you  shall  find" — that  is, 
jonrself ;  I  do  not  give  it  yon ;  work  it  out— "rest  to  your  soul."  That 
-comes  from  the  habit  of  confidence  ;  habit  of  prayer  ;  habit  of  faith  ;  habit 
of  righteonsness  ;  in  that  you  shall ^ind  rest  to  your  souls.  That  is  God's 
process. 

Now  He  sends  this  Society  out  everywhere  on  work,  trying  to  bring  men 
to  Him,  trying  to  bring  sinners  to  a  knowledge  of  the  mercy  and  love  of 
Christ  God  would  have  us  do  this  work  and  bring  in  the  sinners  to  give 
them  the  Gospel.  Then  He  will  bless  us  in  permanent  victory  ;  bless  us 
in  having  some  little  part  in  the  great  work  of  sharing  in  the  univtrsal  reign 
of  the  Lord  Jesus,  our  Saviour  and  our  King. 


Bev.  S.  H.  SaiiTH,  pastor  of  Eleventh  street  Church,  said  :  "This  mor- 
ning at  our  chapel  I  had  the  privilege  to  listen  to  about  seventy  clear, 
ringing  testimonies  to  the  fact  that  *God  hath  power  on  earth  to  forgive 
sins.'  One  man  had  been  in  the  'Tombs.'  He  was  invited  to  attend  the 
Eleventh  street  Mission,  and  there,  under  the  conviction  of  the  Spirit,  pre- 
sented himself  as  a  seeker  of  salvation,  and  found  Jesus  to  the  joy  of  his 
heart,  being  truly  and  powerfully  converted.  How  different  his  circum- 
stances now  !  Before,  he  squandered  nearly  all  his  earnings  ;  only  a  small 
portion  went  to  his  family.  He  was  careless  in  regard  to  his  personal 
appearance.  Now  he  looks  and  acts  like  a  gentlemen,  as  he  is  ;  well* 
dressed,  house  furnished,  and  family  well  provided  for,  and  out  of  his 
earnings  he  gives  liberally  to  the  support  of  the  gospel.  He  stood  up  with 
a  bright,  sunny  face,  and  said,  'I  know  that  Jesus  is  mine,  and  I  am  his.' 
Near  me  sat  another  man  who,  though  not  of  dissipated  habits,  yet  all  his 
life  he  had  baen  careless  with  regard  to  spiritual  matters,  somewhat  profane, 
and  neglectful  of  the  Sabbath  and  the  house  of  God.  Being  wrought  upon 
by  the  Spirit,  he  earnestly  sought  Christ  and  was  converted,  and  has  proved 
a  most  faithful  and  earnest  Christian.  His  testimony  was  clear  and  very 
<;heering.  I  saw  another  who  had  more  recently  given  bis  heart  to  Godi 
and  was  received  into  full  membership  this  morniug.  In  his  early  life  he 
was  under  the  influence  of  the  Koman  Catholic  Church,  but  drifted  away, 
and  in  some  of  his  relations  in  life  found  himself  very  unhappy,  wandering 
around  from  point  to  point.  Eeturning  to  the  City  of  New  York,  he  was 
met  by  one  of  the  converts,  who  said  to  bim,  'You  ought  to  seek  religion 
and  give  God  your  heart'  He  said,  *I  don't  know  anything  about  it.  I  do 
not  understand  what  you  mean.'  He  was  told  that  if  he  would  but  confess 
his  sins  and  acknowledge  them  before  God,  and  humbly  ask  His  pardon, 
he  would  experience  the  greatest  joy  he  ever  bad  on  earth.  He  believed, 
sought  and  found  the  Saviour,  and  this  morning  he  positively  declared 
that  the  'Spirit  was  at  that  moment  bearing  witness  to  his  spirit  that  he 
was  a  child  of  God.'  This  shows  somiwhat  the  character  of  the  work 
that  is  being  done  under  the  charge  of  this  Society. 

'Jesus  Christ  exhibited  a  very  tender  regard  tor  the  poor,  and  said,  'The 
poor  have  the  gospel  preached  unto  them.'    He  also  manifested  special 
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interest  for  ohildren,  and  they,  in  return,  oame  to  him  f^eelj.  Mothers 
brought  their  tender  ones  to  him  that  he  might  lay  his  hands  upon  them 
and  bless  them,  and  although  some  of  his  disciples  thought  he  might  giT» 
too  large  a  share  of  attention  to  them,  yet  he  said,  'Forbid  them  not,  for 
such  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven. '  This  Society  is  doing  its  work  in  the  spirit 
of  Christ,  preaching  to  the  poor,  and  reaching  out  after  the  children  and 
bringing  them  to  Christ  The  work  done  among  tbe  children  is  a  thorough 
work,  I  know  of  a  school  which,  if  you  visit  it  on  any  Sabbath-day,  and 
ask  any  question  as  to  the  visible  and  invisible  Church  of  Christ,  the  chil- 
dren will  give  the  answer  by  furnishing  the  scriptural  proof,  and  very 
many  are  living  examples  of  Christ^s  power  on  earth  to  forgive  sins.  These 
things  are  taught  them,  and  in  a  few  years  there  will  come  from  this  source 
a  goodly  company  of  stalwart  Christian  Methodists. 

"We  labor  among  a  population  largely  migratory  ;  they  move  away  from 
us  and  join  other  Churches,  and  become  useful  workers  wherever  they  go. 
I  now  remember  one  who,  a  few  years  ago,  was  a  reckless  man  in  this  city. 
He  lost  one  position  after  another,  and  could  not  get  along  because  of  ir> 
regular  habits.  He  became  greatly  reduced,  scarcely  knowing  what  to  do,, 
and  was  in  great  despair.  Wandering  around  he  heard  music  in  one  of 
these  chapels,  and  entered.  He  became  impressed,  and  was  converted,  and 
received  into  the  church.  He  was  an  intelligent  man,  and  the  brethren,, 
encouraged  him  in  every  way.  He  finally  procured  a  position,  filled  it 
well,  gained  the  confidence  of  his  employers,  and  was  speedily  promoted. 
At  length,  such  was  their  confidence  in  his  business  ability,  and  in  the 
trustworthiness  of  his  character,  that  they  gave  him  chaste  of  their  Western 
interests.  That  man  to-day  is  a  class-leader  in  Wesley  Chapel,  Cincinnati, 
and  is  doing  good  service,  and  a  letter  received  from  him  recently  is  full  of 
deep  and  earnest  piety.     Verily,  the  Lord  is  with  us  iu  this  good  work." 


Mr.  W.  K.  Petton,  one  of  the  oldest  members  of  this  Society,  spoke  as 
follows  :  '  *ThiB  Society  is  after  the  gospel  pattern.  It  was  bom  in  poverty  ;. 
it  is  the  child  of  necessity.  It  is  not  antagonistic  to  any  of  our  city  Churches* 
but  rather  the  handmaid,  reaching  down  to  the  poor  and  lowly,  to  raise 
them  up  to  Christ  It  has  been  very  successful  in  its  work.  The  first 
Mission  was  established  in  the  day  of  *small  things,*  in  a  store  on  Tenth 
Avenue,  near  Thirty-  seventh  street,  where  groceries  and  liquors  were  sold. 
It  is  now  known  as  the  Thirty -filth  street  Mission,  and  hundreds  have  been 
brought  to  Ood  there.  The  second  was  opened  on  Third  Avenue,  near  Six- 
tieth street,  iu  a  lager  beer  saloon,  called  *Dingledine*s  Hall.'  The  saloon 
was  kept  open  all  day  on  the  Sabbath.  It  pleased  God  to  bring  the  pro- 
prietor to  a  sense  of  his  guilt  through  the  influence  of  the  Mission,  and  he 
was  soon  converted  to  Christ,  and  is  to-day  one  of  the  strongest  men  in  the 
Gdrmin  Metohodist  Church  of  this  city.  That  Mission  is  now  known  as 
the  Sixty-first  street  Church,  one  of  the  most  commodious  and  beautiful 
buildings  in  the  city.  It  is  now  an  independent  Church,  and  out  of  its 
liberal  gifts  this  Society  shares  annually.  It  will  continue  to  be  a  centre 
of  great  usefulness  for  many  years.  The  Society's  work  is  twofold — doing 
missionary  work  among  the  masses  in  the  lower  part  of  the  city,  and  provid- 
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^ng  piAoes  of  wonbip  for  those  who  move  up  town.  One  of  the  most  snooese. 
^nl  Churohes  under  its  oare  is  the  Cornell  Memorial  Chnroh  on  Seventy-Sixth 
street,  having  a  large  membership  and  a  Sundaj-sohool  numbering  1,135 
children.  A  few  years  since  rc^cks  and  goats  abounded  in  that  vicinity, 
but  now  everything  is  changed,  and  at  our  last  Board  meeting  the  pastor, 
the  Rev.  W.  W.  Bowdish,  reported  180  persons  received  since  last  April, 
the  larger  portion  of  them  on  probation,  and  God  is  still  blessing  the  work 
in  the  conversion  of  souls.  The  One-hundred-and-eleventh-street  Church 
was  originally  established  by  the  One-hundred-and-nineteenth-street 
Chnroh  on  the  comer  of  One-hundred-and-tenth-street  and  Second  Avenue, 
but  afterward  removed  by  this  Society  to  One-hundred-und  eleventh-street, 
between  Third  and  Fourth  Avenues.  This  charge  is  very  flourishing,  and 
thd  present  building  is  entirely  inadequate  to  accommodate  the  people 
who  wish  to  worship  there.  The  Sunday-school  is  more  than  crowded. 
The  Society  has  been  induced  to  secure  lots  for  a  new  Church,  and  a  sub- 
stantial building  is  now  being  erected  on  a  beautiful  site  on  One  hundred 
and-ninth-street  near  Madison  Avenue,  to  accommodate  the  Church  and 
Sunday-school,  and  is  expected  to  be  finished  in  the  Spring. 

**A  strong  and  persistent  effort  has  been  made  to  sustain  a  Mission  at 
Sixty-eigLth-street  and  Broadway,  and  notwithslanding  the  difficulties  in 
the  way,  the  ground  has  been  held,  and  the  fruit  is  now  being  gathered. 
For  many  years  the  struggle  has  been  kept  up,  and  at  last  a  beautiful  edifice 
is  being  erected  for  this  people  at  Seventy -first-street,  near  Ninth  Avenue, 
which  will  in  time  be  a  stiong  self-sustaining  Church,  and  an  honor  to 
Methodism. 

'*A  few  years  ago  the  Society  opened  a  Mission  in  the  locality  called 
'Maokerelville. '  Brother  Joiner,  lay  missionary,  was  sent  there  to  labor. 
He  met  persecution  and  opposition  at  every  step,  and  was  frcqueutiy  as- 
saulted with  stones  and  other  missies.  Hot  ^ater  was  even  used  to  drive 
him  from  the  field  ;  but  faith  and  prayer  and  determination,  with  God's 
blessing,  prevailed,  and  the  people  have  come  to  their  right  mind  ;  and 
now  the  clear  and  earnest  experiences  heard  at  Eleventh  street  Church 
would  thrill  any  heart. 

*'  The  Society  believes  in  preaching  the  gospel  in  all  its  saving  force, 
in  prayer  and  class-meetings,  in  love-feasts,  and  iu  every  thing  distinctly 
Hethodistic.  It  has  gone  into  the  highways  and  hedges,  following  the 
people  into  their  homes  ;  and  since  its  organization  there  have  been  more 
than  6,0(M)  souls  converted  to  God. 

''Brethren  and  sisters,  you  need  just  such  a  Society  as  thin,  and  it  needs 
your  help.  Will  you  give  yourselves  to  the  Lord,  and  your  means  to  aid 
in  advancing  the  Redeemer's  kingdom  ?  Visit  these  Chuiches  and  Sunday- 
schools,  and  see  for  yourselves. " 

J.  B.  CoBMSLii,  Esq.,  then  made  a  brief  statement,  to  the  effect  :  '*That 
of  125,000  persons  living  within  half  a  mile  of  this  Church,  only  about 
50,000  attend  Church  or  are  in  any  way  interested  in  religious  matters. 
Here  is  a  field  for  us  to  labor  earnestly  in  to  bring  souls  to  Christ." 
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WORK. 


The  Christian's  high  callinci:  is  work.  His  vocation  is  to  be 
a  "laborer  together  with  God."  He  is  a  follower  of  Christ,  and 
Christ  is  the  great  worker.  *'My  Father  worketh  hitherto,  and 
I  work.  I  must  work  the  works  of  Him  that  sent  me."  While 
yet  a  mere  lad,  he  said,  "Wist  ye  not  that  I  must  be  about  my 
Father's  business."  His  life  was  one  of  incessant  activity  in 
good  works.  "He  went  about  doing  good."  He  pointed  to  his 
works  as  the  test  and  proof  of  his  messiahship.  So,  the  test  and 
proof  of  the  Christian  character  is  fidelity  m  Christian  work. 
"By  their  fruits  ye  shall  know  them." 

The  Gospel  of  Christ  is  the  gospel  of  work.  The  object  for 
which  the  Scriptures  were  given  is  "that  the  man  of  God  may 
be  perfect,  thoroughly  furnished  unto  all  good  works."  Christ 
"gave  himself  for  us,  that  he  might  redeem  us  from  all  iniquity, 
and  purify  unto  himself  a  peculiar  people,  zealous  of  good 
works."  The  object  for  which  the  Church  was  instituted  is 
work.  It  is  for  this  that  we  are  commanded  not  to  forsake  the 
assembling  of  ourselves  together  as  the  manner  of  some  is. 
Tliis  is  the  only  legitimate  end  of  any  ecclcesiastical  organiza- 
tion. A  Church  that  docs  not  work  is  a  misnomer.  It  has  a 
name  to  live,  but  is  dead,  and  is  nothing  better  than  a  social 
club,  or  any  other  organization  for  secular  purposes.  The 
l)usint»8  of  the  Church  is  to  carry  on  the  work  that  Christ  began. 
That  work  is  to  do  good  to  men  in  the  widest  sense.  Beligious 
instruction  is  a  part  of  it,  but  only  apart ;  worship  is  a  part  of  it, 
but  only  a  part ;  mutual  edification  and  enjoyment,  the  gratifi- 
cation of  our  own  craving  for  warm  religious  emotion  are  not 
the  main  objects  of  church-fellowship.  The  Church  does  not 
exist  for  itself.  It  is  a  means  rather  than  an  end.  It  is  God's 
agency  f(M'  the  salvation  of  the  world  outside  of  it. 

We  hhould  look  at  this  matter  as  Christ  would  look  at  it  if  he 
were  with  us  again  in  the  tiesh,  and  act  as  he  would  act.  Would 
he  confine  his  work  to  the  instruction  of  professed  Christians, 
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to  leading  their  devotions?  Would  he  not  rather  go  out  into 
the  streets  and  market  places  to  those  who  never  go  to  Church 
and  work  among  them  ?  And  would  he  not  command  us  to  go 
and  do  likewise?  To  leave  our  comfortable  homes  and  beauti- 
ful Churches  and  labor  among  the  untaught  and  wretched  and 
destitute?  Too  mAj  ecclesiastical  organizations  act  on  the 
theory  that  their  mission  is  to  those  who  come  to  them.  This 
was  not  Christ's  method.  One  of  his  greatest  offenses  to  the 
church-men  of  his  time  was  that  he  ate  with  publicans  and 
sinners.  His  command  to  the  Church  is  **  Go  ye  out  into  the 
highways  and  hedges  and  compel  them  to  come  in."  The 
church  can  never  save  the  world  by  waiting  for  men  to  come 
to  it.  No  matter  how  delicious  the  feast  it  prepares,  or  how 
refined  its  appointments,  if  men  will  not  come  and  eat,  it  will 
do  them  no  good.  Nor  does  it  make  their  condition  any  better 
that  tne  Church  enjoys  its  own  repasts,  and  then  proclaims  how 
delicious  they  are.  If  the  mountain  will  not  come  to  Moham- 
med, Mohammed  must  go  to  the  mountain.  The  Church  must 
go  out  of  itself  after  sinners,  entreat,  persuade,  and  beseech 
them  in  Christ's  stead  to  be  reconciled  to  God.  It  is  remark- 
able how  frequently  this  word  "go"  is  used  in  Christ's  teachings. 
"Oo  work  in  my  vineyard."  "Ye  have  not  chosen  me,  but  I  have 
<ihosen  you,  that  ye  should  go  and  bring  forth  fruit."  '*Oo  ye 
into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature." 

These  commands  were  not  merely  given  to  the  Church  as  an 
organization,  but  to  each  and  every  member  of  it.  Each  indi- 
vidual is  responsible  to  the  extent  of  his  iiiiiuence  and  of  his 
ability  to  work  for  the  success  of  Christianity  in  saving  the 
world.  Many  seem  to  overlook  this  important  truth,  and  act 
as  if  they  had  no  personal  obligation  or  responsibility  in  the 
matter.  There  is  a  sort  of  corporate  religion,  a  devotedness  to 
son^  church,  by  which  men  become,  not  Christian  workers,  but 
churchmen,  and  seek  to  substitute  their  zeal  for  their  church  and 
liberality  in  contributing  to  its  support,  for  individual  effort  to 
save  men  by  urging  them  personally  and  privately  to  accept 
Christ.  If  there  is  any  one  thing  which  more  than  all  others 
hinders  the  progress  of  Christ's  kingdom,  it  is  the  disposition 
of  Christians  to  delegate  to  the  church  in  its  corporate  charac- 
ter their  duty  and  responsibility  as  individuals. 

Nor  is  it  enough  that  the  individual  wishes  and  prays  for  the 
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success  of  the  Church  in  its  work  of  saving  souls.  Just  now 
there  are  multitudes  praying  for  a  reyival.  What  is  the  value 
of  those  prayers?  Will  they  prevail  with  God,  and  induce  him 
to  be  more  gracious  than  he  is,  or  do  more  than  he  is  now  and 
all  the  time  doing  for  the  salvation  of  souls?  We  trow  not. 
Our  prayers  for  a  revival  are  valuable  just  §i  proportion  as  they 
lead  us  to  work  for  a  revival.  Only  as  they  stimulate  us  to  in- 
quire, Lord,  what  wilt  thou  have  me  to  do?  and  immediately  go 
to  work  to  do  the  duty  as  it  is  made  plain  to  us,  are  they  likely 
to  be  answered.  We  cannot  "get  up"  a  revival,  however  dili- 
gently and  perseveringly  we  may  work  for  it  It  is  equally  true 
that  we  shall  not  have  one  unless  we  do  work  for  it.  The  Divine 
Spirit  is  indispeu sable.  Christ  says,  ''Without  me  ye  can  do 
nothing."  But  our  own  efforts  are  also  essential.  God  ia 
working  all  the  time.  If  that  were  sufficient,  the  world  would 
be  saved  in  a  twinkling.  While  God  works,  men  must  woik^ 
or  the  work  will  not  be  done.  God  help  us  to  "work  while  ii 
is  called  to-day." — Central  Christian  Advocate,  St,  Louis,

AN^ACT 

TO   INCORPOBATX    THE    NBW   TOBS    CITT    RUNDAT-SCHOOL   (CHUBCH  BXTBN8I0K) 
AND  SOBSIOHABT  BOOIXTT  OF  THE  METHODIST  EPISOOPAIj  CHUBCH. 

Passed  AprU  14^,  1866,  and  amended  March  \^th,  1871,  3Iay  13/A,  1872, 

and  May  ISth,  1875. 

•       

The   People   of  the  State   of   New    Yobk,    bepbesented    in    Senate 
AND  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  :  — 

Section  1.  All  persons  now  associated  in  the  Society  named  in  the  title 
of  ttiis  Act  with  any  peiHons  who  may  become  associated  therein,  and  their 
suocessors  are  hereby  constitnted  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  '*The 
New  Yobk  City  Ohubch  Extension  and  Misbionaby  Society  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Ghubch,'*  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  sueces- 
•ion,  and  possess  the  general  powers  conferred  on  corporatioi)9  by  the 
third  title  of  the  eighteenth  chapter  of  the  first  part  of  the  Bevised 
SUtntes  of  the  State  of  New  York 

Section  2.  The  object  of  said  corporation  shall  be  to  promote  Sunday- 
schools  and  missions  in  the  City  of  New  York. 

Section  3.  The  said  New  York  City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary 
Sioiety  ot  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  shall  be  capable  of  taking  and 
holding  by  purchase  or  devise  any  real  or  personal  estate  for  the  use  and 
purpose  of  Kaid  corporation,  and  also  of  conveying,  transferring,  and 
mortgaging  any  real  or  ptir^onal  estate  ;  but  the  annual  income  of  any  real 
estate  held  by  said  corporation  at  any  one  time  shall  not  exceed  twenty  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  all  devises  and  bequests  to  said  corporation  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  "An  Act  in  Relation  to  Wills," 
padsed  April  thirteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty,  and  the  acts  amend- 
ing the  same. 

Section  4.  The  maoag'^mont  of  the  affairs  of  said  corporation  shall  be 
Tested  in  a  Board  of  Managers,  to  be  appointed  and  elected  annually,  as 
provided  by  its  constitution  and  by-laws,  which  board  shall  consist  ol  the 
officers  of  the  society  ;  one  member  from  each  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Churches  in  the  City  of  New  York,  to  be  elected  by  the  Quarterly  Confer- 
ences ;  of  the  pastors  of  said  churches,  and  of  the  presiding  elders  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  whose  districts  may,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
embrace  the  City  of  New  York,  or  portions  of  that  city ;  and  forty  ad- 
ditional members  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  Board  of  Managers.  Thir- 
teen members  of  the  board  shall  be  a  sufficient  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  bosiness  at  any  meeting  of  said  board. 

Section  6.  The  Legislature  may  at  any  time  alter  or  repeal  this  act

TITLE.

ARTICLE  II. 

MBMBEBSHIP. 

Section  1.  Annual  Members. — All  annoal  contributors  to  the  funds  of  the 
Society  ;  all  laborers  in  the  Sunday -schools  connected  with  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  City  of  New  York,  together  with  the  members  of 
the  Board  of  Managers,  shall  be  annual  members  of  this  Society. 

Sec.  2.  *Life  Members,  Directors  and  Patrons. — Life  members  may  be  con- 
stituted by  the  payment  at  one  time  of  twenty  dollars  ;  life  directors  by  the 
payment  of  one  hundred  dollars,  and  life  patrens  by  the  payment  of  five 
hundred  dollars.

missionaries,  visitors  and  Bible  readers,  and  report  the  same  to  tha  Board 
of  Managers.

AMENDMENTS. 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  members  present  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
notice  of  the  proposed  change  having  been  given  in  writing  two  months 
previously,  and  repeated  one  month  previously.

The  President  of  the  Society  shall  appoint  the  chair- 
man of  the  varioos  committees  at  the  next  regnlar  meeting  of 
the  Board  sncceeding  the  Annnal  Meeting  of  the  Society,  and 
the  officers  of  the  Society  and  the  chairman  so  appointed  shall 
appoint  the  remainder  of  said  committees,  when  each  and  all 
shall  enter  upon  the  duties  assigned  them. 

ARTICLE  in. 

REPORTS    OF    COMMITTEES. 

Each  standing  Committee  shall  present  a  written  report  of 
its  doings  to  the  Board  at  the  regular  meetings. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

SPECIAL   MEETINGS.- 

Special  meetings  can  be  called  by  the  President,  or  by  the- 
Secretary  at  the  request  of  five  members  of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  V. 

ATTENDANCE    ON    MEBTINOe. 

Any  member  absenting  himself  from  two  successive  stated 
meetings  of  the  Board  without  notifying  either  the  President 
or  Recording  Secretary,  shall  be  reminded  thereof  by  the  Re- 
cording Secretary  ;  and  imless  a  satisfactory  communication^ 
is  received  from  him  at  the  succeeding  meeting  of  the  Board « 
his  seat  may  be  vacated  by  a  vote  of  the  Board. 

The  following  resolutions^relating  to  mission  schools  and  build- 
ings were  passed  by  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  New  York 
City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  at  a  regular  meeting  held  on  the  evening  of 
Dcember  14,  1866:— 
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BeBolved,  1.  That  an  annual  collection  be  taken  for  the  general 
'work  of  the  Society  in  all  the  missions  under  its  sapervision. 

2.  That  when  the  Board  of  Managers  decide  on  building  a 
'<diapel  or  chnroh  for  any  mission  connected  with  the  Society,  it 
flhall  then  authorize  the  mission  for  which  the  chapel  or  chnrch  is 
to  be  erected  to  receiye  fondsfor  tiiis  purpose,  and  the  funds  thus 
^raised  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  shall  be  credited 
to  the  mission  and  used  for  the  special  purposes  thus  designated. 

3.  That  when  the  Board  of  Bianagers  have  fixed  the  time, 
and  selected  the  location,  for  the  purchase  of  lots,  or  the  pur- 
•chase  or  building  of  chapel  or  church,  the  full  amount  raised  by 
the  mission  for  which  the  chapel  or  church  is  to  be  purchased 
•or  built  shall  be  placed  to  its  credit;  and  at  such  time  as  the 
mission,  with  the  assent  and  approval  of  the  Society,  shall 
assume  the  obligation  of  meeting  all  its  current  expenses,  (in- 
cluding the  salary  of  pastor  and  the  support  of  Sunday  school,) 
the  amount  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  mission  shall  be  deducted 
from  the  estimated  value  of  the  property  to  be  transferred  to 
ihe  local  Sunday  school  or  church. 

4  When  a  chapel  or  church  has  been  purchased  or  erected 
for  a  missiofi,  all  the  surplus  funds  over  the  current  expenses  of 
the  mission  (not  including  the  salary  of  pastor  or  assistants) 
raised  by  said  mission  and  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  this 
Society,  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  thereof  as  a  sinking  fond, 
and  deducted  from  the  estimated  value  of  the  property  at  its 
-transfer,  as  specified  in  said  resolution. 

5.  That  such  Sunday  school  and  Society  appoint  its  respec- 
idve  treasurer,  who  shall  take  charge  of  the  funds  raised,  and 
report  receipts  and  expenditures  monthly  to  the  pastors. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held 
February  8,  1867,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted: — 

Besolved,  1.  That  the  treasurer  be  and  is  hereby  instructed  to 
pay  no  bills  against  this  Society  until  such  bills  have  been  passed 
by  this  Board  and  signed  by  the  president  or  recording  secretary. 

2.  That  all  missions  under  charge  of  this  Society  needing 
•assistance  to  meet  their  current  expenses  must  make  their  ap- 
plication to  this  Board  through  the  Executive  Committee,  and 
in  no  case  incur  any  expense  chargeable  to  the  Society  beyond 
ibe  appropriatioiis  made  by  this  Board. 
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At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  March 
8th,  1867,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Besolved,  That  the  president  of  the  Society  be  authorized  to 
appoint  the  superintendents,  and  that  the  superintendents  thus 
appointed  shall  have  the  privilege  of  selecting  the  secretaries 
and  librarians,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  president. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers at  the  regular  meeting  held  June  14,  1867  : 

Resolved,  That,  in  the  estimation  of  this  Board  of  Managers, 
it  is  inexpedient  for  any  Sunday  school  or  mission  under  the 
supervision  of  the  New  York  City  Church  Extension  and  Mis- 
sionary Society  to  take  public  collections  for  local  purposes 
outside  of  the  rooms  devoted  to  their  use. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held 
August  10,  1867,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

Resolved,  1.  That  all  money  collected  in  the  Church  classes 
organized  in  our  mission  chapels  be  appropriated  exclusively 
toward  payment,  by  the  treasurer  of  the  New  York  City  Church 
Extension  aad  Missionary  Society,  of  the  salaries  of  the  preachers- 
and  assistants  having  charge  of  the  missions. 

2.  That  the  preachers  in  charge  be  directed  to  report  at  each 
monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  the  amount  of  class, 
money  collected  in  each  mission  under  their  charge  during  the 
previous  month. 

At  the  general  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held 
October  8,  1869,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  in  the  future  election  of  treasurer  for  our  mis* 
sion  Sunday  schools,  in  those  missions  Where  there  is  a  Church 
organization,  the  treasurer  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Church, 
with  which  the  school  is  connected. 

The  following  was  adopted  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  held  January  12,  1877  : 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  pastors  of  our  several  missions  be  re- 
quested to  see  that  missionary  societies  are  properly  organized,, 
as  per  discipHne,  in  each  of  their  Sabbath  schools  ;  and  that 
they  state  in  their  monthly  report  the  amount  raised  and  paid 
over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  M.  £. 
Church,  for  which  they  hold  a  receipt  to  render  to  the  annual 
conference. 
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2.  That  the  officers,  teachers  and  children  of  the  Sabbath 
<3hool8  under  our  charge  be  earnestly  requested  to  devote  one 
nndaj  of  each  month  to  the  missionary  cause,  and  to  do  all 
^liat  is  in  their  power  to  assist,  so  that  the  work  of  sending  the 
Ooepel  to  heathen  lands  may  not  be  retarded. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  Jan- 
-nary  12,  1877,  the  following  was  adopted  : 

Whereas,  It  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Officers  of 
this  Society  that  some  of  the  missions  imder  the  care  of  this 
Board  are  agitating  the  matter  of  an  election  of  Trustees,  and 

Whereas,  It  is  desirable  that  there  should  be  no  misunder- 
standing, or  conflict  of  jurisdiction,  between  this  Society  and 
the  missions  under  its  charge,  therefore  be  it  resolved  as  fol- 
lows, viz. : 

Besolved,  1.  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  be  instructed 
to  notify  the  pastors  of  those  churches  and  congregations  wor- 
shipping in  premises  owned  by  this  corporation,  that  there 
akoold  be  no  election  of  Trustees,  and  that  this  Society  will  not 
reoognize  any  person  or  persons  acting  or  claiming  to  act  in 
that  capacity. 

2.  That  the  only  authority  recognized  by  this  Board  in  the 
churches  aforesaid,  is  the  Quarterly  Conference,  of  which  the 
Premding  Elder  is  chairman,  and  the  Leaders  and  Stewards 
Meeting,  of  which  the  Pastor  is  chairman. 

3.  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  notify  all  persons  who 
have  been  acting  in  the  capacity  of  Trustees,  of  the  action  of 
this  Society,  and  requiring  them,  and  the  Secretaries  and 
Treasurers,  or  those  who  may  have  been  serving  as  such,  to 
deliver  as  soon  as  practicable  all  papers,  documents,  books, 
records  and  other  property  held  by  them  to  the  pastor  in  charge 
of  said  church. 

4.  That  the  Pastor  with  the  Leaders  and  Stewards  Meeting 
are  from  and  after  this  date  the  only  custodians  of  all  the 
property  belonging  to  this  Society,  used  by  the  congregation 
of  which  they  are  members. 

The  following  was  adopted  at  the  regular  meetirg  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  held  March  11,  1881  : 

Besolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Estimates  be  a  Committee 
to  communicate  with  the  Bishops  and  Presiding  Elders  in 
regard  to  appointments  tc>  be  made  in  the  churches  under  the 
enpervifiion  of  this  Society.

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CHRISTIANITY   IN    CITIES. 


-:o:- 


ICo  more  yital  snbjeot,  in  its  bearing  upon  American  life,  can  be  dii- 
tnused  than  the  social  and  religious  position  of  the  masses  in  onr  great 
eities.  How  are  the  masses  of  people  who  own  no  homes,  who  moTe  eyery 
month  or  eyery  year,  whom  nobody  i%  interested  in,  who  neyer  see  a 
clergyman  nnless  at  a  marriage  or  funeral,  to  feel  the  sunshine  which  the 
Gospel  of  the  GHBmrand  a  professedly  Christian  oiyilization  ought  to  bring 
to  them  ?  This  is  the  question  which  comes  to  the  minds  and  hearts  of  the 
dergy,  the  philanthropists,  the  large-minded  and  large-hearted  people  who 
constitute  the  Ohristian  forees  of  the  hour.  By  so  much  as  Ghristain 
influences  are  superior  to  the  ordinary  social  and  personal  influences,  by 
so  much  are  they  to  be  prized  and  sought  as  agencies  not  only  in  maintain- 
ing social  order  and  the  amenities  of  life,  but  in  reaching  down  to  the 
^onyiotions  which  rule  conduct  and  control  the  duties  to  Qod  and  man. 
it  is  an  excellent  thing  for  men  to  be  won  to  Christian  discipleship,  but 
this  means,  in  its  relation  to  the  masses  in  our  cities,  something  more  than 
simply  a  religious  belief.  If  the  masses  are  ever  to  be  won  to  cleaner,  purer, 
brighter  liyes  in  our  large  cities,  it  will  not  be  by  sermons  alone,  nor  simply 
by  industrious  yisiting  from  house  to  house,  nor  by  any  process  short  of 
that  which  recognizes  men  and  women  as  personal  wholes.  No  doubt, 
xnaay  indiyiduals  are  disagreeable ;  no  doubt,  the  bars  of  access  to  many 
are  such  that  one  cannot  easily  leap  oyer  them  ;  no  doubt,  the  forcci  of 
resistance  are  strongest  in  oases  where  beneficient  and  np-lifting  work  most 
needs  doing  ;  whether  one  labors  for  the  Chbibt  or  for  humanity,  the  point 
of  chief  resistance  is  the  point  of  duty,  and  the  personal  resistance  to  that 
•species  of  religious  efibrt  in  which  the  heart  is  larger  than  the  ereed  is  just 
the  sort  of  resistance  which  moHt  needs  to  be  overcome. 

This  question  of  the  masses  is  often  looked  at  as  if  it  were  something  less 
broad  than  our  common  humanity.  The  rich  patronize  Christianity  ;  the 
poor  use  it  to  help  out  their  present  necessities ;  the  middle  class  are 
indifferent  to  it.  But  Christianity  never  recognizes  claHses,  whether  in  city 
or  country,  and  it  is  the  broad  Christianity  that  integrates  all  classes  which 
is  the  need  of  the  hour.  It  is  easier  to  theorize  than  to  be  practical  on  this 
point.  The  Pastors  of  churches  and  t^e  kind-hearted  persons  who  assist 
them  with  money  or  with  personal  serviee,  seldom  have  more  than  the  ghost 
of  an  idea  of  the  actual  spiritual  condition  of  the  people  of  the  respectable 
class  who  almost  never  darken  the  doors  of  houses  of  worship,  and 
whose  interests  are  almost  entirely  included  within  the  limit  of  each  day's 
activity.  It  is  here  that  the  issue  is  to  be  ipet,  and  it  is  here  that  the 
Ohristianity  of  the  day  is  on  trial.  It  is  not  whether  this  or  that  religious 
•body  shall  have  most  converts.    It  is  whether,  in  the  terrible  and  remorse- 
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leas  grind  in  which  the  sonlf  and  bodies  of  men  are  worn  oat,  any  yoioe  or 
the  Ohbibt  or  of  His  hnman  representatiyes  shall  be  heard. 

The  mnrmnr  of  the  city  is  the  mnrmnr  of  life.    By  day,  by  night,  hoar 
by  honr,  the  ham  is  heard.    No  hoar  is  withoat  its  pain,  its  agony.    Na 
moment  is  withoat  its  witness  to  the  sarrender  of  life.    It  is  the  constant 
straggle  to  liye,  to  bear  hardens,  to  withstand  temptations.     Life  in  it» 
glory  and  in  its  shame,  life  in  its  strength  and  its  weakness,  is  strangely 
blended.    More  and  more  oar  great  cities  present  conditions  which  Chris- 
tianity  has  neyer  been  called  apon  to  meet  before.    It  is  the  increasing 
heathenism  of  an  oatwardly  Christian  ciyilization  whieh  has  to  be  met  at 
oar  yery  doors.    The  problem  is  here.    It  faces  as  on  the  street.    It  starts- 
ap  in  empty  charches.    It  glares  apon  as  along  the  ayenaes  of  crime. 
The  marmar  of  the  city  is  the  marmar  of  its  anconsecrated,  anoharched^ 
anreached,  anreeting  masses,  and  there  is  not  a  problem  of  modem  society 
which  does  not  haye  its  roots  in  the  qaestion  whether  Christianity  has  the 
will  to  conqaer  the  practical  diffioalties  which  beset  oar  latest  and  ripest. 
ciyilization.    It  is  a  qaestion  of  will,  not  of  power  ;  a  qaestion  of  the 
amoant  of  consecrated  parpose  which  exists  in  oar  Christianity  as  a  wholes 
not  of  denominations  or  indiyidaals  alone,  a  qaestion  which  can  neyer  be- 
decided  by  the  clergy  withoat  the  people,  nor  by  the  people  withoat  the- 
olergy.    There  are  instances  in  eyery  respectable  religions  commanion  in 
which  indiyidaals  ha^  felt  themseWes  to  be  called  of  Qod  to  this  work. 
It  is  the  will  of  the  indiyidaal  that  becomes  the  will  of  the  maltitade,  and,, 
if  the  heathenism  of  oar  cities  is  eyer  to  be  oyercome,  the  yictories  will 
always  be  at  the  baads  of  indiyidaals  whom  Gk>D  has  toached.    Pet  theoriea^ 
aboat  charches  or  seryices  or  yestments  are  aseless.    Christianity  is  too 
broad  to  be  doctrinaire.    It  always  works  with  the  best  common  sense  of 
the  world.    Here  is  its  htmian  method  ;  here  is  its  centre  of  practical  infln— 
ence.    Earnestness  and  common  sense  are  its  ayenaes  to  the  maltitade,  and 
its  secret  on  the  human  side  is  the  winning  of  one  man.    It  is  one  man  at  a. 
time,  and  until,  in  the  aggregate,  the  one  man  is  the  Christianized  maltitade,. 
The  will  to  do  is  from  aboye  ;  the  way  to  do  is  the  way  that  seems  best,, 
and  this  is  the  diyinely  human  method  for  meeting  the  religions  and  social; 
problems  of  our  great  cities.— -Y.  T,  Times,  Od.  23,  1881.

With  the  close  of  the  year  1881,  the  New  Tork  City  Ohnroh 
Xzteiurion  and  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
•Ohnreh  has  ander  its  charge  18  Missions  within  the  City  limits, 
•employing  18  preachers  and  4  paid  yisitors.  During  the  year 
it  has  received  and  paid  out  *$52,421.46,  the  largest  sum  ex- 
pended in  any  single  year  since  the  organization  of  the  Society 
in  1866. 

We  come  to  the  Annual  Meeting  very  thankful  for  the  suc- 
-eeos  wit^  which  Qod  has  honored  us  in  the  past,  but  conscious 
that  ihei^  is  very  **  much  land  yet  to  be  possessed,"  and  that 
•there  is  need  of  very  much  larger  liberaHty  on  the  part  of  our 
City  Churches,  that  we  may  meet  the  great  responsibilities  that 
-Ood  has  placed  upon  us.  But  we  have  faith  to  believe  that  if 
the  New  York  Methodists  thoroughly  underntood  the  magni- 
tude and  success  of  the  work,  they  would  soon  furnish  us  all 
ihe  money  we  need.  The  workers  are  ready,  the  fields  are 
white  to  the  harvest 

We  ask  the  attention  of  our  City  Churches  to  the  report 
of  the  work  of  the  Society. 

I.-FORCES  IN  THE  FIELD. 

According  to  the  best  authority,  there  are  118  Protestant 
Missions  in  New  York,  where  Sabbath  Schools  and  preaching 
or  some  other  regular  religious  services  are  held.  The  New 
York  City  Mission  and  Tract  Society,  the  oldest  organization 
of  the  kind,  owns  5  Chapels ;  has  3  organized  Churches ;  1700

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members,  and  2,000  children  in  the  Sunday  Schools ;  it  emploj» 
40  missionaries,  and  expends  about  $40,000  annually.  The 
Protestant  Episcopal  City  Mission  owns  2  Chapels ;  supporta 
6  missionaries,  and  expends  annually  $23,000.  The  Baptist 
City  Mission  owhb  4  Chapels ;  sustains  4  missionaries,  and  ex- 
pends annually  $30,000.  The  Presbyterians,  through  their 
City  Church  Extension  Committee,  aid  churches  occupying 
mission  fields,  and  they  have  12  Chapels,  owned  by  individual 
churches,  with  12  missionaries,  sustained  at  an  annual  ex- 
penditure of  $40,000.  The  Protestant  Episcopal  Churches  own» 
in  the  same  way,  10  Chapels,  sustaining  10  missionaries,  and 
expend  annually  about  $15,000.  The  Beformed  (Dutch)  Church 
owns  5  Chapels,  and  sustains  5  missionaries,  at  an  expense  of 
about  $16,000.  Then  there  are  many  Independent  Missions 
that  have  no  connection  with  any  special  denomination,  such 
as  the  Water  Street  Mission,  the  Cooper  Union  Services,  the 
Italian  and  Chinese  Missions,  the  Midnight  Mission,  and  others 
supported  by  special  benevolence. 

There  are  already  more  than  a  million  and  a  half  of  dollars 
invested  in  Mission  Church  buildings,  and  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands are  raised  annually  to  support  this  work.  According  to 
Lewis  E.  Jackson,  from  whose  reports  the  above  facts  have 
been  taken,  there  were  in  1881  in  New  York  City  266  City 
Missionaries,  who  made  at  least  800,000  visits  on  the  poor  and 
sick.  Besides  these,  there  are  hundreds  of  tract  visitors  and 
visitors  of  the  Poor  Association,  and  other  volunteer  agents  of 
various  societies  and  churches,  who  are  continually  going  about 
doing  good. 

n.-OUR  OWN  WORK  IN   1881. 

This  Society  has  undertaken  the  double  duty  of  extending 
the  work  by  building  new  Churches,  and  of  retaining  and 
saving  imperilled  old  Churches  in  the  down-town  districts 
where  they  are  greatly  needed.  Our  new  Chapels  are  located 
in  the  very  best  places  to  benefit  the  surrounding  communities, 
and  where  they  will  soon  grow  into  self-supporting  Churches. 
The  Chapel  in  109th  Street  has  been  built  during  the  past 
year,  and  during  the  present  year  they  propose  to  pay  all  their 
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own  expenses,  and  to  support — with  a  good  salary — one  of  the 
Tery  best  ministers  in  the  Conference.  The  Broadway  Chapel 
has  been  finished,  and  will  soon  be  dedicated.  The  Society 
hBB  expended  on  these  two  Chapels  $48,947,  and  has  received 
on  the  same  $32,148,  leaying  due  on  the  account  of  building  the 
CSiapels  only  $16,799.  At  the  same  time  we  have  taken  certain 
of  the  older  Churches  that  have  done  grand  serrice  for  Metho- 
dism in  the  past;  but,  through  the  removal  of  members, 
the  Churches  are  left  too  weak  for  self-support,  and  would  soon 
be  lost  to  us.  The  Society  has  already  saved  three  such 
Churches  that  now  appear  among  its  regular  Missions ;  and, 
2rom  the  sale  of  the  Free  Tabernacle,  has  aided  in  paying  the 
debts  of  other  Churches  that  were  organized  by  the  Society. 

Our  Churches  and  Chapels  girdle  New  York  from  Franklin 
Street  to  Woodlawn ;  they  freely  open  the  doors  of  attractive 
and  inviting  houses  of  worship  to  all  classes  of  the  people,  and 
of  Sunday  Schools  where  their  children  can  be  taught  by  the 
most  faithful  and  devoted  teachers.  The  masses  are  made 
ireleome  to  hear  the  gospel  preached  by  able  and  successful 
aunisters,  and  they  have  the  benefit  of  ordained  pastors  residing 
in  their  midst,  who  are,  at  once,  true  gentlemen  and  zealous, 
earnest  christian  men. 

The  report  of  this  year  will  show  two  new  places  of  worship, 
and  two  new  Sunday  Schools.  The  first  is  the  Greenwich 
Street  Branch  of  Franklin  Street ;  and  the  second  is  Morrisanisi 
where  there  is  a  valuable  Church  property,  but  a  small  member- 
ship. The  Society  has  put  the  Church  in  good  repair,  and  pays 
the  interest  on  their  mortgage  debt.  It  will  hereafter  be  known 
as  one  of  the  Churches  of  this  Society. 

No  figures  can  ever  tell  the  story  of  the  real  work  done  by 
our  preachers  and  teachers.  There  is  no  human  way  of  measur- 
ing the  good  done  by  a  pastoral  visit,  or  to  weigh  the  value  of 
some  bright  boy  or  girl  converted  in  our  Sunday  Schools ;  but 
figures  have  a  value,  they  represent  work  done.  "We  refer  to 
our  very  carefully  kept  table  of  statistics  for  the  full  details  of 
the  work,  and  give  here  a  few  of  those  a  reader  would  most 
naturally  desire.

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ra.-HOW  WE  DO  OUR  WORK. 

We  point  with  great  confidence  to  the  past  history  of  the 
Society  in  proof  that  our  work  has  been  well  and  wisely  done. 
The  preachers  employed  in  the  work  are  not  broken  down  and 
useless  men  who  have  failed  in  other  fields.  Above  eyerything 
else,  the  ministers  must  be  faithful,  hard-working  men,  and 
snccessfol  preachers.  And  among  our  ministers  will  be  found 
as  able  men  as  in  the  self-supporting  Churches  around  them. 
It  is  useless  to  put  second  rate  men  to  do  this  work.  The  policy 
of  the  Society  has  been  to  develop  all  the  giving  and  work- 
ing talent  in  the  Churches  to  foster  their  self-respect ;  and 
to  work  with  them  as  brethren.  And  when  it  is  seen  that  out 
of  $52,421  raised  this  past  year,  that  $32,223  have  been  paid 
in  by  the  Treasurers  of  the  local  Societies  under  our  charge, 
it  will  be  appreciated  now  successfully  this  policy  has  been 
worked.  There  are  no  paid  officers  in  the  Society  ;  all  of  them 
are  freely  giving  their  time  and  labor,  and  some  of  them  are  the 
largest  contributors  to  its  funds. 

And  when  it  is  remembered  that  this  Society  has  organized 
every  new  Methodist  Church  that  has  been  formed  in  this  city 
during  the  past  17  years,  except  the  new  one  on  Madison  Avenue 
and  60th  Street,  it  vnll  be  seen  how  great  a  debt  of  gratitude 
New  York  Methodism  owes  to  this  Institution,  and  how  wisely 
it  has  planned  and  occupied  the  field. 

IV -GROUNDS  OF  APPEAL  FOR  YOUR  HELP. 

We  are  doing  the  work  of  your  Church  and  ours,  and  we  ask 
your  co-operation  for  the  very  best  of  reasons.  The  past  is  a 
guarantee  for  the  future ;  and  the  wise  laymen  whose  names 
are  identified  with  our  former  successes,  are  still  managing  its 
afiGEuis.  As  Methodists,  you  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  the 
Ohurch  that  took  you  into  her  Sunday  Schools  and  Communion; 
you  and  your  children  were  converted  at  her  altars ;  you  have 
loxind  many  of  the  best  friends  of  your  life  among  her  members. 
How  appropriate,  that  all  should  repay  something  of  the  debt 
we  owe  her.  Your  children  vnH  be  moving  into  parts  of  the 
City  where  our  Chapels  are  to  be  found  ;  your  workmen  and 
their  children  are  benefited  by  our  Churches  and  Schools. 
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Their  cheap  and  wiae  management ;  the  great  amount  of  work 
done;  the  large  success  in  so  manj  directions  will  commend  to 
you  as  a  business  man  our  Society.  We  invite  your  personal 
investigation  of  the  work ;  we  desire  you  to  visit  our  Churches 
and  Sunday  Schools,  and  are  confident  that  the  betber  you 
know  the  work,  the  more  ready  you  will  be  to  contribute  to  its 
support.  If  Ood  has  favored  you  with  success  in  this  city,  you 
will  surely  desire  to  aid  an  institution  that  is  doing  so  much 
for  the  inprovement  of  morals  and  religion.  You  have  faith  in 
the  adaptation  of  Methodism  to  the  masses.  We  ask  your  aid 
in  the  work,  and  that  you  will  remember  this  Society  in  your 
wills  as  one  worthy  of  a  liberal  bequest. 

V. -PLANS  FOR  FUTURE  WORK 

The  outlook  for  the  future  is  hopeful.  Every  year  adds  to 
the  number  of  our  contributors.  The  work  of  the  Society  has 
grown  to  that  magnitude,  and  its  interests  are  so  varied,  that 
it  needs  the  entire  time  of  some  able  man  to  act  as  a  Super- 
intendent of  the  Missions.  The  Board  of  Managers  have  given 
the  officers  power  to  engage  the  services  of  such  a  man  who  shall 
personally  visit  all  the  Churches  and  Sunday  Schools  ;  and  who 
shall  present  the  cause  to  our  City  Churches,  and  visit  indi- 
viduals, and  solicit  donations,  and  who  shall  bring  our  work 
more  clearly  before  the  people.  We  hope,  in  this  way,  to 
secure  larger  donations  and  to  do  more  effective  work. 

We  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  if  our  cause  can  be 
presented  fairly  to  the  different  Churches  that  they  will  all  give 
us  collections,  and  that  we  shall  not  in  this  way  take  one  dollar 
from  the  local  interests  of  the  congregations  to  which  we  appeaL 

There  are  many  openings  before  us ;  places  where  we  ought 
to  have  Chapels  to  day,  and  where  congre^tions  could  be  im- 
mediately ^gathered.  Who  will  give  us  the  money  to  build 
them? 

The  Board  of  Managers  are  thankful  that  Mr.  J.  B.  Cornell 
has  consented  to  again  take  the  place  of  President  of  the 
Society,  and  under  his  wise  and  energetic  management  we 
expect  success.  Oar  great  desire  is  that  others  of  our  wealthy 
laymen  may  be  influenced  by  his  princely  benevolence  and  his 
enihusiastio  zeal  in  the  service  of  Methodism. 
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VI.-REPORTS  FROM  THE  CHURCHES. 

Many  will  deaire  to  have  some  definite  report  from  the 
^eyeral  Chorohes  of  the  Society.  We  add  such  items  as  wa 
Ihaye  been  able  to  obtain  from  their  Pastors. 

CoBHKLL  MsHOBiAL. — BcY.  W.  W.  Bowdish,  Pastor. — This 
CSinrch  has  made  steady  progress  daring  the^  entire  year. 
Members  have  been  reoeived  into  the  Church  at  each  sacra- 
mental service.  The  congregations  are  large,  and  would  be 
Tery  largely  increased  had  we  the  ropm  to  accommodate  the 
people.  The  Sabbath  School  now  numbers  over  1200  scholars 
and  teachers.  It  is  uot  possible  to  secure  the  attendance  of  the 
scholars  upon  pubhc  worship  to  any  great  extent,  for  want  of 
•room.  If  the  scholars  remain  at  Church  in  the  morning,  then 
the  congregation  must  be  excluded  for  want  of  suitable  accom- 
modations. This  want  is  to  be  met  by  the  building  of  a  new 
Church  during  this  year  ;  the  plans  are  already  in  hand,  and 
-committees  are  appointed  to  push  the  enterprise  toward  com- 
pletion during  the  spring  and  summer.  When  the  Church 
accommodations  have  been  thus  furnished  for  the  people,  this 
Ohurch  will  be  second  to  no  other  in  her  true  evangelistic  work. 
Many,  very  many,  incidents  of  rare  interest  could  be  noted  of 
the  devotion  of  those  who  for  years  have  nourished  this  wonder- 
ful work,  and  who  have  come  to  see  the  fruit  of  their  consecrated 
toil.  Never  have  I  known  of  such  faithfulness  in  Sunday 
School  work  ;  never  have  I  known  better  discipline,  nor  a  more 
thorough  knowledge  of  the  Bible,  than  I  have  found  in  this 
Sabbath  School.  Teachers  and  scholars  are  united,  and  they 
are  agreed  in  this  one  thing — the  study  and  knowledge  of  the 
word.  "  The  Bible  first,  the  Bible  last,  and  the  Bible  always," 
is  the  motto  of  our  School.  This  report  closes  with  the  Church 
in  the  midst  of  a  good  revival. 

Thibty-sevbnth  Street  M.  E.  Church. — Be  v.  E.  A.  Blake, 
Pastor. — ^The  year  1881  has  been  marked  for  its  steady  im- 
provement in  all  directions,  and  few  weeks  have  passed  in  which 
some  one  has  not  manifested  a  desire  to  become  a  child  of 
God.  All  the  means  of  grace  have  been  well  sustained,  and  a 
lively  interest  maintained.  The  financial  condition  of  the 
Church  is  far  superior  to  that  of  many  years  previous.  Mrs. 
Wilson's  labors,  as  visitor,  have  been  manifest  in  the  Sunday 
School. 
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Elevbnth  Stbeet  Chtboh. — Bev.  S.  H.  Smithy  Pastor. — ^Up 
to  this  time  fonrty-four  souls  have  professed  oonyersion  here. 
I  have  preached  one  htmdred  and  two  sermons ;  the  pastoral 
calls  number  oyer  one  thousand ;  haye  attended  over  two  hun- 
dred prayer  and  class  meetings,  and  have  been  present  at  nearlj 
every  session  of  the  Sunday  School.  Our  congregations  have 
been  larger  than  before,  and  the  prayer  and  class  meetings  have 
been  better  attended,  and  have  been  seasons  of  great  interest 
and  power.  Our  members  have  grown  in  knowledge  and 
grace,  so  that  it  would  be  difficult  to  find  a  more  intelligent 
and  efficient  working  force  in  any  of  our  Churches. 

Our  young  people  are  bright  and  promising,  and  engage 
most  heartily  in  all  the  services  of  the  Church.  The  young  men 
conduct  two  services  weekly,  and  the  exercises  are  of  a  very 
interesting  and  profitable  character.  The  Church  is  supplied 
with  the  New  Hymnal,  and  the  singing  is  general  and  inspiring. 

Some  of  the  conversions  have  presented  very  interesting^ 
features.  A  very  intelligent  man,  a  civil  engineer,  and  who 
in  the  line  of  his  profession  had  been  in  other  lands,  came  to- 
this  city,  and  one  Sunday  morning  entered  our  Church,  and 
hstened  attentively  to  the  Gospel  Message.  He  was  deeply 
convicted  by  the  truth,  and  at  the  close  of  the  service  made^ 
known  the  fact  to  the  pastor.  In  the  evening  he  bowed  as  a 
penitent  before  God,  and  eoon  rejoiced  in  the  concious  forgive- 
ness of  sins.  He  has  been  walking  in  the  light  of  the  Lord 
some  eight  months,  and  evinces  the  greatest  regard  for  hi» 
spiritual  birth-place. 

A  number  of  young  men  who  were  neglectful  of  all  religious 
matters,  and  quite  irregular  in  their  lives,  have  been  powerfully 
converted  to  God,  and  most  cheerfully  testify  to  the  fact  on 
every  fitting  occasion. 

One  of  our  Sunday  School  girls  found  Jesus  at  the  altar  on 
a  Sunday  evening,  and  next  morning,  in  the  gladness  of  ker 
heart,  called  upon  the  neighbors  to  tell  them  she  had  been 
converted. 

Our  people  have  taken  in  the  whole  of  religion,  the  practical 
as  well  as  the  emotional,  and  are  therefore  very  liberal  in  their 
contributions.  They  will  have  raised  for  the  support  of 
religious  interests,  by  the  end  of  the  year,  some  twenty-three 
hundred  dollars.  * 
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Our  Simdaj  School  nnmbers  aboat  five  hundred  scholars, 
with  an  arerage  attendance  of  oyer  three  hundred.  The 
Sohool  is  larger  than  at  this  time  last  year.  Bro.  Hammond  is 
the  Saperintendent,  but  will  give  place  to  Bro.  L.  Klopsch  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year.  Bro.  Hammond  will  have  charge  of  the 
Bible  Class  in  the  future.  The  teachers  are  all  members  of  the 
Ohuroh,  and  are  faithful  in  their  attendance  and  work.  The 
Oateohism  is  used  every  Sunday. 

I  haye  been  in  this  work  nearly  three  years.  With  all  the 
-oare,  toil  and  sacrifice  incident  to  the  field,  I  can  truthfully 
«ay  that  I  am  closing  the  most  instructiye  and  profitable  term 
of  my  ministry.  I  feel  strongly  attached  to  this  humble,  loyal 
■and  loying  people. 

Wkslet  Ohapel. — Bey.  T.  Morris  Terry,  Pastor. — For  the  year 
1881 :  Tracts  distributed,  700  pages ;  conversions,  33 ;  joined 
on  probation,  32  ;  received  to  membership,  from  probation,  11; 
by  letter,  5.  Pastoral  and  missionary  visits,  619 ;  funerals  at- 
tended, 31.  The  membership  remains  about  the  same  as  a 
jear  ago ;  so  are  the  congregations  and  attendance  at  prayer 
meetings;  class  meetings  not  so  well  attended.  There  has 
been  an  increase  in  the  Sunday  School.  There  is  a  large 
percentage  of  our  Church  members  living  so  far  away,  that 
they  seldom  attend. 

WooDLAWN. — Bev.  Thomas  Lodge,  Pastor. — Our  Church  at 
Woodlawn  is  doing  well.  The  membership  and  congregation 
4ire  smalL  It  is  the  only  Church  in  the  place,  and,  with  the 
exception  of  two  or  three  Catholic  families,  all  the  people 
worship  with  us.  We  have  had  two  uncommonly  interesting 
oonversions  since  last  conference,  which  have  encouraged  us 
much  in  our  work.  The  membership  is  only  33,  and  quite  a 
number  of  them  live  at  a  distance. 

Our  Sunday  School  is  especially  excellent ;  ofScers,  teachers 
and  scholars  are  deeply  interested  from  Sabbath  to  Sabbath  in 
the  exercises  conducted  by  the  Superintendent,  Mr.  M.  C. 
Barton.  We  have  30  scholars  on  the  roll — all  the  Protestant 
children  in  the  neighborhood — and  an  average  attendance  of 

25.    This  is  one  of  the  Missions  that  must  be  held  for  future 
enlargement  and  great  results  to  the  Church. 
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EiNQfiBBiDGB. — Bev.  S.  Lowther,  Pastor.-7-St  Stephen's  i» 
sitaated  in  the  24th  Ward  of  this  city,  which  is  destined  to  become 
a  place  of  prominence  in  tide  near  fatnre.  At  present  we  can- 
not do  much  more  than  hold  this  point  as  one  of  the  ont-posta 
of  Methodism  in  this  city.  The  year's  work,  however,  has  not 
been  without  its  encouragement.  Souls  have  been  converted ; 
others  have  expressed  anxiety  about  their  condition ;  eight 
persons  have  been  received  into  full  membership  in  the  Church, 
all  of  whom  are  full  of  promise.  Our  prayer  meetings  have 
been  better  attended  during  the  last  year  than  they  have  ever 
been  during  the  history  of  the  Church.  Our  financial  condition 
is  healthy ;  no  debts  on  either  the  Church  or  Sunday  SchooL 

Our  Simday  School,  though  not  large,  is  full  of  hope.  The 
teachers  as  a  rule  have  been  earnest  and  faithful;  the  officers 
have  never  wearied  in  their  efforts  to  make  the  School  interest- 
ing and  progressive.  The  number  of  members  at  present  is  36;. 
average  attendance  at  morning  preaching,  40;  at  evening,  106 ;. 
at  weekly  prayer  meetings,  22 ;  class  meetings,  12.  Number 
of  sermons  preached,  102 ;  pastoral  visits,  512.  In  reviewing  the 
work  of  the  year,  although  the  fruit  has  not  been  what  we 
desired,  yet,  we  have  much  to  be  thankful  for.  Through  the 
good  providence  of  Ood  the  work  has  gone  on,  and  the  Church 
is  more  earnest  and  united.  We  are  looking  for  greater 
blessings  within  the  next  three  months. 

Washington  Heights. — Rev.  Gideon  Draper,  Pastor. — Much 
hard  work  has  been  done  by  and  through  this  Church  during 
the  year  1881.  Valuable  assistance  has  been  rendered  by  the 
very  faithful  visitor,  Miss  Jennie  Mabie.  Strangers  and  non- 
church  goers  have  been  industriously  and  persistently  visited ;. 
and  especial  revival  services  have  been  held,  with  personal 
invitations  to  the  surrounding  people.  Upwards  of  fifty  have 
sought  the  Lord,  the  most  of  them  giving  evidence  of  true 
conversion.  Several  have  been  received  into  the  Church;, 
others  have  left  the  place,  or  are  inmates  of  Public  Institutions 
in  our  midst,  and  who  do  not  unite  with  the  local  Church ;  among 
the  latter,  are  quite  a  number  from  the  "Juvenile  Institution"' 
and  the  ''Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home."  Some  of  the  "Children 
of  Silence"  from  the  "Deaf  and  Dumb  Institute"  have  joined 
the  Church  on  probation.  Several  interesting  conversions  hav^ 
taken  place  among  the  people  of  the  community. 
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A  Tery  efficient  young  people's  meeting  is  sustained,  in 
eharge  of  the  wife  of  the  Pastor,  and  has  materially  aided  in 
the  salvation  of  some  of  the  precious  youth,  while  many  have 
been  brought  under  especial  religious  influences.  The  work  of 
the  Church  is  essentiaUy  missionary.  There  is  a  broad  field 
uncultiyated  by  any  other  Church  agency.  The  obstacles  are 
great,  the  discouragements  many,  but  our  *'  God  is  able." 

Oms-HuNDBED-AND-NxNTH  Street — Rcv.  F.  M.  North,  Pastor — 
A  brief  sketch  of  the  moyement  resulting  in  the  flne  Chapel 
upon  109th  Street,  near  Madison  Avenue,  will  illustrate  the 
efficiency  of  the  Society  in  the  work  of  Church  Extension. 

Three  years  ago,  and  less,  there  was  an  active  little  congre- 
gation in  111th  Street,  near  Third  Avenue.  They  had  learned  to 
help  themselves,  and  with  very  little  outside  aid  had  gathered 
a  fine  Sunday  School  and  a  membership  of  over  150.  The 
completion  of  the  Elevated  B.  R.  brought  larger  increase  in 
the  population  and  accessions  to  the  Church.  Their  place  of 
worship  was  a  frame  Chapel,  30  x  60,  of  very  meagre  accom- 
modations, and  it  clearly  was  inadequate. 

The  local  Society  owned  no  property,  and  had  no  men  in  it 
of  large  means,  but  determined  to  meet  its  own  responsibility, 
and  pray  that  friends  might  be  raised  up  for  the  enterprise 
that  seemed  a  positive  necessity.  By  a  vigorous  effort  about 
$3,000  was  raised  and  put  in  bank.  But  what  could  this 
accomplish  ?  Just  at  this  juncture  the  N.  Y.  City  Mission  and 
Church  Extension  Society  came  to  the  rescue.  Through  its 
President,  a  proposition  was  made  to  build  a  Chapel  upon 
purchased  lots,  leaving  room  for  a  Church  in  the  future ;  the 
general  Society  pledging  $12,000  toward  the  enterprise,  on 
condition  that  the  local  Society  should  pay  in  an  equal  amount 
before  the  day  of  dedication. 

The  business,  selection  of  site,  plans,  contracts  &c.,  was  to 
be  managed  by  a  joint  committee  representing  the  general  and 
the  local  Society.  Thus  were  secured  the  self-respect  and  self- 
help  of  the  individual  Society,  in  association  with  the  wisdom 
and  experience  of  many  of  the  best  known  Methodists  in  the 
city.  After  most  careful  inquiry,  lots  (118  ft.  by  100)  were 
selected  upon  109th  Street,  near  Madison  Avenue,  for  the  sum 
of  $19,600  ;  and  upon  the  east  side  of  the  property  a  Chapel,

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The  Chapel  must  be  regarded  as  the  germ  of  one  of  the 
dhorches  of  the  future  city  ;  and,  however  soon  the  adTancing 
tide  of  population  may  cross  our  border,  no  more  charming 
location  for  the  welcoming  Church  could  be  asked  than  that 
which  the  foresight  of  our  noble  founder  secured  for  this 
Society. 

Sixty-Eighth  Stbeet  Mission. — Rev.  C.  W.  McPherson, 
Pastor. — The  measure  of  the  growth  of  a  Church,  as  of  any 
institution,  is  to  be  determined  by  the  obstacles  in  its  way,  and 
by  the  feebleness  of  its  resources.  Tested  l^y  this  principle, 
the  achievements  of  the  people  who  compose  the  Sixty-eighth 
Street  Mission  are  the  source  of  the  greatest  thanksgiving  to 
God,  as  well  as  a  cause  of  wondering  to  many. 

Notwithstanding  the  disadvantages  under  which  we  labor, 
and  our  enforced  feebleness  thereby,  the  past  year  has  been 
one  of  decided  growth  in  every  way.  Our  actual  increase  in 
membership  is  full  40  per  cent.  The  Church  services  have  been 
well  attended  throughout  the  year ;  -at  least  one-half  of  the 
whole  membership  are  in  the  prayer  and  class  meetings  every 
week.  The  people  have  responded  nobly  whenever  demands 
have  been  made  upon  them  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the 
Church.  Faithful  and  devoted  service  has  been  given  to  the 
Sunday  School  work,  and  gratifying  results  are  seen. 

When  we  made  our  last  report,  one  year  ago,  we  entertained 
the  hope  of  moving  into  a  new  Chapel  during  the  year.  Onr 
expectations  have  not  been  realized,  but  will  be  soon.  The  City 
Church  Extension  Society  has  devised  liberally  for  the  needs 
of  this  part  of  the  city,  so  soon  to  be  the  finest  part  of  "  up- 
town "  New  York.  The  handsome  and  commodious  Chapel, 
so   well   situated,  will  be  dedicated  soon. 

Thirty- KiFTH  Street. — Rev.  Albert  Stephens,  Pastor. — At 
Thirty- fifth  Street  Church,  the  past  year  opened  with  a  much 
needed  improvement.  The  painters  were  invited  in  and  the 
whole  interior  of  the  Church  was  thoroughly  renovated,  and  is 
now  in  all  respects  neat,  sunny  and  inviting.  In  order  to  ac- 
complish this  good  work  it  was  necessary  for  us  to  ask  of  the 
City  Church  Extension  Society  a  donation  of  $75.00,  which 
amount  was  most  cheerfully  given.  And,  under  the  inspiration 
of  this  gift,  it  was  an  easy  matter  for  us  to  raise  in  our  own 
^congregation  the  $225.00  needed  to  complete  the  work.  In 
<fegard  to  financial  matters,  the  year  has  been  one  of  delightful 
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JMV,  ai  oar  AnniyerBary,  we  needed  and  asked 
fiw  t^'iM^  aad  reeeiTed  that  amoont  after  a  hard  day's  work. 
^**  J**'?  when  oor  Anniversary  came  around,  we  astonished 
nnr  pmple  by  asking  for  $650.00,  and  at  night  we  were  in  turn 
MCamshed  to  find  that  we  had  $700.00.  To  me  it  is  a  pleasure 
to  adii  :hat  Bishop  Harris,  Dr.  Terry,  and  Bro.  J.  B.  Cornell, 
were  with  us  on  that  day,  eloquent  and  liberal.  The  expenses 
if  Cbnreh  and  Sunday  School  have  run  up  to  $2,025.00,  which 
amount  ham  been  raised  and  paid,  and  as  a  Church  we  are 
orthodox  enou^  4o  say  that  we  owe  no  man  anything. 

The  work  of  the  Lord,  in  Church  and  Sunday  School,  has 
Had  a  good  degree  of  prosperity.  .  In  September,  at  one  of

The  members  of  the  Church  have  for  many  years  been  very 
backward,  if  not  remiss,  in  christian  activities ;  so  much  so, 
that  when  I  was  appointed  to  the  Church,  there  would  often 
be  but  two  or  three  who  would  take  any  part  in  a  prayer 
meeting ;  but,  during  the  past  year  and  a  half,  we  have 
received  about  half  a  dozen  young  people  who  are  faithful, 
and  give  new  life  to  the  social  meetings  and  renewed  vigor  to 
the  Oh«rch. 

There  have  been  not  more  than  two  or  three  dear  conversions 
during  the  year,  but  we  think  the  tone  of  the  congregation 
rising,  and  we  hope  to  be  able  before  Conference  to  make  a 
more  favorable  report  of  conversions.  I  am  not  living  on  the 
charge,  and  cannot  do  as  much  pastoral  work  as  under  other 
circumstances,  but  try  to  attend  the  meetings  and  visit  as  much 
as  I  can.

In  jears  I  have  not  missed  a  service^ 
my  health  is  good  ;  my  peace  is  as  a  river,  and  I  am  greatly 
blessed  in  my  work.  I  feel  so  grateful  to  our  Society  for 
giving  me  sometbiug  to  do,  that  for  the  benefit  received  by  me 
I  desire  to  give  to  them  the  service  of  my  life.  There  is  a 
glorious  future  before  us  in  New  York,  if  we  are  only  faithful 
to  our  trusts,  and  I  greatly  rejoice  in  the  outlook,  especially  in 
the  lower  part  of  the  city.  What  hath  God  wrought  ?  Ten 
months  ago,  the  President  was  urged  to  give  up  t^'ranklin 
Street  as  unnecessary,  as  hurtful.  They  had  no  home,  or  place 
for  the  sole  of  her  foot.  Now  she  has  $5,000.00  worth  of 
property  ;  a  beautiful  parlor  Churcli,  crowded  with  earnest 
attentive  listeners,  and  in  a  few  monthH  will  L>e  in  permanent  pos- 
session of  a  Church  property  in  the  Fifth  Ward,  worth  $20,000. 
All  glory  to  Jesus.  Our  battle  cry  is  :  "  The  lower  Wards  for 
Christ,"  and  w^  expect  and  believe  Methodism  is  able  and  ready 
to  take  them  for  our  Immanuel. 

I  suppose  I  should  not  have  written  thus,  but  it  is  done. 
From  the  abundance  of  the  heart  the  mouth  speaketh.  There 
are  many  incidents  connected  with  our  Church  that  would  be 
interesting,  and  doubtless  profitable,  but  I  would  not  like  them 
published.  As  quietly  as  you  can  speak  of  Franklin  Street. 
We  are  not  by  any  means  poor.  We  have  always  been  mis- 
understood ;  not  rich  in  this  world's  goods  by  any  means,  but 
rich  in  faith,  and  every  one  works.  It  has  always  been  my  custom 
for  many  years  to  preach  every  Sunday  morning,  on  the 
Golden  Text.  Friday  nights,  we  have  a  Bible  Class  of  the 
teachers  and  congregation  to  study  the  lesson.  All  our  teach- 
ers and  scholars  take  home  and  bring  with  them  their  Bibles. 
We  are  a  "Berean  "  Chui  ch-^we  are  a  Class  Meeting  Church — 
a  Methodist  Church  in  every  sense  of  the  word.  God  bless 
Franklin  Street,  and  bless  the  Society. 

The  Morrisania  M.  E.  Church — Rev.  R.  H.  Kelley,  Pastor — 
This  Church  was  built  in  1866,  the  centennial  year  of  American 
Methodism,  hence  it  has  been  named  the  "  Centenary  M.  E. 
Church.^'  The  cost  of  the  building,  including  the  lot  on  which 
it  stands,  measuring  150  x  100  ft.,  was  $50,000,  which  was  all 
paid.  Unfortunately,  however,  the  material  used  in  its  con* 
siruction  being  a  sort  of  concrete  or  artificial  stone,  proved 
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xinsaitable  for  a  bnilding  of  its  size,  and  the  loffcy  spire,  and 
tower  supporting  it,  soon  after  fell  to  the  ground.  The  re- 
building of  the  tower  and  other  necessary  work  for  the 
strengthening  of  the  edifice  involved  an  additional  outlay  of 
$10,000.  The  society,  somewhat  demoralized,  and  greatly  dis- 
heartened by  this  mishap,  and  already  taxed  to  the  utmost  of 
their  ability,  were  unable  to  meet  this  additional  expense,  and, 
accordingly,  the  property  was  mortgaged  to  the  New  York 
Conference  for  the  amount.  For  a  few  years  the  Society 
struggled  nobly  to  meet  their  heavy  financial  obligations,  but 
circumstances  were  against  them.  Several  of  the  best  families 
withdrew  from  the  Church,  many  more  removed  from  the 
neighborhood,  and  the  Society  was  left  few  and  feeble  and 
broken,  so  that  their  utmost  efforts  proved  inadequate  to  meet 
their  current  expenses. 

For  the  past  five  or  six  years  they  have  not  been  able  to  pay 
a  dollar  of  interest  on  their  mortgage ;  and,  to  make  matters 
worse,  a  large  floating  debt  was  accumulating  against  them. 
Hence  the  Society,  at  the  opening  of  the  present  Conference 
year,  formally  applied  for  admission,  and  were  received  into 
the  City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary  Society  ;  the  latter 
assuming  their  mortgage,  and,  in  addition,  making  certain 
necessary  repairs  on  the  property,  to  the  extent  of  about  $1,000. 

The  Pastor  is  happy  to  report  that,  by  vigorous  and  persist- 
ent effort,  the  floating  debt  is  now  entirely  cancelled,  and  the 
society,  relieved  and  encouraged,  are  hopefully  looking  for  a 
better  state  of  things. 

The  field,  however,  is  confessedly  a  hard  and  stubborn  one. 
The  character  of  the  community  differs  greatly  from  what  it 
was  when  the  Church  was  built.  The  large  number  of  breweries 
established  in  the  vicinity  within  the  past  fifteen  years,  have 
introduced  a  foreign  element  in  preponderating  numbers,  for 
whom  the  beer  gardens  and  saloons  possess  stronger  attractions 
than  the  house  of  Ood.  The  situation  is  a  discouraging  one, 
yet  it  demands  that  the  Church  resolutely  maintain  her 
position,  and  make  her  mission  a  boldly  aggressive  ona  Our 
most  hopeful  field  is  in  the  Sunday  School.  Of  the  250  scholars 
whose  names  are  on  our  register,  a  large  number  come  from 
godless  homes,  some  from  lager  beer  saloons,  and  several  from 
Boman  Catholic  households.  It  may  be  safely  assumed  that 
the  only  religious  teaching  which  large  numbers  of  these  receive, 
is  what  they  obtain  at  our  hands ;  and  we  are  receiving  evidence, 
from  time  to  time,  that  our  labors  are  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord. 
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ANNUAL   PUBLIC    MEETING. 


The  Annual  Public  Meeting  of  the  New  Yobk  Citt  Chusoh 
ExTENSiOH  AND  MissiONABT  SoGiETY  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  was  held  in  the  Sixty-first  Street  M.  E.  Church,  on 
Sunday  Eyening,  January  15th,  1882. 

J.  B.  ComeU,  Esq.,  President  of  the  Society,  presided. 

After  singing  by  the  congregation,  and  prayer  by  the  Pastor, 
ihe  Corresponding  Secretary  (Dr.  A.  D.  Vail)  gave  some  inter- 
esting extracts  from  his  Annual  Eeport 

The  President  then  introduced  the  Bey.  J.  M.  Buckley,  D.D., 
Editor  of  the  Christian  Advocate,  who  spoke  as  follows : 

Mr.  Pbxsident  : — I  think  myself  happy  to  speak  in  the  interest  of  snoh 
A  cause  as  this,  and  especially  before  yoa»  for  I  know  yon  to  be  expert  in 
works  of  beneTolenoe,  and  especially  in  promoting  the  interests  of  this 
'Caase. 

This  is  the  first  time  that  I  have  been  present  at  a  meeting  of  this  sort 
for  more  than  tweWe  years.  On  the  former  occasion  yonr  lamented  brother 
was  in  the  chair. 

I  haye  neyer  had  the  fortune  to  be  a  resident  of  the  City  of  New  York. 
According  to  statistics  published  yesterday,  residence  in  the  City  of  New 
York  reflects  no  light  on  the  place  of  a  person's  birth  :  Four  hundred  and 
seventy  or  eighty  thousand  of  our  citizens  can  answer  the  scriptural 
description  of  those  who  are  to  be  saTcd  in  one  particular,  at  least,  (I  regret 
in  no  more) ;  they  are  of  every  kindred,  tribe  and  tongue,  and  out  of  every 
nation  under  heaven,  so  that  I  might  live  in  New  York  and  be  as  devoid  of 
interest  in  ihe  institutions  and  spirit  of  New  York,  as  if  I  lived  in  some 
remote  part  of  the  earth.  On  the  other  hand,  as  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  I  may  have  been  bom  in  another  State,  and  yet  feel  as  much  interest 
in  these  enterprises,  as  though  I  could  trace  my  ancestry  back  to  the  time 
when  a  Dutch  Governor  and  Dutch  form  of  religion  ruled  the  City. 

I  have  invited  my  distinguished  friend,  Oeneral  Fisk,  to  make  the 
opening  speech  upon  this  occasion.  I  told  him  that  as  an  honored  Vice- 
President  of  the  Society,  as  one  accustomed  to  speak  at  this  annual  meeting, 
and  one  who,  as  a  platform  speaker,  is  not  in  my  judgment  surpassed  in 
the  United  States,  he  ought  to  make  the  opening  speech,  but  he  has 
declined  to  do  so,  and  he  has  forced  me  to  kindle  his  fire.  The  kindling  of 
flies,  as  yon  know,  is  something  involving  a  vast  amount  of  skill.  It  has 
been  said  that  a  person  devoid  of  any  other  faculty  can  make  a  fire.  But 
we  know  very  well  that  to  make  a  fire  is  a  work  of  art,  and  sometimes  there 
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is  much  smoke  and  considerable  coming  back  of  smoke  and  want  of  draft 
and  mnch  trying  of  patience.  At  other  times  the  fire  blazep  and  bnms 
with  disaslrons  force  and  driyes  away  the  would-be  kindler.  What  will  be 
my  fate  remains  to  be  seen.  The  fact  is  that  this  fire  is  like  the  one  spoken 
of  by  onr  Sarionr,  *'I  haTC  come  to  bring  fire  on  the  earth  ;  and  what  will 
I,  if  it  be  already  kindled."  Tne  Corresponding  Secretary's  report  shows 
that  this  fire  has  beenldndled,  and  has  bnmed  for  a  long  time. 

Before  making  my  set  speech,  I  wish  now  to  remark  one  item  of  the 
statistics  fnmisbed  by  your  Secretary  :  He  gives  the  actual  nnmber  of 
prayers  made  in  a  certain  nnmber  of  families.  It  appears  to  me  that  there  is 
one  serions  defect  in  those  statistics.  If  it  be  proposed  to  give  the  nnmber 
of  prayers,  we  onght  to  have  some  statistics  as  to  the  leugth  of  those  prayers, 
their  intensity  and  supposed  results.  In  a  word,  I  doubt  whether  the 
nnmber  of  prayers  reported  reflects  any  light  upon  the  work  of  the  Society. 
In  my  boyhood  I  heard  some  prayers  that  had  no  effect  whatever  upon 
me ;  sometimes  I  heeded  them  and  sometimes  I  didn't.  But  I  can  remember 
one  prayer,  one  that  no  statistics  can  measure  or  properly  reprt-bent.  It 
was  a  rather  short  prayer  uttered  by  a  very  old  man,  who  called  my  brother 
and  myself  to  him  and  said  *'  little  boys  I  want  to  pray  with  you."  He  went 
down  on  his  knees  and  said  "  Lord  bless  these  little  boys,  and  help  them 
to  remember  their  Father  that  is  in  Heaven."  He  had  known  my  father. 
Snch  a  prayer  would  not  make  much  exhibition  in  these  statistics—  one  of 
2,595  prayers — but  it  had  a  marvelous  effect  upon  me,  and  the  mental 
vision  of  that  old  man  is  before  me  to-night  Still  I  suppose  many  of 
these  prayers  are  as  good  as  that 

There  are  three  sorts  of  mission  work  that  can  be  done.  In  the  first 
place,  mission  work  can  be  done  among  paupers,  people  that  are  absolutely 
destitute  of  the  necessaries  of  life,  that  know  their  condition,  but  are  below 
feeling  the  miseries  of  cheir  existence.  They  are  best  described  as  helpless 
paupers.  Great  cities  accumulate  vast  masses  of  that  class.  They  follow 
the  mission  teacher,  not  for  the  spiritual  things  which  he  is  willing  to 
•ommnnicate  to  them,  but  for  the  sake  of  the  loaves,  and  when  the  loaves 
give  out,  the  congregation  suddenly  diminishes. 

In  the  next  place,  there  is  a  mission  work  that  can  be  done  among  a  claas 
one  step  higher  in  the  scale  than  the  pauper.  There  is  a  distinction 
between  paupers  and  indigent  people.  In  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  there  is  a 
very  remarkable  Institution  called  the  Graham  Institution,  for  the  support 
of  aged,  indigent  and  respectable  females.  Every  woman  who  gets  into  the 
Institution  must  be  60  years  old.  I  conducted  service  there  on  one  occasion  : 
I  took  tea  with  the  inmates,  and  the  ages  of  the  persons  at  the  table,  added 
together,  would  cover  a  period  of  3,750  years.  No  pauper  can  get  into  that 
Institution :  They  have  to  pay  from  $60  to  $100  to  get  in  ;  they  are 
indigent,  they  are  not  paupers.  There  is  a  very  large  class  of  persons  who 
■le  indigent  in  this  City :  they  are  not  paupers.  They  cannot  come  to 
our  Chnxohes  because  they  cannot  dress  well  enough  to  come,  as  they  think, 
amd  as  is  the  fact ;  and  because  they  cannot  take  care  of  their  families  so  as  to 
\mf%  them,  because  the  Church  is  far  f^om  them,  and  because  the  burden 
of  life  trashes  them  down — even  on  the  Sabbath  day  they  have  much  to  do. 
it  much  mission  work  that  can  be  done  among  that  class. 
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Theie  is,  thirdly,  a  kind  of  mission  work  that,  for  the  want  of  a  better  name 
I  will  call  equalizing  work :  man  go  ont  to  preach^  the  €h>8pel,  and 
^ommnnioate  Talnable  spiritual  and  natural  knowledge  to  men  whom  thej 
ffeoognize  as  their  equals,  in  whom  they  recognize  simple  manhood,  and 
they  expect  by  their  work  among  them  to  put  these  men  themselves  in 
a  abort  time  in  such  an  attitude  that  they  can  stand  up  and  make  Churches 
«nd  schools  for  themselves.  That  is  equalizing  mission  work.  Whatever 
a  man  eats  becomes  assimilated  with  him,  and  becomes  human  nature :  if 
a  man  eats  the  lower  animals,  the  lower  animals  become  assimilated  witli 
him  and  become  human  nature  and  preach  the  Gospel,  if  a  man  eats 
vegetables,  they  become  human  nature  and  preach  the  GospeL 

So.  in  society,  a  person  assimilates  himself  to  the  organization  which  he 
enters,  and  becomes  part  of  its  activities. 

In  Switzerland,  society  is  divided  into  little  peculiar  coteries.  They 
have  laws  there  although  it  is  a  Republic,  laws  like  those  of  the  Medes 
and  Persians  which  alter  not  K  a  young  woman  marries  th^re  out  of  her 
eirole  into  a  lower  one,  she  gees  down  :  if  a  young  man  marries  out  of  hia 
^ole  into  a  higher  one,  he  goes  up  :  it  is  a  Republic  as  full  of  aristocracy 
as  any  Monarchy  there  is  on  earth.  The  same  thing  can  be  seen  in  this 
eoontry  :  aristocracy  developes  itself  here  in  comparaiively  ludicroxu 
phases,  so  that  our  Ohurches  have  undergone  wonderfully  ludicrous  changes. 

Still  the  mission  work  to  which  I  now  refer,  wherever  it  takes  a  person, 
brings  him  into  the  particular  church  which  does  mission  work,  and  he  is 
amimilated  with  that  body,  so  that,  in  a  short  space  of  time,  he  takes  his 
seat  as  an  equal,  and  enjoys  his  privileges  as  really  as  if  he  had  never  been 
the  subject  of  missionarv  labor. 

What  is  the  kind  of  work  that  this  Society  proposes  to  do?  Is  it  doing 
work  among  paupers?  Is  it  doing  work  among  indigent  parties  ?  If  it  is, 
my  speech  will  not  apply,  I  have  got  it  up  on  the  wrong  principle.  My 
theory  is  that  this  work  is  of  the  third  sort,  an  equalizing  work,  that  appeals 
to  men  as  men,  not  inquiring  whether  they  are  paupers  or  indigent,  but 
preaching  the  Gospel  to  them  and  bringing  Gospel  influences  into  the 
vicinity  of  their  residences,  with  a  view,  not  of  holding  them  ofif  or  telling 
them  we  made  you  what  you  are,  but  of  assimilating  them^  bringing  them 
in  to  make  one  of  the  body  EccUsiastico-polUico  so  to  speak,  which  will  take 
them  all  in  and  make  them  citizens,  full  citizens,  recognizing  all  their 
privileges,  and  enjoying  all  their  prerogatives,  just  as  these  458,000,  mora 
or  less,  that  are  reported  here  parts  of  the  body  politic  of  the  Oity  of  New 
York,  entitled  to  ^1  the  privileges  of  citizenship,  having  complied  with  the 
law  of  the  City  of  New  York,  as  much  so  as  those  who  undertake  to  show 
where  their  ancestors  lived  270  years  ago  in  this  Oity. 

The  next  subject  is,  what  is  the  real  qualification  of  Methodism  for  this 
kind  of  work? 

I  have  had  the  honor  to  be  invited^into  some[other  denominations  ;  I  am 
as  yet  Metiiodist— I  am  not  taking  any  call  to  any  other  denomination  into 
Tespectfol  and  prayerful  consideration ;  yet  I  have  some  things  to  say

The  earlj  Methodists  carried  on  the  equalizing  work  on  a  different  plan 
entirely.  They  preached  where  anybody  would  hear  them — they  formed 
a  class  and  finally  a  station,  and  that  went  into  circuit,  and  the  circuit 
minister  was  appointed,  who  would  tell  his  junior  what  to  do,  and  he,  of 
oourse,  took  his  turn  arouad  and  went  out  a  little  further,  and  another 
class  was  set  off,  and  another  circuit  formed,  and  so  that  went  on,  and  the 
whole  work  was  the  very  kind  of  work  we  are  discussing. 

But  it  is  gone :  The  circuit  system  is  gone,  and  somebody  is  to  blame 
for  it.  If  I  were  made  minister  of  a  Church,  with  a  junior  preacher  to 
assist  me,  in  less  than  two  years,  I  could  establish  a  genuine  Methodist 
Church  of  the  equalizing  sort.  And  I  have  no  doubt  but  this  Church  could 
aid  its  pastor  with  an  able  assistant. 

But  that  plan  has  gone  ;  it  will  neyer  come  back  any  more.  It  is  gone ; 
you  cannot  bring  back  this  country  as  it  was  fifty  years  ago. 

What  is  to  be  done?  Nothing,  except  what  is  done  through  some  such 
Society  as  this.  This  Society  undertakes  to  supplement  the  defects  in 
cities  on  the  itinerant  system.  « 

Ministers  with  Churches  that  they  have  for  only  a  short  time,  cannot 
build  and  sustain  missions,  and  consequently  it  would  come  to  a  dead 
stand,  if  it  were  not  for  some  such  Society  as  this. 

How  many  Churches  have  been  built  in  this  City  within  the  last  fifteen 
years,  that  have  not  been  built  tmder  the  direct  auspices  of  this  Society  ? 
Not  more  than  one  or  two.  The  fact  is,  that  Methodism  will  not  grow  to 
any  great  extent  unless  supported  by  some  snch  society  as  this.  It  is  not 
growing  when  a  Church  moves  up-town ;  merely  moving  up-town  and 
building  a  new  Church  is  no  spread  of  Methodism,  it  is  migration.  Mf 
conviction  is,  that  in  such  societies  as  this,  the  future  of  Methodism  in 
cities  lies. 

A  year  ago,  in  the  Giristian  Advocate,  I  called  attention  to  the  question, 
and  I  called  on  the  other  Churches  in  the  other  Cities  of  this  Country,  to 
take  note  of  the  work,  and  of  the  manner  of  the  work  oi  this  Society. 
Within  the  past  year,  three  of  our  large  cities  have  modelled  their  Consti- 
tution exactly  upon  the  Constitution  of  this  Society— they  have  sent  to  New 
York  for  copies  of  it. 

The  statistics  indicate  that  the  time  will  come,  if  these  societies  succeed, 
when  every  large  city  in  the  United  States  will  have  a  City  mission  and 
Sunday  School  Society  absolutely  necessary  to  supplement  the  essential 
defects  of  the  itinerancy. 

Now  I  propose  to  close  by  observing,  that,  in  my  opinion,  the  Society  has 
not  yet  exerted  the  influence  that  it  ought  to  have  exerted,  and  that  it  must 
exert,  for  it  to  control  the  appointments  which  are  made  to  these  Mission 
Churches. 

The  early  Methodist  preashers  had  very  few  artificial  aids :  they  had 
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•oIktBg  to  tqmi  tht  magnfiioeiii  song  serrice  we  have  heard  to-night.  It 
it  aatter  of  doqbi  whether  if  they  had,  it  would  have  given  them  any  power 
hi  Tfehmts  ^«  hearts  of  the  people.  This  is  on  a  higher  and  different 
ffa^e^  when  the  Church  is  oiganized  and  becomes  a  society,  and  has  f nmi- 
tmgm  mad  a  large  amount  of  social  life  and  refining  ioflnences— a  part  of  the 
gBBLiil  work  of  a  Church,  and  yet,  not  a  part  of  this  particnlar  evangelizing 
power.     All  these  matters  are  subjects  for  consideration. 

B«t  Mechodism  cannot  attract  the  outside  pnblio  by  anything  short  of 
appeals  and  hand  to  band  conflict  These  masses  of  people 
■oi  going  to  be  led  to  fall  down  and  cry  for  mercy  before  God  by  mere 
or  by  mere  social  life,  the  Snnday  School,  fine  singing,  beantifnl 
Charlies  or  anything  else.  They  are  only  to  be  brought  by  men  who  will 
fo  right  in  among  them,  hand  to  hand  and  face  to  face  <ind  talk  to  them. 


A  man  onee  came  to  me  and  said,  I  have  come  in  to  have  a  little  conver- 
niioa  with  you  :  A  little  while  ago  a  man  came  into  my  house  and  talked 
to  my  wife ;  at  first,  she  told  him  to  go  away  and  not  bother  her,  but  he 
talked  on,  and  talked  to  her  until  she  could  not  seem  to  think  ot  anything 
elae  bat  what  he  said  ;  then  he  began  to  talk  to  me,  and  he  has  talked  to 
■M  vntil  I  feel  I  am  the  poorest,  meanest,  most  helpless  wretch  in  the  City 
of  New  York,  and  now  I  have  come  to  talk  to  you. 

That  is  within  four  weeks,  and  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  say  that  I  cannot 
srvoB  tall  yon  the  name  of  the  man  that  did  that  wonderful  talking. 
If  I  eoold,  he  might  not  be  able  to  do  it,  he  might  be  self-consdouB  and 
■ot  have  the  power  to  do  it  • 

Too,  Mr.  President,  have  the  right,  in  your  capacity  as  President^  to  go 
bafbve  every  Bishop  of  our  Church  that  holds  these  two  conferences,  and 
to  say  to  that  Bishop  :  Methodism  cannot  exist  and  grow  unless  the  defects 
of  the  itinerancy  are  supplemented.  You  have  the  right  to  tell  him  what 
kind  of  a  man  you  want,  and  you  have  the  right  to  make  him  feel  that  he 
eanaot  make  these  sixteen  Mission  Churches  asylums  for  worn-out  men,  or 
places  that  some  minister  has  an  interest  and  that  he  would  like  to  filL 

I»  sir,  by  virtue  of  my  authority  as  an  invited  speaker,  do  hereby  exhort 
jo«  to  wm  the  power  of  this  Society  to  compel  this,  by  assurances  that 
will  march  with  its  equalizing  power,  poor  and  plain  to  start 
b«t  we  shall  realise  that  after  all  the  people  will  want  to  give  the  best 
Hsif  kave  to  the  Lord. 

Wo  Bfsed  not  trouble  ourselves  to  build  grand  Churches  for  them.

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Gen.  OuNTON  B.  Fisk  then  addressed  the  andience  as  follows  : 

After  listening  to  the  admirable  address  of  Dr.  Bnokley,  yon  will  bear 
witness  with  me  that  he  not  only  gathers  good  kindling  wood,  bat  splits  it 
fine.  He  also  brings  in  ** back-log"  and  *' fire-stick,"  and  kindles  a  blaze 
that  gives  warmth  and  light 

There  remains^nt  little  to  be  said  by  myself.  I  come  to  yon  with  the 
old,  old  story  of  the  Society's  work,  and  iU  needs.  li  is  a  story  as  old  aft 
the  honr  when  the  Master  led  the  wondering  disciples  as  far  ont  as  to 
Bethany,  and  when  He  ascended  on  high,  the  voice  that  had  been  hnshed  on 
Calvary,  gave  utterance  to  the  golden  words  that  bade  his  followers  go  into 
all  the  world,  beginning  at  Jemsalem,  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every 
oreatnre. 

New  York  is  the  Jemsalem  of  the  New  World.  This  great  City  of  onrs, 
the  commercial  and  financial  center  of  this  exceptionally  favored  coimtry — 
a  marvel  in  itself,  in  all  Us  growth  and  outcome.  There  are  those  who  now 
hear  me  who  remember  this  City  as  bat  a  hamlet :  when  its  population 
numbered  forty  thousand,  and  now  more  than  a  million  and  a  quarter  of 
people  crowd  this  neck  of  land,  embraced  by  the  rivers  that  unite  at  the 
Battery,  and  flow  onward  to  the  Sea. 

I  often  spend  an  interesting  hour  at  Castle  Garden  studying  the  problem 
of  emigration,  as  thousands  in  a  single  day  are  landed  from  the  ships  that 
have  brought  us  delegations  from  most  every  Nationality  from  beyond  the 
Sea.  The  old  traditions  and  evils  come  with  them.  The  Continental 
Sabbath  emigrates  to  the  New  World.  New  York  is  the  threshhold  over 
which  many  step  to  remain  here  and  hereabouts,  while  the  greater  number 
pass  on  to  find  homes  in  the  newer  States,  those  immense  empires  that  are 
lifting  their  arches  towards  the  setting  sun.  Nearly  a  half  million  emigrants 
entered  this  port  in  1881.  I  saw  at  Castle  Garden  on  Tburwday  last,  twelve 
hundred  Italians  and  Jews ;  many  of  the  latter,  the  victimH  of  Bussia's 
persecution.  They  come  to  us  for  homes  and  freedom.  Shall  we  place 
underneath  and  above  them  the  safe-guard  of  the  Gk>8pel?  The  Berthaldo 
Statue  of  Liberty,  from  Bedloe's  Island,  will  throw  its  light  far  down  New 
York's  matchless  Bay,  with  welcome  to  all  who  seek  our  shores.  So  let  us 
lift  up  the  Cross  in  this  City,  and  bear  aloft,  in  letters  of  living  light,  the 
proclamation  of  that  liberty  wherewith  Christ  makes  us  free.  It  is  a  stariling 
fact,  that,  of  this  City's  population,  more  than  half  a  million  are  of  foreign 
birth.  New  York  is  the  third  in  the  list  oi  German  Cities.  There  are  more 
Germans  on  Manhattan  Island  than  dwell  in  either  of  the  Cities  of  Cologne* 
Dresden  or  Leipsic.  Ireland  has  but  one  city  with  more  Irish  population 
than  we  have  :  New  York  is  next  in  rank  to  Dublin.  Five  hundred  thousand 
people  live  south  of  Fourteenth  Street,  and  are  made  up  from  forty-three 
Nationalities.  Five  hundred  thousand  of  New  York's  population  dwell  in 
tenement  houses,  ten  to  fifty  families  in  each  tenement ;  and,  among  the 
better  classes,  220,000  families  occupy  70,000  dwellings,  an  average  of  more 
than  3  families  to  each  dwelling.  Pursuing  the  study  of  the  statistics  of 
the  City,  we  learn  that  our  taxes  aggregate  $30,000,000 ;  our  places  of 
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amasement  receive  $7,000,000  for  admiHHion  ;  we  spend  $4,000,000  on  our 
publie  schools,  and  $1,000,000  for  the  police.  Onr  dram  shops,  placed  aide 
by  side,  would  twice  encircle  the  City  with  their  slimy  coils.     We  spend

75,000  people  in  Ne.w  York  were,  is  1881,  arrested  for  crime  ;  50,000  of 
them  were  drunk  when  arrested ;  120, 000  homeless  wanderers  were  furnished 
with  supper,  lodging  and  breakfast  by  the  police  ;  6,000  lost  children  were 
recovered  by  the  police,  and  returned  to  their  homes,  if  homes  their 
miserable  habitations  can  be  called  ;  10,000  children  without  even  such  a 
home,  wandered  through  the  streets,  as  genuine  heathens  as  were  ever 
gathered  from  the  Cities  of  India  or  China. 

The  work  of  our  Society  is  to  do  something  towards  lifting  up  these  classes , 
and  all  classes  of  men,  to  light,  hope,  happiness  and  heaven.  The  admirable 
report  of  onr  Corresponding  Secretary,  Dr.  Vail,  gives  yon  the  statistics  of 
our  various  missions,  schools,  laborers  and  results.  We  never  had  greater 
cause  to  be  tilled  with  gratitude  aud  courage  than  now,  and  the  call  to  go 
forward  was  never  more  imperative  than  to-night,  as  we  stand  on  the 
threshhold  of  a  new  3  ear.  TLe  voice pf  the  ascended  Master,  echoing  down 
along  the  line  of  the  ages,  falls  upon  us.  It  is  not  possible  for  us  to  stop 
onr  ears  against  it.  We  must  go  forward  and  do  onr  part  in  seonring 
victories  in  the  world's  conquent  for  Christ. 

'*  We  see  the  triumph  from  afar. 
By  fiaith  we  bring  it  nigh." 

Our  Society  is  constant  in  its  endeavor  to  do  the  City  evangelization  work 
for  Methodism  in  New  York,  but  when  we  see  what  ought  to  be  done,  and 
measure  needs  by  actual  work  accomplished,  we  shrink  from  that  hour  of 
accountability,  towards  which  we  are  all  rapidly  hastening.  While  onr 
labors  are  abundant,  our  needs  alno  abound  ;  our  often  empty  treasury  ciiee 
aloud  for  a  more  generous  appreciation  and  consideration,  but  our  Society 
also  needs  the  hearty  warm  sympathy  and  the  constant  prayers  of  the 
Church,  whose  work  for  city  evangelization,  it  alone  dots.  Every  child  o^ 
God  whose  life  is  brought  into  the  blessed  intimate  relations  of  close  fellow* 
ship  with  the  Saviour,  can  be  nothing  less  than  a  mibsionary.  And  until 
that  day  when  all  shall  know  Jesus,  from  the  least  to  the  greatest,  from  the 
poorest  to  the  richest,  as  men  estimate  poverty  and  wealth,  when  every 
house  shall  become  a  household  of  Christian  faith,  every  City  a  CUycf  Chd, 
and  every  Nation  blessed  in  owning  Jesus  Christ  as  its  Sovereign,  there 
can  be  no  armistice  in  the  great  struggle  between  the  truth,  as  it  is  in  Jesas» 
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4md  the  legions  of  error ;  until  that  day,  on  every  side  of  as,  there  will  be 

the  deprayed  and  despairing  to  be  snecored,  the  weak  to  be  lifted  up  and 

made  to  stand  in  manhood  and  womanhood,  with  their  faces  turned  from 

-darkneM  and  donbt,  towards  the  brightness  of  heaven.    And,  my  brother 

•ftnd  sister,  in  some  way,  by  work  and  prayer  and  material  aid,  yon  and 

I  are  called  upon  to  do  oar  share  in  hastening  the  glad  day  of  the  Gk)spers 
complete  triomph.    It  is 

'*  Thine  the  needed  trath  to  speak. 
To  right  the  wrong  and  raise  the  weak  ; 
Thine  to  make  earth's  desert  glad, 
▲s  in  Eden's  greenness  clad. 
Thine  to  work  as  well  as  pray, 
Patting  thorny  wrong  away ; 
Flacking  ap  the  weeds  of  sin. 
Letting  heaven's  warm  sanshine  in. 
Watching  on  the  hills  of  faith. 
Listening  what  the  spirit  saith  ; 
Catching  gleams  from  temple  spires, 
Hearing  notes  from  angel  choirs. 
Like  the  Seer  of  Patmos  gazing. 
On  the  glory  downward  blazing  ; 
'Till  apon  earth's  gratefal  sod. 
Rests  the  Gixy  of  oub  Ood." 

Forty-eight  hours  ago,  through  the  criminal,  stapid  neglect  of  railway 
•officials  and  their  subordinates,  there  occurred  within  the  City  limits  a 
disaster  that  shocked  the  Nation.  A  car-load  of  men  and  women  wen 
bruised,  mangled  and  burned  alive.  Men  of  fame  and  fortune — the  rich 
and  the  poor — youth  and  beauty — age  and  penury  fed  the  flames  at  Spuyten 
Duyvil.  The  City,  with  bated  breath,  has  discussed  the  over-shadowing 
^salamity  that  has  cast  funeral  shadows  over  so  many  homes.  I  sat  the  hours 
of  last  night  away  by  the  side  of  one  who  was  dragged,  more  dead  than  alive, 
from  her  burning  prison-house  ;  and  all  the  night  long  there  was  ringing 
in  her  ears  the  cry  of  the  perishing  ones  in  the  Idlewild — Oh  save  me  !  Oh 
«ave  me  !  she  said  was  the  exceeding  bitter  cry  of  the  imprisoned  helpless 
travelers,  as  the  flames  shot  out  their  devouring  tongues  towards  them. 
Oh  ye  men  and  women  for  whom  the  Lord  of  glory  died,  listen  to  the  cry  of 
the  perishing  ones — Oh  save  ils!  ib  the  piteous  wail  upon  every  side,  as  we 
(thread  our  way  through  street  and  alley  ;  as  we  climb  up  into  crowded 
tenement  houses,  or  find  our  way  into  dark  and  dismal  cellars.  Help  us 
(to  carry  the  Gospel  of  peace  and  joy,  of  liberty  and  salvation  to  the  multi- 
tudes hastening  to  the  grave  and  the  death  that  never  dies.  God  help  us 
40  enter  upon  this  new  year  with  new  covenants  of  love  and  labor.

MSMBEBSHIP. 

SsonoN  1.  Annual  Members, — All  annnal  oontributors  t(f  the  funds  of  the 
Society  ;  all  laborers  in  the  Sunday-schools  connected  with  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Ohurch  in  the  City  of  New  York,  together  with  the  members  of 
the  Board  of  Managers,  shall  be  annual  members  ot  this  Society. 

Ssa  2.  Life  Members,  Diredors  and  Pairona. — ^life  members  m»y  be  con- 
stituted by  the  payment  at  one  time  of  twenty  dollars  ;  life  directors  by  the 
payment  of  one  hundred  dollars,  and  life  patrens  by  the  payment  of  Ats 
hundred  dollars.  Such  life  members,  directors,  and  patrons  shall  be 
entitled  to  seats,  and  the  right  of  speaking,  but  not  of  voting,  in  the  Board 
of  Managers.

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Seo.  4.  Visiting  Committee, — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  com* 
mittee  to  visit  all  the  schools  connected  with  the  Society  at 
least  twice  in  each  year,  and  to  report  any  facts  concerning 
them  which  may  be  of  interest. 

Sbo  6.  Committee  on  Pvblic  Meetings, — It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
this  committee  to  make  all  necessary  arrangements  for  holding 
the  regular  meetings  of  the  Society,  and  such  others  as  may  be 
determined  upon  by  the  Board.

Missionary  Superintendent. 

Resolutions  adopted  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers* 
held  February  10th,  1882,  in  regard  to  the  office  and  work  of 
the  Missionary  Superintendent : 

1.  This  officer  shall  be  known  as  the  Missionary  Superintend- 
ent of  the  New  York  City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary 
Society. 
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2.  He  shall  be  an  Elder  in  the  New  York  or  New  York  East 
Oonference,  and  appointed  by  the  Bishop  in  charge  for  this 
special  work. 

3.  He  shall  act  under  the  advice  and  direction  of  the  Board 
ol  Managers,  and  shall  be  recognized  as  the  representatiye  of 
ihi£  Society. 

4.  He  shall,  so  far  as  practicable,  visit  each  of  the  churches 
and  Sunday  schools  of  the  Society  every  quarter ;  he  shall  aid 
juad  counsel  with  the  preachers  and  Sunday  school  superintend- 
ents concerning  their  work ;  he  shall  make  definite  reports  as 
to  the  work  and  progress  of  our  churches  and  schools  every 
month  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  written  quarterly  reports 
to  the  Board  of  Managers,  at  the  regular  meetings  in  January, 
April,  July  and  October. 

6.  He  shall  endeavor,  by  public  addresses  and  through  the 

press,  to  bring  our  work  before  the  Methodist  people  ;  he  shall, 

so  &r  as  practicable,  arrange  with  each  one  of  the  city  pastors 

-to  present  the  claims  and  work  of  our  Society  on  some  Sabbath, 

and  take  subscriptions  and  collections  for  the  same. 

6.  He  shall  also,  during  the  year,  endeavor  to  secure  new 
subscribers  to  our  funds,  and  their  interest  and  co-operation  in 
our  work. 

7.  He  shall  be  an  ex-officio  member  of  all  the  Standing  Com- 
mittees of  the  Society. 

8.  His  salary  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Committee  on  Estimates, 
and  paid  by  the  Treasurer,  in  the  same  way  as  to  the  other 
preachers  in  our  work. 

The  following  resolutions  relating  to  mission  schools  and  build- 
ings were  passed  by  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  New  York 
City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  at  a  regular  meeting  held  on  the  evening  of 
Doember  14,  1866:— 

Beeolved,  1.  That  an  annual  collection  be  taken  for  the  general 
work  of  the  Society  in  all  the  missions  under  its  supervision. 

2.  That  when  the  Board  of  Managers  decide  on  building  a 
-chapel  or  church  for  any  mission  connected  with  the  Society,  it 
shall  then  authorize  the  mission  for  which  the  chapel  or  church  is 
to  be  erected  to  receive  funds  for  this  purpose,  and  the  funds  thus 
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raised  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  shall  be  credited 
to  the  mission  and  nsed  for  the  special  purposes  thus  designated^ 

8.  That  when  the  Board  of  Bfanagers  have  fixed  the  time^- 
and  selected  the  location,  for  the  purchase  of  lots,  or  the  pnr- 
chase  or  building  of  chapel  or  church,  the  fall  amount  raised  by 
the  mission  for  which  the  chapel  or  church  is  to  be  purchased 
or  built  shall  be  placed  to  its  credit;  and  at  such  time  as  the 
mission,  with  the  assent  and  approval  of  the  Society,  shall 
assume  the  obligation  of  meeting  all  its  current  expenses,  (]n*> 
duding  the  salary  of  pastor  and  the  support  of  Sunday  school,  y 
the  amount  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  mission  shall  be  deducted 
from  the  estimated  value  of  the  property  to  be  transferred  to- 
the  local  Sunday  school  or  church. 

4.  When  a  chapel  or  church  has  been  purchased  or  erected 
for  a  mission,  aU  the  surplus  funds  over  the  current  expenses  of 
the  mission  (not  including  the  salary  of  pastor  or  assistants) 
raised  by  said  mission  and  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  thi» 
Society,  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  thereof  as  a  sinking  fund, 
and  deducted  from  the  estimated  value  of  the  property  at  itir 
transfer,  as  specified  in  said  resolution. 

6.  That  such  Sunday  school  and  Society  appoint  its  respec- 
tive treasurer,  who  shall  take  charge  of  the  funds  raised,  and^ 
report  receipts  and  expenditures  monthly  to  the  pastors. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held. 
February  8,  1867,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted: — 

Beaolved,  1.  That  the  treasurer  be  and  is  hereby  instructed  to- 
pay  no  bills  against  this  Society  until  such  biUs  have  been  passed, 
by  this  Board  and  signed  by  the  president  or  recording  secretary. 

2.  That  all  missions  under  charge  of  this  Society  needing 
assistance  to  meet  their  current  expenses  must  make  their  ap- 
plication to  this  Board  through  the  Executive  Committee,  and 
in  no  case  incur  any  expense  chargeable  to  the  Society  beyond, 
the  appropriations  made  by  this  Board. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  March 
8th,  1867,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Be9olved,  That  the  president  of  the  Society  be  authorized  to-, 
appoint  the  superintendents  of  the  Sunday  schools,  and  that  the 
superintendents  thus  appointed  shall  have  the  privilege  oi 
selecting  the  secretaries  and  librarians,  subject  to  tiie  approval 
of  the  president. 
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The  foUowing  resolation  was  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers at  the  regular  meeting  held  June  14, 1867  : 

Betolved^  That^  in  the  estimation  of  this  Board  of  Managers, 
it  is  inexpedient  for  any  Sonday  school  or  mission  under  the 
snpenrision  of  the  New  York  City  Chnroh  Extension  and  Mis- 
sionazy  Society  to  take  public  collections  for  local  purposes 
oatdde  of  the  rooms  devoted  to  their  use. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  heldT 
August  10,  1867,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

Bescived,  1.  That  all  money  collected  in  the  Church  classes 
oxganized  in  our  mission  chapels  be  appropriated  exclusiyely 
toward  payment^  by  the  treasurer  of  the  New  York  City  Church 
Bztension  and  Missionary  Society,  of  the  salaries  of  the  preachenr 
and  assistants  having  charge  of  the  missions. 

2.  That  the  preachers  in  charge  be  directed  to  report  at  each/ 
monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  the  amount  of  dass^ 
money  collected  in  each  mission  under  their  charge  during  the 
previous  month. 

At  the  general  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held 
October  8,  1869,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Besolved,  That  in  the  future  election  of  treasurer  for  our  mis- 
sion Sunday  schools,  in  those  missions  where  there  is  a  Church 
organization,  the  treasurer  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Church 
with  which  the  school  is  connected. 

The  following  was  adopted  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  held  January  12,  1877  : 

Beaolved,  1.  That  the  pastors  of  our  several  missions  be  re- 
quested to  see  that  missionary  societies  are  properly  organized, . 
as  per  discipline,  in  each  of  their  Sabbath  schools ;  and  that 
they  state  in  their  monthly  report  the  amount  raised  and  paid 
over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  M.  E. 
Church,  for  which  they  shall  take  a  receipt  to  render  to  the 
Annual  Conference. 

2.  That  the  officers,  teachers  and  children  of  the  Sabbatk* 
schools  under  our  charge  be  earnestly  requested  to  devote  one 
Sunday  of  each  month  to  the  missienary  cause,  and  to  do  all' 
that  is  in  their  power  to  assist,  so  that  the  work  of  sending  the^ 
Qospel  to  heathen  lands  may  be  aided  by  our  own  Missions. 
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At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  Jan- 
uary 12,  1877,  the  following  was  adopted  : 

Whereas,  It  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Officers  of 
this  Society  that  some  of  the  missions  under  the  care  of  this 
Board  are  agitating  the  matter  of  an  election  of  Trustees,  and 

Whereas,  It  is  desirable  that  there  should  be  no  misunder- 
standing, or  conflict  of  jurisdiction,  between  this  Society  and 
the  missions  under  its  charge,  therefore  be  it  resolyed  as  fol- 
lows, viz,: 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  be  instructed 
to  notify  the  pastors  of  those  churches  and  congregations  wor- 
shipping in  premises  owned  by  this  corporation,  that  there 
should  be  no  election  of  Trustees,  and  that  this  Society  will  not 
recognize  any  person  or  persons  acting  or  claiming  to  act  in 
that  capacity. 

2.  That  the  only  authority  recognized  by  this  Board  in  the 
<3hurches  aforesaid,  is  the  Quarterly  Conference,  of  which  the 
Presiding  Elder  is  chairman,  and  the  Leaders  and  Stewards 
Meeting,  of  which  the  Pastor  is  chairman. 

3.  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  notify  all  persons  who 
have  been  acting  in  the  capacity  of  Trustees,  of  the  action  of 
this  Society,  and  requiring  them,  and  the  Secretaries  and 
Treasurers,  or  those  who  may  have  been  serving  as  such,  to 
deliver  as  soon  as  practicable  all  papers,  documents,  boeks, 
records  and  other  property  held  by  them  to  the  pastor  in  charge 
of  said  church. 

4.  That  the  Pastor  with  the  Leaders  and  Stewards  Meeting 
are  from  and  after  this  date  the  only  custodians  of  all  the 
property  belonging  to  this  Society,  used  by  the  congregation 

*  of  which  they  are  members. 

The  following  was  adopted  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  held  March  11,  1881  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Estimates  be  a  Committee 
to  communicate  with  the  Bishops  and  Presiding  Elders  in 
regard  to  appointments  to  be  made  in  the  churches  under  the 
supervision  of  this  Society.

The  election  of  Officers  of  the  Society  for  the  coming  year  was 
then  taken  up. 
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The  Recording  Secretary  reported  from  the  Board  of  Managers 
that  the  Board  had  nominated  for  re-elcctiou  all  the  present  offi- 
cers of  the  Society. 

The  vote  was  taken  by  ballot,  and  the  pereons  nominated  for  the 
respective  offices  were  duly  elected  thereto,  as  follows :

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Report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary. 


The  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  New  York  City  Church 
Extension  and  Missionary  Society  reports  a  year  of  real  and  sat- 
isfactory progress.  These  anniversaries  are  the  mile-stones  that 
measure  our  journey,  the  ])oint8  of  vision  in  the  ascent  of  the  mount- 
ain from  which  we  study  the  jmst,  and  gird  ourselves  anew  for  the 
work  ahead.  We  know  thnt  our  Society  has  the  blessing  of  God, 
and  wherever  its  work  is  really  known  it  has  the  favor  of  the  people. 

A  GENUINE  HOME  MISSION. 

There  are  many  who  claim  that  the  destitute  places  and  people 
of  our  own  land,  an<l  especially  of  our  groat  cities,  arc  the  best 
fields  for  missionary  benevolence.     Brethren,  we  have  just  the 
Society  you  have  been  seeking  for,  and  just  the  organization  that 
will  show  some  real  and  speedy  return  for  every  dollar  you  will 
give  it.     You  do  not  believe  in  large  salaries  and  costly  offices, 
nor  do  we ;  you  do  not  like  to  spend  much  money  for  costly  ma- 
chinery, nor  do  we ;  so  the  officers  of  this  Society  do  their  work 
'Without  pay,  and  some  of  them  do  the  largest  part  of  the  giving. 
The  places  of  honor  are  the  posts  of  duty  and  work.     For  the 
iii-st  time  we  have  been  oblig(.»d  to  employ  a  gt^neral  Superintend- 
ent, with  a  salary,  as  the  work  has  grown  so  large  and  its  interests 
so  varied;  but  he  is  really  the  l^ardest  worked  and  most  constantly 
employed  of  all  our  men,  and  the  increased  collections  and  inter- 
est of  the  churches  prove  the  wisdom  of  the  Society  in  creating 
the  office  and  selecting  the  man. 

REAL  IlESULTS. 

In  many  fields  of  labor  it  is  necessary  to  wait  long  for  the  har- 
vest.   But  not  so  with  us.    The  fields  are  w^hite,  an«l  the  garnered 
harvests  are  abundant.      The  present  Society  was  incorporated 
April  14,  1866,  and  during  these  few  years  its  work  has  steadily 
grown  until  the  present  time,  when  it  has  twenty-one  churches 
and  chapels  under  its  cave.     It  has  founded  and  nurtured  into 
self-support   such   churches   as   Sixty-tirst   Street,  Seventy-sixth 
Street,  Fifty-third    Street,   Perry  Street,   Eleventh   Street,  One 
Hundred  and  Ninth  Street.     It  has  organized,  and  aids  in  part, 
such  societies  as  Seventy-first  Street,  One  Hundred  and  Fourth 
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Street,  "Washington  Heights,  St.  Stephen's,  and  St  Mark's,  that 
are  sure  to  be  strong  churches  within  a  few  years.  This  Society 
needs  nothing  so  much  as  to 

MAKE  ITS  WORK  KNOWN. 

The  men  who  have  carried  this  interest,  who  have  selected  the 
sites  and  organized  the  churches,  who  have  personally  and  pri- 
vately acted  as  thou^rh  they  were  the  members  of  each  one  of 
these  struggling  churches,  and  at  the  same  time  given  in  such  a 
princely  way  to  the  general  fund — these  men  have  had  one  fault. 
Thev  have  not  forced  the  work  of  the  Socictv  on  the  attention  of 
the  Methodist  and  benevolent  public  of  New  York.  And  the 
reason  of  this  is  found  in  the  fact  that  they  have  given  so  much 
of  the  money  and  the  work  that  it  might  seem  like  self-praise  to 
tell  the  simple,  truthful  story  of  the  growth  and  usefulness  of  the 
Society.  They  have  had  their  own  reward,  and  are  in,  no  ways 
weary.  But  others  should  be  interested,  not  that  these  men  may 
give  less,  but  that  the  Society  may  do  a  grander  work. 

THE  WORK  DONK

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In  addition  to  the  foregoing  araount,  there  hns  been  raised  and 
expended  on  new  charch  enterprises  about  $35,000  the  past  year. 

260  Bibles  and  Testaments  have  been  distributed  by  our  pastors, 
having  been  contributed  by  the  New  York  Bible  Society. 

SPIRITUAL  STATISTICS. 

But  no  statistical  report  can  ever  tell  the  better  part  of  the 
work  done  by  these  twenty-one  churches,  with  their  twenty-one 
Sunday-schools  and  prayer-meetings.  There  is  no  human  measure 
of  the  results  of  these  15,839  pastoral  visits.  There  is  no  way 
this  side  of  heaven  of  knowing  the  comfort  and  hope  and  salva- 
tion brought  by  these  3,064  visits  to  the  sick.  We  can  never  tell 
the  grand  result  to  the  Church  implied  in  588  conversions.  It  is 
a  grand  thing  to  gather  5,841  children  into  the  Sunday-school, 
and  bring  them  under  the  power  of  Christian  truth  and  character 
every  week.  And  the  training  of  these  nearly  500  officers  and 
tcacliers  is  one  of  the  very  best  possible  means  to  draw  out  their 
talents  and  lit  them  for  higher  spheres  of  work.  Many  of  the 
most  eminent  and  wealthy  of  our  laymen  were  converted  and 
trained  in  early  life  under  just  such  circumstances. 

WHAT  THE  CHURCHES  ARE  DOING. 

It  has  always  been  the  policy  of  the  Society  to  foster  a  spirit 
of  manly  self-reliance  in  all  its  churches.  They  are  not  called 
missions,  nor  are  they  ever  made  or  allowed  to  feel  that  they  re- 
ceive charity — for  they  do  not.  They  give,  up  to  the  very  measure 
of  their  ability  for  the  cause  of  Christ,  and  the  Society  simply  aids 
the  common  cause.  We  have  no  conflict  of  authoritv,  and  onr 
only  strife  is  who  shall  do  the  most.  There  is  no  chance  for  self- 
ish and  self  seeking  men  in  the  official  places  in  these  churches. 
Hence  peace  and  hamiony.  The  large  amounts  of  money  collected 
hy  the  churches  and  Sunday-schools  show  the  wisdom  and  work- 
ing ot  the  plan  of  the  Society.  There  are  very  many  instances  of 
liberal  giving  and  self  saeriticing  devotion  to  the  Church,  worthy 
of  the  highest  honor. 

THE  WORK  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 

The  experiment  of  having  an  officer  in  the  Society,  who  should 
be  a  minister  and  have  the  general  oversight  of  a  presiding  elder, 
without  his  authority,  has  proved  a  success.  The  regular  visits 
of  the  Superintendent  to  the  churches  and  Sunday-schools  have 
been  of  great  service,  and  his  sermons  and  addresses  have  brought 
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the  work  of  the  Society  before  our  city  chnrches,  iucreasing  their 
contributions  this  year;  and  it  Beeras  altogether  probable  that  by 
his  etfortB  the  cause  will  take  its  permanent  place  in  the  affections 
and  liberality  of  the  people.  The  experience  and  knowledge 
gained  this  year  will  be  of  immense  service  to  him  next  year. 

THE  WORK  TO  BE  DONE. 

In  addition  to  keeping  up  the  churches  already  organized,  we 
ought  at  once  to  locate  several  new  ones.  There  is  pressing  need 
of  two  new  churches  in  Harlem — one  on  the  west  side,  near  Sev- 
enth Avenue  and  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-fifth  Street,  and  an- 
other between  St.  James  Church  and  One  Hundred  and  Ninth 
Street.  Large  chaj)els  would  be  filled  with  largp  self-supporting 
congregations  from  the  day  of  their  opening.  There  is  need  of 
two  new  chapels  on  the  east  side — one  in  the  region  of  One  Hun- 
dred and  Twenty- fifth  Street  and  Second  Avenue,  and  another 
about  First  Avenue  and  Eighty-fifth  Street.  And  the  immense 
population  in  the  down-town  wards  who  are  without  Protestant 
churches,  coupled  with  the  real  success  of  such  chapels  as  Frank- 
lin Street,  show  that  the  right  men  with  the  right  policy  could 
fill  and  support  several  new  enterprises  below  Fourth  Street.  It 
may  be  a  fair  question  whether  some  of  our  present  large  church 
buildings  in  that  region,  too  large  and  not  well  adapted  or  located 
for  our  work,  could  not  be  sold  or  exchanged  for  property  that 
would  be  just  what  we  want.  The  work  now  needs  leaders,  men 
of  great  earnestness  and  ability,  who  would  consecrate  themselves 
to  this  special  line  of  labor.  And  some  of  these  large  English- 
speakmg  churches  with  small  congregations  might  well  be  used 
for  German  or  Swedish  work,  and  placed  under  the  control  of 
these  brethren. 

QUESTIONS  BEING  SOLVED. 

We  are  at  tlie  same  time  answering  some  difficult  and  knotty 
questions.  What  is  to  become  of  the  unchurched  masses  in  these 
lower  wards?  Can  any  thing  be  done  for  the  people  that  are 
siu^rounded  by  great  blocks  of  foreign  atheists  and  Romanists? 
Can  we  keep  alive  vigorous  churches  in  the  midst  of  so  much 
rum  and  Sabbath-breaking?  What  is  the  value  of  Methodism  as 
a  general  revival  and  reformatory  agency  in  great  cities  ?  Has 
Methodism  ceased  to  be  the  Church  of  Christ  for  the  poor  ?  Has 
our  general  prosperity  and  advance  in  wealth  and  education  un- 
fitted us  for  evangelistic  and  missionary  work  ?     Is  the  old-time 
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Are  and  chivalry  so  far  gone  oat  of  Methodism  that  it  docs  not 
prodace  the  kind  of  men  needed  for  this  peculiar  work  ?  Are  our 
theological  Seminaries  arousing  the  enthusiasm  and  the  spirit  of 
self-sacrifice  on  the  part  of  bur  young  men?  What  is  our 
adaptation  to  guard  the  rear  of  civilization  ?  Really  the  progress 
of  such  a  Society  is  unconsciously  answering  some  very  im- 
portant questions :  it  is  a  touch-stone  that  shows  the  weakness  or 
value  of  many  a  great  agency ;  it  throws  light  where  we  need  to 
study  and  pray — and  work. 

REPORTS  FROM  THE  PASTORS. 

The  following  reports,  written  by  the  pastoi-s,  give  in  brief 
their  answers  to  certain  general  questions  proposed  to  them  by 
the  Secretary.  They  are  all  of  them  modestly  and  truthfully 
written,  and  within  the  limits  of  the  facts.  The  statistical  tables 
will  show  the  work  done  by  each  pastor  and  Sunday-school. 

The  appointments,  for  convenience,  are  here  arranged  in  alpha- 
betical order: 

Alanson  Church,  Rev.  D.  W.  Couch,  Pastor. — Alanson 
Church,  on  Norfolk  Street,  has  held  its  own  for  the  year  1882, 
and  has  gained  a  little.  We  have  a  membership  of  263,  and 
seven  probationers.  We  have  admitted  21  from  probation,  and 
received  eight  by  letter;  so  we  are  a  little  stronger  than  at  the 
commencement  of  1882.  Several  have  been  converted  who  have 
not  come  into  the  Church  ;  one  special  case  of  a  sea-captain,  who 
soon  afler  sailed  for  England,  and  who  writes  me  that  he  is 
earnestly  engaged  in  religious  work  in  London  and  other  places. 
His  home  is  in  the  Island  of  Jersey.  He  is  wealthy,  and  can 
give  his  time  to  saving  men.  He  declares  his  purpose  to  do  it. 
At  this  writing  there  are  a  few  persons  seeking  the  Lord.  Our 
Conference  oolloctions  for  benevolent  ])urposes,  as  far  as  taken, 
are  in  advance  of  last  year;  the  people  are  quite  willing  to  give. 
Our  Sabbath-school  has  largely  increased,  but  we  lack  teachers. 
We  can  give  work  to  ten  or  twelve  competent  workers.  Our 
officers  are  becoming  more  and  more  effit-ient,  and  by  hard  work 
the  school  can  be  made  a  great  success.  We  have  gathered  in  a 
class  of  hard  boys  from  the  street.  It  is  very  difficult  to  manage 
them,  but  they  are  constantly  improving,  and  our  hope  is  that  at 
least  some  of  them  will  be  saved  and  become  workers  for  right- 
eousness. I  find  that  it  is  hard  for  the  people  of  the  churches  that 
have  been  strong  and  popular  to  come  down  to  do  missionary 
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work  and  straggle  through  weakness  and  poverty.  Some  per- 
sons, however,  do  it  with  good  grace  and  Christian  fortitude. 
May  Heaven  guide  us  all  anght  in  trying  to  save  the  perishing  1 

Bethany  Chapel,  Rev.  G.  N.  Compton,  Pastor. — Faith  Mis- 
sion, in  123d  Street  and  Ist  Avenue,  New  York,  came  under  the 
management  of  the  New  York  City  Church  Extension  and  Mis- 
sionary Society  last  February.  The  Sunday-school  had  been,  up 
to  that  time,  under  the  superintendeney  of  Brother  C.  C.  Burford, 
who  still  fills  the  office.  The  school  was  small,  witliout  funds, 
without  help,  and  almost  without  teachers ;  but  at  the  close  of 
1882  the  school  numbers  on  roll  about  140,  and  the  averse 
attendance  is  nearly  100.  We  have  also  secured  fifty  new  vol- 
umes for  the  library,  forty  copies  of  the  *'  Sunday-School  Advo- 
cate," and  have  money  in  the  treasury.  By  vote  of  the  Society 
the  name  of  this  mission  was  chansced  to  "Betlianv  Methodist 
Episcopal  Chapel,"  and  on  May  1,  1882,  the  present  pastor  wan 
duly  appointed  by  the  Presiding  Elder  of  the  New  York  East 
District,  Rev.  W.  T.  Ilill.  He  at  once  organized  a  Methodist 
Episcopal  Society,  by  receiving  six  persons  by  letter  and  seven 
on  probation.  At  this  time,  January,  1883,  we  have  18  members 
and  one  probationer. 

Up  to  the  present  time  the  church  has  collected  about  $225, 
and  has  given  $150  to  the  New  York  City  Church  Extension  and 
Missionary  Society,  paid  all  their  incidental  expenses,  and  has 
money  on  hand.  We  have  but  two  conversions,  but  hope  before 
the  winter  closes  to  be  able  to  report  many  more.  We  are  sur- 
rounded by  strong  churches  and  missions,  and  progress  is  slow, 
but  healthy  so  far.  We  owe  very  much  of  our  success  to  the 
work  of  faithful  Christian  women.  Fully  one  half  of  the  money 
raised  has  been  through  the  Ladies'  Union  Aid  Society  of  the 
church.     Our  prospects  for  the  year  ahead  are  bright. 

Cornell  Memorial  Church,  (7Cth  Street,)  Rev.  W.  W.  Bow- 
Disii,  D.D.,  Pastor. — The  history  of  this  church  and  Sabbath-school 
is  well  known  to  tlie  members  of  the  Methodist  ICpiscopal  Church 
of  New  York  city.  The  work  that  has  been  done  in  connection 
with  this  enterprise  since  its  organization,  fourteen  years  ago,  has 
become  historic  in  New  York  Methodism.  The  Sabbath-school 
was  commenced  in  November,  1868,  with  68  scholars.  Year  by  year 
there  has  been  a  steady  growth,  till  we  have  readied  at  present 
more  than  1,400  scholars  in  the  Sabbath-school,  with  a  member- 
ship in  the  church  of  352  in  full  connection,  and  50  probationers. 
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Dnring  the  past  year  our  accommodations  had  become  too  lim- 
ited for  the  school  and  congregation.  About  the  first  of  May, 
1882,  the  Sabbath-school  and  church  were  allowed  to  commence 
collecting  money  to  build  a  new  church  upon  the  vacant  lots 
owned  by  the  Society,  adjoining  the  present  chapel.  Upon  tlie 
second  Sabbath  in  June  last  these  offerings  of  only  six  weeks' 
gathering  were  presented  in  the  presence  of  the  parents  and  the 
many  friends  of  the  Society.  Upon  counting  the  cash  paid  in 
on  that  day,  and  the  pledges  made  at  the  same  time,  the  most 
of  which  have  been  since  paid,  we  had  between  $23,000  and 
$24,000  with  which  to  commence  our  new  church. 

Plana  and  specifications  were  submitted  to  a  committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  local  society  and  your  own,  and  were  accepted. 
The  contract  was  let  to  Edward  Kilpatrick,  of  this  city,  for 
$40,000,  not  including  the  heating,  lighting,  plumbing,  and  fur- 
nishing of  the  church.  The  work  was  commenced  about  the  16th 
of  August  of  last  year,  and  it  has  been  pushed  forward  rapidly 
toward  completion.  We  expect  the  new  church  to  be  finished  in 
March,  and  we  have  fixed  the  day  of  dedication  on  March  25 » 
1883. 

When  this  church  is  completed  and  furnished  it  will  stand  in 
this  city  as  one  of  the  best  churches  in  ]New  York  Methodism  for 
t>he  work  to  be  done  on  this  ground  in  the  salvation  of  souls.  The 
Society  will  then  have  a  Church  property  worth  $150,000,  and 
one  of  the  best  organized  and  best  disciplined  Sabbath-schools  in 
our  denomination,  and  a  Church  membership  working  up  to  the 
fall  measure  of  their  ability,  and  trying  to  meet  the  responsibility 
of  this  constantly  increasing  field  of  spiritual  toil. 

If  we  were  to  give  a  detailed  history  of  our  work  during  the 
year,  it  would  make  the  report  quite  too  lengthy  for  your 
reading,  or  for  your  published  record  of  the  Society's  doings  the 
past  year. 

Let  this  only  be  said  of  our  work:  Duiing  all  the  year  there 
have  been  willing  hands  and  consecrated  hearts  engaged  in  this 
Sabbath-school  and  church.  No  more  faithful  teachers  and  work- 
ers can  be  found  in  any  field.  Duty  sometimes  calls  for  great 
sacrifice  of  personal  ease  and  comfort  on  the  part  of  those  who 
toil  in  this  part  of  the  Master's  vineyard,  yet  it  has  not  been  the 
question  of  convenience  with  any :  all  have  only  desired  to  know 
duty,  and  with  quick  feet  and  willing  hands  they  have  wrought 
well  in  the  service  of  His  Church  "  who  went  about  doing  good.'* 

Hie  closing  remarks  of  an  address  spoken  by  one  of  our  little

girls  upon  the  second  Sabbath  in  June — a  day  ever  memorable  in 
our  history — will  best  express  our  respect  for  the  honored  man 
whose  name  we  bear ;  and  the  spirit  in  which  we  propose  to  do 
our  work  in  the  future  of  life :  "  We  do  not  expect  to  erect  a 
structure  which  in  its  magnificence  shall  in  itself  be  a  memorial 
of  the  worthy  name  we  bear ;  but  this  we  can  strive  to  do :  we 
will  so  profit  by  the  teachings  received  within  these  walls,  that  as 
we  go  forth  to  do  our  part  in  life's  work  we  will  live  for  the 
Master,  and  let  our  light  so  shine  that  the  workers  from  ^  Cornell 
Memorial'  will  be  every-where  recognized  as  faithful  disciples  of 
Jesus.  Wc  will  try  to  make  our  lives  an  ever-living  memorial 
of  the  spirit  of  the  man  whose  memory  we  revere,  and  pray  that  in 
all  our  future  life  we  may  be  guided  by  the  motive  that  prompted 
him  to  give  and  live  for  the  Church.  In  the  name  of  the  Sabbath- 
schoQl  of  the  'Cornell  Memorial'  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
we  present  you  this  our  offering  toward  the  erection  of  onr  new 
church,  and  accompany  it  with  our  earnest  prayers  that  the  Lord 
of  Hosts  will  be  pleased  to  inhabit  our  new  tabernacle,  and  his 
glory  be  manifest  in  the  minds  of  the  assembled  multitudes!" 
Respectfully  submitted. 

Eleventh  Street,  Rbv.  D.  M'Mullkn,  Pastor.  —  This 
church,  for  her  numbei-s,  is  strong  and  effective.  The  Sunday 
congregations  are  good  ;  prayer-meetings  and  class-meetings  well 
attended,  and  all  are  marked  by  tenderness  and  spirituality. 
Testimonies  are  prompt  and  to  the  point;  prayera  simple  and 
hearty,  and  the  singing  full  of  inspiration  and  power.  I3rother 
Haim.mond  has  ])roved  himself  a  valuable  assistant  in  all  depart- 
ments  of  church  labor,  and  our  noble  band  of  young  people  are 
ready  for  every  good  work.  The  libeiality  of  our  people  also 
keeps  pace  with  their  piety.  Exclusive  of  benevolent  collections, 
concerning  which  I  cannot  now  report,  the  church  has  raised  dur- 
ing the  past  year  the  sum  of  12,582.  Of  this  amount  |1,300  was 
for  repairs,  renovation,  carpets,  etc.  The  result  is  an  attractive 
church,  and  our  peojjie  are  so  warm-hearted  and  friendly  that 
strangers  feel  at  home,  and  come  again.  With  the  new  year  the 
church  takes  a  new  departure^  assuming  all  obligations,  with  the 
single  exception  of  house-rent  for  the  pastor,  which  will  be  paid 
by  the  Society.  The  Sabbath-school  is  also  strong,  both  numer- 
ically and  financially.  We  have  at  present  an  average  attend- 
ance in  the  afternoon  of  450,  and  hajre  raised  during  the  year 
about  11,100  for  running  expenses.  Brother  Louis  Klopsch,  our 
superintendent,  i&  enthusiastic  in  his  work,  ^nd  is  nobly  sustained 
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l»y  the  officers  and  teachers.  A  children's  class  was  formed  daring 
the  past  fall,  of  which  Brother  Klopsch  is  the  leader,  which  has 
been  largely  attended,  and  is  fall  of  promise.  The  Catechism  is 
also  constantly  nsed,  so  that  oar  children  grow  np  Methodists. 

In  regard  to  the  work  of  our  church  in  this  community,  I  know 
not  how  the  masses  can  be  reached  except  by  persistent  personal 
▼isitation,  a  work  requiring  a  ready  sympathy,  much  patience, 
and  earnest  prayer.  Thirty-two  have  been  added  to  the  church 
by  conversion  and  letter  during  the  year,  while  as  many  names 
are  no  longer  counted,  as  their  owners  cannot  be  found.  There 
are  special  embarrassments  to  the  work  in  this  community,  so  that 
rapid  growth  seems  impossible.  The  church  is  planted  in  the 
midst  of  a  vast  non-church-going  population,  among  whom  beer- 
drinking  and  Sabbath  desecration  are  universal.  We  are  also 
sarrounded  by  an  element  of  intolerance  so  marked  that  those 
converted  at  our  altars  are  not  permitted  in  some  cases  to  unite 
with  us. 

Brother  M^Mullen  adds  a  plea  for  occasional  visits  from  the 
officers  and  friends  of  the  Society,  and  that  they  may  not  be  for- 
gotten now  that  they  have  grown  strong. 

Fordham,  Rev.  T.  B.  Smith,  Pastor. — Brother  Smith,  who 
resides  in  Harlem,  writes :  "  I  forward  a  few  items  concerning  our 
little  church  at  Fordham,  in  this  city.  The  Sunday  congregation 
18  small,  and  the  Sabbath-school  is  not  large,  but  is  doing  a  good 
work.  The  finances  of  the  church  and  school  are  all  up  in  snug 
shape.  The  seats  have  recently  been  cushioned,  and  the  work  all 
paid  for." 

More  would  come  to  church  if  the  preacher  was  visiting  them 
oilen,  and  was  living  on  the  charge.  The  special  embarrassments 
are  the  influence  of  St.  John's  College  on  the  one  side,  and  Jerome 
Park  Race-course  on  the  other,  aud  rum  all  around  us.  But  I 
think  there  is  for  our  little  church  at  Fordham  a  bright  iuture  as 
the  population  increases.  If  a  young  man  who  is  alive  and  pious 
ie  sent  here  next  spring,  I  believe  the  congregation  and  school 
cau  be  doubled  in  six  months. 

Franklin  Street,  Rev.  Stephen  Mebritt,  Pastob. — The 

^me  has  come  to  make  an  annual  report  for  Franklin  Street  for 

3882.     Peace  and  prosperity  have  attended  as  during  the  year  ; 

.^very  department  of  the  work  has  been  blessed  with  success,  and 

"^e  greatly  rejoice.     Since  the  last  report  this  fine  property  has 

"1>een  purchased  and  fitted  up  in  a  suitable  manner,  making  it  a 
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Parlor  Church  Home,  and  as  sach  it  is  appreciated  by  the  people^ 
whose  children  crowd  it  from  Sunday  to  Sunday,  in  summer's 
beat  and  winter's  cold.  The  people  have  been  very  libei-al,  ^  giving 
all "  willingly,  and  the  "  Lord  loves  a  cheerful  giver."  Every  thing 
now  is  in  good  working  order.  The  machinery  is  in  place,  and  well 
oiled ;  all  we  need  is  more  of  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  that 
is  promised  and  will  surely  be  given.  We  need  it,  for  we  will 
soon  be  the  only  church,  except  St.  John's  Protestant  Episcopal, 
in  the  Fiflh  Ward,  which  has  a  population  of  16,134  souls;  and  it 
seems  that  this  territory  is  to  be  given  to  the  Methodist  Epiaoopnl 
Church  to  cultivate.  Franklin  Street  already  supports  a  mission 
in  the  adjoining  ward,  (the  Third,)  and,  with  the  exception  of 
Trinity  and  St.  Paul's  Churches,  is,  I  believe,  the  only  preaching- 
house  of  worship  in  that  ward.  The  Society  has  authorized  our 
church  to  establish  a  mission  in  the  upper  part  of  the  Fiflh  Ward, 
made  necessary  by  the  I'emoval  of  Laight  Street  Baptist  Church 
into  the  Eighth  Ward.  The  outlook  is  glorious.  The  fields  are 
white  and  the  laborers  are  plenty,  and  the  Loi*d  of  the  harvest  ia 
with  us.  The  battle-shout  of  Franklin  Street  is,  "  The  Fifth  Ward 
for  Jesus,"  and  we  are  going  forth  to  victory.  Already  we  have 
the  hearts  of  the  children ;  about  600  of  them  are  now  in  our 
Sunday-schools,  and  the  parents  are  fulfilling  the  prophecy,  **  A 
little  child  shall  lead  them.'^ 

We  have  held  during  the  entire  past  year  a  noon-day  pray€^ 
meeting,  under  the  direction  of  Brother  A,  B.  Woolsey,  a  local 
preacher,  which  has  been  a  blessing  to  the  church  and  the  neigh- 
borhood. He  also  takes  charge  of  Greenwich  Street.  No  idea 
can  be  given  on  paper  of  Franklin  Street  and  its  work.  Such 
unity  and  afiection,  such  earnestness  and  zeal,  I  have  never  known. 
They  are  all  at  it,  and  always  at  it,  and,  by  the  blessing  of  God, 
this  is  the  secret  of  their  success.  There  has  been  a  net  increase 
of  75  in  our  membership  and  110  in  our  Sunday-school,  while  a 
number  have  gone  out  from  us  to  do  active  service  in  other  fields 
of  labor.  I  might  write  page  after  page  of  thrilling  incidents  that 
would  bring  tears  of  joy  from  eyes  unaccustomed  to  weep,  for 
ours  is  a  church  of  brands  plucked  from  the  burning.  We  are,  I 
believe,  just  ready  to  commence  operations  to  move  forward  on 
the  enemy's  works,  and  are  expecting  a  glorious  victory  this  year 
in  the  name  of  the  Master. 

Greenwich  Street  Branch,  Rsv.  A.  B.  Woolsby,  Pastob. 
-«-Oar  work  in  Greenwich  Street  since  we  reorganized  and  I  took 
the  supervision  of  it  has  been,  especially  t6  those  engaged  in  it, 
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▼ery  satisfitctory  ond  profitable.  We  have  an  attendanoe  of  about 
fifty  at  oor  Sunday-school,  and  about  the  same  at  preaching-serv- 
ice and  prayer-meeting,  at  4  P.M.,  carried  on  by  our  young  peo- 
ple. Our  main  effort  is  to  build  up  Franklin  Street,  and  we  se- 
cure those  for  our  branch  which  cannot  be  obtained  for  Franklin 
Street ;  consequently  the  work,  as  far  as  numbers  are  concerned, 
is  not  very  progressive.  We  think  this  is  the  wisest  course  to 
pursue.  We  have  had  several  conversions  during  the  past  year, 
andifthe  Lord  continues  to  bless  us  in  the  work.  Our  room  and 
location  are  not  well  calculated  for  our  work,  but  it  is  almost  im- 
possible in  that  locality  to  secure  such  accommodations  as  we 
would  be  pleased  with  without  paying  a  very  high  rent,  and  we 
do  not  think  the  extent  of  the  work  would  warrant  it,  with  Frank* 
lin  Street  so  near. 

Grace  Church,  (West  104th  Street,)  Rev.  Thomas  Lodgk 
Pabtob. — ^At  the  last  Conference  34  members  and  five  proba- 
tioners were  reported.  There  are  now  65  members  and  six  pro- 
bationers. The  pastor  has  conversed  personally  with  all  of  them. 
The  congregations  are  good,  the  prayer-meetings  well  sustained, 
and  the  benevolent  collections  will  make  a  good  showing  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  We  have  had  a  good  religious  feeling  in  the 
church  during  the  whole  year,  and  the  growth  has  been  steady 
and  cheering,  both  by  letter  and  conversion. 

The  Sunday-school  has  increased  in  numbers,  and  we  think 
that  the  reports  for  the  last  two  months  show  as  large  an  average 
attendance  as  at  any  time  in  the  history  of  Grace  Church.  Most 
of  the  young  people  in  the  school  profess  religion.  The  school  is 
out  of  debt,  and  the  class-books,  journals,  and  papers  for  the 
coming  year  are  purchased  and  paid  for.  The  school,  however, 
ought  to  be  larger  and  more  powerful  for  good,  and  by  the  bless- 
ing of  God  we  mean  to  make  it  so.  We  are  trying  to  "  reach  the 
people"  by  preaching  the  word,  by  pastoral  visitation,  and  by 
personal  effort.  It  is  not  probable  that  there  will  be  much  in- 
crease of  attendance  upon  our  services  until  there  is  an  increase 
of  the  population ;  and  as  this  increase  seems  to  be  immediate,  we 
are  hopeful  and  ready  to  work.  There  are  no  permanent  embar- 
rassments in  the  way  of  establishing  a  strong  effective  Methodist 
church  in  this  community,  and  the  time  has  now  come  for  the 
Society  and  the  Methodism  of  New  York  to  aim  at  this  very 
thing.  The  property  is  ample  and  finely  located,  and  a  parson- 
age  should  be  built  upon  it  at  once.  The  pastor  is  at  a  disadvan- 
tage before  the  people  by  the  want  of  it.    There  will  probably 
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be  a  hundred  new  families  in  the  commnnity  next  Bammer,  and 
we  believe  the  people  will  be  coming  even  more  nameronslj 
within  a  shoit  time. 

Morrisania,  Rbv.  R.  H.  Kellby,  PAsroa — With  a  sense  of 
devout  gratitude  to  the  great  Head  of  the  Church,  we  are  happj 
to  report  some  little  progress  on  this  charge  during  the  past  year. 
Although  we  are  still  small  and  weak^  numerically  and  financiallyi 
yet  we  are  more  thoroughly  organized  for  work  and  victory,  have 
a  better  standing  in  the  community,  and  are  in  a  more  prosperous 
and  hopeful  condition  than  we  have  been  for  some  years.  There 
has  been  a  decided  improvement  in  the  average  attendance  upon 
the  public  and  social  means  of  grace.  The  report  for  December, 
1881,  shows  an  average  attendance  at  Sabbath  morning  worship 
of  66;  that  for  the  name  month  in  1882  was  92 ;  or,  counting  out 
one  stormy  Sabbath,  100.  The  attendance  at  the  weekly  prayer- 
meeting,  December,  1881,  was  17.  In  December,  1882,  it  was 
40.  Up  to  one  year  ago  but  one  weekly  class-meeting  was  held, 
with  an  average  attendance  of  eight  members ;  now  three  classes 
are  organized,  with  an  average  attendance  of  about  25.  The  total 
membership  reported  a  year  ago  was  96,  since  which  time  there 
have  been  31  accessions  through  conversion  and  by  letter,  and 
seven  removals  by  death  and  otherwise,  leaving  the  total  mem- 
bership to-day  119.  For  the  first  time  in  many  years  the  Society 
can  report  that  they  owe  nothing  but  their  bonded  debt,  and  are 
able,  by  strenuous  effort,  to  meet  all  their  current  expenses  with, 
out  resorting  to  the  doubtful  expediency  of  a  church  fair,  which 
speaks  nobly  for  their  liberality.  Our  Sunday  school,  with  its  28 
officera  and  teachers — Christian  men  and  women,  without  an  ex- 
ception— and  318  scholars  of  all  ages,  is  in  a  flourishing  condition. 
And  here,  we  think,  is  the  grand  opportunity  of  the  church  to  do 
her  best  work.  The  unusual  disproportion  in  numbei*s  between 
the  membership  of  the  Sunday-school  and  the  church,  indicates 
that  the  children  and  youth  of  the  former  are  gathered  largely 
from  non-Christian  homes — which  is  the  fact — and  the  Sunday- 
school  thus  becomes  a  connecting  link  through  which  these  homes 
may  be  reached  by  the  church  with  the  saving  influences  of  the 
Gospel.  We  believe  that  the  Centenary  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  feeble  though  it  be,  is  to-day  the  most  popular,  in  the 
true  sense  of  that  term,  the  most  earnest  in  evangelical  efforts, 
and  the  most  successful  in  reaching  the  masses,  of  the  churches 
of  Morrisania. 
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One  Hundred  and  Ninth  Street,  Rev.  G.  H.  Gkegobt, 

Pastob. — ^The  pa8t  year  has  been  one  of  real  succesB  in  the  his- 
tory of  this  Yonng  and  thriving  church.  Its  location  was  most 
wise,  and  the  growth  is  as  rapid  in  that  locality  as  in  any  part 
of  the  city.  The  pastor  writes:  "The  location  of  the  church  in 
100th  Street,  relative  to  the  present  homes  of  the  people,  is  not 
the  most  favorable  for  securing  cither  a  large  or  regular  congre- 
gation. Still  there  is  a  steady  present  increase,  botli  in  the  mem- 
bership of  the  church  and  the  Sabbath-school,  while  the  future 
success  of  the  enterprise  is  undoubtedly  assured.  Not  less  than 
a  hundred  and  sixty  new  houses  in  our  immediate  neighborhood, 
we«t  of  Third  Avenue  and  between  106th  and  110th  Streets,  will 
bo  ready  for  occupants  by  the  Ist  of  May.  East  of  Third  Avenue, 
adjoining  the  same  district,  building  is  also  being  actively  carried 
on.  Of  the  hundreds  who  come  to  reside  in  this  section  of  the  city, 
many  will  naturally  prefer  the  Methodist  Church  ;  to  others,  it 
will  be  as  desirable  as  any.  To  both  of  these  classes  *The  Church 
of  the  Saviour'  must,  for  years,  at  least,  afford  the  most  convenient 
opportunity  for  public  worship  according  to  Methodist  usage." 

Perry  Street,  Rev.  J.  M.  Bubgab,  Pastor,  writes:  *'In  reply 
to  your  communication  I  would  say:  We  report  *  Perry  Street*  in 
a  prosperous  condition.  Sunday-school  increasing  in  numbers  and 
interest.  Eight  church  classes  well  attended.  Prayer-meetings 
and  love-feasts  seasons  of  intense  spiritual  power.  Good  attend- 
ance and  serious  attention  at  the  public  services.  Between  30 
and  40  recently  converted,  and  the  church  members  greatly 
quickened.  Finances  very  encouraging,  largely  in  advance  of 
last  year  at  this  time.  Where,  as  during  the  two  previous  years, 
only  two  contributors  paid  as  much  as  $50  toward  the  current 
expenses,  now  there  are  eight  who  pay  that  amount.  We  have 
peace  and  harmony  among  ourselves,  are  building  up  the  work  of 
the  church  on  a  solid  foundation,  and  our  people  are  full  of  hope 
for  the  future.  We  intend  to  meet  the  full  amount  of  the  benev- 
olent collections,  and  give  a  collection  to  the  New  York  City 
Church  Extension  and  Missionary  Society." 

Seventy-first  Street  Church,  Rev.  J.  N.  Ramsey,  Pastor. 
—The  year  has  been  one  of  rejoicing.  The  Society  has  realized 
the  hope  of  years  in  the  possession  of  a  tasteful  and  comtbitable 
place  of  worship.  The  dedicatory  services,  which  were  held  on 
the  first  Sabbath  in  June,  will  probably  be  referred  to  in  the  re- 
port of  our  Superintendent,  but  we  must  be  permitted  to  say  that 
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the  gracious  thoughts  and  generous  offerings  of  that  day  will 
never  cease  to  be  a  matter  of  mention  by  our  people.  The  year 
througliout  has  been  one  of  advancement.  The  congregations 
have  Increased  beyond  the  seating  capacity  of  the  old  chapel, 
and  new  faces  are  constantly  seen  among  us.  During  the  year 
fourteen  souls  have  professed  conversion,  and  fifteen  persons  have 
united  with  us  by  letter.  There  are  a  number  of  other  certificates 
to  be  read  at  our  next  sacramental  service.  We  have  just  com- 
menced a  senes  of  meetings,  and  souls  are  seeking  their  Saviour, 
and  we  are  in  "  the  times  of  refreshing  from  the  presence  of  the 
Lord." 

The  Sunday-school  is  one  of  our  most  encouraging  features. 
Since  coming  into  our  well-appointed  rooms  the  school  has  more 
than  doubled  in  its  attendance.  Our  last  register  reports  196. 
Our  need  in  this  department  at  present  is  an  enlarged  library. 

The  many  new  and  handsome  buildings  that  have  grown  up  in 
this  section  of  the  city  are  now  ready  for  occu|)ancy,  and  the 
spring  months  will  doubtless  bring  many  new-comers  into  our 
vicinity,  and  the  wisdom  of  the  liberal  outlay  on  the  part  of  .the 
New  York  City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary  Society,  in 
providing  the  beautiful  and  commodious  chapel  on  Seventy-first 
Street,  will  be  demonstrated  more  and  more. 

The  people  in  a  very  satisfactory  way  have  met  their  current 
expenses,  and  are  carrying  no  financial  burdens ;  and  with  a 
grateful  appreciation  of  the  benefits  conferred  on  them  they  are 
moving  forward,  and  the  outlook  is  assuring,  for  the  people  have 
a  mind  to  work. 

St.  Mark's,  Rev.  William  P.  Ryder,  Pastor. — This  has 
been  a  year  of  toil  and  reward ;  for,  while  we  mourn  the  loss  of 
seven  dear  ones  who  met  with  us  at  the  communion,  we  rejoice 
in  the  conversion  and  ingathering  of  many  precious  souls. 

"  God  buries  his  workmen,  but  carries  on  his  work."  Notwith- 
standing the  embarrassments  of  the  times,  the  liberality  of  the 
Christian  public  to  the  chuixjh  has  been  such  in  the  course  of  the 
year  as  highly  redounds  to  the  praise  of  Divine  grace.  Our  co- 
laborers  in  the  different  departments  of  the  Chnrch  have  exerted 
themselves  with  very  exemplary  and  animating  zeal  to  advance 
the  cause  of  Christ,  for  which  they  are  entitled  to  the  most  affec- 
tionate and  grateiul  recognition. 

The  Sunday-school  numbers  179 ;  average  attendance,  100 ;  con- 
versions 3  ;  additions,  138.  Expenses,  |325  88.  The  teachers  and 
oflioers  are  capable,  and  thoroughly  devoted  to  this  good  work.

The  prayer,  class,  and  social  meetings  are  well  attended  ;  cur- 
rent expenses  met.    The  prospect  is  assuring. 

St  Stephen's,  Rkv.  S.  Lowther,  Pastor. — The  past  year 
is  regarded  by  the  members  of  this  church  and  congregation  as 
a  good  one.  Much  earnest  work  has  been  done ;  the  good  seed 
has  been  unsparingly  sown  ;  the  harvest  is  confidently  expected. 
The  spiritual  condition  of  the  church  is  good.  The  attendance 
on  Sabbath  morning  preaching  and  the  weekly  prayer- meeting 
has  been  larger  than  any  previous  year.  Our  social  meetings 
have  been  full  of  interest  and  of  spiritual  devotion.  The  financial 
condition  of  the  church  is  good.  So  far  we  have  been  able  to 
meet  all  demands  without  embarrassment.  We  expect  to  raise 
our  assessment  for  the  benevolences  of  the  Church.  Ten  persons 
have  been  received  into  full  membership  in  the  church — seven 
from  probation  and  three  by  letter.  Our  Sunday-school  is  in 
good  working  condition,  and  has  made  substantial  advancement 
during  the  year  that  is  past.  We  have  tried  to  conscientiously 
look  atler  all  the  interests  of  the  church,  and,  while  the  result  has 
not  been  what  our  heart  desired,  yet  we  are  glad  to  be  able  to 
say  some  progress  has  been  made.  The  liberal  spirit  manifested 
by  the  Society  toward  this  church  compels  me  to  refrain  from 
offering  any  suggestion  concerning  the  future.  The  Society  has 
been  the  life  of  the  church. 

Thirty-fifth  Street,  Rev.  Albert  Stephens,  Pastor. — 
Throui^h  the  past  year  in  Thirty-fifih  Street  the  work  of  the  Lord 
has  gone  on  steadily  and  successfully.  Our  congregations  have 
been  good ;  our  prayer-meetings  well  attended ;  and  the  Sunday- 
school  has  been  full. 

Financially,  every  work  to  which  we  have  put  our  hands  has 
been  a  marked  success.  Last  year,  at  our  anniversary,  we  were 
bold  enough  to  ask  for  $700,  and  received  $750.  This  year  we 
asked  for  $800,  and  at  the  close  of  the  day  we  had  $860.  We 
have  not  only  supported  ourselves,  but  have  given  a  collection  of 
^0  to  the  New  York  City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary 
Society.  In  various  ways  the  neat  sum  of  $1,834  81  has  been 
raised  and  paid,  and  we  are  free  from  debt. 

But  the  best  of  all  is  that  a  goodly  number  have  been  added 
to  the  church,  both  from  probation  and  by  letter.  In  this  church 
we  have  what  is  known  as  revival  work  all  the  year  round.  It 
baa  been  a  custom  here  for  years  to  hold  a  fervent  prayer-meeting 
at  dose  of  the  summer  on  every  Sunday  evening.     The  old  year 
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closed  witb  three  earnest  adults  at  the  altar  seeking  admission  to 
the  church  on  probation,  and  the  new  year  opened  with  seveu  ad- 
mipsions  from  probation  and  by  letter. 

I  desire  to  make  special  mention  of  the  aid  that  I  have  received 
in  my  work  from  Brother  S.  C.  Haight. 

On  the  altar  of  this  brief  report  I  would  offer  for  mercies  past 
and  present,  profound  gratitude  to  "  God,  from  whom  all  blessings 
flow." 

Washington  Heights,  Rev.  Gideon  Dbaper,  Pastor. — ^In 
the  Washington  Heights  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  there  has 
been  some  advance  during  the  year  1882.  Increase  of  full  mem- 
bers, 17;  increase  of  Sunday-school  scholars,  17.  The  religious 
interest  among  the  young  is  very  deep.  The  young  people's 
meeting  is  largely  attended.  Some  have  professed  faith  in  Christ, 
and  others  are  seeking  afler  salvation. 

The  outward  difficulties  in  the  way  of  the  growth  of  the  church 
have  increased,  rather  than  diminished,  the  past  year.  Removala 
from  the  neighborhood,  from  the  congregation  and  church,  have 
exceeded  the  numbers  of  new-comers.  The  church  has  thus  lost 
strength  financially.  There  is  at  present  a  prospect  of  better 
things  in  the  near  future.  There  are  preparations  for  extensive 
building,  and  the  population  will  probably  largely  increase.  In 
the  face  of  embarrassments,  within  and  without,  the  holy  fire  has 
been  kept  burning  on  the  altar.  Some  have  been  sweetly  saved; 
others,  especially  young  converts,  have  been  notably  built  up  in 
their  faith. 

Tlie  greatest  need  of  all  is  a  baptism  of  power  upon  the  older 
and  more  influential  members  of  the  church,  without  which  the 
unsaved  cannot  be  drawn,  even  with  house-to-house  visitation 
and  repeated  invitation,  to  the  means  of  grace. 

Thirty-seventh  Street  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
Rev.  G.  H.  Goodskll,  Pastoe. — This  church  has  been  very  pros- 
perous during  the  year.  Since  Conference  the  congregations 
have  more  than  doubled.  The  social  meetings  have  increaMed  in 
numbers  and  interest,  and  precious  souls  have  been  saved.  At 
the  monthly  communion  services  persons  have  been  received  on 
probation  and  by  letter,  and  there  has  been  a  steady  and  healthy 
growth  all  the  time.  The  accessions  have  largely  exceeded  the  re- 
movals. There  has  been  a  healthy  development  of  the  talents  and 
graces  and  resources  of  the  membership.  The  congregation  will 
compare  favorably  with  -any  of  the  regular  churches  in  numbers 
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out  talent,  tliey  attract  syniiiathj-,  anil  both  numbcra  and  workers 
abuund.  There  are  so  many  among  tlio  poor  that  need  an  atmos- 
phere of  hope,  sympathy,  courage,  and  love,  that  they  will  go 
where  they  find  it.  And  one  soul  having  found  it  will  bring 
another  who  needs  it,  for  tlie  humblest  have  their  friends. 
THE  OUTSIDE  CONGREGATIONS. 

Many  of  these  fields  of  labor  are  so  situated  that  the  largest 
amount  of  hard,  thorough  work  makes  but  little  show.  It  is 
work  among  the  poor  and  sick  and  unfortunate,  who  need  every 
thing  from  the  chureh,  and  who  can  give  nothing  in  return  but 
their  prayers  and  good-will,  Tlio  very  poor  are  constantly 
chanifiiig  their  residences,  and  this  class  comes  and  soon  departs. 
There  a-e  many  who  need  pastoral  work  who  are  unahle  to  come 
to  the  church  because  of  their  work  and  their  lack  of  suitable 
clothing.  There  are  multitudes  of  sick  people  who  need  visiting. 
They  do  not  appear  to  swell  the  number  of  members  or  of  the 
congregation,  but  they  do  greatly  increase  the  burden  of  the 
pastor's  work.  This  is  gr.md  Christian  work,  done  in  secret, 
having  only  a  nominal  record  in  our  reports,  but  known  of  God. 
In  some  eases  this  outside  congregation  is  as  largo  as  that  on  the 
rolls  of  the  church.  On  the  ground  the  character  and  worth  of 
these  hard-working  ]>a.stoi-s  are  ap]>reeiated,  and  the  demands 
made  on  their  time  for  \isiting  the  sick  aiid  uiifcirtuiiale  are  the 
truest  nieniiue  of  their  t'jiitlifulness  and  fitness  for  the  work. 
THE  HEN  WHO  DO  THE  WORK. 

In  looking  over  the  records  ai;d  reports  the  secretary  is  im- 
pressed with  the  greatness  i>f  the  w.irk  done  through  the  agency 
of  this  Snciety,  and  with  the  high  character  and  ability  of  the 
men  in  charge  of  our  churches.  'I'he  exjienence  of  those  in 
charge  of  the  Society  shows  them  that  only  the  best  men  can 
succeed  in  ihis  work,  and  that  nianj-  of  these  cliurches  require 
the  very  highest  cleinciits  of  puljiit  talent,  of  jiastoral  faithful- 
ness, .if  adininistralive  ability.i.f  evangelistic  power,  added  to  the 
greatest  amount  of  physicnl  energy  and  endurance.  No  man 
who  is  not  able  and  willing  (o  work  bard,  who  has  not  a  passion 
for  saving  >ouIs,  who  is  unwilling  to  give  his  time  and  energy  to 
the  work  «f  ]iastoral  visilint;,  oughl  to  seek  these  jihw^es  as  fields 
of  n.inisterial  labor.  They  ""are  very  hard  and  thankless  i>laces 
for  the  mail  who  does  not  love  such  work,  while  for  those  who 
do  really  h.vc  it  then-  are  no  li<'lds  of  toll  in  the  Conference 
where  a  man  can  be  more  happy  ami  nn)re  useful  than  in  these. 
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withdrawn  without  letter ;  747  pastoral  visits ;  54  tempertnoe 
pledges  signed;  2,064  tracts  distributed,  and  a  spirit  of  prayer 
continually  ascending  that  God  may  bless  and  save  precious  aonli 
in  this  crowded  portion  of  the  city. 

Since  the  month  of  October  we  have  been  profited  by  the  assist- 
ance of  Miss  Jennie  M.  Mabie  as  visitor  for  our  church  and 
Sunday-school. 

Having  frequently  heard  that  Methodism  had  too  many  churches 
in  the  lower  part  of  the  city,  I  will  here  take  occasion  to  express 
It  as  my  firm  belief  that,  instead  of  having  less,  there  ought  to 
be  more ;  and  that  the  world  affords  no  more  worthy  nor  needy 
field  for  Christian  labor  and  benevolence  than  where  **  Wesley 
Chapel  **  is  situated.  Tliere  is  room  for  all,  and  work  for  all,  and 
more. 

Including  the  three  German  there  are  ten  services  held  in  our 
church  each  Sabbath,  and  one  or  more  every  evening,  including 
Saturday,  when  the  young  men  meet  to  encourage  each  other  in 
Christian  work.  One  of  the  best  meetings  is  the  Laymeu*s,  held 
each  Sunday  at  3.80  P.M., at  which,  often,  350  persons  from  van- 
ous  Methodist  and  other  Churches  in  New  York,  Brooklyn,  and 
Jersey  City  are  present.  These  gatherings  are  usually  seasons  of 
great  spiritual  profit  and  power,  and  are  in  charge  of  Brother 
Carpenter,  of  Jersey  City,  Brothers  Young  and  Thomasson,  of 
Brooklyn,  and  Brother  Luther,  of  New  York.  The  year  has 
closed  with  everyd  epartment  of  the  church  and  Sabbath-school 
in  good  working  order. 

Wesley  Chapel  Branch  consists  of  a  few  members,  whose 
names  are  on  our  Church  Record,  and  have  worshiped  together 
for  a  few  years  in  a  hall  in  Ridge  Street.  It  has  preaching  once 
or  twice  each  Sabbath  by  its  own  local  preachers,  and  conducts  a 
Sunday-school.  Once  each  month  I  visit  and  administer  the  com- 
munion of  the  Lord's  Supper  among  them ;  and  since  September 
have  furnished  a  separate  report  of  their  progress.  They  are 
doing  well. 

In  closing,  I  desire  to  record  the  kindness  of  Brother  G.  L. 
Fisher  for  having  the  alcove  of  our  church  neatly  and  tastefully 
frescoed ;  and  also  to  append  our  acknowledgment  to  the  friends 
who  so  generously  subscribed  to  our  Jubilee  Fund  of  October  1, 
by  which  we  have  been  assisted  in  defraying  our  current  expenses 
thus  far. 
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Woodlawn,  Ket.  J.  Ogden  Kern,  Pastor.  —  Woodlawn, 
with  its  little  cluster  of  about  40  Protcstaut  families,  is  doing 
welL  The  people  labor  hard  to  sustain  their  finaucial  burdens, 
and  the  spiritual  condition  of  the  church  is  manifestly  improving. 
Both  the  social  and  religious  tone  is  better  than  ever  before 
in  the  history  of  the  place.  The  congregations  are  good ;  the 
Sunday-school  is  active  and  useful;  new  families  have  attached 
themselves;  tlie  prayer-meetings  are  spiritual  and  helpful.  A 
few  have  professed  religion,  and  others  are  seeking.  We  hope, 
by  Gk>d's  blessing,  to  gather  and  report  larger  results  by  the  end 
of  the  Conference  year. 

Tlie  near  future  must  witness  a  very  large  growth  in  this  part 
of  the  city;  then  the  small  struggling  societies  will  develop  into 
strong  churches,  centers  of  moral  light  and  power.

The  annual  public  meeting  of  the  New  York  City  Church  Ex- 
tension and  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
was  held  in  the  St.  James  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  Harlem, 
Sunday  evening,  January  28,  1883. 

Rev.  A.  D.  Vail,  D.D.,  pastor  of  the  church,  stated  that  har-* 
ing  just  received  word  from  Mr.  J.  B.  Cornell,  the  President  oF* 
the  Society,  regretting  his  inability  to  be  present,  he  would  re- 
quest the  Superintendent,   Rev.  A.  K.  Sanford,  D.D.,  to  take 
the  chair. 

After  singing  by  the  congregation,  and  prayer  by  the  Superin- 
tendent, the  Corresponding  Secretary  presented  an  interesting 
abstract  from  his  Annual  Report,  accompanied  with  a  short  ad- 
dress commendatory  of  the  Society,  and  the  work  accomplished 
by  it  during  the  past  year. 

After  singing,  the  Chairman  introduced  Rev.  James  M.  King, 
pastor  of  the  Eighteenth  Street  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
who  delivered  the  following  address : 

When  St  Paul,  in  the  city  of  Jerusalem,  was  attackod  by  a  mob,  and  the  Roman 
officers  were  purposing  to  commit  him  to  prison  as  a  disturber  of  the  public 
peace,  thoy  cliarged  him  with  being  the  foreigner  wlio  had  once  headed  a  party 
of  rioters,  and  had  given  tlio  Government  much  annoyance.  He  resented  the 
charge,  and  defined  his  position,  saying,  among  other  things,  '*  I  am  a  citizen  of 
no  mean  city."  Tarsus,  the  metropolis  of  Cilicia,  in  Asia  Minor,  the  city  that 
Paul  was  juslifiably  proud  to  call  his  birthplace,  under  the  Emperor  Augustus, 
ranked  with  Athens  and  Alexandria  in  philosophy  and  literature,  and  in  the 
celebrity  of  its  echolarsliip,  and  in  its  political  and  commercial  pre-eminence. 

If  Paul  was  justified  in  tliinking  and  speaking  as  he  did  of  Tarsus,  have  not 
we,  individually,  a  right  to  think  and  speak  thus  of  New  York,  and  say,  with  both 
gratitude  and  pride,  **  I  am  a  citizen  of  no  mean  city  7  " 

A  great  deal  is,  perhaps  justly,  said  about  the  poverty  and  crime,  the  ignorance 
and  corruption,  tlie  luxury,  extravagance,  and  dissipation,  which  are  characteristio 
of  difibreut  classes  in  tliis  city.  But  while  many  excellent  people  in  the  country 
districts  of  our  land  look  upon  New  York  as  a  veritable  Sodom,  where  crime  and 
corruption  always  hold  carnival,  and  life  and  property  are  always  in  danger,  tliey 
nevertheless  seem  to  think  that  the  fountains  of  beneficence  hero  never  run  diy, 
08  is  proven  by  the  fact  that  the  poor  country  church,  or  charity,  or  school,  from 
near  and  tar,  arms  itself  with  credentials  authenticating  its  respectability  aud  itK> 
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nc  feel  greatly  indebted  to  many  friends,  both  in  and  out

Cornell  Memorial  (76th  Street,  near  3d  Avenue),  Rev.  H. 
E.  BuRNEs,  Pastor :  ^^  The  nearest  Methodist  Episcopal  church 
south  of  us  is  the  6l8t  Street  Church,  the  nearest  to  us  north  is 
the  118th  Street,  the  nearest  west  being  the  Park  Avenue 
Church,  corner  of  86th  Street,  belonging  to  the  New  York  Con- 
ference. In  this  field,  two  and  three  quarter  miles  from  noith  to 
south,  and  from  west  to  east  from  Lexington  Avenue  to  East 
River,  is  situated  the.  Cornell  Memorial  Church.  Our  observation 
of  this  field  is  that  it  is  given  over  neither  to  Romanism  nor  infi- 
delity, but  will,  with  hard  work  of  the  right  kind,  yield  immense 
spiritual  harvests. 

"  The  present  roll  of  our  Sunday-school  is  1,650,  an  increase  of 
100  during  the  year.  The  average  attendance  both  of  scholars 
and  of  teachers  for  the  past  month  was,  morning,  1,032 ;  after- 
noon, 1,337. 

"  During  the  year  since  the  last  report  34  have  been  dismissed 
by  letter.  Received  into  the  church  by  letter,  39.  In  the  same 
time  52  have  been  received  on  probation,  12  have  been  received  into 
membership,  and  37  remain  on  probation.  One  year  ago  the 
total  number  of  members  and  probationers  was  434.  The  present 
total  is  482.  Increase,  48.  Extra  religious  services  began  with 
the  Week  of  Prayer,  and  continued  for  six  weeks  with  good  results. 
The  church  was  quickened  and  souls  were  saved.  Prosperity 
appears  in  every  department  of  the  church."

tihe  whole  eartii,  is  the  city  of  the  great  King ;  God  is  known  in  her  {lalaoee  for  • 
refugo." 

This  is  our  city.  This  is  the  city  whose  religious  interests  we  are  called  upon  to 
concern  ourselves  about,  not  only  in  connection  with  our  immedia^  individual  Church 
life,  but  we  are  called  upon  to  broaden  our  vision  and  re-enforce  our  energies  until, 
in  their  scope  and  efficiency,  they  shall  be  commensurate  to  the  actual  demand. 

The  problem  of  city  evangelization,  although  a  difficult  one  to  solve,  has,  it 
seems  to  me,  no  essential  factors  making  it  diffbrcnt  from  the  general  problem, 
how  fallen  men  are  to  be  saved  through  human  instrumentality.  Every  depart- 
ment of  work  has  its  peculiar  obstacles.  But  with  the  increasing  obstacles  Gtod 
supplies  an  adequate  increase  of  aids,  so  that  the  relative  difficulties  in  the  prob* 
1  em  never  actually  increase.  The  Grodward  side  of  this  problem  was  solved  when 
"  Jesus  ascended  up  on  high  and  led  captivity  captive,"  and  he  *'  gave  gifts  unto 
men  "  to  help  them  solve  the  manward  side  of  the  problem. 

The  creeds  of  Christianity  are  on  trial  in  this  city,  not  in  the  egotistic  discus- 
sions of  precocious  preachers,  who  seek  to  All  sparsely  populated  pews  by  preach- 
ing every  thing  except  the  Gospel — these  are  flies  on  the  horns  of  tho  oz — but  in 
proving  whether  they  embody  the  power  to  transform  and  regenerate  men. 
Christian  men,  who  are  engaged  in  individuol  and  organized  work  for  the  salva- 
tion of  souls,  are  not  debating  about  revising  the  Bible  to  accommodate  it  to  tho 
tender  susceptibilities  of  cultured  sinners.  The  divine  origin  of  the  Bible  is 
proved  by  the  fact  that  belief  in  and  conformity  to  its  teachings  purges  the  con- 
science and  saves  the  soul. 

Great  cities  have  always  been  the  most  difficult  to  conquer  for  Christ  Bat 
when  tliey  yield,  the  nation  is  substantially  subdued.  History  substantiates  this. 
The  founders  of  Christianity  assaulted  the  cities.  The  apostle  to  the  Gentiles 
aimed  his  epistles  at  the  cities.  Why?  Because  they  are  the  centers  of  trader, 
of  power,  of  intelligence,  and  of  opportunity;  and  opportunity  to  the  Christfan 
evangelist,  as  to  the  statesman,  is  "  as  the  just  degree  of  heat  to  the  chemisti  it 
perfects  all  the  work.*' 

This  city  presents  some  peculiar  obstacles.  It  is  the  metropolis  of  a  new 
country.  It  is  the  asylum  for  the  discontented  and  the  oppressed  of  all  climes. 
It  is  a  foreign  city.  It  protects  all  forms  of  belief  and  unbelief  in  their  free  ex- 
pression. 

Being  the  gateway  of  the  continent,  its  populations  are  transient.  We  pal  a 
stamp  on  them  and  they  move  on.  We  do  the  same  work  over  and  over  again, 
like  putting  salt  into  a  flowing  stream  ;  but  if  it  be  the  salt  of  grace,  it  shall  not 
lose  its  savor.  And  although  great  patience  is  required  in  this  work,  because  the 
results  are  not  always  evident,  it  is  all  the  more  Christian  because  it  demands 
fiuth  without  sight. 

Methodism  once  reached  tho  bulk  of  the  laboring  classes;  they  were  mechattite, 
and  Protestant  in  their  origiu.  This  was  and  is  her  glory  that  she  reached  and 
reaches  tho  "  common  people,"  who  heard  Jesus  gladly  as  he  walked  tho  earth  as 
a  preacher.  In  this  city  and  land  the  honest,  laborious,  poor  man  of  to-day  is  the 
man  of  means  and  power  to-morrow.  We  can  alone  hope  to  hold  the  rich  for 
Christ  by  taking  them  in  their  poverty  or  childhood,  or  in  their  poverty  and  cfaUtf-' 
hood,  and  nursing  them  into  Christian  competence  and  wealtli.  Ah  I  and  thbn, 
too  often,  they  seek  to  ignore  their  origin,  although,  in  doing  so,  they  deny  die 
name  of  Him  who,  though  the  rightful  proprietor  of  all  tbiuga,  "became  poor  that 
we  through  his  poverty  might  be  rich." 
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The  greater  and  more  laborious  port  of  the  work  of  this  Society,  whoso  anniver- 
calls  us  together  this  hour,  finds  its  field  iu  the  lower  and  oldor  portion  of  the 
dtj,  where  once  stood  flourishing  churches,  in  which  were  converted  the  youtli 
who  to-day  constitate  Uie  mature  strength  of  Methodism  in  all  our  churches.  We 
most  hold  on  to  tliese  districts,  where,  despite  the  encroacliments  of  the  demands 
of  business,  the  population  grows  more  and  more  dense,  because  our  hope  for  ac- 
cessions to  Christianity,  and  to  our  brancli  of  the  faith,  comes  irom  among  them, 
despite  the  fact  that  Romanism  controls  immense  numbers  that  it  has  imported. 
Even  in  sections  where  there  is  little  to  encourage  efforts  for  evangelization  among 
the  adults,  childhood  must  be  cared  for,  both  from  Chiistiun  motives  ou  account 
of  its  intrinsic  value,  based  upon  its  immortality,  and  from  patriotic  motives  for 
the  safety  of  the  city  by  forming  the  character  of  its  citizenship.  Who  are  you  in 
this  presence?  What  is  your  religious  history?  It  would  be  interesting  and  in- 
structive to  trace  the  honorable  career  of  many  of  you  from  humble  circumstances 
to  your  present  condition  of  comfort,  culture,  competence,  or  wealth.  Almost  all 
of  you  who  amount  to  any  thing,  in  service  to  God  or  humanity,  have  risen  to 
your  present  position,  by  God's  blessing  upon  your  honest  exertion,  from  the  panks 
of  the  common  people.  You  started  near  the  Battery,  and  as  your  circumstances 
bettered  you  went  up  higher — some  of  you  stopped  in  the  middle  of  tlie  island, 
on  the  pinnacle  where  the  moneyed  princes  have  their  palaces ;  but  the  atmos- 
phere was  too  rare  up  there  for  others  of  you,  so  3'ou  descended  the  northern  slopes 
of  Ml  St.  Vincent  until  you  struck  a  plateau,  yet  elevated,  and  found  a  Paradise 
where  men  who  wore  neither  relatively  rich  nor  poor  could,  with  a  comfortable 
competence,  call  themselves  indepondout  tiependcnts  upon  God's  bounty.  I  thank 
God  with  you  and  for  you.  I  rejoice  in  your  exaltation.  But  I  pray  you,  as  you 
stand  upon  your  several  mounts  of  tmnsfigtiratiou,  that  you  will  not  become  so  in- 
toxicated with  your  content  that  you  ^nll  make  Peter's  proposition  to  *'  build  three 
tabernacles,"  with  the  purpose  of  abiding  up  there,  but,  with  the  transtiguratiou 
glory  of  gratitude  on  your  faces,  descend  with  Jesus  to  the  valleys  and  plains  be- 
low, where  the  weary  and  weeping  sons  of  men  are  watching  for  the  coming  of 
the  Son  of  man  and  the  Son  of  God.  The  same  class  of  people  are  there  now  as 
when  you  were  among  them. 

1  do  not  stop  here  to  argue  that  the  Church  Extension  and  Missionary  enter- 
prise is  a  true  development  of  Church  and  Christian  life,  but  state  as  an  axiom 
that  no  Church  and  no  individual  has  the  life  and  spirit  of  Christ  without  it;  and 
state  as  a  fact  that  no  Church  or  individual  life  that  denies  the  divinity  of  Christ 
possesses  enough  vitalit}*'  to  make  it  aggressive. 

Now,  while  we  confess  that  the  principal  diflficultios  in  the  way  of  the  speedy 
evangelization  of  this  great  city  are  found  in  the  foreign  elements  among  us, 
bringing  with  them  their  loose  conceptions  of  morality  and  their  defiance  of  Gros- 
pel  truth,  we  say  to  tliem,  (excepting  only  fugitive  criminals  and  thriftless  paupers, 
"whom  Ihope  our  general  Government  will  have  suflicieut  vigor  to  proliibit  landing,) 
Came  ont  We  liave  no  right  to  say  otherwise;  I  trust  there  are  none  of  us  so 
narrow  as  to  desire  to.  God  has  a  purpose  in  this.  He  sends  thorn  here,  not  only 
to  increase  our  material  wealth  by  their  substance  and  their  toil,  but  to  be  evan- 
gelized, and  to  learn  that  civil  liberty  can  only  be  the  inheritance  of  man  where 
religious  liberty  is  the  corner-stone  of  the  political  structure.  We  hear  many 
curses  upon  the  Irish  Romanist.  But  let  us  remember  that  God  sent  Philip  Em- 
bury and  Barbara  Heck  over  from  Ireland  in  advance  of  them  with  a  kind  of  leaven 
that  will  leaven  tlie  whole  lump  if  we  put  it  in.  What  a  dignity  of  duty  God  has 
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put  upon  his  people  in  this  motronolis  of  mcetinjif  the  f iigitivo,  ignorant  and  super- 
stitious though  lie  may  bo,  aud  placing  hetbro  him  the  divine  and  Iroedom-trivin^ 
truth.  And,  although  he  may  be  a  bijjotod  Romanist  whrn  he  lauds,  the  most 
reliable  fiources  of  information  assure  us  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  tirat  gen- 
eration of  iiis  descendants  break  away  from  the  pattal  bondage,  and  that  the  sec- 
ond generation  rojoices  in  almost  universal  emancipation.  Wo  also  hear  rightful 
protests  against  the  Sabbath- desecrating  and  beer-drinking  tendencies  of  the  Ger- 
man immigrants.  Bui  tlioy  possess  so  much  of  tiirift,  business  ability,  leaniiug, 
liomo  virtue,  common  son^*e,  and  love  of  freedom,  that,  on  the  whole,  they  make 
excellent  citizens,  and  in  increasingly  large  numbers  they  are  embracing  tlio 
Cliristian  faith,  and  to-day  constitute  one  of  the  strong  arms  of  Methodi:«m. 

There  are  two  methods  of  helpfulness  in  all  aggressive  work;  first,  consecrated 
substance;  second,  consecrated  personal  clf«^rt. 

Thoughtful  Chrisiian  men  und«.TSt^nd  that  just  in  proportion  as  the  principles 
of  tlie  Gospel  ar«  promulgated,  the  safety  and  value  of  material  possessions  are 
S'?cui*cd.  They  also  understand  that  a  given  amount  invested  for  the  evangeliza- 
tion of  man  will  do  more  and  go  farther  than  an  equal  sum  invested  in  any  other 
form  of  bouovolencc ;  and  that  money  thus  invested  is  the  only  portion  of  any 
man's  fortune  absolutely  safe  fn>m  panic  or  reverse ;  and  they  prove  the  sincerity 
of  their  convictions  by  turning  the  bulk  of  tlioir  pure  beneficence  into  tlio  ireas- 
ury  of  Christ's  Church.  Not  all  who  have  means  can  give  nnicli  time  to  pen»onal 
effort  but  the)'  can  supply  the  "  sinews  of  war,"  and  tlius  be  workers  togetlior 
with  thoso  wJioare  in  the  field.     Man)'  liave  a  noble  record  here. 

Yet  with  money  and  machinery  complete  there  ia  something  more  needed.  It 
is  William  Arthur,  I  think,  who  gives  us  the  following  illustration:  Supi)Ose  we 
saw  an  army  forming  before  a  graniie  fort,  and  they  t^^ld  us  that  they  intended 
to  batter  it  down,  we  miglit  ask  them,  *' How  ?  "  They  point  to  a  cannon-ball. 
"Well,  but  there  is  no  pi>wer  in  that;  it  is  lioavy,  but  no  more  than  half  a  liun- 
dred,  or  perhaps  a  hundred,  weight.  If  all  the  men  in  the  army  hurled  it  agjiinst 
the  fort,  tlicy  would  make  no  impression."  They  say,  "No;  but  look  at  the 
cannon."  *'  Well,  but  there  is  no  power  in  that;  a  child  may  ride  \ipon  it,  a  bird 
may  percih  in  its  mouth:  'it  is  a  machine,  and  nothing  more.' "  "But  look  at 
the  powder."  "  Well,  there  is  no  power  in  that;  a  child  may  spill  it>  a  sparrow 
may  pick  it."  Yet  this  ix.>worless  powder  and  powerless  ball  are  put  in  the 
powerless  cannon,  one  spark  of  fire  enters  it,  and  then,  in  the  twinkling  of  an 
eye,  that  power  is  a  fiash  of  lightning  and  that  canni»n-ball  is  a  thunder-bolt, 
which  smites  as  if  it  had  lx*cn  sent  from  heaven.  So  it  is  with  our  money  and 
our  machinery.  They  are  the  necessary  instruments  for  pulling  down  strong- 
holds; but  0  for  tlie  touch  of  fire  that  shall  make  the  machinery  omnip<»teni| 
The  perfection  of  system  for  aggressive  work  for  Christ  is  .secured  when  abun- 
dant means  and  abundjint  willingness  are  wedtled,  and  the  union  is  sealed  and 
sanctioned  by  the  Holy  Spirit.  All  the  well-est«iblished  beneficences  of  this  city 
arc  the  issue  of  such  a  union. 

And  now  we  come  to  the  most  important  factor  in  the  solution  of  our  problem 
— coMt'crafi'd  peisonal  tffort.  This  is  something  wo  cannot  delegate  to  substi- 
tutes; this  is  work  that  cannot  be  done  by  proxy.  If  wo  would  win  souls  wo 
must  come  in  contact  with  them.  There  must  be  a  conviction  of  the  value  of  the 
soul.  This  city  and  this  world  are  to  be  conquered  for  Christ  by  individual 
effort  The  evangelization  of  this  city  does  not  consist  merely  in  reaching 
paupers.    The  existing  membership  of  the  Church  needs  this  personal  effort  for 
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its  own  life  and  health.    Tlie  qiiostion  is  not  simply,  Will  the  unconverted  be  lost 
if  we  do  not  rescue  them  ?  but.  Will  we  be  wivcd  if  we  netjUct  them  ? 

The  worker  is  ovanj^elized  as  he  works,  nnd  lo  bo  eviinijelized  oursolf  is  to  bo- 
como  an  evangel.     And  then  the  blessing  of  the  reflex  inllueiice  of  personal  effort 
cannot  be  overestimated.     Kvery  church,  not  itself  siip}K)rted  by  outside  benefi- 
cence, demands  outlets  for  its  surplus  energies,  and  becoujes  iu-clf  strong  by  re- 
turniu)^  l>enedietious  in  just  the  measure  that  it  overflows  in  streams  of  substance 
aiid  s-'icrilice  and  efTort.     Tliis  is  C'lually  true  of  the  individual  ('hristian.     Many 
a  Ciirisiian  in  comfortable  or  alTluent  cireumstiinces  could  afford  to  rent  a  worthy 
lM)or  family  lor  care,  tliat  they  might  k(?ep  their  hearts  warm  by  personal  contact 
with  actual  struggle  against  want,  while  they  attempted  judiciously  to  relieve  it 
without  destroying  the  self-respect  of  ilie  recipieuis.     Many  of  you  know  what 
this  means,  and  yon  also  know  the  rich  returns  that  come  from  audi  personal 
efibrts  at  helpfulness.     But  surrounded  by  every  comfort  we  are  too  liable  to  for- 
ifCt  the  suffering  that  is  just  far  enough  removed  from  us  to  escape  our  eye  or  ear. 
Multitudes  of  indigent  but  honest  and  worthy  young  men  and  women  just  enter- 
ing ni>oii  the  business  activities  of  life,  multitudes  of  mauire  men  and  women  of 
onlt'.ire   wlio  have   seen   better  days,  are  found  among   these   dense  down-town 
populations.     IjCt  us  face  these  facts,  and  in  our  consecrated  {^>ersonal  effort  re- 
iiienibcr  that  Christian  civili/ati(Mi  does  not  consist  in  being  blinded  \o  facta.     0, 
liow  this  jwrsonal  woik  among  those  whom  existing  conditions  place  below  us  in 
trbe  social  scale  emancipates   individuality  frcmi   shiver}-  to  society  and  criticism! 
"We  make  liasie  to  do  honor  to  sucli  emancipated  spirits.     We  want  them  near  us 
iu  solemn  and  trying  hours.     We  shall  want  to  stand  by  their  side  in  the  day  of 
Xs\\e  general  roll-call  of  the  faithful. 

"Will  not  Methodisuj,  as  one  of  ( Jod's  most  powerful  agencies  for  saving  the  world, 
Itoth  by  individual  Cliuich  aclivitv  and  bv  Mis.-i(marvand  Cliurch  Extension  move- 
meuts,  wage  a  new  and  miglitier  crus;ide  in  tliis  metropolis?  taking  for  its  watch- 
word the  text  from  which  Philii)  Kmbury  j)reaohed  his  tirst  sermon  in  this  city, 
"  Sow  to  yourselves  in  righte<»usness,  reap  in  njerey  ;  break  up  your  fallow  ground: 
for  it  is  lime  to  seek  the  Lord,  till  lie  con;e  and  rain  righteousness  upon  you." 

In  our  centennial  year  liie  Freucli  nation,  th;»t  so  efliciently  aided  us  in  secur- 
ing our  liberties,  proposed  to  place  at  tlie  gateway  of  our  ct)nwuerce,  ui)on  some 
island    in   the  harbor,  Bartholiii's    bronze  statue  of  "  Liberty   Knlightening   the 
AVorld,"  more  than  a  hundred  feet  in  heiglit,  standing  upon  a  pedestal  of  the 
same  elevation.     While  the  French  propose  to  furnish  the  sUitue,  they  ask  us  to 
furnish   the  foundation — an  appropriate  divisi(»n    of  the  work,  as  their  history 
lims  far  has  proved  that  their  coticeptions  of  liberty  are  simply  ideal,  and  lack 
the  solid  foundation  of  practical,  civil,  and  religious  liberty.     This  majestic  statue 
will  tower  by  day  against  the  sky,  while  by  nig) it   streams  of  light  will  radiate 
irom   the  head,  and  the  torch  of  liberty  will  be  firmly  grasped  in  the  extended 
W^rlit  band.     It  will  \)q  the  first  object  seen  by  those  who  come  down  to  the  sea 
in  sliips  as  they  approach  our  coasts  from  every  clime,  telling  them  the  story  of 
Our  free  institutions.     1  i)ray  that  Jesus,  tlie  great  Libenitor  of  our  race,  may  so 
J5^t  the  mastery  in  this  city  and  nation,  that  the  immigrant  comhig  to  our  shores 
^.nd  entering  the  gateway  of  our  liberties,  sliall  find  his  eyes  first  looking  upon 
the  works  of  righteousness,  and  that  the  first  sound  that  greets  his  ears  shall  be 
»^  voice  crying,  "  Behold  the  IjJimb  of  God,  that  taketh  away  the  sin  of  the  world." 
Tlien  the  second  centennial  of  our  national  liberties  shall  not  be  far  removed 
fVom  the  millennium  of  Gospel  liberty. 
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Let  us  make  Bryant's  fajmo  for  Home  Missions  the  prayer  of  our  hearts  and 
the  moving  principle  of  our  lives  : 

Look  from  thv  sphere  of  endless  day, 

0  Crod  of  mercy  and  of  might  1 
In  pity  look  on  those  who  stray. 

Benighted,  in  this  land  of  Hght 

In  peopled  vale,  in  lonely  glen, 

In  crowded  mart,  by  stream  or  sea. 
How  many  of  the  sons  of  men 

Have  not  the  message  sent  from  thee  I 

Send  forth  thy  heralds,  Lord,  to  call 

The  thouglitlcss  youth,  the  hardened  old, 
A  scatiorcd,  homeless  flock,  till  all 

Bo  gathered  to  tliy  peaceful  fold. 

Send  them  thy  miglity  word  to  spoak, 

Till  faith  shall  dawn,  and  doubt  depart, 
To  awe  the  bold,  to  stay  the  weak. 

And  bind  and  heal  the  broken  heart 

Then  all  these  wastes,  a  dreary  scene, 

That  make  us  sadden  as  we  gaze. 
Shall  grow  with  livinar  waters  green. 

And  lift  to  heaven  the  voice  of  praise. 

Rev.  Stephen  Merritt,  pastor  of  the  Franklin  Street  Church, 
was  next  introduced,  who  by  special  request  gave  a  very  inter- 
esting account  of  the  work  of  God  in  connection  with  the  Frank- 
lin Street  Church  and  Sunday-school.  His  address,  containing 
many  interesting  facts  in  connection  with  his  labors,  and  illus- 
trative of  the  grace  of  God,  and  highly  commendatory  of  the 
work  of  the  Society  in  that  locality,  was  listened  to  with  marked 
attention,  and  made  a  very  favorable  impression  upon  the  minds 
of  the  audience. 

Dr.  Sanford  spoke  as  follows : 

After  the  very  interesting  and  thrilling  addresses  to  which  we  have  listened, 
and  at  this  late  hour,  it  would  be  improper  and  unnecessary  for  me  to  detain  this 
congregation  by  any  extended  remarks;  hence  we  will  adhere  to  tlie  old-time 
custom  of  Methodist  meetings,  and  close  by  a  few  words  of  exhortation. 

The  record  of  the  work  and  progress  of  our  Society  for  the  past  year,  as  pre- 
sented in  brief  by  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  is  both  gratifying  and  encouraging. 
In  comparison  with  the  previous  year  there  has  been  an  increase  in  financial 
receipts,  an  addition  to  the  number  of  its  churches  or  chapels,  a  corresponding 
addition  to  its  number  of  misHionaries  or  pastors ;  an  increase  in  the  numbers 
receiving   religious   instruction   in   its   Sabbath-schools  and  churches;    an    in- 
crease in  the  number  of  souls  converted ;  a  large  increase  in  the  value  of  it» 
Church  property;  and  an  enhanced  sense  of  the  grandeur  and  importance  oC 
the  work  doue  by  the  Society  on  the  part  of  the  churches  co-operating  with  it  in. 
this  city.    These  facts  are  full  of  encouragement  for  the  present,  as  well  as  (wo 
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sincerely  belieye)  prophetic  indications  as  to  what,  bj  the  blessing  of  God^  the 
future  developments  and  influence  of  this  grand  work  is  to  be.    While  it  is  in 
strict  obedience  to  the  divine  command  to  *'  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature," 
and  to  carry  the  news  of  salvation  by  Christ  to  every  people,  or  fhuition  of  people, 
on  island  or  continent,  to  whom  access  can  be  gained  on  this  habitable  globe,  and 
whUe  it  is  the  imperative  duty  of  the  Church  to  enter  into  every  opening  door  for 
tlie  evangelization  of  the  world,  still  the  fact  remains  that  one  of  the  ripest,  most 
needy,  and  fruitful  fields  for  missionary  and  Christian  work  on  all  tliis  planet  lies 
close  at  our  doors,  spreads  around  our  churches,  our  houses,  and  our  daily  walks 
of  business  life.    An  influence  for  Christ  exerted  here  in  this  city  radiates  hence 
to  all  parts  of  the  earth.     A  stranger,  a  man  of  intelligence,  not  long  since  wan- 
dered into  one  of  tlie  churches  of  onr  Society  wlicre  a  meeting  was  in  progress. 
While  there  lie  was  arrested  by  the  Spirit,  sought  and  found  mercy,  and  is  to-day 
telling  iiis  friends  in  a  foreign  land,  with  a  glad  heart,  of  Christ^s  power  to  save. 
An  influence  for  Christ  exerted  liere  in  this  city  now  will  live  and  widen  and 
deei>en  in  human  henrts  long  after  we  have  been  called  to  our  reward.    Let  what 
has  been  done  through  the  past  year,  tlien,  be  but  the  pledge  of  still  grater  things 
to  be  done  this  year.      Lot  the  successes  already  accomplJAhed  stimulate  us  to 
labor,  to  hope,  and  to  pray  for  yet  larger  ones.    0,  let  the  love  of  Christ  constrain 
lis  to  new  and  superior  efforts.     As  Christians  we  owe  every  thing  that  is  good  to 
Christ,  and  he  desires  tliat  we  should  pay  our  debt  to  him  by  extending  to  those 
'U'itliin  our  reach  and  sunk  in  the  depths  of  sin  the  arm  of  Christian  help,  and, 
raising  them  from  their  degradation,  point  them  to  him.     In  whatever  direction 
we  look,  the  demands  for  precisely  the  kind  of  Christian  effort  tliat  this  Society  is 
putting  forth  is  urgent  and  imperious.     Within  sight  of  our  own  churches  moral 
and  spiritual  destitution  fearfully  prevails.     Many  of  the  localities  of  our  city  are 
to-day  shrouded  in  almost  heathen  darkness.     Multitudes  uninstructod  in  the 
Gospel,  and  utterly  regardless  of  its  claims  or  public  institutions,  are  thronging  our 
shores.     Their  principles,  tlieir  chnnicter,  their  life,  in  many  instances  all  bad, 
cannot  but  seriously  affect  all  our  interests. 

Xo  agency  can  so  fully  counteract  this  effect  as  the  power  of  the  (xospel.    With 
tins  we  must  meet  them.     Its  claims  must  bo  urged  upon  them.     Places  must  be 
provided  where  their  children  can  be  gathered  into  the  Sablmth-schools  and  taught 
the  first  principles  of  the  religion  of  Cliriat.    With  so  much  to  be  done,  and  sur- 
rounded by  so  many  sad  and  frightful  illustrations  of  sin,  the  exhortation  of  the 
apostle  comes  to  us  with  commanding  force,  "  Bo  not  weary  in  well  doing."    In 
what  has  been  done  by  this  Society,  in  the  souls  which  have  been  sjived,  we  have 
abundant  proof  that  there  is  no  form  of  darkness,  error,  or  depravity  beyond  the 
reach  of  the  Gospel.     In  the  blessings  with  which  Crod  has  seen  fit  to  crown  its 
labors  in  the  past  we  have  the  encouraging  promise  and  the  earnest  of  much 
f^reater  things  being  achieved  by  greater  efforts  put  forth  on  our  part.     The  work 
of  the  Society  is  its  own  recommcudation,  argument,  and  appeal.     It  must  go  on. 
With  tenfold  more  force  than  ever  before  should  we  prosecute  it     Love  to  Christ 
demands  it.    Sympathy  with  our  perishing  fellow-creatures  requires  it     Our  city 
needs  it    Love  for  our  Methodism    should  prompt  it     May  God  arouse  the 
Church  to  her  duty  and  great  responsibility  I 

The  doxology  was  sung,  and  the  benediction  was  pronounced 
by  Dr.  King ;  and  thus  closed  another  interesting  anniversary  of 
our  Society.

TBS  Pboplb  of  the  State  or  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Aa- 

BKBLT,  do  enact  AS  FOLLOWS: — 

Sicnoar  1.  All  persons  now  associated  in  the  Society  named  in  the  title  of 
fliii  Act|  with  any  persons  who  may  become  associated  therein,  and  their  suo- 
are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate,  by  tlie  name  of  "  The  New 
Cirr  Church  Kztenbiov  and  Missionary  Society  of  toe  Methodist 
Church,"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and 
the  ^neral  powers  conferred  on  corporations  by  the  third  title  of  tha 
•jghlBonth  chapter  of  the  first  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  State  of  New 


aauMOE  S.  The  object  of  said  corporation  shall  be  to  promote  Sunday-schools 
aUssions  in  the  city  of  New  York. 

Swmosr  3.  The  said  New  York  City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary  Society 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  shall  be  capable  of  taking  and  holding  by  pur- 
cbaae  or  devise  any  real  or  personal  estate  for  tlio  use  and  purpose  of  said  corpora- 
tion, and  also  of  convejring,  transferring,  and  mortgaging  any  real  or  personal 
estate;  but  the  annual  income  of  any  real  estate  held  by  said  corporation  at  any 
one  time  shall  not  exceed  twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  all  devises  and  bequests 
to  said  corporation  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  "  An  Act 
in  Relation  to  Wills,"  passed  April  thirteenth,,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty,  am} 
the  acts  amending  the  same. 

Section  4.  The  management  of  the  afbiirs  of  said  corporation  shall  be  vested 
in  a  Board  of  Managers,  to  be  appointed  and  elected  annually,  as  provided  by  its 
Constitution  and  By-Laws,  which  Board  shall  consist  of  the  officers  of  the  Society ; 
one  member  from  each  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Churches  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  to  be  elected  by  the  Quarterly  Conferences;  of  the  pastors  of  said  churches, 
and  the  presiding  elders  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  whose  districts  may, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  embrace  the  city  of  New  York,  or  portions  of  that  city ;  and 
forty  additional  members  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  Board  of  Managers.  Thir- 
teen members  of  the  Board  shall  be  a  sufficient  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness at  any  meeting  of  said  Board. 

Skctiox  5.    The  Legislature  may  at  any  time  alter  or  repeal  this  Act

Life  Members^  Directors^  and  Potrana. — ^Lifb  members  may  be  constituted 
by  the  payment  at  one  time  of  twenty  dollars ;  life  directors  by  the  payment  of 
one  hundred  dollars,  and  life  patrons  by  the  payment  of  five  hundred  dollars. 
Such  life  members,  directors,  and  patrons  shall  be  entitled  to  seats,  and  the  right 
of  speaking,  but  not  of  votmg,  in  the  Board  of  Managers.

President  and  Vice-Presidents, — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President 
to  preside  at  the  aunual  meeting  of  the  Society,  and  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  have  a  general  supervision  of  the  affairs  of  the  Society,  keep  the  seal, 
and  execute  all  papers  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Managers.  The  Vice-Presidents 
shall  preside  at  the  public  meetings  held  in  the  interests  of  the  Society,  and  in  the 
absence  of  the  President  at  tlie  meetings  of  the  Board  and  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Society,  and  render  such  other  assistance  to  the  President  as  may  be  re- 
quired. 

Sbo.  2.  Corresponding  Secretary, — The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  attend  to 
the  correspondence  of  the  Society,  and  prepare  the  Annual  Report 

Sbc.  3.  Recording  Secretary, — Tlie  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  minutes  of 
all  the  meetings  of  the  Society  and  Board  of  Managers ;  give  notice  of  all  meetings ; 
notify  the  officers  of  their  election ;  furnish  the  chairman  of  each  committee  with 
the  names  of  the  members  of  such  committee,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as 
may  be  required. 

The  AssisUmt  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  correct  records  of  the  work  of  the 
Society,  as  reported  to  the  Kxccutivo  Committee,  act  as  secretary  of  that  commit- 
tee, and  render  sucli  a.'^sistance  to  the  Recording  Secretary  as  may  be  required, 
and  in  his  absence  act  as  secretary  of  the  meetings  of  the  Society  and  Board  of 
Managers. 

Sica  4.  Receiving  Treasurer, — The  Receiving  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  trans- 
fer to  the  Disbursing  Treasurer  all  contributions  made  by  churches  or  individuals, 
and  keep  a  record  of  the  numes  of  the  contributors,  for  publication  in  tlie  Annual 
Report  He  slrnll  also  receive  sums  specially  donated  for  the  relief  of  the  poor, 
and  dispose  of  tlie  same  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Skc.  6.  Disbursing  Treasurer, — The  Disbursing  Treasurer  shall  receive  from  the 
Receiving  Treasurer  all  funds  belonging  to  the  Society,  pay  all  bills  and  sign  all 
papers  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  report  at  each  regular  meeting  of 
the  Board  and  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society. 

8bo.  6.  Preacher  in  Charge, — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  preacher  in  charge  of 
a  ehorch  or  chapel  connected  witli  this  Society  to  send  to  the  Assistant  Record - 
log  Secretary  a  full  report  of  the  work  under  his  charge  as  soon  after  the  last 
Sondaj  of  each  month  as  practicable,  in  accordance  with  blanks  furnished,  to- 
gether with  the  report  of  the  Sunday-school  and  visitor. 
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out  talent,  they  attract  sympathy,  and  both  numbers  and  workers 
abound.  There  are  so  many  among  the  poor  that  need  an  atmos- 
phere of  hope,  sympathy,  courage,  and  love,  that  they  will  go 
where  they  find  it.  And  one  soul  having  found  it  w'ill  bring 
another  who  needs  it,  for  the  humblest  have  their  friends. 

THE  OUTSIDE  CONGREGATIONS. 

Many  of  these  fields  of  labor  are  so  situated  that  the  largest 
amount  of  hard,  thorough  work  makes  but  little  show.  It  is 
work  among  the  poor  and  sick  and  unfortunate,  who  need  every 
thing  from  the  church,  and  who  can  give  nothing  in  return  but 
their  prayers  and  good-will.  The  very  poor  are  constantly 
chanijing  their  residences,  and  this  class  comes  and  soon  departs. 
There  are  many  who  need  pastoral  work  who  are  unable  to  come 
to  the  church  because  of  their  work  and  their  lack  of  suitable 
clothing.  There  are  multitudes  of  sick  people  who  need  visiting. 
They  do  not  appear  to  swell  the  number  of  members  or  of  the 
congregation,  but  they  do  greatly  increase  the  burden  of  the 
pastor's  work.  This  is  grand  Christian  work,  done  in  secret, 
having  only  a  nominal  record  in  our  reports,  but  known  of  God. 
In  some  cases  this  outside  congregation  is  as  large  as  that  on  the 
rolls  of  the  church.  On  the  ground  the  character  and  worth  of 
these  hard-working  pastors  are  appreciated,  and  the  demands 
made  on  their  time  for  visiting  the  sick  and  unfortunate  are  the 
truest  measure  of  their  faithfulness  and  fitness  for  the  work. 

THE  MEN  WHO  DO  THE  WORK. 

In  looking  over  the  reconls  and  reports  the  secretary  is  im- 
pressed with  the  greatness  of  the  work  done  through  the  agency 
of  this  S(»cipty,  and  with  the  high  character  and  ability  of  the 
men  in  charge  of  our  churches.  'J'he  experience  of  those  in 
charge  of  the  Society  shows  them  that  only  the  best  men  can 
succeed  in  this  work,  and  that  many  of  these  churches  require 
the  very  highest  elements  of  pul))it  talent,  of  pastoral  faithful- 
ness, of  administrative  ability,  of  evangelistic  i)ower,  added  to  the 
greatest  amount  of  i)hysicnl  energy  and  endurance.  No  man 
who  is  not  able  and  wniling  to  work  hard,  who  has  not  a  passion 
for  saving  souls,  who  is  unwilling  to  give  his  time  and  energy  to 
the  work  of  pastoral  visiting,  ought  to  seek  these  places  as  fields 
of  ministerial  labor.  They  are  very  hard  and  thankless  places 
for  the  man  who  does  not  love  such  work,  while  for  those  who 
do  really  love  it  there  are  no  fields  of  toil  in  the  Conference 
where  a  man  can  be  more  happy  and  more  useful  than  in  these.

COMMITTEKS  AND  THEIB  DUTIES. 

Section  1.  The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Board  shall  be,  as 
follows :

2.  Committee  on  Collections  and  Subscriptions. 
8.  Visiting  Committee. 

4.  Committee  on  Public  Meetings. 

Ssc  2.  Meecutive  Cwnmittee.  —  This  committee  shall  have 
power  to  purchase  real  estate,  and  hire  suitable  places  for  the 
establishment  of  mission  chapels  and  Sunday-schools,  and  assist 
in  the  formation  of  the  same,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board. 
They  shall  also  have  general  supervision  of  the  work.  The 
President  and  Disbursing  Treasurer  shall  be  ex-officio  members 
of  this  committee. 
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the  Society,  been  made  an  independent  church.  During  the 
month  of  March,  1885,  a  board  of  trustees  was  elected,  and  this 
will  soon  be  a  strong  church  and  a  first-class  appointment.  The 
brethren  of  the  church  recognize  the  work  done  by  the  Society, 
which  came  forward  at  the  right  time  and  assumed  the  responsi- 
bility, and  gave  its  influence  and  the  work  of  its  Superintendent 
at  a  most  critical  period.  Dr.  Sanford  acted  as  pastor  of  this 
new  enterprise  from  December  to  April,  when  the  present  able 
and  successful  pastor.  Rev.  F.  M.  North,  was  sent  to  take  charge 
of  the  appointment.  The  work  was  so  wisely  done,  the  room 
selected  was  so  nicely  furnished,  the  preachers  were  so  prominent 
who  did  the  preaching  for  months,  that  the  young  church  grew 
rapidly  under  the  fostering  care  of  the  Society  and  soon  became 
a  self-supporting  organization.  Having  done  its  work,  and  there 
being  no  reason  why  it  should  continue  under  the  care  of  the 
Society,  it  was  made  independent.  Very  much  credit  is  due  to 
the  President  of  the  Society  and  the  Superintendent  for  the  bold 
and  wise  administration  of  the  early  aflairs  of  this  West  Harlem 
Church. 

THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 

For  the  past  three  years  the  office  of  Superintendent  has  been 
filled  by  the  Rev.  A.  K.  Sanford,  D.D.  By  the  decision  of  the 
Bishops,  the  office  of  Superintendent  can  be  held  only  three  years 
by  the  same  minister,  and  hence  Dr.  Sanford's  work  as  Superin- 
tendent ceases  in  the  month  of  April,  1885.  He  has  devoted  all 
his  time  and  energy  to  this  place  for  three  years.  He  has  organ- 
ized and  systematized  the  various  operations  of  the  Society,  and 
now  the  whole  work  goes  forward  smoothly  and  successfully. 
He  has  done  much  to  get  the  cause  before  the  churches,  and 
nenrly  all  of  them  take  regular  collections  for  the  Society.  Our 
work  is  better  known,  better  understood,  and  is  likely  to  be 
better  supported. 

REPORTS  FROM  THE  PASTORS. 

The  following  reports  are  taken  from  the  statements  made  by 
the  pastors  to  the  Superintendent,  and  give  a  clear  and  fair  idea 
of  the  work  as  seen  by  those  at  the  center.  The  reports  are 
given  in  alphabetical  order,  for  convenience  of  reference. 

Alanson  (Norfolk  Street),  Rev.  Jonx  Pilkington,   Pastor : 

"  The  days  of  big  preaching  and  big  crowds  in  the  Norfolk  Street 

Methodist  Episcopal  Cliurch  are  ended.    A  change  has  come  over 
2 
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1.  Thifl  officer  shall  be  known  as  the  Miasionary  8aperintend-> 
ent  of  the  New  York  City  Church  Extension  and  Miflysionary 
Society. 

2.  He  shall  be  an  elder  in  the  New  York  or  New  York  Bast 
Conference,  and  appointed  by  the  Bishop  in  charge  for  this  spe- 
cial work. 

3.  He  shall  act  under  the  advice  and  direction  of  the  Board  of, 
Managers,  and  shall  be  recognized  as  the  representative  of  thia 
Society. 

4.  He  shall,  so  far  as  practicable,  visit  each  of  the  churches  and 
Sunday-schools  of  the  Society  every  quarter;  he  shall  aid  and 
counsel  with  the  preachers  and  Sunday-school  superintendenta 
concerning  their  work ;  he  shall  make  definite  reports  as  to  the 
work  and  progress  of  our  churches  and  schools  every  month  to 
the  Executive  Committee,  and  written  quarterly  reports  to  the 
Board  of  Managers  at  the  regular  meetings  in  January,  April, 
July,  and  October. 

6.  He  shall  endeavor,  by  public  addresses  and  through  the 
press,  to  bring  our  work  before  the  Methodist  people ;  he  shall, 
so  far  as  practicable,  arrange  with  each  one  of  the  city  pastors  to 
present  the  claims  and  work  of  our  Society  on  some  Sabbath,  and 
take  subscriptions  and  collections  for  the  same. 

6.  He  shall  also,  during  the  year,  endeavor  to  secure  new 
subscribers  to  our  funds,  and  their  interest  and  co-operation  in 
our  work. 

7.  He  shall  be  an  ex-officio  member  of  all  the  Standing  Com- 
mittees of  the  Society. 

8.  His  salary  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Committee  on  Estimates, 
and  paid  by  the  Treasurer^  in  the  same  way  as  to  the  other 
preachers  in  our  work. 

The  following  resolutions  relating  to  mission  schools  and  build- 
ings were  passed  by  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  New  York 
City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  at  a  regular  meeting  held  on  the  evening  of 
December  14,  1866:  * 

jResolvedj  1.  That  an  annual  collection  be  taken  for  the  general 
work  of  the  Society  in  all  the  missions  under  its  supervision. 

2.  That  when  the  Board  of  Managers  decide  on  building  a 
chapel  or  church  for  any  mission  connected  with  the  Socio ty,  it 
shall  then  authorize  the  mission  for  which  the  chapel  or  church  is 
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to  be  erected  to  receive  funds  for  this  purpose,  and  the  fundft  thus 
raised  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  credited 
to  the  mission,  and  used  for  the  special  purposes  thus  designated. 

3.  That  when  the  Board  of  Managers  have  fixed  the  time,  and 
selected  the  location,  for  the  purchase  of  lots,  or  the  purchase  or 
building  of  chapel  or  church,  the  full  amount  raised  by  the  mis* 
don  for  which  the  chapel  or  church  is  to  be  purchased  or  built 
shall  be  placed  to  its  credit ;  and  at  such  time  as  the  mission,  with 
the  assent  and  approval  of  the  Society,  shall  assume  the  obliga* 
tion  of  meeting  all  its  current  expenses,  (including  the  salary  of 
pastor  and  the  support  of  the  Sunday-school,)  the  amount  placed 
to  the  credit  of  the  mission  shall  be  deducted  from  the  estimated 
value  of  the  property  to  be  transferred  to  the  local  Sunday-school 
or  church. 

4.  When  a  chapel  or  church  has  been  purchased  or  erected  for 
a  mission,  all  the  surplus  funds  over  the  current  expenses  of  the 
mission  (not  including  the  salary  of  pastor  or  assistants)  raised 
by  said  mission,  and  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  Society, 
shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  thereof  as  a  sinking  fund,  and  de- 
ducted from  the  estimated  value  of  the  property  at  its  transfer,  aa 
specified  in  said  resolution. 

5.  That  such  Sunday-school  and  Society  appoint  its  respective 
treasurer,  who  shall  take  charge  of  the  funds  raised,  and  report 
receipts  and  expenditures  monthly  to  the  pastors. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  Febru- 
ary 8,  1867,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted: 

Hesolvedy  1.  That  the  Treasurer  be  and  is  hereby  instructed  to 
pay  no  bills  against  this  Society  mitil  such  bills  have  been  passed 
by  this  Board,  and  signed  by  the  President  or  Recording  Secretary, 

\  2.  That  all  missions  under  charge  of  this  Society  needing  as- 
sistance to  meet  their  current  expenses  must  make  their  applica* 
tion  to  this  Board  through  the  Executive  Committee,  and  in  no 
case  incur  any  expense  chargeable  to  the  Society  beyond  the  ap- 
propriations made  by  this  Board. 

At  fhe  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  March 
8,  1867,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

JResolvedy  That  the  President  of  the  Society  be  authorized  to 
appoint  the  superintendents  of  the  Sunday-schools,  and  that  the 
superintendents  thus  appointed  shall  have  the  privilege  of  select- 
ing the  secretaries  and  librarians,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
President. 
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The  following  resolation  was  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Managers 
at  the  regalar  meeting  held  June  14, 1867 : 

Itmolvedy  That^  in  the  estimation  of  this  Board  of  Managers,  it 
is  inexpedient  for  any  Sunday-school  or  mission  under  the  snper- 
▼ision  of  the  New  York  City  Church  Extension  and  Misflionary 
Society  to  take  public  collections  for  local  purposes  outside  of  the 
rooms  devoted  to  their  use.' 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  August 
10,  1867,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted : 

ItMolvedy  1.  That  all  money  collected  in  the  Church  classes  or* 
ganized  in  our  mission  chapels  be  appropriated  exclusively  toward 
payment,  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  New  York  City  Church  Exten* 
sion  and  Missionary  Society,  of  the  salaries  of  the  preachers  and 
assistants  having  charge  of  the  missions. 

2.  That  the  preachers  in  charge  be  directed  to  report  at  each 
monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  the  amount  of  class 
money  collected  in  each  mission  under  their  charge  during  the 
previous  month. 

At  the  general  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  October 
8, 1869,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Hesohedy  Tliat  in  the  future  election  of  treasurer  for  our  mission 
Sunday-school R,  in  those  missions  where  there  is  a  Church  organ- 
isation, the  treasurer  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Church  with  which 
the  school  is  connected. 

The  following  was  adopted  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  held  January  12,  1877: 

Itesolved^  1.  That  the  pastors  of  our  several  missions  be  request- 
ed to  see  that  missionary  societies  are  properly  organized,  as  per 
Discipline,  in  each  of  their  Sabbath-schools;  and  that  they  state 
in  their  monthly  report  the  amount  raised  and  paid  over  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist- Episcopal 
Church,  for  which  they  shall  take  a  receipt  to  render  to  the  An- 
nual Conference. 

2.  That  the  officers,  teachers,  and  children  of  the  Sabbath- 
sohools  under  our  charge  be  earnestly  requested  to  devote  one 
Sunday  of  eacli  month  to  the  missionary  cause,  and  to  do  all  that 
is  in  their  power  to  assist,  so  that  the  work  of  sending  the  Qospel 
to  heathen  lands  may  be  aided  by  our  own  missions. 
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At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  January 

12,  1877,  the  following  was  adopted: 

Where/u^  It  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  officers  of  this 
Society  that  some  of  the  missions  under  Uie  care  of  this  Boajtl  af« 
agitating  the  matter  of  an  election  of  Trustees,  and 

TTAereo^,  It  is  desirable  that  there  ^honld  be  no  misunderstand- 
ing, or  conflict  of  jurisdiction,  between  this  Society  and  the  mis- 
sions under  its  charge ;  therefore  be  it  resolved  as  follows,  namely: 

Hesolvedy  1.  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  be  instmcted  to 
notify  the  pastors  of  those  churches  and  congregations  worship- 
ing in  premises  owned  by  this  corporation,  that  there  should  be 
no  election  of  Trustees,  and  that  this  Society  will  not  recognifls 
any  person  or  persons  acting  or  claiming  to  act  in  that  capacity. 

2.  That  the  only  authority  recognized  by  this  Board,  in  the 
churches  aforesaid,  is  the  Quarterly  Conference,  of  which  the  Pre- 
siding Elder  is  chairman,  and  the  Leaders  and  Stewards'  Meeting, 
of  which  the  Pastor  is  chairman. 

3.  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  notify  all  persons  who  have 
been  acting  in  the  capacity  of  Trustees  of  the  action  of  this  Soci- 
ety, and  requiring  them,  and  the  Secretaries  and  Treasurei'S,  or 
those  who  may  have  been  serving  as  such,  to  deliver  as  soon  as 
practicable  all  papers,  documents,  books,  records,  and  other  prop- 
erty held  by  them  to  the  pastor  in  charge  of  said  church. 

4.  That  the  Pastoriwith  the  Leaders  and  Stewards'  Meeting  are 
from  and  after  this  date  the  only  custodians  of  all  the  property 
belonging  to  this  Society,  used  by  the  congregation  of  which  they 
are  members. 

The  following  was  adopted  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  held  March  11,  1881 : 

Hesolvedy  That  the  Committee  on  Estimates  be  a  Committee  to 
communicate  with  the  Bishops  and  Presiding  Elders  in  regard  to 
appointments  to  be  made  in  the  churches  under  the  supervision  of 
this  Society.

$500.  My  firm  conviction  is,  that  the  future  growth  and  useful- 
ness of  this  church  will  vindicate  the  wisdom  of  the  New  York 
City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary  Society  in  rendering  sub- 
stantial aid  in  the  time  of  her  distress." 

One    Hundred  and    Ninth    Street,    Kkv.  Geokge  Van 

Alstyne,  Pastor;  "This  church  has  now  a  membership  of 
327,  and  a  Sabbath-school  of  715.  The  school  has  had  a  net  in- 
crease during  the  last  two  years  of  380,  and  the  addition  to  the 
church  for  the  same  period  have  been  by  letter  and  probation 
together  155.  The  meetings  during  the  winter  have  resulted  in 
some  20  or  more  conversions,  and  in  much  permanent  advantage 
to  those  who  were  converted  a  year  ago.  These  have  nearly  all 
come  into  the  church  when  their  time  of  probation  expired,  and 
are  now  good-working  members.  A  choral  society,  numbering

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toriety,  it  may  impart  no  worldly  influence,  it  may  have  no  earthly 
rewards,  but  it  will  be  recorded  in  God's  book  of  remembrance, 
and  in  thousands  of  grateful  hearts  who  have  been  b<»nefited; 
and  through  all  eternity  will  the  Just  and  Holy  One  pay  back  all 
you  have  done  for,  and  given  to,  him  or  his  cause  here.  Full 
measure,  pressed  down,  and  running  over,  will  the  King  of  kings 
pour  into  your  bosoms,  for,  verily,  he,  whose  promise  cannot  fail, 
and  whose  heart  of  infinite  benevolence  can  alone  fathom  all  the 
depths  of  its  meaning,  has  said,  "  It  is  moi*e  blessed  to  give  than 
to  receive."  For  your  good  and  for  his  glory,  let  the  work  of 
the  New  York  City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary  Society  go 
on  with  increasing  rapidity  and  more  glorious  results ! 

The  President  then  introduced  the  Rev.  G.  W.  Miller,  D.D., 
of  Philadelphia,  who  delivered  the  following  address  : 

Mr.  President  :  The  vital  and  far-reaching  importance  of 
your  work  is  seen,  first  of  all,  in  the  historic  fact,  that  great  cities 
have  always  been  recognized  as  the  commanding  centers  of  in- 
fluence and  power  in  the  world.  That  "Paris  is  France"  has 
passed  into  a  proverb.  But  it  is  not  more  true  of  Paris  than  of 
the  leading  cities  of  other  nations.  From  Jerusalem  to  New 
York  great  cities  have  put  their  "  image  and  superscription  "  on 
the  nations.  The  thorough  evangelization  of  New  York  city 
means  the  evangelization  of  the  whole  country;  and  the  evan- 
gelization of  America  means  the  evangelization  of  the  world,  for 
the  primacy  of  the  world  in  the  near  future  belongs  to  the 
American  people.  Your  work,  like  your  beautiful  bay,  widens 
out  on  all  the  world. 

Another  thing  that  intensifies  the  importance  of  this  work  is 
the  steady  gravitation  of  population  to  the  cities.  The  annual 
addition  to  the  population  of  London  is  100,000  souls;  to  New 
York,  about  25,000.  One  fifth  of  the  people  of  Europe  are  said 
to  reside  in  her  cities.  In  our  own  country  the  rapid  growth  in 
the  ratio  of  city  to  rural  population  is  very  significant.  From 
one  thirtieth  in  1790  it  has  risen  to  one  fourth  in  1880.  More 
than  one  half  of  the  people  of  your  own  State  live  in  its  cities. 
And  still  the  tide  rolls  in  upon  you.  How  shall  you  keep  pace 
with  the  advancing  waves  ? 

Still  another  feature  of  your  great  problem  of  city  evan- 
gelization is  the  great  preponderance  of  foreign  population.  Four 
out  of  five  of  your  people   are  of  foreign  origin.     Your  popu-

The  election  of  Officers  of  the  Society  for  the  coming  year*  was 
then  taken  up. 

The  Recording  Secretary  reported  from  the  Board  of  Managers 
the  nominations  of  the  Board  for  the  officers  of  the  Society.

More  than  ever  has  our  great  Church  cause  for  thanksgiving 
to  God  for  the  progress  and  power  of  the  New  York  City  Church 
Extension  and  Missionary  Society  during  the  past  year.  God 
has  blessed  the  workers,  and  there  has  been  a  substantial  increase 
and  advance  along  the  line.  Each  new  year  it  becomes  more 
evident  that  the  plan  and  methods  of  work  chosen  by  this  Society 
are  most  wise,  and  that  it  is  doing  a  magnificent  work  for  Chris- 
tianity and  Methodism.  It  is  also  very  evident  that  a  General 
Superintendent  of  the  work  was  greatly  needed,  and  that  Prov- 
idence guided  in  the  selection  of  Dr.  A.  K.  Sanford  for  this  del- 
icate, difficult,  hard-working  post  of  duty,  and  that,  under  his 
unwearied  labors  and  wise  administration,  there  is  now  a  grand 
unity  of  purpose,  a  genuine  esprit  du  corps  all  along  the  line. 

THE  YEAR'S  WORK. 

Very  few  who  have  not  studied  the  question  on  the  ground 
have  any  idea  of  the  extent  and  variety  of  our  work.  With 
twenty-four  churches,  where  preaching  and  prayer-meeting  serv- 
ices are  regularly  held  ;  where  as  many  Sunday-schools  meet, 
and  whei-e  over  6,500  young  people  are  instructed,  and  hundreds 
of  them  saved;  where  scores  of  temperance  meetings  are  held, 
aUd  thousands  of  pastoral  calls  are  made;  where  the  poor  are  fed, 
and  the  sick  visited  ;  where  the  Christian  standards  of  morality 
are  taught;  where  the  Bible  ideas  of  the  family,  marriage,  obe- 
dience, self-denial,  purity,  and  personal  responsibility  are  preached; 
where  men  and  women  are  saved  from  their  sins;  and  where  the 
Gospel  is  proclaimed  in  its  fullness  and  power,  this  work  makes 
these  twenty-four  churches  centers  of  light  and  hope.  But  we 
may  briefly  consider  our  work  under  these  general  heads  : 

1.  CHURCH  PLANTING. 

During  the  year  the  Society  has  opened  and  organized  Sunday- 
schools  and  churches  in  West  Fifty-sixth  Street,  in  a  chapel 
in  the  First  Ward  and  connected  with  Franklin  Street,  in  Ridge 
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Street  a  school  and  church  for  the  colored  people,  and  in  West 
Harlem.  These  different  societies  represent  the  yarietj  of  oar 
work:  The  new  branch  of  Franklin  Street  and  the  new  chapel 
in  Ridge  Street  being  missionary;  the  Fifty-sixth  Street  being 
mainly  a  Snnday-school  work  that,  in  a  few  years,  will  grow  into 
a  church  under  the  fostering  care  of  the  Society;  and  the  new 
West  Harlem  chapel,  which,  from  the  beginning,  becomes  prac- 
tically a  self-supporting  church.     This  is  a  good  year's  work. 

II.  CHURCH  EXTENSION. 

Church  planting  is  not  always  church  extension,  and  it  some- 
times happens,  after  years  of  work  and  a  free  use  of  money, 
that  the  little  plant  never  becomes  able  to  stand  alone,  never  de- 
velops into  a  self-sustaining  church.  We  have  had  very  little 
of  this  sort  of  failure,  or  even  of  negative  success.  The  new 
West  Harlem  Church  is  a  grand  illustration  of  real  Church  ex- 
tension. In  our  last  Annual  Repoit,  after  stating  the  need  of  a 
new  church  in  that  part  of  the  city,  we  ventured  the  assertion 
that  a  new  chapel  **  would  be  filled  with  a  large  self-supporting 
congregation  from  the  day  of  opening."  That  prophecy  has  been 
fulfilled,  and  is  now  history.  A  large,  fine  Methodist  society  has 
been  organized,  a  fine  Sunday-school  built  up,  and  the  whole  thing 
is  a  magnificent  success,  and  next  year  it  will  be  self-supporting. 
The  Church  Extension  Society  was  just  the  power  to  gather  and 
unite  the  scattered  elements.  The  work  that  earnest  and  godly 
men  had  striven  hard  to  do  themselves  was  quickly  done  when 
the  Society  came  to  the  front  and  put  its  power  and  money  behind 
the  new  enterprise.  And  now  it  so  directs  the  affairs  of  the  new 
chapel  so  that  none  are  made  to  feel  that  it  is  in  any  sense  a  mis- 
sion work.  This  is  genuine  Church  extension.  And  what  it  has 
done  here  it  will  be  able  to  do  in  other  places. 

III.  CHURCH  COMPLETING. 

Another  part  of  the  work  is  to  stand  by  the  chapels  it  has 
founded  until  they  have  become  strong  enough  to  take  care  of 
themselves.  The  Society  assumes  a  care  and  partial  control  so 
long  as  it  is  obliged  to  pay  part  of  the  expenses  of  the  local  church. 
The  Society  has  never  been  willing  to  favor  extravagance,  nor  to 
allow  the  local  churches  to  pay  large  salaries  to  preach ers,»  and 
at  the  same  time  expect  the  Society  to  pay  the  taxes  and  inter- 
est on  the  property,  and  be  responsible  for  their  debts.  We  make 
our  plea  to  the  city  churches  for  aid  on  the  ground  that  every 
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chapel  raises  all  it  can  for  the  &:eneral  Society,  and  that  we  only 
do  for  them  what  they  cannot  do  for  themselves.  A  firm  holding 
to  this  rule  has  been  the  cause  of  some  feeling  in  the  past,  but 
we  are  confident  the  churches  of  New  York  city  already  see  and 
approve  the  justice  of  the  rule  and  of  its  administration.  As 
soon  as  the  local  churches  become  self-supporting  they  are  left  to 
manage  their  own  internal  affairs.  The  Cornell  Memorial,  in 
Seventy-sixth  Street,  has  entered  the  company  of  the  strong 
churches.  Their  beautiful  and  commodious  now  church,  built 
under  the  pastorate  of  the  Rev.  W,  W,  Bowdish,  D.D.,  was  ded- 
icated, free  of  debt,  in  March,  1883.  The  annual  session  of  the 
New  York  East  Conference  was  held  in  this  church  soon  aft^r. 
It  is  conceded  to  be  one  of  the  best-arranged  churches  in  the  city. 
It  is  a  model  of  convenience,  and  should  be  a  monument  of  praise 
to  the  builder,  Mr.  Edward  Kilpatrick,  who  brought  it  within  the 
limits  of  the  contract  price.  It  is,  and  must  always  be,  a  noble 
memorial  of  that  princely  man,  W.  W.  Cornell,  who  organized 
this  society.  The  Sunday-school  of  this  church  is  still  the  largest 
Methodist  school  in  the  city. 


IV.  CHURCH  SUSTAINING. 

We  also  hold  the  ground  in  some  ])lace8,  and  though  we  make 
no  special  progress,  are  yet  dorng  a  good  work  in  holding  our 
own.  In  some  parts  of  the  city  the  churches  are  left  weak  by 
removals,  and  as  fast  as  young  people  get  converted  and  become 
strong,  they  move  away  to  better  their  condition.  If  we  could 
have  reports  from  the  other  churches  and  Sunday-schools  where 
these  men  and  women  go  who  were  converted  in  these  down-town 
struggling  churches,  we  should  have  one  of  the  important  results 
of  our  holding  the  ground.  We  cannot  tabulate  such  results,  but 
God  can  and  does,  and  we  shall  see  it  in  the  great  triumph  of 
Christianity,  so  dear  to  us  all.  It  is  a  grand  thing,  then,  to  keep 
the  churches  and  Sunday-schools  open.  It  is  a  discouraging  work 
to  the  pastors,  the  reports  do  not  show  large  figures  and  great 
increase;  but  these  men  are  doing  God's  work  grandly  and  well. 
We  cannot  measure  the  power  and  influence  of  a  brave,  godly 
man  simply  doing  his  duty.  There  are  numbers  of  God's  chil- 
dren who  need  these  church  homes.  We  owe  it  to  the  remaining 
Christian  population  and  to  ourselves  to  keep  open  these  old  his- 
toric churches.  It  would  be  a  good  thing  if,  in  some  cases,  they 
were  made  smaller,  and  reading-rooms  added,  and  if  courses  of* 
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instructive  and  scientific  lectures  could  be  given  free  to  the  peo- 
ple. We  do  not  realize  the  unbelief  and  indifference  of  great 
multitudes  of  the  unreached  masses,  who,  in  the  expressive  words 
of  one  of  our  pastors  in  the  lower  part  of  the  city,  "  believe  in 
no  God  but  mammon,  no  devil  but  the  absence  of  gold,  no  dam- 
nation but  that  of  being  poor,  and  no  hell  but  that  of  an  empty 
stomach." 

V.  CHURCH  ENLARGING. 

One  of  the  most  satisfactory  things  of  the  year  is  the  steady 
growth  of  our  down-town  work  in  Franklin  Street.  The  familiar 
cry  of  "  more  room  "  comes  up  regularly  soon  after  every  enlarge- 
ment. Room  after  room  has  been  taken  in,  story  after  story 
has  been  added,  until  there  is  no  more  chance  to  grow  even  in  that 
direction.  And  yet  the  cry  is  for  "  more  room,"  "  We  are  full 
from  top  to  bottom."  The  four  years  of  Brother  Merritt's  work, 
assisted  by  Brothers  Woolsey,  Klopsch,  and  others,  have  proved 
the  possibilities  and  certain  fruitage  of  cheerful,  happy  faith  in 
God,  united  with  unceasing  work  and  prayer,  and  followed  up  by 
constant  giving  to  the  Lord.  We  have  in  Franklin  Street  a  gen- 
uine Methodist  church  growing  all  the  time,  and  doing  an  im- 
mense amount  of  good.  And  now  the  cry  comes  up,  "  Give  us 
A  People's  Church.  Give  us  a  large,  plain,  comfortable  church, 
and  as  large  as  you  can  make  it;  it  can  be  filled."  Read  the  pas- 
tor's report.  It  is  like  a  fresh  breeze  from  heaven.  What  a  scheme 
of  Christian  benevolence  for  some  godly  man  to  build  such  a 
church,  and  then  live  to  enjoy  it  Jind  see  it  grow  !  What  a  heaven 
that  would  be  to  go  to  heaven  in !  It  is  no  small  thing  to  have 
proved  the  possibility  of  keeping  up  live  churches  in  these  lower 
wards  of  the  city. 

VI.  THE  ANNIVERSARY. 

The  anniversaries  of  our  Society  have  generally  been  held  in  the 
evening,  and  sometimes  when  we  had  but  few  of  the  church 
members  present.  The  cause,  the  work,  the  speakers  secured, 
are  worthy  of  a  better  audience,  and  the  anniversary  should  be 
held  at  a  time  and  place  when  the  leading  laymen  of  our  largest 
churches  could  be  present.  The  time  is  coming  when  it  will  be 
considered  an  honor  to  have  tie  anniversary  meeting  of  this 
Society  in  a  church,  when  our  first  churches  will  contend  for  it. 
That  time  will  come  when  our  real  work  is  clearly  understood 
and  appreciated.     There  are  no  churches  doing  more  for  the  cause 
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of  God  in  this  city,  for  the  unity  of  our  denomination^  and  for 
the  establiahment  of  our  doctrines,  than  those  of  the  Society.  Its 
preachers  are  worthy  of  all  honor,  and  no  man  can  read  the 
reports  whose  heart  will  not  be  quickened.    . 

The  Superintendent's  report  is  added  this  year.  There  is  also 
given  below  some  account  of  each  station,  given  by  the  pastor 
himself.  They  show  much  hard  work,  many  conversions,  splen- 
did Sunday-school  work,  and  a  cheerful  courage  that  must,  in 
the  end,  take  the  world  for  Christ. 

VII.  REPORTS  FROM  THE  PASTORS. 

We  have  this  year  arranged  the  repoits  in  the  order  that  one 
would  visit  these  churches,  if  he  were  to  begin  down  town  on  the 
west  side,  and  working  up  on  that  side  to  the  northern  end  of 
the  city,  and  returning  on  the  east  side  to  the  point  of  departure. 

Franklin  Street  M.  E.  Church  and  Branches  for  1883, 
Rev.  Stephen  Meeritt,  Rev.  A.  B.  Wools ey.  Rev.  R.  Tbarb. 
Brother  Merritt,  pastor  in  charge,  writes :  "  One  more  year's 
work  for  Jesus.  Another  year  of  active  service  for  our  Redeemer 
has  rolled  around,  and  again  we  are  called  upon  to  report.  In 
every  respect  1883  has  been  a  blessed  year  for  Franklin  Street 
Peace  and  prosperity  have  attended  us.  Salvation,  free  and  full, 
has  flowed  like  a  river.  The  membership  and  congregation  are 
continually  on  the  increase,  and  oftentimes  the  church  is  crowded 
to  its  fullest  capacity,  while  at  almost  every  service  sinners  are 
convicted,  seekers  saved,  or  believers  sanctified.  The  entire 
membersliip  are  zealous  and  consecrated ;  intensely  spiritual  in  all 
their  work,  prompt  and  punctual  in  their  attendance  on  all  the 
means  of  grace,  and  cheerful  in  their  unbounded  liberality.  The 
class  and  prayer  meetings  are  seasons  of  Divine  power,  and  our 
monthly  love-feasts  bring  crowds  of  loving  saints  from  near  and 
far,  and  this  all  the  year  round  with  no  abatement. 

"  The  Sunday-school  is  the  beauty  and  joy  of  the  church.  The 
entire  building  is  crowded  from  basement  to  garret  with  over  600 
teachers  and  scholars,  who  are  faithfully  studying  God's  Word, 
and  earnestly  and  successfully  laboring  to  bring  the  children  to 
Christ ;  in  fact,  this  is  the  first  and  last  and  only  aim.  Brother 
Louis  Klopsch,  our  superintendent,  is  most  successful  in  this  great 
work.  Our  children's  classes  are  features  of  this  part  of  the  plan, 
and  prove  a  great  blessing.   God  is,  indeed,  with  us.   The  noon-day 
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prayer-meeting  has  entered  upon  its  third  year,  having  been 
held  every  week  day^  except  Saturdays,  (under  the  leadership  of 
Brother  Woolsey,)  without  interruption. 

''Financially  we  have  been  successful  in  every  respect.      Our 
people  are  cheerful  and  liberal  givers,  and  the  Sunday-Rchool  col- 
lection for  the  General  Missionary  Society  amounts  to  $290  60, 
and  all  other  collections  in  proportion.      'The  Lord  loveth  a 
cheerfol  giver.'     We  are,  indeed,  grateful,  but  we  cannot  help 
recognizing  the  fact,  that  our  facilities  do  not  measure  up  to  our 
glorious  opportunities.     We  need  a  new,  a  large,  a  plain  church. 
Room  for  the  masses  is  required.    As  we  became  thronged,  we 
sent  out  into  the  regions  beyond.     First,  the  Third  Ward  was 
entered,  and  a  church  and  Sunday-school  started,  which  is  now  in 
successful  operation,  under  the  superintendence  of  Rev.  Brother 
R.  Teare,  while  the  workers  are  from  Franklin  Street.     Then  the 
First  Ward  Chapel  was  opened,  under  Rev.  A.  B.  Woolsey,  which 
church  is  crowded  to  its  utmost  in  the  Sunday-school  and  preach- 
ing service,  and  with  a  little  assistance  from  the  Society  will  be 
able  to  be  a  self-sustaining  charge  in  the  spring.     These  are  both 
under  the  direction  of  Franklin  Street,   and  the  workers  and 
funds  come  from  this  direction.    The  mother  church  must  have 
more  room.    The  ball  has  been  set  in  motion,  and  now,  in  faith, 
we  are  looking  up  to  the  Lord,  (who  has  done  so  much  for  us,) 
and  as  cheerful  givers  we  are  feeling  down  deep  in  our  pockets, 
and  then  we  are  searching  diligently  for  an  acceptable  site  to 
build  for  all  time  A  People's  Cuurch,  a  real,  live  Meihodist 
Episcopal  Church  for  the  people  of  these  lower  wards.     As  large 
as  it  c-ATL  be  made  it  can  be  tilled.     The  streets  are  full  of  boys 
and  girls,  and  Franklin  Street  has  a  place  in  their  hearts,  and  in 
the  hearts  of  their  parents,  that  will  insure  the  success  of  any 
move  in  this  direction.    We  are  blessed  with  a  large  corps  of  ear- 
nest, loving,  faithful  workers,  ^\ho  study  to  be  approved  of  God, 
and  seek  only  the  prosperity  of  Zion;  to  these,  under  the  blessing 
of  God,  we  owe  the  healthy,  happy  state  in  which  this  report 
leaves  us." 

St.  Mark's.  Rkv.  W.  P.  Ryder,  Pastor,  writes:  "The 
ohurch  enjoys  a  good  measure  of  prosperity  in  all  departments, 
notwithstanding  the  dull  times  which  are  pressing  so  heavily 
iipon  this  congregation.  We  are  rejoiced  to  iind  that  there  is  an 
advance  all  along  the  line  in  regular  giving,  increased  attend- 
ance,  and  deeper  interest  for  the  success  of  the  cause  of  the 
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say  the  feast  is  established  in  its  calendar.  The  anniversary  oc- 
casions of  the  Sunday-school  bring  out  the  people  and  fill  the 
main  audience  room  of  the  church  to  overflowing. 

"  The  finances  of  the  church  are  up.  The  benevolent  collections 
of  the  society  thus  far  lead  those  of  last  year.  The  subscription 
to  the  New  York  City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary  Society, 
after  an  inspiring  sermon  from  the  Superintendent,  amounted 
to  $80.  Last  year  it  was  111.  Moreover,  our  people  visit  dedi- 
cations and  chapel-openings,  and  give  generously. 

"  The  Sunday-school  sent  a  collection  from  its  *  Children's  Day  * 
to  the  Educational  Society,  and  has  nearly  doubled  its  missionary 
<.>ffering8.  The  life  of  the  church  is  vigorous.  It  has  been 
strengthened  in  every  part  of  its  work,  and  never  before  was  so 
well  conditioned  for  accomplishments  as  now.  There  have  been 
23  professed  conversions  during  the  year.  A  revival  is  now  in 
progress,  and  souls  are  seeking  the  Saviour.  Every  thing  is 
bright  with  us.  The  Lord  is  establishing  the  work  of  our  heart 
and  hands,  and  to  him  be  all  the  glory  ! 

"  The  people  praise  God  continually  for  his  wisdon  and  grace 
in  direcjing  the  New  York  City  Church  Extension  and  Mission- 
ary Society  in  placing  the  new  church  just  where  it  is." 

Grace  Church.  Rev.  Thomas  Lodge,  Pastor,  writes  :  "  It 
has  seemed  to  us  that  *  the  most  important  and  interesting  part 
of  our  work  the  past  year  has  been  the  stated  preaching  of  the 
word,  faithful  pastoral  visitation,  and  personal  labor  with  people 
who  have  recently  come  into  this  part  of  the  city.  We  have  cer- 
tainly been  blessed  with  success  in  these  lines  of  work,  as  the  in- 
crease in  our  membership  and  the  steady  building  up  of  a  reliable 
congregation  show.  The  time  may  soon  come  when  special  work 
in  other  directions  may  be  called  for,  but  we  have  not  seen  it 
the  past  year.  The  difficulties  which  all  the  churches  in  this 
part  of  the  city  have  had  to  contend  with  are  passing  away,  and 
the  future  is  very  promising.  We  have  now  77  members  and  5 
probationers — a  very  gratifying  and  steady  growth.  Our  prayer- 
meetings  are  good,  and,  in  view  of  the  widely-scattered  homes  of 
our  people,  well  attended.  The  financial  condition  of  the  church 
is  especially  satisfactory.  Our  current  expenses  for  the  year  are 
fully  met,  and  we  have  doubled  our  collection  for  the  New  York 
City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary  Society,  and  we  think  our 
general  missionary  collection  will  be  twice  the  amount  of  our 
apportionment.  Altogether  the  church  is  doing  well  in  the  ac- 
complishment of  its  great  work. 
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"  Our  Sunday-school  is  growing  in  numbers  and  interest,  and 
looks  much  more  hopeful  than  at  any  time  since  we  have  known 
it.     The  superintendent  and  the  teachers  are  faithful  worker?." 

Washington  Heights,  (West  145th  Street.)  Rkv.  Albert 
Stevens,  Pastor,  writes  :  "  The  workmen  in  this  church  have  not 
become  weary  in  welldoing,  but  having  endured  hardness  like  good 
soldiers,  now  feel  that  the  work  of  the  Lord  is  prospering  in  their 
hands.  On  a  few  heroic  souls  the  duties  and  burdens  of  this  church 
have  fallen  for  many  years.  At  present  increasing  congregations, 
a  growing  Sunday-school,  and  the  addition  of  a  number  of  ex- 
cellent and  efficient  members  has  inspired  the  hope  that  a  day 
of  brighter  and  better  things  is  not  far  distant. 

"  For  about  seventeen  years  the  Sunday-school  has  been  watched 
over  with  fatherly  care  by  Brother  E.  B.  Treat.  Probably  in  all 
these  years  the  school  was  never  in  a  more  encouraging  condition 
than  at  present.  Since  last  April  but  few  conversions  have  oc- 
curred in  the  church  and  Sunday-school,  but  during  that  period 
1 7  members  have  been  added  to  the  church  by  letter.  A  young 
peoples'  meeting,  conducted  by  the  pastor,  has  not  only  been 
sustained,  but  has  become  one  of  the  most  interesting  meetings 
connected  with  the  church.  An  elect  sister.  Miss  Reid,  has  been 
almost  a  constant  visitor  throughout  the  charge,  and  has  met  with 
much  success,  drawing  adults  into  the  church  and  children  into 
the  Sunday-school.  Pastoral  visits,  640.  Our  constant  aim  has 
lieen  tc^lead  the  people  to  lay  hold  upon  the  only  One  who  is 
mighty  and  able  to  save. 

"Since  April  1,  1883,  the  amount  of  $948  58  has  been  raised  for 
the  church,  and  $355  83  for  the  Sunday-school." 

St.  Stephen's,  (Kingsbridgo,  New  York  city.)  Rkv.  R.  Kel- 
LEY,  Pastor,  writes:  "  St.  Stephen's  is  a  little  one  among  the  thou- 
sands of  our  Israel.  When  the  writer  was  appointed  to  this 
charge  Inst  spring  he  found  a  membership  of  43,  with  but  one 
reliable  male  worker  in  the  prayer-meetings  of  the  church,  anil 
l)ut  one  in  a  Sunday-school  of  60  scholars,  which  was  also  with- 
out a  superintendent,  and  that  there  had  been  no  class-meetings 
:for  a  considerable  period.  So  that,  had  it  not  been  for  the  faith- 
ful and  earnest  efforts  of  a  few  of  the  good  sisters  of  the  church, 
the  interests  of  the  same  could  not  have  been  sustained.  He  also 
found  that  the  membership  of  the  church  was  scattered  over  a 
wide  area,  many  of  them  living  quite  remote  from  the  church,  so 
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that  tbeir  attendance  was  very  much  affected  by  the  state  of  the 
weather;  that  the  surrounding  population  was  largely  Roman 
Catholic,  and  that  the  congregation  was  a  fluctuating  one.  An 
an  illustration  of  this  I  might  state,  that  during  the  year  24  schol- 
ars have  been  added  to  the  Sunday-school,  but  the  records  riiow 
that  during  the  same  period  25  have  removed.  So,  too,  as  to  the 
membership  of  the  church,  11  have  been  received,  but  8  have 
dropped  out  by  removals  and  death,  and  a  larger  number  have 
gone  from  the  congregation,  who,  though  not  members,  were 
valuable  helpers.  Such  are  some  of  the  difficulties  under  which 
the  church  is  nobly  and  courageously  struggling  to  hold  her  own 
and  make  some  advancement.  The  Sunday-school  is  now  thor- 
oughly organized,  with  three  earnest  brethren  filling  the  posi- 
tions, respectively,  of  superintendent,  secretary,  and  librarian, 
besides  a  faithful  corps  of  teachers.  All  the  necessary  supplies 
for  the  current  year  have  been  procured  and  paid  for,  and  the 
school  is  doing  good  and  faithful  work,  as  is  evidenced  by  the 
fact  that  just  now  nearly  all  the  larger  scholars  are  seeking,  and 
many  of  them  finding,  *the  pearl  of  great  price.'  A  weekly 
class-meeting  has  been  established,  which,  although  not  largely 
attended,  is  yet  very  much  appreciated  and  enjoyed  by  the  few 
who  find  these  gatherings  to  be  seasons  of  spiritual  refreshing; 
and  all  are  hopeful  that  the  gracious  work  begun  in  the  Sabbath- 
school  will  grow  and  spread  till  many  shall  be  reached  by  the 
saving  influences  of  the  Gospel. 

"  St.  Stephen's  expects  to  meet  all  the  current  expenses  for  the 
year,  and  do  her  best  toward  the  benevolences  of  the  Church." 

Woodlawn  Church.  Rev.  J.  Ogden  Kern,  Pastor,  writes: 
"The  past  year  has  been  a  pleasant  and  prosperous  one.  The 
church  has  grown  in  numbers  and  influence,  becoming  more  and 
more  intrenched  in  the  aflections  and  life  of  the  community.  The 
want  of  sidewalks  and  street-lamps  very  often  affects  the  attend- 
ance, especially  during  the  winter  seasons. 

"A  tine  increase  is  noticeable  in  the  list  of  pew-holders,  mak- 
ing the  financial  obligations  of  the  stewai'ds,  though  increased  in 
amount,  more  easy  to  meet  than  ever  before.  The  Ladies'  Aid 
Society  preserves  its  efliciency,  and  is  an  indispensable  adjunct 
in  meeting  the  current  expenses  of  the  church. 

"  During  the  year  the  church  property  has  been  much  improved 
by  the  erection  of  a  neat  and  substantial  fence,  and  the  grading 
of   the   grounds   and  street-approaches    to    the  church.      This 
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work  was  done  through  the  generosity  of  the  Woodlawn  Cem- 
etery Association.  The  Sunday-school  has  been  larger  than  ever 
before,  and  is  full  of  interest  and  promise  to  the  church  and  com- 
munity. A  fine  increase  has  been  made  in  the  library,  mainly 
through  the  kindness  of  Brother  J.  B.  Cornell. 

"Every  year's  history  at  Woodlawn  only  cnnfirms  the  wisdom 
and  forethought  by  which  this  ground  was  pre-oecupied,  and  a 
church  erected  to  bless,  by  its  direct  or  indirect  influence,  every 
family  of  the  village." 

Fordham.     Rev.  Thomas  S.   Bond,  Pastor,   writes:    "Our 
church  in  Fordham  has  made  sure  and   steady  progress  during 
the  past  year.     Our  congregations  have  doubled,  our  Sunday- 
school  is  in  a  prosperous  condition,  our  social  meetings  well  main- 
tained.    Good  has  been  done  and  several  brought  to  a  knowledge 
of  the  truth,  and,  thanking  God,  we  take  courage.     A  thorough 
revision  of  the  Church  Record  has  reduced  our  reported  member- 
ship, but  our  present  numbers  are  real,  not  nominal.     Financially, 
our  receipts  are  80  per  cent,  more  than  the  previous  year.     The 
embarrassments  referred   to  by  my  predecessor,  namely,   ^The 
influence  of  St.  John's  College,'  the  students  of  which  spend  their 
Sunday  afternoons,  in  the  season,  in  playing  Base  Ball;  Jerome 
Park  Race  Course,  which  is  any  thing  but  a  means  of  grace,  and 
the  numerous  liquor  saloons,  still  continue;  but  what,  in  my  judg- 
ment, is  more  damaging  than  all  these,  is  the  disposition  that  has 
been  shown  by  well-to-do  Methodist  families  to  pass  by  our  little 
organization,  and  for  tlie  sake  of  social  advantages  to  connect 
themselves  with  churches  non-Methodistic.  Through  the  liberality 
of  the  Board  our  property  has  been  made  more  attractive  out- 
wardly, having  been  thoroughly   painted,  and  inside  new  gas- 
fixtures  have  added  considerably  to  its  comfort.     Our  numbers 
are  small,  4:>ut  generous  and  willing.     Now  is  the  day  of  small 
things,  but  I  feel  confident,  before  long,  the  wisdom  of  the  Board 
in  holding  on  will  be  clearly  seen."

Morrisania.  Rev. Sylvester Lowtheb, Pastor, writes:  "The 
past  year  has  been  one  of  evident  growth.  A  lively  interest  has 
been  taken  in  all  the  religious  meetings  of  the  church.  The 
number  of  classes  has  been  doubled,  and  the  attendance  has  more 
than  doubled.  The  attendance  at  prayer-meeting  and  upon  the 
preaching  of  the  Word  has  largely  increased.  One  year  ago 
119  full  members  were  reported;  at  the  close  of  this  year  we 
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are  able  to  report  140  full  members  and  44  probationers.  Oar 
Sunday-school  is  making  very  satisfactory  progress.  The  school 
is  steadily  advancing  in  raembei*s,  in  interest,  and  in  influence. 
We  have  an  earnest  corps  of  officers  and  teachers,  who  are  endeav- 
oring to  faithfully  teach  the  Word.  As  a  reward  for  their  labors 
they  have  been  permitted  to  see  a  number  of  their  scholars  hap- 
pily converted  to  God  during  the  last  few  mouths.  We  have 
been  able  to  raise  the  money  for  current  expenses  without  put- 
ting forth  any  great  effort.  Our  people  have  a  growing  appre- 
ciation for  the  New  York  City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary 
Society,  as  the  advance  in  the  collection  will  show.  This  advance 
is  owing  largely  to  the  forcible  manner  in  which  the  Superin- 
tendent, Dr.  Sanford,  presented  the  interests  of  the  Society.  The 
people  need  just  such  information.  The  future  of  this  church  is 
full  of  hope." 

Bethany  Chapel,  (East  123d  Street,  near  First  Avenue.) 
Rev.  D.  Curry,  DJ).,  Pastor.  For  most  of  the  year  the  chapel 
service  and  Sunday-school  has  been  under  the  care  of  Dr.  F.  M. 
Smith.  The  former  Sunday-school  superintendent  having  volun- 
tarily resigned,  it  was  necessary  to  appoint  Brother  Smith  to  that 
office,  which  he  has  faithfully  filled  in  addition  to  conducting  the 
regular  Sunday-evening  and  other  religions  services  of  the 
chapel.  The  school  is  sadly  in  need  of  faithful,  efficient  teachers, 
who,  for  the  good  of  the  work,  are  willing  to  devote  their  time 
and  talent  to  the  religious  instruction  and  training  of  those  who 
are  willing  and  anxious  to  be  taught.  The  superintendent  re- 
ports that  **  the  school  has  been  gradually  growing  in  attendance 
since  the  summer  time,"  and  "  if  we  had  the  teachers  it  could, 
no  doubt,  be  made  a  grand  success."  The  "  faithful  few  "  have, 
by  their  presence  and  interest,  nobly  sustained  the  work  of  the 
school  and  chapel  service,  which,  under  more  favorable  circum- 
stances, we  believe,  have  a  future  of  much  encouragement  and 
promise  in  this  locality  where  they  are  so  much  needed. 

The  Church  of  the  Saviour,  (East  109th  Street.)  Rev. 
GeougeVan  Alstyne,  Pastor,  writes:  "You  ask  me  to  state 
some  items  of  interest  and  hopefulness  connected  with  the  Church 
of  the  Saviour: 

"  I.  The  Neighborhood. — ^It  has  the  promise  of  a  very  large 
influx  of  inhabitants  in  the  near  future.  New  buildings  either 
now  finished  or  in  the  process  of  finishing,  so  as  to  be  ready  for 
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occupancy  within  thfi  next  few  months,  have  accommodations  for 
nearly  a  thousand  families.  The  most  of  these  houses  are  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  the  church. 

"  II.  The  Sunday-school. — This  has  shown  remarkable  vigor 
within  the  last  four  months.  Its  organization  is  compact  and 
strong — never  so  good  before — and  its  numbers  largely  in  excess 
of  those  reached  in  any  former  period  of  its  history.  The  weekly 
attendance  is  now  nearly  450,  and  is  constantly  increasing. 
Within  a  year,  I  think,  the  school  will  reach  650  scholars. 

"  III.  TuE  Church. — While  several  valuable  members  removed 
from  us  last  spring,  many  very  excellent  ones  have  come  to  us 
since  May  1.  During  this  time  accessions  to  the  church  have 
been,  by  letter,  39;  and  from  probation,  15.  A  spirit  of  earnest 
work,  and  of  real,  buoyant  hopefulness  per^'ades  the  whole  so- 
ciety. This  is  both  healthful  and  encouraging  alike  to  pastor  and 
people." 

Cornell  Memorial  Church,  (76th  Street.)  Rev.  H.  E. 
BuRNES,  Pastor,  reports  :  "  The  more  important  facts  of  church 
work  for  the  past  year  are  :  Membership  of  the  Sabbath -school  at 
the  present  time,  1,549.  Within  a  few  weeks  the  infant-class, 
first  and  second-class  intermediates,  and  small  audience  rooms 
have  been  greatly  improved  at  the  expense  of  some  $1,200 — all 
paid  for.  The  membership  of  the  church  is  364  ;  number  of  pro- 
bationers, 70;  total,  434. 

"  During  the  year,  from  April,  5  have  died,  30  have  removed  by 
letter,  1  has  withdrawn.  There  have  been  44  received  by  letter 
and  9  from  probation;  total,  53.  I  have  baptized  19,  18  infants 
and  1  adult.  During  the  past  month  of  January  a  gracious  re- 
vival has  been  experienced  by  the  church.  The  financial  condi- 
tion is  also  very  encouraging." 

Thirty-seventh  Street  Church.    Rev.  G.  H.  Goodsell, 

Pastor,  writes:  "  Thirty-seventh  Street  Church  has  passed  through 
another  very  successful  year.  Many  souls  have  been  converted 
and  added  to  its  membership  during  the  year.  A  healthy  spirit- 
ual state  has  been  maintained  ;  the  prayer  and  class  meetings  are 
well  sustained.  The  Sunday  congregations,  in  numbers  and  in- 
telligence, will  compare  favorably  with  any  of  the  regular 
churches.  The  current  expenses  and  salary  of  the  pastor  are 
paid  by  the  local  church.  The  several  connectional  benevolences 
of  the  denomination  are  remembered,  and  also  liberal  collections 
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are  made  for  all  local  charities  and  city  mission  work.  The 
Society  pays  the  pastor's  rent.  All  other  interests  of  the  chnreh 
and  Sunday-school  are  cared  for  by  the  local  church.  The  Sun- 
day-school has  also  had  a  year  of  much  prosperity.  The  annual 
report  of  the  secretary,  made  in  December,  1883,  showed  the 
largest  average  attendance  the  school  has  ever  had.  Total  number 
of  scholars,  308 ;  officers  and  teachers,  31.  Frank  Moss,  Esq.,  is  the 
efficient  and  successful  superintendent.  The  church  is  thoroughly 
Method  istic  in  its  usages,  and  offers  a  pleasant  church  home  to  all 
who  enter  into  its  fellowship.  It  is  well  united  in  its  officiary  and 
membership,  and  its  finances  conducted  in  a  business-like  manner.'' 

Hedding  Church,  (East  I7th  Street.)  Rev.  Nathan  Hub- 
bell,  Pastor,  writes  :  "  My  pastoral  connection  with  this  time- 
honored  church  covers  a  period  of  about  nine  months  only.  Ow- 
ing to  the  repairs  and  improvements  in  progress  on  the  chnreh 
edifice  and  parsonage  for  nearly  three  months  of  the  Conference 
year,  which  carried  us  into  midsummer,  when  multitudes  were 
absent  from  the  city,  our  growth  has  been  necessarily  slow. 
However,  regular  weekly  services,  including  two  sessions  of  the 
Sabbath-school,  were  conducted,  and  much  pastoral  labor  per- 
formed by  myself  and  wife,  aggregating,  at  the  present  lime, 
more  than  1,000  calls.  Unfounded  rumors  resrardiiig  the  proposed 
sale  of  the  church  property  to  the  Scandinavians  have  also  re- 
tarded our  advancement,  which  were  happily  set  at  rest  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Sanford,  our  Superintendent,  on  the  day  of  re-opening. 
A  better  feeling  then  prevailed,  and  ill, 306  were  subscribed 
toward  the  improvements  made  on  the  property. 

"Since  Conference  21  persons  have  united  by  probation  and  let- 
ter, while  many  who  have  sought  Christ  at  our  altars  worship  in 
other  portions  of  the  city.  The  public  congregations  and  the 
Sabbath-school  are  making  slow  but  certain  progress.  A  new 
Sunday-school  library  is  being  introduced^  and  the  general  out- 
look is  of  a  hopeful  charncter. 

"  Revival  meetings  were  held  during  the  month  of  November 
with  gratifying  results,  and  *  Grospel  Temperance  Meetings '  are 
now  in  progress,  with  growing  audiences.  We  contemplate  hold- 
ing extra  services  nearly  every  week  during  the  remainder  of  the 
winter.  With  implicit  trust  in  God,  and  sustained  by  the  prayers 
and  occasional  visitations  of  Christian  workers  from  other  depart- 
ments of  the  Master's  harvest  fields,  we  are  fully  satisfied  that 
the  goal  of  ultimate  success^ will  be  reached  at  no  distant  day." 
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•  ^^^ 

Eleventh  Street.  Rev.  D.  M'Mullen,  Pastor,  writes:  "  The 
church  has  been  passing  through  heavy  trials  during  the  year, 
which  have  retarded  the  work  and  greatly  afflicted  the  pastor  and 
many  of  the  members.  We  have  lost  our  strong  men,  and  the 
result  18  we  are  weaker,  financially,  at  least,  and  yet  the  church 
has  made  some  progress  in  nunlbers.  We  have  had  no  great  re- 
vival, but  42  have  been  converted  at  our  altar  during  the  year. 
Of  these  28  united  with  «ns  on  probation  ;  the  rest  have  gone  to 
other  churches,  or  are  now  beyond  our  reach.  There  have  been 
27  additions  to  the  church  from  probation  and  by  letter,  while 
16  letters  have  been  granted,  and  two  have  died — a  net  gain  in 
membership  of  9.  The  two  deaths,  those  of  Brother  Howell  and 
Sister  Cuddlipp,  were  full  of  triumph,  and  have  had  a  profound 
influence  on  the  church  for  good.  The  congregations  have  been 
attentive,  and  the  social  meetings  warm  and  spiritual.  We  closed 
the  old  year  with  a  most  delightful  service,  which  has  united  all 
hearts  and  given  an  impetus  to  the  work  for  the  new  year. 

^'  The  Sunday-school,  though  not  so  large  as  a  year  ago,  is  in  a 
very  healthy  condition,  having  had  an  attendance  of  396  the 
Sunday  after  the  Christmas  holidays  ;  but  we  have  lost  many  of 
the  children  of  Lutheran  parents  when  the  time  has  come  for 
them  to  be  confirmed.  The  new  St.  Mark's  Memorial  Church 
has  also  drawn  away  a  number.  This  church  and  Sunday-school 
will,  probably,  never  be  very  strong,  either  financially  or  numer- 
ically. The  losses  are  too  numerous,  the  beer-drinking  and 
Sabbath  desecration  too  universal,  the  non-chnrch  going  of  the 
community  too  confirmed,  and  the  intolerance  too  marked,  for 
that.  Still,  our  church  plods  along,  our  noble  band  of  young 
people  are  ready  for  every  good  work,  and  a  steady  and  health- 
ful effort  is  made  to  upbuild  the  Redeemer's  kingdom. 
"  We  are  much  indebted  to  the  Rev.  J.  C.  Thomas  and  Rev. 

James  H.  Cannon  for  services  rendered  during  the   past  four 

months. 

**  The  great  need  of  our  church  to-day  is  a  couple  of  strong  men 

'who  could  work  together  in  harmony  in  the  cause  of  the  Master. 

if  the  Society  could  find  two  such  men  and  send  them  here,  they 

'would  receive  a  warm  welcome  and  be  a  great  blessing  to  the 

church  by  filling  permanently  the  places  filled  at  present  by  the 

above-named  brethren." 

Wesley  Chapel,  (Attorney  Street.)  Rev.  J.  V.  Saunders, 
Pastor,  reports:  "Pastoral  visits  made,  096,  of  which  148  were  to  the 
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sick  ;  23  funerals  attended  ;  preached  at  104  public  services.    A 
good  revival  interest  has  been  in  the  church  and  Sunday-school 
through  the  whole  year.     I  find  that  over  60  souls  have  been 
converted,  about  one  half  being  adults.     Most  of  these  were  re- 
ceived on  probation.     A  few  members  have  been  received  by 
letter,  and  16  have  been  admitted  from  probation  into  full  mem- 
bership.    Quite  a  number  have  removed  by  letter,  but  the  num- 
ber of  names  on  the  Church  Record  is  larger  than  last  report. 
About  50  per  cent,  of  the  nominal  membership  attend  class,  and 
of  the  actual  membership  fully  80  per  cent.     The  children  who 
havt>  been  converted  in  the  Sunday-school  have  been  formed  in- 
to a  *  Children's  Class.'     About  25  meet  in  this  way  after  the 
close  of  the  afternoon  session  of  the  Sunday-school.     This  has 
not  yet  been  reported  as  one  of  the  church  classes,  but,  as  it  gives 
such  promise  of  permanent  good,  it  may  take  its  place  with  the 
rest.     During  the  year  a  Sunday-school  Missionary  Society  has 
been  organized,  and  the  good  resulting  is  seen  in  the  missionary 
collection  for  the  year,  being  almost  double  that  of  the  year  pre- 
ceding.    A  Gospel  Temperance  Society  has  also  been  organized, 
to  counteract  the   temptations   to   intemperance  to  which   our 
young  men  are  exposed.     Public  meetings  are  held  each  Monday 
evening.     The  laymen's  meeting  is  still  held  every  Sunday  after- 
noon in  the  church.     Sometimes    as  many  as   400  persons  are 
present,  while  the  average  attendance  for  the  year  has  been  about 
250.     This  is  a  prayer,  praise,  and  experience  meeting,  and  is  at- 
tended by  members  of  the  Methodist  and  other  churches  with 
very  great  spiritual  profit.     The  Sunday-school,  Brother  W.  V. 
Ackermau,  superintendent,  is  in  a  good   condition.     I   have  at- 
tended almost  every  session  during  the  year,  and  teach  one  of"" 
the  Bible  classes.     Besides  meeting  all  its  current  expenses  for 
the  year,  ($202,)  it  has  raised  and  appropriated  $300  for  a  new 
library.     During  the  month  of  July  the  morning  session  was  dis- 
continued.    This  arrangement  has  somewhat  affected  the  attend- 
ance at  the  Sunday-morning  preaching  service,  but  has,  perhaps, 
been  beneficial  to  the  afternoon  session,  both  in  point  of  a  better 
average  attendance  and  general  interest.     During  the  year  we 
have  given  a  young  man  to  the  Christian  ministry.     He  is  doing 
such  a  good  work  in  the  church  to  which  he  was  appointed,  that 
his  presiding  elder  said  of  him,  *  If  you  had  half  a  dozen  more 
like  him  I  would  take  them  all.'      To  observe  that  Christian 
labor  in  any  of  our  down-town  churches  is  beset  by  difficulties 
and  many  discouragements,  is  an  admitted  fact.     The  migrating* 
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character  of  the  people,  the  preponderance  of  foreign  over  na- 
tive element  in  point  of  numbers,  and  among  these  the  multitudes 
who  do  not  speak  our  tongue  nor  worship  at  our  altars,  form  no 
small  hinderances  and  difficulties  in  the  way  of  evangelistic  toil. 
But  for  all  that  the  Gospel  is  seen,  in  many  striking  instances,  to 
be  still  'the  power  of  God  unto  salvation,'  and  souls  can  be  saved 
here  as  well  as  anywhere.  Some  who  were  converted  in  Wesley 
Chapel  during  our  pastorate,  already  give  large  promise  of 
Christian  usefulness  and  honor  to  the  Church  elsewhere  as  well 
as  in  the  place  where  they  were  saved. 

"  Emmanual  Mission  is  the  Wesley  Chapel  Branch,  opened 
in  November,  in  a  comfortable  condition  and  with  good  accommo- 
dations, through  the  assistance  tendered  it  by  the  New  York  City 
Church  Extension  and  Missionary  Society.  This  mission  has 
regular  preaching  service  and  Sunday-school,  prayer  and  class 
meetings,  and  is  a  great  blessing  to  those  who  attend  its  services. 
I  visit  as  often  as  my  other  duties  will  permit,  and  administer 
the  Lord's  Supper  to  its  members  once  a  month.  Compared, 
then,  with  a  year  ago,  we  report  *  progress,'  *  not  by  might,  nor 
by  power,'  but  through  the  Spirit  and  by  the  blessing  of  Him 
*  whose  we  are  and  whom  we  serve.' " 

Alanson  Church,  (Norfolk  Street.)    Rev.  John  Pilkixgton, 
Pastor,  writes:  "'Hold  the  Fort!'  sounds  well  enough  when  a 
large  and  enthusiastic  congregation  are  singing  it  with  all  their 
might  on  the  tidal-wave  of  a  good,  rousing  meeting.     But  there 
must  be  something  more  than  merely   holding  the  fort  if  this 
world,  or  even  New  York  city,  is  ever  taken  for  the  Lord  Jesus. 
There  must  be  aggression  and  battle  and  conquest,  and  the  slain 
of  the  Lord  many.     Hard  work,  and  plenty  of  it,  has  been  done 
in  and  for  the  Alanson  M.  E.  Church  the  past  year,  but  so  far  as 
increase  of  membership  and  financial  strength  go,  we  seem  to 
have  only  held  the  fort,  and  are  not  at  all  satisfied.     Nearly  120 
regular  preaching  services  have  been  faithfully  held  dunng  the 
year,  104  Sabbath -school  sessions,  102  prayer-meetings,  400  class- 
meetings,  and  weeks  of  temperance  and  revival  efiTorts  besides; 
846  pastoral  visits  have  been  faithfully  made  in  cellar  and  garret, 
near  a  score  of  funerals  attended,  twoscore  of  baptisms  admin- 
istered, and  a  great  many  very  poor  people  helped  in  different 
ways.     We  are  in  the  midst  of  an  immense  tenement  population, 
made  up  mainly  of  Jews  and  other  foreigners,  who  are  not  friendly 
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to  the  Chrbtian  religion^  only  as  they  can  get  help  in  money  or 
otherwise.  There  is  a  vast  amount  of  work  being  done  that  can- 
not be  put  on  paper,  and  may  tell  somewhere,  if  not  in  monthly 
or  annual  reports.  Believing  the  distressed,  caring  for  destitute 
children,  finding  places  for  the  unemployed,  and  keeping  men 
out  of  jail,  are  some  of  the  things  that  a  down-town  church  has 
to  do  continually.  It  is  all  good  work,  and  Gospel  work,  but  can- 
not be  estimated  by  figures  nor  reckoned  by  dollars  and  cents; 
but,  in  the  great  summing  up  of  all  things,  ms^y  appear  as  factors 
in  the  salvation  of  many  souls.  Alanson  Church  has  had  a 
few  additions  from  each  of  the  three  ways  in  which  men  come 
into  the  Methodist  Church,  but  more  departures ;  yet  still  lives 
and  is  doing  her  part  of  the  work  assigned,  and  sharing  the  priva- 
tions incident  to  a  teeming  population,  who  believe  in  no  God  but 
mammon,  no  devil  but  the  absence  of  gold,  no  damnation  but 
being  poor,  and  no  hell  but  an  empty  stomach.  But  we  hope  on, 
pray  on,  toil  on,  believe  on,  until  He  says:  'It  is  enough,  come 
up  higher.' " 


ANNUAL    MEETING. 


Thk  Annual  Meeting  of  the  New  York  City  Church  Exten- 
sion and  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Churcli 
was  held  in  the  St.  Paul's  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  Fourth 
Avenue  and  Twenty-second  Street,  on  Sunday  evening,  February 
3,  1884. 

By  request  of  the  President,  Mr.  John  B.  Cornell,  General 
Clinton  B.  Fisk,  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  of  the  Society,  took 
the  chair. 

Rev.  J.  R.  Day,  D.D.,  read  for  the  Scripture  lesson  a  part  of 
the  twenty-fifth  chapter  of  Matthew,  and  announced  hymn  928, 
which  was  sung,  after  which  Rev.  D.  Curry,  D.D.,  led  in  prayer. 
The  Chair  then  introduced  Rev.  A.  K.  Sanford,  D.D.,  Superin- 
tendent, who  in  speaking  of  the  commendable  progress  made  by 
the  Society  during  the  past  year,  gave  the  following  details  as  a 
part  of  the  work  accomplished  by  it: 

In  presenting  tl)e  Eighteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  work  of  the  New  York 

City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary  Society  of  tlio  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 

we  would,  first  of  all,  gratefully  and  devoutly  recoj^nize  the  manifest  evidences  of 

Grod'a  gracious  presence  and  blessing,  and  the  signal  favor  with  which  lie  lias 

mercifully  rewarded  the  efforts  put  forth. 

The  record  of  the  opportunities,  responsibilities,  and  labors  of  another  year  is 
Added  to  its  history.    A  review  of  the  work  of  the   Society  for  tlie  last  twelve 
months  closing  with  the  calendar  year,  and  of  some  of  the  results  which  hsive 
t)cen  achieved  througli  its  instrumentality,  afford  ample  encouragement  for  con- 
tinued and  increased  exertion,  while  the  dense  and  rapidly  increasing  population 
of  the  city,  and  a  correspondingly  large  field  of  spiritual  destitution,  should  Rtira- 
tilate  to  renewed  zeal  and  unwearied  activity  in  supplying  tiiis  constantly  growing 
demand.     In  presenting  a  tabulated  report  of  the  work  accomplished,  as  far  as 
figures  can  show,  it  is  eminently  proper,  as  well  as  the  simplest  and  most  direct 
method,  to  allow  the  faitliful  workers  to  speak  for  themselves,  as  far  as  practica- 
ble; hence  the  following  summary  for  the  year  is  made  up  from  the  monthly  re-

A  careful  perusal  of  these  stiitlstics  will  furnish  a  general  idea  of  the  character 
and  amount  of  work  accomplished  by  the  Society  during  tho  year.  Presumptuous 
as  it  would  bo  to  attempt  to  report  tho  work  of  a  year's  sunshine,  of  all  the  life 
and  comfort  and  usefulness  it  had  promoted,  still  more  impossible  would  it  be 
to  detail  all  the  results  of  a  yc4ir  of  Christian  effort  in  connection  with  such  an 
instrumentality  as  this  Society  represents ;  by  far  the  most  valuable  and  enduring 
results  will  not  l»e  known  until  the  light  of  eternity  reveals  them.  The  naked 
statistics,  as  presented,  suggest,  however,  ah  enterprise  of  immeasurable  importance 
to  our  city,  as  well  ns  to  tlio  present  and  eternal  welfare  of  a  vast  number  of  im- 
mortal spirits.  Witiiout  reference  to  the  final  and  eternal  rewards  awaiting  those 
of  whom  it  nhall  bo  suid  "  Well  done,"  or  of  the  fullness  of  joy  imparted  ns  those 
rescued  from  ruin  by  them  sliall  rise  up  and  call  them  blessed,  the  work  of  this 
Society,  as  a  moans  of  self-preservation  and  protection  to  ourselves,  our  sons  and 
daughters,  our  homes  and  our  property  in  a  city  where  so  much  sin  abounds, 
should  secure  for  it  the  heartiest  sympathy  and  most  liberal  support  from  every 
citizen.  Though  our  eyes  may  have  been  closed  to  tlie  fact  that  the  safety  and 
protection  of  iho  wealthiest  is  closely  allied  to  the  condition  of  the  poorest,  yet  it 
is  nevertheless  true,  and  the  most  liberal  provision  by  the  former  for  tho  tempo- 
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Episcopal  Churi;h,  at  a  )*egular  meeting  held  on  the  eveuing  of 
December  14,  1866: 

Resolved^  1.  That  an  annual  collection  be  taken  for  the  general 
work  of  the  Society  in  all  the  missions  under  its  supervision. 

2.  That  when  the  Board  of  Managers  decide  on  bailding  a 
chapel  or  church  for  any  mission  connected  with  the  Society,  it 
shall  then  authorize  the  mission  for  which  the  chapel  or  church  is 
to  be  erected  to  receive  funds  for  this  purpose,  and  the  funds  thus 
rnised  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  credited 
to  the  mission,  and  used  for  the  special  purposes  thus  designated. 

3.  That  when  the  Board  of  Managers  have  fixed  the  time,  and 
selected  the  location,  for  the  purchase  of  lots,  or  the  purchase  or 
building  of  chapel  or  church,  the  full  amount  raised  by  the  mis- 
sion for  which  the  chapel  or  church  is  to  be  purchased  or  built^ 
shall  be  placed  to  its  credit ;  and  at  sucK  time  as  the  mission,  with, 
the  assent  and  approval  of  the  Society,  shall  assume  the  obliga- 
tion of  meeting  all  its  current  expenses,  (including  the  salary  of 
pastor  and  the  support  of  the  Sunday-school,)  the  amount  placed 
to  the  credit  of  the  mission  shall  be  deducted  from  the  estimated 
value  of  the  property  to  be  transferred  to  the  local  Sunday-school 
or  church. 

4.  When  a  chapel  or  church  has  been  purchased  or  erected  for 
a  mission,  all  the  surplus  funds  over  the  current  expenses  of  the 
mission  (not  including  the  salary  of  pastor  or  assistants)  raised 
by  said  mission,  and  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  Society, 
shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  thereof  as  a  sinking  fund,  and  de- 
ducted from  the  estimated  value  of  the  property  at  its  transfer,  as 
specified  in  said  resolution. 

6.  That  such  Sunday-school  and  Society  appoint  its  respective 
treasurer,  who  shall  take  charge  of  the  funds  raised,  and  report 
receipts  and  expenditures  monthly  to  the  pastors. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  Febru- 
ary 8,  1867,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted: 

Resolved^  1.  That  the  Treasurer  be  and  is  hereby  instructed  to 
pay  no  bills  against  this  Society  until  such  bills  have  been  passed 
by  this  Board,  aiid  signed  by  the  President  or  Recording  Secretary. 

2.  That  all  missions  under  charge  of  this  Society  needing  as- 
sistance to  meet  their  current  expenses  must  make  their  applica- 
tion to  this  Board  through  the  Executive  Committee,  and  in  no 
case  incur  any  expense  charge;»ble  to  the  Society  beyond  the  ap- 
propriations made  by  this  Board. 
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At  the  regalar  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  March 
8,  1867,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

JResolved,  That  the  President  of  the  Society  be  authorized  to 
appoint  the  saperintendcDts  of  the  Sunday-schools,  and  that  the 
superintendents  thus  appointed  shall  have  the  privilege  of  select- 
ing the  secretaries  and  librarians,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
President. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Managers 
at  the  regular  meeting  held  June  14,  1867 : 

JResoloedy  That,  in  the  estimation  of  this  Board  of  Managers,  it 
is  inexpedient  for  any  Sunday-school  or  mission  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  New  York  City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary 
Society  to  take  public  collections  for  local  purposes  outside  of  the 
rooms  devoted  to  their  use. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  August 
10,  1867,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted : 

Hesoloed^  1.  That  all  money  collected  in  the  Church  classes  or- 
ganized in  our  mission  chapels  be  appropriated  exclusively  toward 
payment,  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  New  York  City  Church  Exten- 
sion and  Missionary  Society,  of  the  salaries  of  the  preachers  and 
assistants  having  charge  of  the  missions. 

2.  That  the  preachers  in  charge  be  directed  to  report  at  each 
monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  the  amount  of  class 
money  collected  in  each  mission  under  their  charge  duiing  the 
previous  month. 

At  the  general  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  October 
8,  1869,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

JResolved,  That  in  the  future  election  of  treasurer  for  our  mission 
Sunday-schools,  in  those  missions  where  there  is  a  Church  organ- 
ization, the  treasurer  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Church  with  which 
the  school  is  connected. 

The  following  was  adopted  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  held  January  12,  1877: 

JResolved,  1.  That  the  pastors  of  our  several  missions  be  request- 
ed to  see  that  missionary  societies  are  properly  organized,  as  per 
Discipline,  in  each  of  their  Sabbath-schools ;  and  that  they  state 
in  their  monthly  report  the  amount  raised  and  paid  over  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
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to  give  them  only  such  incidental  treatment  as  may  seem  legiti- 
mate, while  I  invite  your  attention  to  topics  which  commend 
themselves  to  me  as  of  vital  importance,  because  they  are  funda- 
mental. Perhaps  I  can  in  no  better  way  introduce  the  theme  I 
have  wished  for  wisdom  to  unfold,  than  by  alluding  to  my  ever- 
enduring  recollection  of  the  first  time  I  worshiped  in  this  house  of 
God. 

''  Spending  a  Sabbath  in  the  city,  shortly  after  the  church  was 
dedicated,  I  came  up  with  the  multitude;  to  keep  holy-day.  John 
M'Clintock  was  then,  as  some  of  you  remember,  producing  a  very 
deep  and  healthful  impression  by  his  preachings  and  it  was,  in- 
deed, a  joy  to  sit  at  his  feet.  Of  the  sermon  preached  on  that 
occasion,  however,  I  retain  only  the  general  impression  that  it 
was  beautifully  simple  and  full  of  unction,  the  truth  being  that 
he  had  moved  me  so  deeply  by  the  opening  portion  of  the  service 
that  I  could  not  well  attend  to  what  followed.  Rising  from  his 
seat  with  that  quick  but  still  dignified  and  graceful  manner  which 
was  so  characteristic  of  him,  he  opened  the  Book  and  read; 

''^  God  be  merciful  unto  us,  and  bless  us;  and  cause  his  face  to 
shine  upon  us;  that  thy  way  may  be  known  upon  earth,  thy  sav- 
ing health  among  all  natitms.   Let  the  people  praise  thee,  O  God; 
let  all  the  people  praise  thee.     O  let  the  nations  be  glad  and  sing 
for  joy;  for  ihou  shall  judge  the  people  righteously,  and  govern 
the  nations  upon  earth  !     Let  the  people  praise  thee,  O  God;  let 
all   the  people  praise  thee.    Then  shall  the  earth  yield  her  increase; 
and  God,  even  our  own  God,  shall  bless  us.     God  shall  bless  us; 
And  all  the  ends  of  the  earth  shall  fear  him.' 

"  I  had  read  the  Sixty-seventh  Psalm,  and  heard  it  read  many 
t:  imes,  but  I  never  felt  the  depth  and  richness  of  its  lessons,  until, 
"%ivithout  other  comment  than  that  which  flashed  from  his  inimi- 
table  enunciation  and  emphasis,  these  words  of  the  liturgy  of 
Cjrod's  ancient  Church  fell  from  M'Clintock's  lips.  It  was  clear 
Uhat  to  his  concepti:)n  the  poem  was  based  upon  successive  cent- 
auries of  solid,  sacred  history,  uhile  it  was  effulgent  with  the 
gh)ry  of  Messianic  prophecy. 

The  True  View  of  Christian  Workers  and  their  Work. 

"I  have  never  attempted  to  discourse  upon  this  Psalm,  and 
shall  enter  upon  no  formal  exposition  of  it  now;  but  there  are  .1 
few  leading  thoughts  which  cannot  easily  escape  our  notice,  and 
I  think  we  shall  do  well  to  follow  them. 

"  First.     The  great  truth  is  presented  that  the  high  aim  of  all

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turned  to  me,  with  a  mingled  air  of  solemnity  and  tenderness, 
and  said,  "  Well,  my  son;  it  is  a  great,  blessed,  and  responsible 
work  that  you  have  in  view — to  feed  the  lambs  and  sheep  of 
Christ.  Do  you  love  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  ?  "  I  replied,  "  I  hope 
so.*'  He  responded,  "  Hope  and  love  are  intimately  allied,  but 
they  are  not  the  same  thing.  You  must  love  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ !  You  should  hear  his  voice  saying  to  you  daily,  'Lovest 
thou  me  ? '  and  let  it  be  your  aim  and  privilege  continually  to  re- 
spond,  *  Thou  knowest  all  things,  thou  knowest  that  I  love  thee.'  " 
It  was  the  manner,  not  to  be  described,  in  which  this  was  said 
which  bore  the  remarks  impressively  home  to  my  heart,  and  very 
frequently  since  has  the  scene  returned  to  me,  and  in  connection 
with  it  I  have  seemed  to  hear  the  voice  of  Jesus.'  This  incident 
furnishes  us  a  double  illustration,  and  needs  no  comment. 

"Dr.  Horace  Bushnell  was  a  man  of  another  branch  of  the 
Church,  and  both  his  mental  characteristics  and  his  methods  of 
formulating  theology  were  unlike  those  of  Dr.  De  Witt.  For 
this  very  reason  I  wish  to  give  his  testimony  touching  the  matter 
we  have  in  hand.  In  his  correspondence,  as  well  as  in  his  public 
discourses,  he  said  much  about  the  value  of  Christian  character  as 
an  evangelistic  force.  Let  us  quote  from  an  address  on  *  Barba- 
rism the  first  Danger,'  a  discourse  for  home  missions  delivered  in 
this  city  nearly  forty  years  ago: 

^^  *  It  is  time  to  understand  that  if  we  are  to  fill  this  land  with 
Christian  churches  and  Christian  people  we  must  have  a  spirit  of 
life  in  our  hearts  and  a  tone  of  Christian  devotion  such  as  we 
liave  not  hitherto  exhibited.     Here  is  the  only  real  cause  for  dis- 
couragement.    It  is  not  money;  it  is  not  men;  it  is  no  mere  hu- 
mau  outlay  that  can  bear  up  such  a  work  as  this.     We  want  the 
Tin  worldly  spirit — that  which  knits  us,  and,  through  us,  knits  our 
great  country  to  God.     And  then,  also,  we  want  that  intense  and 
Christ-like  humanity  which  will  attract  the  feelini^s  of  our  whole 
country  toward  us.     For  it  is  not  in  oppositions,  it  is  not  in  rais- 
ing a  crusade  against  Romanism,  or  tilling  the  air  with  outcries 
of  any  sort,  that  we  are  to  save  our  country.     We  must  rise  upon 
it,  as  the  morning,  in  the  tranquillity  of  love.     We  must  rain 
righteousness  upon  it  as  a  genial  shower.' 

"  What  is  true  in  the  midst  of  the  civilization  and  culture  of 
our  own  land  is,  perhaps,  most  impressively  •  confirmed  by  the 
conduct  of  believers  whose  lot  is  cast  amid  the  false  faiths  of  the 
pagan  and  the  Mohammedan.  There  is  to-day,  in  a  remote  Syrian 
village  on  one  of  the  lofty  heights  of  Lebanon,  an  Evangelical

Church  whose  pftstor  was  formerly  a  conscript  in  the  Turkish 
*  army,  and  who  was  so  soundly  converted  under  the  influence  of 
a  copy  of  the  Scriptures  which  he  had  stolen-,  that  his  spirit  of 
meekness  under  insult  and  persecution  completely  conquered  and 
captivated  his  enemies  and  brought  them  to  Chiist.     I  am  dwell- 
ing long  upon  this  subject,  but  I  must  at  least  allude  to  the  ear- 
nest and  impressive  way  in  which,  as  we  all  remember.  Bishop 
Janes  ever  set  forth  the  necessity  of  godliness  for  the  Christian 
worker.     The  last  sermon  I  heard  from  him  was  upon  the  text 
*We  are  laborers  together  with  God,'  and  it  was  full  of  this 
wholesome  doctrine.     Forty-five  years  ago  he  preached  a  cente- 
nary sermon  in  the  Mulberry  Street  Church,  of  which  he  was  then 
pastor,  upon  the  passage,  *  Not  by  might,  nor  by  power,  but  by 
my  Spirit,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,'  in  which  he  said :  *  It  is  as 
true  now  as  when  first  spoken  by  the  Saviour  to  his  disciples: 
"Without  me  ye  can  do  noihing."     It  is  as  true  now  as  when 
Paul  wrote,  "I  can  do  all  things  through  Christ. which  strength- 
eneth  me."     How  slow  we  are  to  learn  the  truth  which  Christian 
teachers  of  every  name  have  thus  announced  and  emphasized ! 
We  sometimes  are  amazed  at  the  obstinate  slowness  of  the  Jews 
in  learning  to  turn  away  from  gods  many  to  the  one  living  and 
true  God;  but  my  brethren,  have  we  any  ground  for  boasting 
over  them,  when  we  consider  how  impossible  it  has  been,  hitherto, 
to  secure  any  really  adequate  conviction  on  the  part  of  the  great 
body  of  believers  of  the  otl-repeated  truth  that  to  do  good  we 
must  be  good.     We  use  the  words  of  the  penitent  psalmist,  "  Cre- 
ate in  me  a  clean  heart,  O  God;  and  renew  a  right  spirit  within, 
me.    Cast  me  not  away  from  thy  presence;  and  take  not  thy  Holy 
Spirit  from  me.     Restore  unto  me  the  joy  of  thy  salvation ;  and 
uphold  me  with  thy  free  Spirit.     Then  will  I  teach  transgressors 
thy  ways;  and  sinners  shall  bo  converted  unto  thee."    We  repeat 
the  Mords — yes  !  and,  in  a  way, believe  them.   Who  doubts  them ? 
No  one,  surely  !  but  how  many  of  us  believe  them  with  a  faith  that 
tolerates  no  compromises — a  faith  that  forces  us  to  cry  mightily 
in  secret  places,  until  we  are  "  filled  with  all  the  fullness  of  God."' 

"  There  is  another  thought  for  us  in  this  Psalm.  The  reflex 
intluence  upon  each  other  of  those  who  are  saved,  and  those 
who  are  instrumental  in  their  salvation. 

"  *  Let  the  people  praise  thee,  O  God ;  let  all  the  people  praise 
thee.'  Then  *  God,  even  our  own  God,  shall  bless  us,'  and  with 
a  blessing,  too,  of  such  a  character,  that  it  will  fit  us  for  further 
and  better  service. 
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"The  passage  is  wonderful  for  its  beauty  and  force.  The 
people  pr.iise,  and  in  comes  the  full  tide  of  blessing:  *God,  even 
our  own  God,  shall  bless  us.'  But  the  great  wares  move  out 
again.  'God  shall  bless  us;  and  all  the  ends  of  the  earth  shall 
fear  him.' 

"  You  will  not  fail  to  observe,  however,  that  all  these  won<ler8 
are  achieved  not  by  heavy  hearted  and  songless  workers,  but  by 
Christians  whose  souls  are  full  of  gladness.  Let  those  who  have 
learned  that  *  the  joy  of  the  Lord  is  their  strength,'  sound  the 
call  to  *  praise  God  in  his  sanctuary,  and  in  the  firmament  of  his 
power,'  and  very  soon  one  and  another  will  join  them,  until  the 
chorus  becomes  a  great  multitude,  and  their  song  like  the  voice 
of  many  waters. 

"  What  marked  lessons  we  have  upon  this  subject  on  almost  every 
pnge  of  the  Psalter  !     You  have  not  failed,  surely,  to  notice  that 
the  earnest  cry  of  David,  *  O  taste  and  see  that  the  Lord  is  good,' 
is  preceded  by  the  other  cry,  *  I  will  bless  the  Lord  at  all  times: 
his  praise  shall  continually  be  in  my  mouth.'     Nor  is  it  foreign 
from  our  line  of  thought  to  observe  that,  whereas  the  best  of 
workers  will  sometimes  be  cast  down,  nothing  will  furnish  relief 
so  promptly  as  to  fall  back  with  gratitude  and  praise  upon  the 
remembrance  of  God's  loving-kindness  in  the  past.     David  has 
skillfully  set  forth  the  growth  in  comfort  and  hope  which  will 
surely  result  from  such  a  course.     *  Why  art  thou  cist  down,  O 
TTiy  soul  ?  and  why  art  thou  disqufeted  within  me  ?  hope  thou  in 
Ood  :  for  I  shall  yet  praise  him  for  the  help  of  his  countenance.' 
"This  is  very  blessed,  but  after  a  little  he  rises  to  something  better 
«till.     Hear  him  argue  with  his  burdened  soul  in  words  which  are 
A  simple  repetition  of  his  former  plea,  until  the  final  clause  pre- 
sents this  striking  variation:  *I  shall  yet  praise  him.' not  *  for  the 
lielp  of  his  countenance,'  simply,  but,  ^xoho  is  tfie  health  of  my 
<;onntefiance,  and  my  God.' 

"  Turn  now  from  the  days  of  David  to  the  days  of  Paul,  and 
mark  that  eleven  of  the  thirteen  epistles  which  bear  his  name 
begin  with  expressions  of  joy  and  praise.  A  few  centuries  later 
the  saintly  Chiysostom  was  accustomed,  in  the  midst  of  his  sorest 
persecutions,  to  exclaim,  *  God  be  praised  for  every  thing,'  and 
he  died  with  these  words  upon  his  lips.  Not  to  bring  illustrations 
from  mediieval  days,  or  from  the  period  of  the  great  Reforma- 
tion, which  might  easily  be  done,  we  now  only  remind  you  how 
thoroughly  this  doctrine  forms  a  part  of  the  creed  of  all  genuine 
followers  of  Wesley.     When  the  mother  of  the  Wesleys,  upon 
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lier  dcalh-bcd,  said,  '  Children,  as  soon  as  I  am  released,  sing  a 
psalm  of  praise  to  God,'  and  when  the  great  founder  himself, 
almost  at  the  last,  surprised  his  attendants  by  bursting  forth 
into  singing  with  a  clear,  strong  voice  : 

**  *  I'll  praise  my  Maker  while  IVe  breath, 

And  when  my  voice  is  lost  in  death, 
Praise  shall  employ  my  nobler  powers,' 

they  were  only  doing  what  was  entirely  consistent  with  the  spirit 
of  Methodism.  The  opening  hymn  of  our  hymnal  gives  us  the 
true  key-note  : 

''  *  O,  for  a  thousand  tongues,  to  sing 
My  great  Redeemer's  praise.' 

"  And  after  praise,  work  legitimately  follows  : 

**  *  My  gracious  Master  and  my  God, 

Assist  me  to  proclaim, 
To  spread  through  all  the  earth  abroad, 

The  honors  of  thv  name.' 

Your  Specific  Work. 

"  Pennit  me  now,  by  way  of  transition  to  a  few  statements  con- 
cerning the  specific  work  of  your  Society,  to  allude  to  a  single 
other  lesson  from  this  Psalm;    God's  ancient  people  were  sep- 
arated from  other  nations  by  lofty  religious  barriers,  and  yet  this 
portion  of  their   liturgy,  which  has  given  tone  to  our  thought 
to-night,  like  numberless  other  poems  and  prophecies  of  Holy 
Scripture,  is  full,  to  the  very  overflow,  of  a  love  which  oflfers 
sympathy  and  salvation  to  all  the  peoples  of  the  earth.     While 
our  ears  are  filled  with  the  music  of  this  inspired  song  in  which 
Judaism  gives  its  call  to  the  wide  world,  we  are  forced  to  feel 
that,  even  under  the  old  covenant,  there  cofM  be  no  such  thing  as 
work  xchich  is  simply  and  only  local  work.     Much  more  is  this  the 
case  under  the  latter  dispensation.     It  was  true  at  the  very  dawa 
of  Christianity,  and  all  through  the  ages  when  science  and  the 
mechanic  arts,  as  we  know  them,  were  quite  unknown.     It  is  most 
emphatically  true  in  these  days  of  telegraphs  and  telephones  and 
submarine  cables,  of  ocean  steam-ships  and  trans-continental  rail- 
ways.    Nor  is  this  the  whole  truth.     We  must  add  to  these  facts 
which  relate,  in  some  degree,  to  every  continent  and  almost  every 
island  of  our  planet,  a  marked  feature  ol  the  case  which  pertains 
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alone  to  this  city  of  New  York.  Here  is  your  special  field,  and 
here,  according  to  the  last  census  of  the  United  States,  are  per- 
manent residents  who  were  horn  within  the  limits  of  every  State 
and  Territory  of  our  hroad  domain,  jostled  on  every  side  hy 
neighbors  who  represent  all  portions  of  the  habitable  globe.  I 
am,  therefore,  constrained  to  say  to  you,  as  Paul  said  to  the 
Corinthians,  *  Be  ye  also  enlarged.'  Surely  there  is  not  another 
spot  on  the  face  of  the  earth  where  the  Christian  may  labor  with 
a  surer  expectation  that  the  influence  of  his  efforts  will  reach  afar. 
Let  your  plans  be  formed  and  executed  under  the  inspiration  of 
the  glad  conviction  that  as  you  enter  the  humblest  home,  and 
help  some  needy  soul  into  the  light,  you  are  not  only  saving  a 
sinner  from  eternal  death,  but  you  are  setting  in  motion  religious 
forces  which  may,  at  an  early  day,  bear  blessings  to  those  who 
are  thousands  of  miles  away.  Often  the  surest  method  of  reach- 
ing the  one  removed  from  you  by  half  the  circumference  of  the 
globe  is  by  loving  and  helping  the  man  who  is  just  at  hand. 
Continue,  then,  to  put  forth  your  patient  endeavor  under  the  lead 
of  this  watch  word  :  Tlie  salvation  of  our  city  for  the  sake  of  our 
country  and  the  world. 

"  Mr.  President,  I  have  taken  great  interest  in  examining  a  com- 
plete file  of  the  Reports  of  this  Society.  The  study  of  them  has 
strengthened  my  conviction  that  the  historian  of  our  times,  who 
would  be  accurate  and  full,  must  find  no  insignificant  portion  of 
his  materials  in  the  Reports  of  benevolent  organizations.  More 
definitely :  my  examinations  of  your  former  Reports,  and  my 
liearing  of  the  Report  presented  to-night,  have  deeply  impressed 
me  with  the  fact  that  the  good  hand  of  God  has  been  on  you 
"from  the  beginning.  The  abandonment  of  the  old  circuit  system, 
by  the  Methodism  of  this  city,  was  followed  by  a  painful  want 
of  organized  aggressive  effort.  Something,  indeed,  was  accom- 
plished by  a  city  mission,  under  the  oversight  of  a  few  devoted 
men.  The  Sunday-school  Society,  too,  which  was  the  immediate 
forerunner  of  this  organization,  will  be  gratefully  remembered 
for  its  patient,  and  by  no  means  fruitless,  work  ;  but  those  who 
were  most  active  in  connection  with  these  movements  were  the 
most  prompt  to  deplore  their  inefliciency,  as  they  were  the  first 
to  smile  upon  the  efforts  which,  eighteen  years  ago,  resulted  in 
substituting  for  a  mere  voluntary  association,  the  organized,  and 
in  due  time  chartered,  institution  under  whose  auspices  we  are 
now  assembled. 

"  For  many  things  we  may  heartily  congratulate  you  to-night. 
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surely  to  command  at  once  the  most  substantial  evidences  of  the 
confidence  of  all  lovers  of  Methodist  evangelization  in  this  city. 
We  cannot  forget,  however,  in  this  connection,  thfit  in  the  judg- 
ment of  many  friends  of  the  Society  there  exists  a  single  obsta- 
cle to  the  cordial  co-operation  of  all  hearts  in  this  work.  I  allude 
to  the  question  of  Conference  boundanes  in  this  city.  I  am  quite 
awjire,  Mr.  President,  that  the  courtesies  of  this  anniversary  oc- 
casion forbid  me  to  discuss  the  merits  of  the  subject.  This  is 
not  the  time  or  place  for  argument,  but  I  believe  you  will  not 
regard  it  as  intrusive  for  me  to  express  my  sincere  regret  that  a 
subject,  always  delicate  and  difficult,  and  concerning  which  it  is 
quite  manifest  that  the  friends  of  the  Society  cannot  be  of  one 
opinion,  should  even  seem  to  embarrass  your  operations.  I  have 
wondered,  sir,  whether  it  is  too  much  to  hope,  that  in  view  of  all 
the  facts,  your  Society  might  not  reconsider  the  matter,  as  pre- 
sented ten  months  ago  to  the  two  Conferences  concerned,  and 
then,  by  cordial  and,  pei  haps,  even  spontaneous  action,  withdraw 
the  whole  subject  from  the  arena  of  discussion.  With  sincere 
deference,  I  beg  to  commend  this  suggestion  to  your  prayerful 
consideration. 

Our  Centenary  Year. 

**  We  have  reached  a  most  interesting  period  of  Methodist 
liistory,  and  it  is  greatly  to  be  desired  that  our  denomination  in 
't^his  city  should  be  thoroughly  united.     One  hundred  years  ago 
t^he  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  was  organized.     Our  frientls  in 
"England  also  regard  the  year  1784  as  an  epoch  in  their  history, 
T)ecause  it  gave  to  Wesleyanism  its  corner-stone  in  the  celebrated 
Deed  of  Declaration.      English  Methodists  are  devising  liberal 
things  in  a  spirit  which  we  may  well  emulate.     Finding  that, 
under  the  influence  of  the  Church  extension  movement,  so  gen- 
erously promoted  by  Sir  Francis  Lycett  and  others,  the  member- 
ship of  the  Wesley  an  body  hns  rapidly  increased,  new  measures 
are  now  inaugurated  for  the  construction  of  comfortable  houses 
of  worship  in  every  portion  of  their  immense  metropolis.     We 
need  to  be  at  leisure  from  all  controversy  that  our  free  minds 
and  hearts  may  be  readily  provoked  by  the  devotion  and  ear- 
nestness of  English   Methodism  to  more  generous  endeavors  for 
the  salvation  of  our  vast  city. 

"Yet  more  :  we  ouglit  not  only  to  imitate  the  example  of  our 
brethren  over  the  sea,  but  we  must  remember  that  our  denom- 
inational history  assigns  us  a  position  which  gives  peculiar  potency 
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to  our  own  example.     The  eyes  of  the  entire  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  will  be  upon  us  during  this  Centenary  year.     In  one  of 
the  homilies  of  St.  Chrysostom  I  find  him  saying  to  the  people 
of  Antioch,  his  native  city,  '  Learn  what  the  dignity  of  a  city  i», 
and  then  thou  wilt  know  clearly  that  if  the  inhabitants  do  not 
betray  it,  no  one  else  will  be  able  to  take  away  the  dignity  of  a 
city !     Not,  then,  that  this  is  a  metropolis,  nor  that  it  contains 
larger  and  more  beautiful  edifices  ;  not  the  having  many  columns 
and  spacious  porticoes  and  walks,  nor  its  being  named  in  proclama- 
tions before  other  cities  ;  but  the  virtue  and  piety  of  its  inhabit- 
ants, this  is  a  city's  dignity  and  ornament  and  'defense,  since,  if 
these  things  are  not  found  in  it,  it  is  sunk  to  the  lowest  degree 
of  baseness,  though  it  may  enjoy  unlimited  honor  from  emperors. 
Dost  thou  wish  to  learn  the  dignity  of  thy  city  ?    I  will  tell  it  ex- 
actly, not  only  that  thou  mayest  know,  but  that  thou  mayest  also 
emulate.     What,  then,  is,  after  all,  the  dignity  of  this  city  of  ours  ? 
It  came  to  pass  that  the  disciples  were  first  called  Christians  at 
Antioch.     This  dignity  none  of  the  cities  throughout  the  world 
possess,  not  even  the  city  of  Romulus  herself.'     Now,  since  it  is 
true,  as  has  been  recently  stated  by  a  prominent  Presbyterian 
pastor  of  this  city,  that  *  the  best  way  to  outgrow  denomination- 
alism  is  to  be  grandly  loyal  to  our  own  denomination,'  I  shall  not 
be  charged  with  sectarian  bigotry  if  I  bring  to  your  remembrance 
the  well  known  fact  that  our  city  of  New  York  stands  related 
to  American  Methodism  very  much  as  Antioch  is  related  to  the 
Holy  Catholic  Church.      This  is  our   dignity  :    No  one  of  the 
towering   and  costly  edifices  of  our  city,  whether  dedicated  to 
commerce  or  religion,  gives  it  such  distinction  in  the  view  of 
very  many  of  the  people  of  our  land  as  it  has  received  from  an. 
old  rigging-loft,  in  William  Street,  which  was  long  ago  demolished. 
Let  us,  then,  in  the  spirit  of  the  '  golden-mouthed '  preacher  of  the 
ancient  time,  by  renewed  personal  consecration,  by  the  most  gen- 
erous monetary  contributions,  and  by  the  harmonious  combination 
of  the  best  efforts  of  us  all,  prove  to  our  brethren  of  every  city 
and  hamlet  of  the  land,  that  we  are  not  unworthy  of  the  unique 
and  distinguished  place  which  God  has  given  us  in  the  history  of 
American  Methodism." 
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undoubtedly  true  that  we  can  make  changes  in  the  buildings  and 
lots  that  have  or  will  come  into  our  possession  in  the  down-town 
wards,  that  will  better  fit  them  for  our  work,  and  while  we  may 
have  fewer  points  of  work,  we  may  have  much  larger  results.  It 
seems  that  the  Society,  having  the  control  of  so  many  men  and 
fields  of  labor,  might  at  certain  times  mass  its  forces  at  particular 
points  for  revival  work,  and  that  men  who  have  special  gifts 
might  be  used  successively  to  great  advantage  in  many  places. 
It  is  not  improbable  that  men  of  means,  who  are  specially  inter- 
ested in  some  cause  like  temperance,  or  bettering  the  condition  of 
the  poor,  or  saving  the  young  men,  would  pay  the  salaries- of  able 
speakers,  who  could  speak  in  turn  in,  at  least,  half  of  our 
churches.  It  would  seem  that  the  printing-press  might  be  used 
to  great  advantage,  and  that  cards  and  circulars  could  be  printed 
for  our  missionary  fields  tliat  would  largely  increase  their  Sunday- 
schools  and  Sabbath  congregations. 

"  It  would  seem  to  be  important  that  the  new  Superintendent 
should  arrange  for  conferences  among  the  pastors  of  the  Society 
and  their  leading  workers,  where  they  should  discuss  together  the 
great  questions  of  common  interest,  and  that  papers  could  be  pre- 
pared by  the  brethren,  or  other  specialists,  who  should  be  invited, 
that  would  be  of  great  value.  There  should  be  an  esprit  du  corps 
in  this  body  of  officers  that  would  be  felt  in  every  company  of 
the  regiment. 

"There  are  many  questions  that  we  have  in  common  with  the 
similar  organizations  of  other  denominations,  and  we  need  some 
one  who  should  represent  us  and  bring  together  the.  Christian 
workers  in  this  special  field  for  conference  and  mutual  help. 
We  ought  to  have  some  one  familiar  with  the  great  and  growing 
literature  of  this  subject,  with  the  new  methods,  new  buildings, 
and  new  men  who  are  specially  successful  in  this  line.  There 
would  seem  to  be  no  lack  of  work  or  responsibility  for  the  coming 
man.  And  to  the  minister  qualified  for  the  duties,  there  could  be 
few  more  attractive  or  more  useful  |>laces  within  the  gift  of  the 
Church. 

"  The  careful  conservative  policy,  the  clearly  defined  plans  of  the 
past  have  been  eminently  successful,  and  we  may  look  for  a  sim- 
ilar administration  in  the  future.  But  within  these  lines  there 
will  naturally  come  changes.  It  has  always  been  the  glory  of 
our  denomination  that  it  felt  free  to  adapt  itself  to  new  circum- 
stances by  changes  of  method,  while  clinging  tenaciously  to  the 
old  landmarks  of  doctrine  and  principles.     However  grand  the 
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will  ever  quarrel  with  them;  aud  I  am  sure  you  all  join  with  me 
in  the  satisfaction  and  pleasure  with  which  we  welcome  him  here 
to-night,  and  with  which  we  shall  listen  to  the  last  words  he  shalt 
speak  to  a  Methodist  audience  before  crossing  the  ocean."^ 

Bishop  Foss  spoke  as  follows  : 

"The  blizzards  of  Minnesota!  Why,  my  dear  sir,  we  have 
been  rejoicing  there  in  a  sunshine  so  brilliant  that  you  can  hardly 
comprehend  what  we  mean  when  we  speak  of  it.  During  my 
last  two  weeks  in  this  vicinity  the  weather  has  been  such  that  I 
have  been  constrained  to  ask,  Does  the  sun  ever  shine  in  New 
York? 

"I  could  wish  most  earnestly,  as  I  stand  face  to  face  for  a  few  min- 
utes with  this  assembly  of  picked  Methodists  of  a  nation's  metrop- 
olis to  plead  the  cause  of  a  Society  so  justly  held  by  them  in 
high  esteem,  that  there  were  possible  to  me  something  more  than 
such  imperfect  utterance  as  I  can  give,  after  the  incessant  en- 
gagements of  the  last  few  days,  and  the  preparation  for  a  voy- 
age to  Europe — a  voyage  within  nine  hours  of  its  beginning,  so 
that  I  shall  set  sail  while  the  most  of  you  are  in  bed  to-morrow 
morning. 

"But  I  can  at  least  testify  my  still  continuing  and  deepening  in- 
terest in  the  work  of  this  Society,  which  I  tried  as  best  I  could, 
by  my  sympathies  and  prayers  and  pleadings,  to  help  during  four 
pastoral  terras  in  this  city. 

"  The  Church  of  God  is  attempting  nothing  less  than  the  con- 
quest of  the  world  for  Christ ;  and  it  is  needful  that  in  this  work 
she  shall  have  clear  perceptions  and  strong  convictions.  First 
are  the  clear  perceptions  of  what  it  is  she  wishes  to  do,  and  then^ 
in  order  to  secure  the  most  practical  efficiency  in  her  work^ 
strong,  deep,  abiding,  heaven-born,  and  God-inspired  convictions 
touching  her  duty.  Sydney  Smith  once  attempted  to  demonstrate 
that  man  is  a  benevolent  being  in  this  wise.  A  never  sees 
B  in  trouble  without  recommending  C  to  help  him.  The 
proof  might  be  changed  a  little  in  its  form;  for  I  am  sure 
the  average  A  goes  a  little  farther  than  that,  and  is  dis- 
posed to  help  the  needy  man  himself,  and,  unless  some  serious 
obstacles  intervene,  will  make  some  endeavor  in  that  direction. 
Thus  we  see  the  world  full  of  efforts,  not  entirely  under  the  su- 
pervision of  the  Christian  Church.  The  philanthropists  who 
would  feed  the  hungry,  and  open  the  eyes  of  the  blind ;  the 
moral  reformer,  who  would    hew  down  all   these  gigantic  upas- 
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and  the  stolidity  and  indifference  and  godlessness  of  the  vast 
mass  of  its  population ;  and  we  shall  then  see  the  little  impres- 
sion which  all  our  work  makes  upon  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
them.  But  let  us  rather  confine  our  attention  for  a  time  to  oar- 
selves  and  those  most  dear  to  us  ;  and  we  find  that  the  work  of 
the  Christian  Church  is  a  gigantic  work.  How  many  there  are 
who,  even  in  the  ranks  of  the  Church  itself,  from  the  altars  of 
the  Church,  from  time  to  time  disgrace  the  name  of  the  Church 
and  of  her  Lord  by  going  back  into  vice  and  crime ;  and  then 
how  many  there  are  who  come  apparently  in  a  hopeful  way  un- 
der the  influence  of  the  Church's  nurture  and  care,  in  the  Sab- 
bath-schools, who  are  found  in  later  years  in  the  way  of  evil  as 
skeptics,  infidels,  criminals.  I  do  not  speak  of  these  things  as 
constituting  any  rule,  but  that  the  Church  is  unable  to  hold  her 
own  sons  and  daughters,  and  that  some  among  them  stray  in 
paths  of  evil,  and  so  far  away  from  the  laws  of  God  that  you 
could  almost  wish  that  the  veil  of  oblivion  might  cover  their 
cherished  names  from  your  thoughts  forever.  It  is  a  demon- 
stration of  the  greatness  of  the  work  before  the  Christian 
Church,  and  of  the  need  of  the  almighty  agencies  of  grace  in  all 
that  work. 

"How  this  work  is  to  be  accomplished  is  exactly  the  problem 
which  thoughtful  ministers  and  laymen  of  this  Society  have  been 
with  all  diligence  and  with  prayer  trying  to  answer  for  the  last 
twenty  years,  and  with  a  success  which  is  a  surprise  to  me.  I 
say  that  how  to  do  it  is  the  question  which  this  Society  has  so 
far  answered  as  to  furnish  in  this  sheet  spread  through  the  house 
to-night,  abundant  food  for  gratitude  to  God,  and  for  girding 
ourselves  anew  with  hopeful  struggle  for  the  time  to  come. 

'^  If  we  should  attempt  to  answer  what  the  forces  are  on  which 
the  chief  reliance  is  to  be  made,  for  the  uplift  of  the  masses  of 
this  city,  I  would  speak  first  of  some  things  that  the  Church  is 
not  directly  connected  with.  I  would  say  that  this  problem  is 
not  quite  so  hopeless  on  this  continent  as  on  the  other  side  of  the 
ocean.  I  would  say  that  the  possession  of  the  ballot  so  touches 
every  man  here — the  thought  that  he  exists  not  for  the  State,  but 
the  State  for  him — as  to  furnish  a  moral  leverage  on  that  maa 
whenever  the  right  force  gets  hold  of  the  other  end  of  the  lever. 
I  should  say  that  our  common  school  system  of  education,  the 
wages  paid  to  labor,  the  restless  and  hopeful  poverty  which*  we 
have  among  us,  that  the  opportunity  afforded  every  young  man 
to  rise  in  the  social  scale  and  that  leads  him  to  hope  to  reach  the 
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CONSTITUTION.

ARTICLE  I. 

TITLE. 

This  Society  shall  be  entitled  the  "  New  York  Citt  Church  Extension  and 

MiSSIONART  SOCIBTT  OF  THE  METHODIST  EPISCOPAL  ChUROH." 


ARTICLE  n. 

KEMBERSHIF. 

Section  1.  Annudl  Members. — All  annual  ooniributoni  to  the  funds  of  the 
Society;  ^1  laborers  in  the  Sunday-schools  connected  with  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  city  of  New  York,  together  with  the  Board  of  Managers,  shall 
be  annual  members  of  this  Society. 

Sbg.  2.  Zd/e  Memibere^  Directors^  and  Fairane, — Life  members  may  be  constituted 
by  the  payment  at  one  time  of  tw^ity  dollars ;  life  directors  by  the  payment  of 
one  hundred  doUars,  and  life  patrons  by  the  payment  of  five  hundred  dollars. 
Such  life  members,  directors,  and  patrons  shall  be  entitled  to  seats,  and  the  right 
of  speaking,  but  not  of  voting,  in  the  Board  of  Managers. 


ARTICLE  in. 

OFHCERS. 

The  oflQcers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President,  a  First  Vice-President,  (who 
shall  be  one  of  the  Bishops,)  and  six  other  Vice-Presidents;  a  Correspoading 
Secretary;  a  Recording  Secretary;  an  Assistant  Recording  Secretary;  a  Dis.- 
bursing  Treasurer,  and  a  Receiving  Treasurer;  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by 
the  Society  at  its  annual  meeting. 


ARTICLE  IV. 

BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  consist  of  the  officers  of  the  Society ; 
of  the  pastors  of  the  several  churches;  of  a  delegate  from  each  church,  to  be 
elected  annually  by  the  Quarterly  Conference,  and  of  forty  additional  members,  to 
be  elected  by  the  Board  at  its  first  meeting  after  the  annual  meeting,  or  at  such 
other  time  or  times  as  it  may  determine. 
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Sbo.  2.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  monthly  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness. Thej  shall  have  authority  to  make  bj-laws ;  to  fill  the  racancies  in  the 
elected  Board  of  Officers  that  may  occur  in  the  interral  of  the  annual  roeetioga, 
and  adopt  such  measures  as  they  may  judge  expedient  to  promote  the  beat  inter- 
ests of  the  Society. 

Sbo.  3.  At  the  regular  meeting  in  December,  the  Board  shall  appoint  a  commit- 
tee to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Disbursing  Treasurer  and  the  Receiving  Treasurer, 
and  shall  nominate  officers  to  be  elected  by  the  Society  for  the  ensuing  jear. 

Seo.  4.  Thirteen  members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business. 

ARTICLE  V. 

DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  President  and  Vice-Presidents. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President 
to  preside  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  and  at  all  meeting^  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  have  a  general  supervision  of  the  affairs  of  the  Society,  keep  the  seal, 
and  execute  all  papers  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Mauagers.  The  Vice-Presidents 
sliall  preside  at  the  public  meetings  held  in  the  interests  of  the  Society,  and  in  the 
absence  of  the  President  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board  and  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Society,  and  render  such  oiher  assistance  to  the  President  as  may  be  re- 
quired. ^ 

Seo.  2.  Corresponding  Secretary. — The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  attend  to 
the  correspondence  of  the  Society,  and  prei)are  the  Annual  Report 

Sbo.  3.  Recording  Secretary. — The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  minutes  of 
all  the  meetings  of  the  Society  and  Board  of  Managers ;  give  notice  of  all  meetings; 
notify  the  officers  of  their  election ;  furnish  the  chairman  of  each  committee  with 
the  names  of  the  members  of  such  committee,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as 
may  be  required. 

The  Assistant  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  correct  records  of  the  work  of  the 
Society,  as  reported  to  the  Kxecutive  Committee,  act  as  secretary  of  that  commit- 
tee, and  render  such  assistance  to  the  Recording  Secretary  as  may  be  required, 
aud  in  liis  absence  act  as  secretary  of  the  meetings  of  the  Society  and  Board  of 
Managers. 

Seo.  4.  Receiving  Treasurer. — The  Receiving  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  trans- 
fer to  the  Disbursing  Treasurer  all  contributions  made  by  churches  or  individuals, 
and  keep  a  record  of  the  names  of  the  coutributora,  for  publication  in  the  Annual 
Report.  He  sliall  also  receive  sums  specially  donated  for  the  relief  of  the  poor, 
and  dispose  of  the  same  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Seo.  5.  Disbursing  Treasurer. — The  Disbursing  Treasurer  shall  receive  from  the 
Receiving  Treasurer  all  funds  belonging  to  the  Society,  pay  all  bills  and  sign  all 
papers  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  report  at  each  regular  meeting  of 
the  Board  and  at  the  annual  meeting  of  tlie  Society. 

Seo.  6.  Preacher  in  dharge. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  preacher  in  charge  of 
a  church  or  chapel  connected  with  this  Society  to  send  to  the  Assistant  Reoord- 
i  ng  Secretary  a  full  report  of  the  work  under  his  charge  as  soon  after  the  last 
Sunday  of  each  month  as  practicable,  in  accordance  with  blanks  furnished,  to- 
gether with  the  report  of  the  Sunday-school  and  visitor. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

APPOINTMENT  OF  MISSIONARIES,  VISITORS,  AND  BIBLE-READERS. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  authority  to  request  the  appointment  of  as 
many  missionaries  as  tbey  may  deem  advisable ;  and,  in  addition  to  such  missionary 
or  missionaries,  the  Board  of  Managers  may  appoint  as  many  visitors  and  Bible- 
readers  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

ARTICLE  VIL 

COMMITTEE  ON  APPOINTMENTS  AND  ESTIMATES. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  and  the  chairmen  of  the  several  standing  committees 
shall  be  a  Committee  to  communicate  with  the  Bishops  and  Presiding  Elders  in  re- 
gard to  appointments  to  be  made  to  the  churches  under  the  supervision  of  this 
Society,  and  shall  estimate  the  salaries  of  the  mfssionaries,  visitors,  and  Bible- 
readers,  and  report  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Managers. 

ARTICLE  VIIL 

PUBLIC  MEETINGS. 

The  Society  shaU  hold  public  meetings  monthly,  or  at  such  times  as  may  be 
determmed  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  in  the  various  Methodist  Episcopal  churches 
of  the  city. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

ANNUAL  MEETING. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  December, 
the  time  to  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  when  the  following  order  of 
business  shall  be  observed : 

1.  Singing. 

2.  Prayer. 

3.  Minutes  of  the  previous  Annual  Meeting. 

4.  Report  of  Corresponding  Secretary. 

5.  Report  of  Disbursing  Treasurer. 

6.  Addresses. 

7.  Election  of  Officers. 

8.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

9.  Closing  Exorcises. 

ARTICLE  X. 

AMENDMENTa 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers present  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  notice  of  tlie  pro- 
posed change  having  been  given  in  writing  two  months  previously,  and  repeated 
one  month  previously.

ARTICLE  n. 

COMMITTEES  AND  THEIB  DtlTIKS. 

Section  1.  The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Board  shall  be,  us 
follows :

2.  Committee  on  Collections  and  Subscriptions. 

3.  Visiting  Committee, 

4.  Committee  on  Public  Meetings. 

Sec.  2.  Mcecutive  Committee,  —  This  committee  shall  have 
power  to  purchase  real  estate,  and  hire  suitable  places  for  the 
establishment  of  mission  chapels  and  Sunday-schools,  and  assist 
in  the  formation  of  the  same,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board. 
They  shall  also  have  general  supervision  of  the  work.  The 
President  and  Disbursing  Treasurer  shall  be  ex-officio  members 
of  this  committee. 
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Ssa  3.  Committee  on  CoUectio^is  and  Subscriptions, — It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  devise  and  cari*y  out  measures 
for  raising  funds  for  the  purposes  of  the  Society. 

Sec  4.  Visiting  Committee. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  com- 
mittee to  visit  all  the  schools  connected  with  the  Society  at  least 
twice  in  each  year,  and  to  report  any  facts  concerning  them  which 
may  be  of  interest. 

Sec.  5.  Committee  on  Public  Meetings, — It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
this  committee  to  make  alj  necessary  arrangements  for  holding 
the  regular  meetings  of  the  Society,  and  such  others  as  may  be 
determined  upon  by  the  Board. 

Sec.  8.  The  President  of  the  Society  shall  appoint  the  chairmen 
of  the  various  committees  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board  succeeding  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  and  the 
officers  of  the  Society  and  the  chairmen  so  appointed  shall  ap- 
point the  remainder  of  said  committees,  and  each  and  all  shnll 
then  enter  upon  the  duties  assigned  them. 

ARTICLE  III. 

REPORTS  OF  COKMITTEES. 

Each  Standing  Committee  shall  present  a  written  report  of  its 
doings  to  the  Board  at  the  regular  meetings. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

SPECIAL   MEETINGS. 

Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  or  by  the  Sec- 
retary, at  the  request  of  five  members  of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  V. 

ATTENDANCE  ON  MEETINGS. 

Any  member  absenting  himself  from  two  successive  stated 
meetings  of  the  Board,  without  notifying  either  the  President  or 
Recording  Secretary,  shall  be  reminded  thereof  by  the  Recording 
Secretary;  and  unless  a  satisfactory  comraunication  is  received 
from  him  at  the  succeeding:  meeting  of  the  Board  his  seat  may 
be  vacated  by  a  vote  of  the  Board. 

MISSIONARY  SUPEEINTBNDEXT. 

Resolutions  adopted  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  o(  Managers, 
held  February  10,  1882,  in  regard  to  the  office  and  work  of  the 
Missionary  Superintendent : 
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1.  This  officer  shall  be  known  as  the  Missionary  Superintend- 
ent of  the  New  York  City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary 
Society. 

2.  He  shall  be  an  eMer  in  the  New  York  or  New  York  East 
Conference,  and  appointed  by  the  Bishop  in  charge  for  this  spe- 
cial work. 

3.  He  shall  act  under  the  advice  and  direction  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  and  shall  be  recognized  as  the  representative  of  this 
Society. 

4.  He  shall,  so  far  as  practicable,  visit  each  of  the  churches  and 
Sunday-schools  of  the  Society  every  quarter;  he  shall  aid  and 
counsel  with  the  preachers  and  Sunday-school  superintendents 
concerning  their  work ;  he  shall  make  definite  reports  as  to  the 
work  and  progress  of  our  churches  and  schools  every  month  to 
the  Executive  Committee,  and  written  quarterly  reports  to  the 
Board  of  Managers  at  the  regular  meetings  in  January,  April, 
July,  and  October. 

6.  He  shall  endeavor,  by  public  addresses  and  through  the 
press,  to  bring  our  work  before  the  Methodist  people ;  he  shall, 
so  far  as  practicable,  arrange  with  each  one  of  the  city  pastors  to 
present  the  claims  and  work  of  our  Society  on  some  Sabbath,  and 
take  subscriptions  and  collections  for  the  same. 

6.  He  shall  also,  during  the  year,  endeavor  to  secure   new 
subscribers  to  our  funds,  and  their  interest  and  co-operation  in 
our  work. 

7.  He  shall  be  an  ex-officio  member  of  all  the  Standing  Com- 
mittees of  the  Society. 

8.  His  salary  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Committee  on  Estimates, 
and  paid  by  the  Treasurer,  in  the  same  way  as  to  the  other 
preachers  in  our  work. 

The  following  resolutions  relating  to  mission  schools  and  build- 
ings were  passed  by  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  New  York 
City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  at  a  regular  meeting  held  on  the  evening  of 
December  14,  1866: 

Resolved^  1.  That  an  annual  collection  be  taken  for  the  general 
work  of  the  Society  in  all  the  missions  under  its  supervi.sion. 

2.  That  when  the  Board  of  Managers  decide  on  building  a 
chapel  or  church  for  any  mission  connected  with  the  Society,  it 
shall  then  authorize  the  mission  for  which  the  chapel  or  church  is 
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to  be  erected  to  receive  funds  for  this  pnrpose,  and  the  funds  thus 
raised  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  credited 
to  the  mission^  and  used  for  the  special  purposes  thus  designated. 

3.  That  when  the  Board  of  Managei*s  have  fixed  the  time,  and 
selected  the  location,  for  the  purchase  of  lots,  or  the  purchase  or 
building  of  chapel  or  church,  the  full  amount  raised  by  the  mis- 
sion for  which  the  chapel  or  church  is  to  be  purchased  or  built 
shall  be  placed  to  its  credit;  and  at  such  time  as  the  mission,  with 
the  assent  and  approval  of  the  Society,  shall  assume  the  obliga- 
tion of  meeting  all  its  current  expenses,  (including  the  salary  of 
pastor  and  the  support  of  the  Sunday-school,)  the  amount  placed 
to  the  credit  of  the  mission  shall  be  deducted  from  the  estimated 
value  of  the  property  to  be  transferred  to  the  local  Sunday-school 
or  church. 

4.  When  a  chapel  or  church  has  been  purchased  or  erected  for 
a  mission,  all  the  surplus  funds  over  the  current  expenses  of  the 
mission  (not  including  the  salary  of  pastor  or  assistants)  raised 
by  said  mission,  and  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  Society, 
shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  thereof  as  a  sinking  fund,  and. de- 
ducted from  the  estimated  value  of  the  property  at  its  transfer,  as 
specified  in  said  i*esolution. 

5.  That  such  Sunday-school  and  Society  appoint  its  respective 
treasurer,  who  shall  lake  charge  of  the  funds  raised,  and  report 
receipts  and  expenditures  monthly  to  the  pastors. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  Febru- 
ary 8,  1867,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted: 

JResolved^  1.  That  the  Treasurer  be  and  is  hereby  instructed  to 
pay  no  bills  against  this  Society  until  such  bills  have  been  passed 
by  this  Board,  and  signed  by  the  President  or  Recording  Secretary, 

2.  That  all  missions  under  charge  of  this  Society  needing  as- 
sistance to  meet  their  current  expenses  must  make  their  applica- 
tion to  this  Board  through  the  Executive  Committee,  and  in  no 
case  incur  any  expense  chargeable  to  the  Society  beyond  the  ap- 
propriations made  by  this  Board. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  March 
8,  1867,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved^  That  the  President  of  the  Society  be  authorized  to 
appoint  the  superintendents  of  the  Sunday-schools,  and  that  the 
superintendents  thus  appointed  shall  have  the  privilege  of  select- 
ing the  secretaries  and  librarians,  subject  to  the  appro \al  of  the 
President. 
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The  following  resolation  was  adopted  by  the  Board  of  ManagiTS 
at  the  regular  meeting  held  June  14,  1807 : 

Hesolvedy  That,  in  the  estimation  of  this  Board  of  Managers,  it 
is  inexpedient  for  any  Sunday-school  or  mission  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  New  York  City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary 
Society  to  take  public  collections  for  local  purposes  outside  of  the 
rooms  devoted  to  their  use. 

At  the  regtilar  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  August 
10,  1867,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted: 

Resolvedy  1.  That  all  money  collected  in  the  Church  classes  or- 
ganized in  our  mission  chapels  be  appropriated  exclusively  toward 
payment,  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  New  York  City  Church  Exten- 
sion and  Missionary  Society,  of  the  salaries  of  the  preachers  and 
assistants  having  charge  of  the  missions. 

2.  That  the  preachers  in  charge  be  directed  to  repoit  at  each 
monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  the  amount  of  class 
money  collected  in  each  mission  under  their  charge  during  the 
previous  month. 

At  the  general  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  October 
8,  1869,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved^  That  in  the  future  election  of  treasurer  for  our  mission 
Sunday-schools,  in  those  missions  where  there  is  a  Church  organ- 
ization, the  treasurer  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Church  with  which 
the  school  is  connected. 

The  following  was  adopted  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  held  January  12,  1877 : 

jResolved,  1.  That  the  pastors  of  our  several  missions  be  request- 
ed to  see  that  missionary  societies  are  properly  organized,  as  per 
Discipline,  in  each  of  their  Sabbath-schools ;  and  that  they  stale 
in  their  monthly  report  the  amount  raised  and  paid  over  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  for  which  they  shall  take  a  receipt  to  render  to  the  An- 
nual Conference. 

2.  That  the  officers,  teachers,  and  children  of  the  Sabbath- 
schools  under  our  charge  be  earnestly  i*equested  to  devote  one 
Sunday  of  each  month  to  the  missionary  cause,  and  to  do  all  that 
is  in  their  power  to  assist,  so  that  the  work  of  sending  the  Gospel 
to  heathen  lands  may  be  aided  by  our  own  missions. 
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At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  January 
12,  1877,  the  following  was  adopted : 

WhereaSy  It  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  officers  of  this 
Society  that  some  of  the  missions  under  the  care  of  this  Board  are 
agitating  the  matter  of  an  election  of  Trustees ;  and 

WJiereciay  It  is  desirable  that  there  should  be  no  misunderstand- 
ing, or  conflict  of  jurisdiction,  between  this  Society  and  the  mis- 
sioDS  under  its  charge;  therefore  be  it  resolved  as  follows, namely : 

Heaolvedy  1.  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  be  instructed  to 
notify  the  pastors  of  those  churches  aqd  congregations  worship- 
ing in  premises  owned  by  this  corporation,  that  there  should  be 
no  election  of  Trustees,  and  that  this  Society  will  not  recognize 
any  person  or  persons  acting  or  claiming  to  act  in  that  capacity. 

2.  That  the  only  authority  recognized  by  this  Board,  in  the 
churches  aforesaid,  is  the  Quarterly  Conference,  of  which  the  Pre- 
siding Elder  is  chairman,  and  the  Leaders  and  Stewards'  Meeting, 
of  which  the  Pastor  is  chairman. 

8.  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  notify  all  persons  who  have 
been  acting  in  the  Capacity  of  Trustees  of  the  action  of  this  Soci- 
ety, and  requiring  them,  and  the  Secretaries  and  Treasurers,  or 
those  who  may  have  been  serving  as  such,  to  deliver  as  soon  as 
practicable  all  papers,  documents,  books,  records,  and  other  prop- 
erty held  by  them  to  the  pastor  in  charge  of  said  church. 

4.  That  the  Pastor  with  the  Leaders  and  Stewards'  Meeting  are 
from  and  after  this  date  the  only  custodians  of  all  the  property 
belonging  to  this  Society,  used  by  the  congregation  of  which  they 
are  members. 

The  following  was  adopted  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  held  March  11,  1881 : 

Hesolved,  That  {he  Committee  on  Estimates  be  a  Committee  to 
communicate  with  the  Bishops  and  Presiding  Elders  in  regard  to 
appointments  to  be  made  in  the  churches  under  the  supervision  of 
this  Society.

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Thirty-fifth  Street,  Rkv.  W.  C,  Smith,  D.D.,  Pastor:  **  After  nearly 
three  years  in  the  pastoral  relation  to  the  35th  Street  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church  I  am  convinced  that  the  projyerty  is  well  located,  and  that  the 
community  is  not  only  improving;  in  numbers,  but  in  character "bnd  en- 
terprise. The  outlook  is  encouraging.  I  think  it  would  be  a  good  thing 
to  change  its  name,  calling  it  Cornell  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  in 
honor  of  its  late  founder.  The  membership  of  the  society  is  170;  the  at- 
tendance at  public  worship  is  good ;  class-meetings  very  large,  and  com- 
munion seasons  are  occasions  of  specinl  interest.  The  apportionments 
for  benevolent  objects  have  been  fully  met,  and  $75  given  to  aid  the  City 
Church  Extension  and  Missionary  S^icietv.  Over  ♦2.000  have  been  raised 
to  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the  church  and  Sunday-school. 

*'  The  latter  institution  numbers  about  300  scholars,  and  is  really  do- 
ing a  great  and  good  work.  By  the  generosity  of  Mr.  J.  B.  Cornell, 
Hymnals,  both  for  the  congregation  and  school,  have  been  amply  supplied. 

**  Tern i)erance  meetings  have  been  held  monthly  during  the  year,  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  Church  Temperance  Society,  auxiliary  to  the 
Conference  Society. 

**  Revival  meetings,  beginning  with  watch-night  services,  continued  for 
five  weeks,  resulting  in  the  conversion  of  some  souls  and  the  quickening 
of  the  church.  May  the  seed  sown  spring  up  and  bear  fruit  a  hundred- 
fold not  many  days  hence! 

**  I  tliink  lots  which  connect  with  the  one  on  which  our  church  stands 
ought  to  be  procured  on  which  to  build  an  audience-room,  thereby  util- 
izing our  present  building  for  chapel  and  Sunday-school  purposes,  for 
which  they  are  admirably  adapted,  and  thus  meet  a  felt  want  which 
seems  fixed  in  the  minds  of  the  community.'' 

Wajshingfton  Heigrhts,  Kkv.  W.  McKexdkke  Darwood,  Pastor: 
"The  year  has  been  one  of  sj)iritual  and  finaneial  prosperity.  At  every 
communion  except  one  persons  have  been  receive<l  into  the  church,  till 
its  actual  niembersliij)  has  been  increased  during  the  year  twenty-seven 
jKjr  cent.  Congregations  largely  increasetl.  The  Sunday-school,  with  an 
efficient  corps  of  officei*s  and  teachers,  is  doing  an  excellent  work. 

"Financially,  the  church  nnd  its  friends  have  accomplished  a  great 
work.  In  addition  to  the  substantial  aid  nndered  by  the  New  York  City 
Church  Extension  and  Missionary  Society  to  repair  the  trnfMe  of  the 
church — whicli  was  very  greatly  appreciated  by  the  society — the  church 
and  its  friends,  during  the  year,  have  paid  off  l|1,300  of  floating  debts, 
and  $2,300  more  have  been  raised  and  paid  for  improvements  on  church 
property,  while  all  current  expt'nses  have  been  promptly  met.  The  out- 
look is  excellent." 

Wesley  Chapel  (Attorney  Street;,  Rkv.  William  Platts,  Pastor: 
"  This  year  has  been  a  season  of  unremitting  effort  and  endeavor  to 
sustain  and  advance  the  cause  of  Christ  in  this  community.  During  the 
year  the  New  York  City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary  Society  has 
generously  aided  in  the  renovation  and  beautifying  of  the  church  edifice. 
Our  own  people  have  also  given,  according  to  their  ability,  toward  the 
work  of  putting  in  reflectoi-s,  gas-fixtures,  and  other  necessiiry  arrange- 
ments, the  whole  costing  about  $1,300. 

*•  Our  services  have  been  regularly  sustained  all  tlu^ough  the  year,  and, 
while  our  congregations  are  not  large,  yet  God  has  graciously  given  proof 
of  his  approval.  The  class  and  prayer  meetings  have  been  attendeii  by 
gracious  influences  of  the  Spirit,  and,  as  a  result,  numbers  of  souls  have 
professed  to  be  saved — some  gatliered  into  our  own  church  memljership, 
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and  others  in  other  places.  Our  layman's  meeting.  Sabbath  afternoons, 
has  been  productive  of  great  good,  and  still  abides  in  strength,  and  many 
souls  are  being  benefited  by  it. 

**  Thc^  temperance  meeting,  Monday  evening,  is  going  on  with  un- 
abating  interest  and  utility.  Numbeis  have  signed  the  pledge,  and  some 
have  professed  to  be  saved  by  Christ.  A  very  gracious  work  of  revival  is 
now  in  progress,  and  souls  are  being  saved. 

*^  As  you  are  doubtless  aware,  our  church  stands  in  the  midst  of  a 
population  composed  of  nearly  all  nationalities.  The  Jew  and  German 
element  stands  largely  in  the  majority,  the  influx  of  which  is  of  constant 
occurrence,  in  consequence  of  which  our  Protestant  population  is  of  a 
very  fluctuating  and  transient  character;  and  constant  activity  and  vig- 
ilance is  needed  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  the  case  of  saving  our  Chris- 
tian Sabbath  and  Christian  principle  from  being  driven  out  before  the 
incoming  tide  of  organized  error,  ungodliness,  superstition,  and  intem- 
perance. And  one  thing  essential  to  meet  this  is,  doubtless,  a  more  ef- 
ficient Sunday-school  arrangement  and  equipment  ;  and  our  Sunday- 
school  calls  for  special  attention  on  this  line  at  tiiis  time.  This  is  the 
place  for  active  work  and  earnest  workers,  and  we  need  to  be  re-enforced, 
if  possible,  by  a  good  and  efficient  superintendent  to  lead  in  this 
work.'' 

Woodlawn,  Rev.  W.  D.  Fero,  Pastor:  *'The  church  is  ten  years 
old ;  organized  in  1875 ;  pastor,  D.  W.  C.  Van  Gaasbeck.  The  church  was 
built  the  same  year,  and  dedicated  April,  1876,  by  Bishop  Janes;  31  re- 
ceived into  full  membership  from  probation;  $400  has  been  raised  yearly 
for  church  support  and  Sunday-school  work ;  !^3,700  for  building  and  im- 
proving church  property. 

**  A  gracious  revival  occurred  early  in  the  year,  resulting  in  29  addi- 
tions to  the  church  on  prol>ation.  Meetings  are  being  continued  still 
from  the  Week  of  Prayer  with  much  interest,  infusing  new  life  and  activ- 
ity into  all  the  departments  of  church  work. 

The  outlook  is  exceedingly  promising.  It  has  a  substantial  hold  upon 
all  the  citizens  of  the  vicinity,  and,  under  the  blessing  of  God,  must  have 
a  career,  in  the  years  to  come,  of  permanent  and  wide-spread  usefulness. 
This  Society  has  abundant  reason  to  congratulate  itself  over  this,  as  one 
of  the  most  promising  of  the  city  missions  founded  and  fostered  by  its 
beneficent  effcirts." 

SPECIAL  REPORTS. 

The  reports  that  follow  will  afford  especial  encouragement  to 
the  friends  of  this  Society.  They  illustrate  the  methods  of  work 
that  will  go  far  to  solve  the  difliculties  of  church  building,  church 
sustaining,  and  church  missions  in  this  city.  The  magnificent 
success  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Ninth  Street  Church  illustrates 
the  wisdom  of  rightly  selecting  church  sites  and  going  ahead  of 
the  population  and  being  ready  to  welcome  them  as  they  come. 
The  story  of  Thirty-seventh  Street  tells  us  how  to  handle  a  church 
that  had  ceased  to  be  self-supporting,  and  that  would  soon  have 
been  blotted  out  but  for  this  Society  and  the  men  placed  in 
charge,  that  have  changed  a  threatened  defeat  into  a  magnificent 
victory.  The  story  of  Franklin  Street  Mission  is  as  fascinating 
a  one  of  its  kind  as  was  ever  written,  and  we  count  our 
success  in  securing  such  a  simple,  natural,  inside  view  olj

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am  of  the  roporters,  who  come  to  interview  me  every  day  or  so.  You 
print  and  tell  our  secrets,  which  we  never  talk  about.)  But  let  me  illus- 
trate. One  of  our  girls  is  reported  sick  (our  Superintendent  knows  ev- 
ery child,  its  history,  and  all  the  circumstances  connected  with  it,  for  a 
series  of  a  score  of  questions,  printed,  have  been  answered  by  the  teachers 
in  relation  to  the  child);  she  is  visited.  Next  day  a  basket  of  flowers 
goes  to  the  sick-room,  before  they  are  wilted  another  piece,  and  so  on, 
until  the  child  gets  well.  You  have  no  conception  of  the  influence  of  a 
flower  in  the  Fifth  Ward,  where  none  grow.  The  sweet  incense  speaks 
and  sings  all  through  that  tenement  house  to  Catholic  and  Jew,  to  one 
and  all,  and  they  listen  and  rejoice.  A  dead  child  is  buried — money  is 
not  mentioned.  The  opportunity  is  made  the  most  of,  great  good  is  ac- 
complished, the  family  are  saved  (and  they  pay),  but  kindness  has  blessed 
them  and  made  them  a  blessing  to  others.  We  live  among  them,  are  em- 
phatically one  with  them,  and  we  share  in  every  thing.  We  never  go 
where  they  cannot  come ;  never  neglect  them  in  any  way.  We  never  ])ut 
on  airs,  or  act  or  think  as  if  we  were  putting  them  under  obligations  to 
us.  We  are  one  with  them,  and  really  interested  in  every  thing  they  are 
interested  in ;  so  w^e  never  go  to  the  houses  of  the  rich,  but  spend  our 
days  and  nights  with  them.  And  O,  how  they  appreciate  it!  How  they 
do  love!  They  love  to  love.  The  church  is  every  thing  to  them,  and 
they  would  willingly  give  their  last  dollar  for  the  cause  of  the  dear  Re- 
deemer. The  church  is  open  day  »ind  night;  so  is  the  piano.  We  have 
all  things  in  common;  we  are  one  in  Christ  Jesus.  Nothing  is  ever 
charged,  in  the  way  of  tickets,  to  come  into  the  church ;  all  is  free;  while 
a  Gospel  full  and  free  is  preached  in  as  simple  and  loving  manner  as  pos- 
sible, with  glorious  results. 

**  They  have  no  vacations,  summer  nor  winter;  nor  do  we.  The  pastor, 
superintendent,  infant  class  teacher,  and  others,  never  have  been  absent — 
the  infant  class  teacher  not  once  in  six  years.  Constantly  at  it,  and 
all  at  it,  in  love;  never  a  jarring  string;  all  in  harmony  in  every  thing; 
all  happy  and  exultant.  This  might  be  continued  sheet  after  sheet,  but 
it  must  stop.  Fourteen  joined  on  probation,  last  night,  at  our  love-feast. 
Tliey  ai-e  joining  all  the  time.  We  never  have  had  extra  meetings — never 
have  had  a  revival,  because  we  did  not  need  it,  never  having  grown  cold. 
Full  salvation  and  prohibition  is  our  motto,  and  we  find  that  the  joy  of 
the  Lord  is  our  strength.  Yours,

Any  member  absenting  himself  from  two  successive  stated 
meetings  of  the  Board,  without  notifying  either  the  President  or 
Recording  Secretary,  shall  be  reminded  thereof  by  the  Recording 
Secretary;  and  unless  a  satisfactory  communication  is  received 
from  him  at  the  succeeding:  meeting  of  the  Board  his  seat  may 
be  vacated  by  a  vote  of  the  Board. 

MISSIONARY  SUPERINTENDENT. 

Resolutions  adopted  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
held  February  10,  1882,  in  regard  to  the  office  and  work  of  the 
Missio7iary  Superintendent : 
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Minutes  of  1859,  and  was  under  the  presidency  of  Henry  J. 
Baker  for  five  years;  but  William  W.  Cornell  was  the  President 
of  that  Missionary  Society,  when  the  New  York  City  Sunday- 
School  and  Missionary  Society  was  organized,  in  1866,  and  char- 
tered so  that  it  could  hold  property. 

"It  fs  not  often  given  to  one  man  to  possess  the  wise,  far-seeing 
talent  to  select  the  best  field  and  the  genius  to  collect  and  organ- 
ize the  proper  forces,  and  the  persistency  to  push  the  work  until  a 
Church  has  been  established  in  a  destitute  part  of  a  great  city. 
The  unwritten  history  of  the  Thirtieth  Street,  the  Twenty- 
fourth  Street,  the  Fifty-third  Street,  the  old  Ninth 
Street,  now  the  Eleventh  Street,  and  the  magnificent 
Seventy-sixth  Street  (Cornell  Memorial)  Churches  ought 
to  be  given  to  the  world,  and  the  founder  and  organizer 
of  the  little  Sunday-schools  that  have  since  grown  into 
these  great  Churches,  deserves  honor  at  our  hands.  And 
it  seems  a  fitting  time  to  mention,  with  thanks  and  bless- 
ings, the  name  of  Joseph  Longking,  and  while  he  still  abides 
with  us,  to  honor  him  for  his  works'  sake.  There  ought  to  be 
other  "  Greene  Street  Bible-classes  "  and  other  Longkings  in  our 
great  Church. 

"  The  past  year  has  been  one  of  real  success,  and  in  spite  of  a 
small  apparent  decrease  in  the  figures,  we  have  made  substan- 
tial advance.  Two  of  our  Churches,  with  350  members  and  over 
700  Sunday-school  scholars,  have  been  set  off,  at  their  own  re- 
quest, and  will  hereafter  be  known  as  self-supporting.  Several 
of  the  Churches  of  the  Society  are  enjoying  large  revivals  that 
will  increase  their  numbers  and  strength.  Although  no  new 
church  has  been  erected  during  the  past  year,  yet  St.  Andrew's 
and  West  Harlem,  that  have  been  set  off,  are  arranging  to  build 
in  the  near  future. 

"  For  the  past  twenty  years  the  name  of  Cornell  has  been  most 
honorably  identified  with  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  the  Socie- 
ty. It  was  a  sad  day  when  William  W.  Cornell,  the  first  Presi- 
dent, died ;  and  it  was  a  cause  of  universal  regret  when  John  B. 
Cornell,  who  had  been  its  President  for  nearly  fourteen  years, 
was  obliged,  last  November,  to  resign  the  position  on  account  of 
his  ill  health.  During  that  fourteen  years  over  25,000  scholars 
were  gathered  into  the  Sunday-schools,  over  5,000  persons  were 
received  on  probation  ;  about  $250,000  were  invested  in  church 
property,  and  over  $1,000,000  expended  in  the  work  of  the 
Society.     At  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  the  Rev. 
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Dr.  Curry  will  read  at  this  meeting  resolutions  expressing  our 
high  regard  for  Mr.  Cornell  and  our  appreciation  of  his  services. 
"  It  was  exceedingly  difficult  to  secure  the  right  man  to  fill  the 
place.  The  selection  was  not  so  difficult,  for  our  unanimous 
choice  was  quickly  expressed.  But  the  man  we  wanted  was  not 
able  to  see  it  in  the  same  light  as  ourselves.  But  Methodists  be- 
lieve in  a  union  of  works  and  faith,  and  while  a  strong  commit- 
tee, headed  by  Bishop  Harris,  worked,  the  rest  of  us  prayed ; 
and  as  the  Lord  was  on  our  side,  we  prevailed.  Our  *  young 
and  ruddy '  leader,  diffident,  like  David,  accepted  the  throne,  and 
the  hosts  of  Israel  were  again  made  happy  when  Mr.  Bowles  Col- 
gate consented  to  become  our  President  in  fact,  as  he  was  in 
choice.  And  the  genuine,  heartily  expressed  sympathy  of  the 
Methodists  of  this  city  will  never  allow  him  to  feel  that  he  has 
made  any  mistake  in  accepting  the  office.  He  has  been  familiar 
with  the  workings  of  the  Society  for  many  years,  and  identified 
with  its  progress.  He  is  in  the  chair  and  will  soon  speak  for 
himself.

"  The  reports  from  the  pastors  of  the  various  Churches  of  the 
Society  are,  nearly  all,  very  encouraging.   Extracts  will  be  given 
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from  these  letters  from  the  pastors  in  the  annual  printed  Hepoii;. 
The  common  feeling  seems  to  be  that  the  Society  was  never  more 
needed  than  now,  and  that  it  has  never  been  in  better  position  to 
do  good  work.  The  future  is  full  of  grave  responsibilities  and  of 
great  possibilities  for  New  York  Methodism. 

"  A  review  of  the  past  makes  very  clear  that  certain  human 
factors  are  essential  to  our  success  in  the  future. 

"  1.  The  Missionary  Spibit. — We  place,  first  of  all,  the  self- 
sacrificing,  consecrated  spirit  of  the  workers,  that  will  do  any 
thing  and  every  thing  for  Christ's  sake,  and  for  the  sake  of  souls. 
Most  of  our  fields  of  labor  require,  for  success,  more  talent  and 
more  piety  than  our  larger  and  stronger  Churches.  Hard  work 
and  small  pay  must  be  expected  by  every  man  who  enters  this 
association.  So  far  the  Society  has  had  no  difficulty  to  secure 
men. 

"2.  Money. — After  manhood  we  place  next  in  order  money, 
for  a  great  deal  of  it  is  necessary.  But  with  a  good  cause  and  a 
fair  presentation  of  its  claims,  there  has  been  no  lack  of  money. 

"  3.  Confidence. — It  is  all-important  that  the  Methodist  people 
know  and  approve  the  plans  and  work  of  the  Society.  They 
should  be  kept  informed  as  to  the  methods  and  results,  and  come 
to  see  and  feel  that  this  is  a  work  for  our  common  Methodism. 
The  men  who  manage  the  affairs  of  this  Society,  more  than  any 
thing  else,  desire  that  the  older  and  stronger  Churches  should 
thoroughly  know  their  plans.  In  all  cases  this  secures  for  us 
larger  gifts. 

"  The  great  increase  of  the  work,  the  large  amount  of  money  to 
be  raised,  the  many  and  varied  responsibilities  that  fall  upon  the 
President,  have  made  it  more  and  more  evident  that  we  must 
have  an  executive  officer,  or  secretary,  who  shall  carry  a  part  of 
these  burdens,  and  who  shall  present  the  interests  of  the  Society 
to  the  people  in  the  press  and  in  the  pulpit.  It  is  too  much  to 
expect  any  man  with  a  large  business  to  do  all  this  work.  As 
soon  as  the  matter  is  settled  to  have  such  an  officer,  the  present 
Corresponding  Secretary  will  resign  in  favor  of  the  new  man. 
Such  an  officer  will  naturally  give  his  time  to  the  study  of  the 
various  questions  involved  in  our  double  work  of  church  exten- 
sion into  new  fields,  and  of  reaching  the  masses  of  the  people  in 
the  old  and  thickly  populated  portions  of  the  city.  It  seems  to 
most  thoughtful  minds  that  the  methods  and  machinery  of  Meth- 
odism are  thoroughly  well-fitted  to  evangelize  the  masses.     It  is 
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At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  January 
12,  1877,  the  following  was  adopted  : 

Whereas^  It  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  officers  of  this 
Society  that  some  of  the  missions  under  the  oare  of  this  Board  are 
agitating  the  matter  of  an  election  of  Trustees ;  and 

Whereas^  It  is  desirable  that  there  should  be  no  misunderstand- 
ing, or  conflict  of  jurisdiction,  between  this  Society  and  the  mis- 
sions under  its  charge ;  therefore  be  it  resolved  as  follows,  namely : 

Hesolvedy  1.  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  be  instructed  to 
notify  the  pastors  of  those  churches  aqd  congregations  worship- 
ing in  premises  owned  by  this  corporation,  that  there  should  he 
no  election  of  Trustees,  and  that  this  Society  will  not  recognize 
any  person  or  persons  acting  or  claiming  to  act  in  that  capacity. 

2.  That  the  only  authority  recognized  by  this  Board,  in  the 
churches  aforesaid,  is  the  Quarterly  Conference,  of  which  the  Pre- 
siding Elder  is  chairman,  and  the  Leadei*s  and  Stewards'  Meeting, 
of  which  the  Pastor  is  chairman. 

8.  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  notify  all  persons  who  have 
been  acting  in  the  capacity  of  Trustees  of  the  action  of  this  Soci- 
ety, and  requiring  them,  and  the  Secretaries  and  Treasurers,  or 
those  who  may  have  been  serving  as  such,  to  deliver  as  soon  as 
practicable  all  papers,  documents,  books,  records,  and  other  prop- 
erty held  by  them  to  the  pastor  in  charge  of  said  church. 

4.  That  the  Pastor  with  the  Leaders  and  Stewards'  Meeting  are 
from  and  after  this  date  the  only  custodians  of  all  the  property 
belonging  to  this  Society,  used  by  the  congregation  of  which  they 
are  members. 

The  following  was  adopted  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  held  March  11,  1881 : 

Resolved^  That  {he  Committee  on  Estimates  be  a  Committee  to 
communicate  with  the  Bishops  and  Presiding  Elders  in  regard  to 
appointments  to  be  made  in  the  churches  under  the  supervision  of 
this  Society. 
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results  of  the  last  fourteen  years,  we  look  for  still  greater  ones 
during  the  next  fourteen  that  will  bring  us  to  the  end  of  the 
century." 

COMPLIMENTARY  RESOLUTIONS. 

• 

After  the  resignation  of  John  B.  Cornell,  Esq.,  as  President, 
had  been  offered  and  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Society,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  prepare  and  present  suit- 
able resolutions  expressing  our  appreciation  of  Mr.  Cornell  and 
the  services  he  had  rendered  the  Society. 

During  the  anniversary  services  in  St.  Paul's,  Rev.  Dr.  Curry, 
in  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  read  the  following  resolu- 
tions : 

"  The  New  York  City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary  Society, 
having  received,  and  with  very  great  reluctance  granted,  the  request 
of  its  late  President,  John  B.  Cornell,  Esq.,  to  be  excused  from 
further  service  in  that  office,  which  he  had  filled  for  nearly 
fourteen  years,  with  marked  ability  and  devotion,  would  make 
the  following  minute,  as  an  expression  of  our  sentiments : 

"  1.  We  tender  to  our  late  President  our  earnest  and  hearty 
thanks  for  the  services  rendered  by  hira  in  the  interests  of  our  asso- 
ciation, and  also  our  sincere  sympathy  with  him  in  the  partial 
loss  of  his  former  robust  health — a  loss  caused,  no  doubt,  by  over- 
work, both  of  mind  and  body — in  part,  at  least,  in  labors  in  our  in- 
terests. 

"  2.  That  in  addition  to  his  personal  efforts,  in  thf*  work  of  this 
association,  and  his  munificent  pecuniary  contributions  to  its 
financial  resources,  we  also  recognize  in  his  earnest  labors  in  our 
cause  a  most  valuable  example  of  disinterested  devotion  to  a 
highly  important  department  of  Church  work,  which  example 
appeals  at  once  to  all  who  may  aid  in  that  work,  whether  by 
their  personal  services  or  by  pecuniary  contributions.

ADDRESSES. 

Mr.  Bowles  Colgate,  referring  to  the  late  cold  weather,  said, 
in  introducing  Bishop  Foss  : 

"  If  the  blizzards  of  Minnesota  never  bring  us  any  thing  less 
acceptable  than  the  presence  of  Bishop  Foss,  I  do  not  think  we 
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will  ever  quarrel  with  them;  aud  1  am  sure  you  all  join  with  me 
in  the  satisfaction  and  pleasure  with  which  we  welcome  him  here 
to-night,  and  with  whicli  we  shall  listen  to  the  last  words  he  shall 
speak  to  a  Methodist  audience  before  crossing  the  ocean." 

Bishop  Foss  spoke  as  follows : 

"The  blizzards  of  Minnesota!  Why,  my  dear  sir,  we  hsTe 
been  rejoicing  there  in  a  sunshine  so  brilliant  that  you  can  hardly 
comprehend  what  we  mean  when  we  speak  of  it.  Daring  my 
last  two  weeks  in  this  vicinity  the  weather  has  been  such  that  I 
have  been  constrained  to  ask,  Does  the  sun  ever  shine  in  New 
York? 

"I  could  wish  most  earnestly,  as  I  stand  face  to  face  for  a  few  min- 
utes with  this  assembly  of  picked  Methodists  of  a  nation^s  metrop- 
olis to  plead  the  cause  of  a  Society  so  justly  held  by  them  in 
high  esteem,  that  there  were  possible  to  me  something  more  than 
such  imperfect  utterance  as  I  can  give,  after  the  incessant  en- 
gagements of  the  last  few  days,  and  the  preparation  for  a  voy- 
age to  Europe — a  voyage  within  nine  hours  of  its  beginning,  so 
that  I  shall  set  sail  while  the  most  of  you  are  in  bed  to-morrow 
morning. 

"But  I  can  at  least  testify  my  still  continuing  and  deepening  in- 
terest in  the  work  of  this  Society,  which  I  tried  as  best  I  could, 
by  my  sympathies  and  prayers  and  pleadings,  to  help  during  four 
pastoral  terms  in  this  city. 

"  Tlie  Church  of  God  is  attempting  nothing  less  than  the  con- 
quest of  the  world  for  Christ ;  and  it  is  needful  that  in  this  work 
she  shall  have  clear  perceptions  and  strong  convictions.  First 
are  the  clear  ]>erceptions  of  what  it  is  she  wishes  to  do,  and  then^ 
in  order  to  secure  the  most  practical  efficiency  in  her  work, 
strong,  deep,  abiding,  heaven-born,  and  God-inspired  convictions 
touching  her  duty.  Sydney  Smith  once  attempted  to  demonstrate 
that  man  is  a  benevolent  being  in  this  wise.  A  never  sees 
B  in  trouble  without  recommending  C  to  help  him.  The 
proof  might  be  changed  a  little  in  its  form;  for  I  am  sure 
the  average  A  goes  a  little  farther  than  that,  and  is  dis- 
posed to  help  the  needy  man  himself,  and,  unless  some  serious 
obstacles  intervene,  will  make  some  endeavor  in  that  direction. 
Thus  we  see  the  world  full  of  efforts,  not  entirely  under  the  su- 
pervision of  the  Christian  Church.  The  philanthropists  who 
would  feed  the  hungry,  and  open  the  eyes  of  the  blind ;  the 
moral  reformer,  who  would    hew  down  all   these  gigantic  upas- 
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trees  which  have  poisoned  all  the  air  with  their  exhalations ;  the 
wise  legislator  who  would  so  arrange  the  laws,  and  provide  for 
the  execution  of  them,  that  crime  may  be  punished  and  virtue 
become  universal ;  the  various  efforts  made  by  men  apart  from 
the  work  of  the  Christian  Church  to  better  the  condition  of  their 
fellow-men,  are  none  of  them  of  the  nature  of  that  noblest,  pur- 
est philanthropy  with  which  we  now  have  to  do. 

**  The  philanthropies  that  are  bom  of  the  earth  aim  to  make 
men  happy.  Christ's  philanthropy  is  to  make  men  holy.  The 
angel  of  Christianity  scatters  all  these  human  blessings  in  her 
path ;  but  the  great  boon  she  is  intent  on  delivering  to  man  is  the 
boon  of  salvation  for  the  lost;  and  this  the  Church  of  God  must 
not  forget.  Let  her  be  foremost  in  all  philanthropies,  but  let 
her  remember  that  it  becomes  her,  most  of  all,  to  seek  and  to 
save  that  which  is  lost.  I  know  that  the  Saviour,  with  a  few 
barley  loaves,  miraculously  fed  the  five  thousand.  I  know  that 
he  wrought  many  miracles  upon  the  blind  and  deaf  and  lame 
and  sick,  but  these  were  wrought  not  so  much  for  the  sake  of 
beneficence,  but  for  Christian  evidence.  They  were  wrought  to 
give  proof  of  his  commission.  These  things  are  ordained  not 
that  Jesus  may  be  made  out  the  great  humanitarian,  but  that  we 
may  believe  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  and  that,  be- 
lieving, we  may  have  life  through  his  name.  And  the  Church, 
if  she  adulterates  her  Christianity  and  makes  it  a  mere  humanita- 
rianism,  fails  to  fulfill  her  great  commission,  which  is  to  preach 
the  Gospel. 

"  This  brings  us  face  to  face  with  the  problems  which  confront 
this  Society,  and  the  difficulties  of  that  work  in  great  popula- 
tions in  a  metropolis  like  this.  In  a  great  city  every  agency  of 
evil  is  active,  and  every  obstacle  of  the  Church's  work  and  suc- 
cess is  mighty — mightier  than  in  the  country  town  or  on  the 
plain.  Therefore,  let  us  pause  a  few  moments  to  consider  this 
great  question,  and  impress  upon  our  hearts  once  more  the  vast- 
ness  and  the  difficulty  of  the  work.  What  is  that  work?  It  is 
to  fulfill  the  great  commission,  to  carry  the  Gospel  to  every 
creature.  It  is  the  evangelization  and  Christianization  of  all 
with  whom  we  come  in  contact.  It  is  the  transformation  of  the 
whole  face  of  the  world,  so  that  it  shall  bloom  and  blossom 
as  the  rose.  The  difficulties  are  many  and  mighty.  Let  us  go 
out  in  our  thought  into  the  slums  of  this  city,  and  face,  in  our 
thought,  for  a  moment  the  crimes  that  are  rampant,  and  the  areas 
of  vice  and  crime  which  continually  broaden  in  a  city  like  this,

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our  own  ideal,  but  I  mean  that  Methodism  in  its  essential  idea^ 
which  idea  has  been  pretty  well  crystallized  and  conserved  in  the 
traditions  of  one  hundred  and  forty  years  of  Church  history, 
that  Methodism  is  adapted  to  do  it.     It  is  not  any  sugar-coated 
dose  of  too  hasty  comfort  to  the  unaronsed  sinner  that  we  have  to 
give  if  we  are  Methodists.     It  is  a  proclamation  of  a  real  rescue 
from  a  real  ruin,  and  preservation  from  a  real  hell,  and  the  terror 
of  an  awful  judgment  day,  and  salvation  by  blood,  the  blood  of 
the  Son  of  God.    This  it  is  which,  if  we  are  Methodists,  we  propose 
to  proclaim  to  men.     And  we  propose  to  tell  them  these  things 
after  such  a  fashion  that  they  shall  tremble  on  the  edge  of  a  real 
destruction,  and  be  transformed  by  the  energy  of  a  real  Holy 
Ghost,  and  get  the  witness  of  a  peisonal  God  to  the  fact  of  their 
sonship.     This  is  Methodism.     This  was  not  much  taught   one 
hundred  and  forty  years  ago  in  Great  Britain;  nor  very  much 
one  hundred  yeare  ago  in  America.     That  was  not  a  very  untrue 
and  unnecessarily  caustic  caricature  of  the  theological  discussions 
of  one  hundred  years  ago,  that  made  the  ordinary  conception  of 
religion  to  run  like  this  :  *  Religion,  if  you  seek  it,  you  will  not  tind 
it.     If  you  find  it,  you  will  not  know  it.     If  you  know  it,  you  have 
not  got  it.    If  you  get  it,  you  cannot  lose  it.     If  you  lose  it,  you 
never  had  it.'     I   say  this  is  not  an  altogether  unjust  caricature 
of  the  prevalent  conception  at  the  early  part  of  this  century. 
But  the  disciples  of  Jesus  Christ,  who  had  been  led  into  that  dis- 
cipleship,  so  far  as  human  instrumentality  was    concerned,  by 
John  Wesley,  turned  it  round,  and  made  it  run  thus,  and  it  was 
sweet  music  in  many  an  ear :  "  Religion,  if  you  seek  it,  you  will 
find  it.     If  you   find  it,  you  will  know  it.     If  you  know  it,  you 
have  got  it.     If  you  get  it,  you  may  lose  it.     If  you  lose  it,  you 
must  have  had  it.'     Thus  the  Methodists  made  it  run,  and  I  in. 
Bist  that  this  personal  appeal  to  the  individual  man  on  a  matter 
concerning  which  his  own  conscience,  enlightened  by  the  Spirit 
of  God,  was  to  be  the  test,  gave  us  a  great  vantage-ground  in 
preaching  salvation. 

"Mr.  Chairman,  when  you  and  your  co-laborers  go  to  the 
slums,  it  would  not  be  of  any  very  great  account  to  take  out  cut- 
glass  cruets,  with  gold  stoppers,  and  sprinkle  rose-water.  But  if 
you  go  and  tell  them  of  a  death  which  is  real,  and  is  to  become 
in  a  little  time  eternal,  tell  them  of  a  hell  which  is  not  a  remote 
possibility  of  a  shadowy  inconvenience,  but  a  real  ruin  into  which 
they  might  drop  before  to-morrow  morning,  and  then  tell  them 
that  Jesus  waits  to  save,  and  to  save  the  vilest  to-day,  you  have  a 
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REPORTS  FROM  THE  PASTORS. 

The  followiug  reports  have  been  sent  in  to  the  Secretary,  and 
give  a  very  fair  idea  of  the  nature  and  difiiculties  of  the  work. 
They  give  the  dark  and  bright  sides  of  city  missions.  As  the 
year  1886  was  the  twentieth  year  of  the  Society,  it  seems  a  very 
fitting  time  to  give  a  fuller  account  of  the  various  churches  than 
is  usually  presented  in  our  Annual  Reports.  The  longest  reports 
will  be  found  intensely  interesting,  and  a  study  of  the  whole  will 
aid  the  workers  and  encourage  the  givers  to  do  even  more  in  the 
future  than  in  the  past.  It  should  be  remembered  that  these  re- 
ports were  written  in  January  last,  and  were  answers  to  questions 
of  the  Secretary  concerning  their  past  and  present  history  and  the 
outlook  for  the  future  : 

Alanson  Church,  in  Norfolk  Street.  This  church  came  into  the 
hands  of  the  Society  in  1880,  so  heavily  burdened  i^nith  debt  and  so  small 
in  numbers,  that  the  members  were  unable  to  support  it.  It  has  been  kept 
up  by  the  aid  of  the  Society,  but  with  decreasing  numbers  and  ability. 
As  there  were  several  other  Methodist  churches  in  the  vicinity,  it  was 
thought  best  to  sell  this  property.  The  procreeds,  after  paying  the  mort- 
gage«  were  used  to  purchase  property  in  Maclison  Street,  where  a  Sunday 
school  will  be  opened  during  the  coming  year. 

Bethany  Chapel,  Rev.  G.  N.  Compton,  Pastor:  **  Our  Society  came 
into  possession  of  Bethany  Chapel,  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-third  Street 
and  First  Avenue,  February  7,  1881.  A  Sunday-school  was  in  operation, 
and  had  been  carried  on  for  several  years  by  members  of  St.  James  and 
Second  Avenue  Methodist  Episcopal  Churches. 

**May  1,  1882,  a  pastor  was  appointed,  and  on  May  7,  same  year,  a 
Methodist  Episcopal  Society  was  organized  by  the  reception  of  6  per- 
sons by  letter  and  7  on  probation.  At  the  Conference  of  1883  there 
were  19  full  members;  at  Conference  of  1884,  18  members;  at  Conference 
of  1885,  23  members.     At  present  there  are  26  full  members. 

**  The  work  done  this  Conference  year  has  been  about  the  same  as  that 
of  last  year.  I  have  had  entire  charge  of  the  Sunday-school,  provided 
preaching  every  Sunday,  held  regular  class  and  prayer- meeting  services, 
visited  as  much  as  my  hmited  time  would  allow,  always  looking  after  the 
sick  and  those  in  destitute  condition  first  of  all.  We  have  a  Poor  Fund, 
and  from  this,  and  by  personal  gifts,  many  cases  of  reed  worthy  poor  have 
been  cared  for.  We  observed  the  Week  of  Prayer  by  holding  special  re- 
vival services,  but,  on  account  of  the  extremely  cold  weather  and  the 
want  of  help,  the  meetings  were  discontinued..  Three  persons  came  to 
the  altar  for  prayer,  and  professed  conversion.  If  a  band  of  workers 
could  be  secured  to  come  and  labor  here  for  ten  days,  in  conjunction  with 
the  pastor  and  his  few  faithful  ones,  a  good  work  might  be  done.  We 
hope  to  inaugurate  this  in  February.  We  have  an  average  of  50  hearers. 
One  received  from  probation  this  year,  a  very  worthy  lady,  and  of  great 
service  to  the  work. 

**The  Sunday-school  is  in  better  condition  than  ever  before  since  it 
came  under  the  supervision  of  our  Society. 

**  We  have  a  first-class  board  of  teachers  and  officers.     The  attendance 
is  larger  and  average  higher  than  at  any  time  since  February,  1882. 
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**  We  have  190  volumes  in  the  library,  all  gootl,  and  mostly  new  addi- 
tions ;  175  singing  books. 

*  *  Our  LesHon  Leaves  and  periodicals  are  paid  for  in  advance. 

*'  Tlie  attendance  for  the  past  four  years  stands  about  as  follows:  1882 
averaged  about  70;  1883,  65;  1884,  75;  1885,  85. 

**  Since  December,  1886,  we  have  averaged  115.  Nearly  all  our  schol- 
ars are  under  sixteen  years  of  age;  over  one  half  are  in  the  infant  class. ^' 

Cornell  Memorial  (East  76th  Street),  Ret.  H.  £.  Buknes,  Pastor: 
**  The  church  was  organized,  by  the  Rev.  William  Ross,  April  4,  1869,  so 
that  next  April  the  c£urch  will  be  in  existence  17  years.  Of  the  10  orig- 
inal members  1  has  died  and  5  removed;  of  the  remaining  4,  3  are 
members  of  one  family.  The  growth  in  membership  has  been  steady  from 
the  first,  but  largely  through  revivals.  Situated  midway  between  *  down- 
town ^  and  Harlem,  we  dismiss  by  letter  almost  as  many  as  we  receive 
by  the  same  method ;  for  example,  during  the  present  pastorate  we  have 
received  117  church  letters  ana  have  given  93 — increase  24;  but  in  the 
last  five  years  203  have  been  added  from  probation.  The  present  mem- 
bership is:  Full  members,  451;  probationers,  34;  total,  485.  The  results 
of  revival  work  this  winter  will  increase  the  list  to  500.  On  December 
81,  1871.  our  first  church  building  was  dedicated  to  the  worship  of  Al- 
mighty God,  and,  in  grateful  remembrance  of  W.  W.  Cornell,  who  had 
been  its  great  friend  to  his  death,  was  called  ^  Cornell  Memorial.'  During 
the  fall  of  1882  the  foundations  of  the  second  edifice  were  laid  next  to  the 
first  one,  and  the  building  was  dedicated  the  following  spring.  Both 
buildings  are  required  to  carry  on  our  work.  The  Sunday-school  was 
formed  by  W.  W.  Cornell,  Sunday,  November  15,  1868,  in  a  little  store 
on  the  east  side  of  Second  Avenue,  between  76th  and-  77th  Streets.  At 
the  first  session  there  were  present  8  teachers  and  68  scholars.  Of  this 
number  4  remain  members  oi  the  school.  From  the  first  its  growth  has 
been  remarkable,  and  forms  an  illustration  of  what  devoted  service  can 
accomplish  for  the  Master.  The  present  membership  is:  Scholars,  1,674; 
teachers,  53;  total,  1,727.  The  annual  expenses  of  church  and  Sunday- 
school  are  about  tfi  000".*^ 

Sleventh  Street,  A.  A.  Lathburt,  Pastor:  ^^This  church  has  en- 
joyed a  year  of  prosperity,  and  the  outlook  is  quite  hopeful.  We  have 
many  willing  workers,  and  conversions  are  continually  occurring.  The 
attendance  on  the  social  meetings  is  very  large  in  proportion  to  the  mem- 
bership. We  have  a  class  of  people  in  this  locality  who  are  quite  ready 
to  receive  the  Gospel,  and  are  very  generous  in  proportion  to  their  means. 
There  is  but  little  money  to  be  raised  here,  but  the  noble  Society  which 
founded  this  church  supplies  our  deficiency,  and  the  work  goes  on. 

'*The  Sunday-school  is  large  and  fiourishing.  Tlie  morning  session  is 
an  important  one,  and  is  well  attended.  Membership  of  the  church  re- 
portea  last  year,  137;  probationers,  31.  This  year,  members,  151  (up  to 
February  1,  157) ;  probationers,  32.  Conversions  this  year,  52 ;  receiv^ 
on  probation,  43 ;  received  in  full,  by  letter  and  from  probation,  39 ;  re- 
movals and  deaths,  10 ;  non-resident,  11 ;  unknown,  4 ;  missionary  and 
pastoral  visits,  711.  Our  collection  for  New  York  City  Church  Extension 
and  Missionary  Society  this  year  is  $125.'* 

^  Fordham,  Rbv.  T.  Bond,  Pastor:  "For  three  years  there  was  not  a 
single  addition  by  letter,  and,  despite  the  faithful  work  of  my  predeces- 
sor, there  was  a  net  loss  of  16  in  the  membership,  and,  as  the  result  of  my 
term,  there  is  only  a  net  gain  of  2.     This  is  accounted  for  by  the  transient 
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character  of  the  congregations— families  corning  and  rarely  staying  over  a 
year.  The  removals  during  my  tenure  would  have  trebled  our  Sundiij 
congregations  and  Sunday-school  attendance.  They  come  and  go,  and  we 
have  not  been  able  to  make  much  headway.  "We  have  not,  however,  lost 
any  ground.  Tlie  outlook  is  more  promising  than  it  has  been  for  some 
time,  and  the  completion  of  the  elevated  system  promises,  in  the  near 
future,  to  bring  in  the  class  of  people  who  are  the  muscle,  brawn,  and 
brain  of  Methodism.  On  the  score  of  liberality,  I  never  served  a  more 
liberal  |>eople.  They  have  averaged,  each  year,  about  |20  per  member  for 
current  expenses,  and  about  $3  per  member  for  benevolence.  Our  Sun- 
day-school pays  its  own  expenses  and  raises  about  |100  a  year.  The 
greatest  blessing  that  could  come  to  Fordham  would  be  an  infusion  of 
some  thorough -going  Methodist  blood — the  coming  of  a  few  families 
who,  unlike  some  who  have  come,  will  not  be  ashamed  to  ally  themselves 
with  us  because  we  are  *  a  feeble  folk,'  and  who  will  esteem  the  Church 
of  their  fathers  more  than  social  position  and  advantages,  and  help  to 
carry  a  struggling  cause  on  to  victory." 

Pifby-sixth  Street  (near  Tenth  Avenue),  Rev.  T.  B.  Smith,  Pastor: 
**  There  has  been  an  almost  constant  advance  in  numbers  (though  gradual) 
and  spirituality  from  the  first,  so  that  now  we  have  conversions  almost 
every  week.  The  attendance  at  our  class-meetings  continues  to  be  about 
equal  to  our  membership.  This  year's  work  and  results:  98  sermons 
preached,  75  prayer-meetings,  120  class-meetings,  about  3,500  pastoral 
'  and  missionary  visits  (mostly  by  our  faithful  visitor),  52  Sunday-school 
sermons.  The  congregations  have  about  doubled,  and  the  Sunday-school 
is  about  as  large  as  it  can  be  in  our  present  quarters,  numbering  about  400 
members.  I  cannot  report  all  the  results,  but  I  am  certain  that  the  neigh- 
borhood has  improved.  The  congregations  have  advanced,  and  the  Sun- 
day-school is  in  a  blessed  condition.  The  outlook  I  am  usually  doubtful 
of,  but  the  outlook  in  that  neighborhood  seems,  to  even  me,  exceedingly 
hopeful.  If  we  had,  1.  A  plain,  free  house  of  worship,  that  would  hold 
1,000;  2.  Half  a  dozen  good  men  to  stand  by  the  church;  3.  A  good, 
faithful  working  pastor,  the  church,  in  my  judgment,  would  be  full  in  one 
year.  If  some  one  of  the  struggling,  dying  churches  would  go  into  that 
neigliborhood,  and  get  down  where  the  people  are,  there  would  be  a  crowd 
in  that  church." 

Grace  Chapel  (West  One  Hundred  and  Fourth  Street,  near  Tenth 
Avenue),  Rev.  Albert  Stephens,  Pastor  :  **  I  became  pastor  April,  1885. 
The  church  now   has  a  membership  of  75;  17  persons  have  been  re- 
ceived by  letter  and  from  probation  since  last  April.     And  the  number 
of  scholars  in  the  same  period  has  increased  from  169  to  192.     Our 
church,  as  you  see,  is  healthy  and  growing.     Hard  work,  fervent  prayer, 
and  God's  blessing  will,  doubtless,  keep  us  in  a  most  prosperous  con- 
dition.    But  Grace  Chapel  needs  repairing.     On  a  cold  day,  though  our 
sexton  has  been  up  the  whole  of  the  previous  night,  the  chapel  is  so  cold 
as  not  only  to  be  uncomfortable,  but  actually  dangerous.     January  10, 
1886,  Brother  Arnold,  an  a^ent  of  the  New  York  City  Bible  Society, 
preached,  and  took  a  collection  in  the  church.     In  a  letter  sent  to  me  a 
few  days  later  he  said,    *Dear  Brother  Stephens,  I  have   hardly  been 
warm  since  Sunday  A.  M.'    You  cannot  fail  to  see  that  such  a  condition 
of  things  is  not  favorable  to  much  success." 

Perry  Street,  Rev.  Thomas  Lodge,  Pastor:  '*  The  Bank  Street  Mis- 
sion (now  Perry  Street  Church)  was  organized  in  1864.  1.  The  work 
that  has  been  done,   up  to  December  81,  1885.    Number  of  conversions 
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and  additions  from  pmbation:  received  on  probation,  767;  of  theso,  re- 
ceived in  full,  3o0;  number  of  church  letters  given,  276;  money  raised 
for  church  support  and  for  Sunday-school  work,  about  $50,000. 

**2.  The  work  beinpr  done.  This  Conference  year  we  have  thor- 
oughly repaired  and  refurnished  the  church,  at  a  cost  of  $1,060;  we 
liave  taken  a  collection  of  |k50  for  your  Society.  Other  Conference  col- 
lections are  well  up.  All  current  expenses  are  paid  up  to  date.  We  have 
had  20  conversions.  We  have  an  excellent  religious  interest,  and  con- 
versions are  occurring  in  our  regular  meetings.  The  brethren  are  work- 
ing harmoniously,  and  our  affairs  are  in  a  prosperous  condition. 

•*  3.  The  work  to  be  done  in  this  field  of  labor.  The  field  is  large, 
and  really  a  missionary  one.  From  the  river  to  Hudson  Street,  and  from 
Christopher  to  Fourteenth  Street,  the  *  outlook  '  seems  to  me  to  be  full 
of  promise.'" 

Seventeenth  Street,  or  Heddingr  Church  (near  Second  Avenue), 
Rev.  I.  E.  Smith,  Pastor:  *' Congregations  small,  but  larger  than  last 
year.  Spiritual  life  of  membership — the  working  membership — greatly 
quickened.  There  have  been  2  professed  conversions  and  5  '  seekers  *  the 
past  week  in  the  prayer  and  class  meetings.  I  make  no  record,  except 
my  private  one,  of  such  movements  until  they  are  proved.  The  pastor, 
with  *  officiary,'  have  revised  the  *  membership  record,'  and  find  87 
known  and  75  unknown  members. 

**  The  Sunday-school,  under  the  efficient  superintendence  of  Mr.  Archer, 
has  increased  in  membership,  and  in  every  way  improved. 

***The  outlook.'  A  hard  field,  but  not  hopeless.  Two  things  are 
greatly  in  the  way:  1.  The  almost  universal  beer-drinking  among  the 
people  around  us ;  and,  2.  The  constant  change  in  population.  I  think  we 
ought  to  make  carefully-planned  and  well-wrought  temperance  work 
more  prominent  than  we  have  done.  Our  chief  hope  for  the  church  is,  I 
think,  in  the  normal  ingathering  from  the  Sunday-school.'' 

St.  Mark's  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  Rev.  T.  A.  1Iolme.s, 
Pastor:  **  Considering  the  great  disadvantages  we  labor  under,  I  am  sur- 
prised at  our  success  during  the  year.  Our  church  is  too  small  and  very 
uncomfortable,  in  the  winter  from  cold,  and  in  summer  from  heat.  We 
have  no  lecture-room  or  side  de])artments,  so  that  all  our  services  are  held 
in  one  room.  This  impedes  our  progress.  Had  our  accommodations 
been  enlarged  five  or  six  years  ago,  I  am  sure  we  would  have  doubled  our 
membership  by  this  time,  and  largely  increased  our  congregation.  Under 
our  present  disadvantages  we  hold  the  finest  young  people's  meeting  I 
know  of  in  this  city  (of  color).  Our  Sabbath-school  is  second  to  none, 
and  yet  we  have  the  poorest  facilities  of  any  colored  church  in  our  section 
of  the  city. 

*'  We  call  your  attention  to  our  report  as  the  best  evidence  of  our  dis- 
position to  work.  Since  December  31,  1885,  we  have  raised  for  current 
expenses,  $2,501  93  in  church,  $160  02  in  Sabbath-school.  For  General 
Missionary  Society,  in  Sunday-school,  $19  20;  in  church,  $15  10;  for  City 
Church  Extension  and  Missionary  Society,  $56  50;  education,  $12;  col- 
lections for  the  poor,  $81;  total,  $2,796  65. 

*'  This,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  our  members  are  all  poor  and  the  dull 
times,  speaks  well  for  their  interest  and  zeal.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the 
ofiicial  members  and  our  presiding  elder  that  a  change  of  location  is  much 
needed." 

St.  Stephen's,  Rev.  I.  II.  Lent,  Pastor.     No  report  received. 
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Thirty-fifth  Street,  Rkv.  W.  C,  Smith,  D.D.,  Pastor:  **  After  nearly 
three  years  in  the  pastoral  relation  to  the  35th  Street  Methodist  Epij*co- 
pal  Church  I  am  convinced  that  the  property  is  well  located,  and  that  the 
community  is  not  only  improving  in  numbers,  but  in  character ')and  en- 
terprise. Tlie  outlook  is  enc<iuraging.  I  think  it  would  be  a  good  thing 
to  change  its  name,  calling  it  Cornell  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  in 
honor  of  its  late  founder.  The  membership  of  the  society  is  170;  the  at- 
tendance at  public  worship  is  good ;  class-meetings  very  large,  and  com- 
munion seasons  are  occasions  of  special  interest.  The  apportionments 
for  benevolent  objects  have  been  fully  met,  and  $75  given  to  aid  the  City 
Church  Extension  and  Missionary  Society.  Over  $2,000  have  been  raised 
to  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the  church  and  Sunday-school. 

**  The  latter  institution  numbers  about  300  scholars,  and  is  really  do- 
ing a  great  and  good  work.  By  the  generosity  of  Mr.  J.  B.  Cornell, 
Hymnals,  both  for  the  congregation  and  school,  have  been  amply  supplied. 

**  Temperance  meetings  have  been  held  monthly  during  the  year,  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  Church  Temperance  Society,  auxiliary  to  the 
Conference  Society. 

"  Revival  meetings,  be^nuing  with  watch-night  services,  continued  for 
^ve  weeks,  resulting  in  the  conversion  of  some  souls  and  the  quickening 
of  the  church.  May  the  seed  sown  spring  up  and  bear  fruit  a  hundred- 
fold not  many  days  hence! 

**  I  think  lots  which  connect  with  the  one  on  which  our  church  stands 
ought  to  be  procured  on  which  to  build  an  audience-room,  thereby  util- 
izing our  present  building  for  chapel  and  Sunday-school  purposes,  for 
which  tliey  are  admirably  adapted,  and  thus  meet  a  felt  want  which 
seems  fixed  in  the  minds  of  the  eomniunitv.'' 

Waahingrton  Heigrhte,  Kkv.  W.  McKendree  Darwood,  Pastor: 
*' The  year  has  been  one  of  spiritual  and  financial  prosperity.  At  every 
communion  except  one  ])crsons  have  been  received  into  the  church,  till 
its  actual  membershij)  has  been  increased  during  the  year  twenty-seven 
per  cent.  Congregations  largely  increased.  The  Sunday-school,  with  an 
efficient  corps  of  officei*s  and  teachers,  is  doing  an  excellent  work. 

"  f'inancially,  the  church  nnd  its  friends  have  accomplished  a  great 
work.  In  addition  to  the  substantial  aid  rendered  by  the  New  York  City 
Church  Extension  and  Missionary  Society  to  repair  the  ouUide  of  the 
church — which  was  very  greatly  appreciated  by  the  society — the  church 
and  its  friends,  during  the  year,  have  paid  off  $1,300  of  floating  debts, 
and  $2,300  more  have  been  raised  and  i)aid  for  improvements  on  church 
property,  while  all  current  expenses  have  been  promptly  met.  The  out- 
look is  excellent.-' 

Wesley  Chapel  (Attorney  Street),  Rev.  William  Platts,  Pastor: 
"  This  year  has  been  a  season  of  unremitting  effort  and  endeavor  to 
sustain  and  advance  the  cause  of  Christ  in  this  community.  During  the 
year  the  New  York  City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary  Society  has 
generously  aided  in  the  renovation  and  beautifying  of  the  church  edifice. 
Our  own  people  have  also  given,  according  to  their  ability,  toward  the 
work  of  putting  in  reflectoi-s,  gas-fixtures,  and  other  necessary  arrange- 
ments, the  whole  costing  about  $1,300. 

"  Our  services  have  l)een  regularly  sustained  all  through  the  year,  and, 
while  our  congregations  are  not  large,  yet  God  has  graciously  given  prooif 
of  his  approval.  The  class  and  prayer  meetings  have  been  attended  by 
gracious  influences  of  the  Spirit,  and,  as  a  result,  numbers  of  souls  have 
piofessed  to  be  saved — some  gathered  into  our  own  church  membership, 
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and  others  in  other  places.  Our  layman's  meeting.  Sabbath  afternoons, 
has  been  productive  of  great  good,  and  still  abides  in  strength,  and  many 
souls  are  bein^  benefited  by  it. 

**Th^  temperance  meeting.  Monday  evening,  is  going  on  with  un- 
abating  interest  and  utility.  Numbers  have  signed  the  pledge,  and  some 
have  professed  to  be  saved  by  Christ.  A  very  gracious  work  of  revival  is 
now  in  progress,  and  souls  are  being  saved. 

**  As  you  are  doubtless  aware,  our  church  stands  in  the  midst  of  a 
population  composed  of  nearly  all  nationalities.  The  Jew  and  German 
element  stands  largely  in  the  majority,  the  influx  of  which  is  of  constant 
occurrence,  in  consequence  of  which  our  Protestant  population  is  of  a 
very  fluctuating  and  transient  character;  and  constant  activity  and  vig- 
ilance is  needed  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  the  case  of  saving  our  Chris- 
tian Sabbath  and  Christian  principle  from  being  driven  out  before  the 
incoming  tide  of  organized  error,  ungodliness,  superstition,  and  intem- 
perance. And  one  thing  essential  to  meet  this  is,  doubtless,  a  more  ef- 
ficient Sunday-school  arrangement  and  equipment  ;  and  our  Sunday- 
school  calls  for  special  attention  on  this  line  at  this  time.  This  is  the 
place  for  active  work  and  earnest  workers,  and  we  need  to  be  re-enforced, 
if  possible,  by  a  good  and  eflicient  superintendent  to  lead  in  this 
work.*' 

Woodlawn,  Rev.  W.  D.  Fero,  Pastor:  **The  church  is  ten  years 
old ;  organized  in  1875 ;  pastor,  D.  W.  C.  Van  Gaasbeck.  Tlie  church  was 
built  the  same  year,  and  dedicated  April,  1876,  by  Bishop  Janes;  31  re- 
ceived into  full  membership  from  probation;  $400  has  been  raised  yearly 
for  church  support  and  Sunday-school  work;  $3,700  for  building  and  im- 
proving church  property. 

*'  A  gracious  revival  occurred  early  in  the  year,  resulting  in  29  addi- 
tions to  the  church  on  probation.  Meetings  are  being  continued  still 
from  the  Week  of  Prayer  with  much  interest,  infusing  new  life  and  activ- 
ity into  all  the  departments  of  church  work. 

The  outlook  is  exceedingly  promising.  It  has  a  substantial  hold  upon 
all  the  citizens  of  the  vicinity,  and,  under  the  blessing  of  God,  must  have 
a  career,  in  the  years  to  come,  of  permanent  and  wide-spread  usefulness. 
This  Society  has  abundant  reason  to  congratulate  itself  over  this,  as  one 
of  the  most  promising  of  the  city  missions  founded  and  fostered  by  its 
beneflcent  efforts." 

SPECIAL  REPORTS. 

The  reports  that  follow  will  afford  especial  encouragement  to 
the  friends  of  this  Society.  They  illustrate  the  methods  of  work 
that  will  go  far  to  solve  the  diflieulties  of  church  building,  church 
sustaining,  and  church  missions  in  this  city.  The  magnificent 
success  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Ninth  Street  Church  illustrates 
the  wisdom  of  rightly  selecting  church  sites  and  going  ahead  of 
the  population  and  being  ready  to  welcome  them  as  they  come. 
The  story  of  Thirty-seventh  Street  tells  us  how  to  handle  a  church 
that  had  ceased  to  be  self-supporting,  and  that  would  soon  have 
been  blotted  out  but  for  this  So(tiety  and  the  men  placed  in 
charge,  that  have  changed  a  threatened  defeat  into  a  magnificent 
victory.  The  story  of  Franklin  Street  Mission  is  as  fascinating 
a  one  of  its  kind  as  was  ever  written,  and  we  count  our  efforts  a 
success  in  securing  such  a  simple,  natural,  inside  view  of  the  way 
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they  do  their  work.  Tliese  methods,  not  at  all  original,  only 
thoroughly  scriptural,  ought  to  be  as  effective  elsewhere.  It  reads 
like  a  romance,  but  the  statements  are  within  the  facts.  We  know 
very  few  churches  where  the  pastor  has  to  restrain  and  lifnit  the 
people  from  giving  all  they  want  to,  as  does  the  pastor  of  Franklin 
Street. 

Church  of  the  Saviour  (One  Hundred  and  Ninth  Street),  Rev.  J.  G. 
Oakley,  Pastor:  **Tlie  organization  now  incorporated  as  the  Church  of 
the  Saviour,  One  Hundred  and  Ninth  Street,  began  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Trinity  (then  One  Hundred  and  Nineteenth  Street)  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church,  in  the  spring  of  1869,  in  a  series  of  out-door  meetings,  held 
on  Second  Avenue,  near  One  Hundred  and  Tenth  Street. 

**A  Sabbath-school  was  organized  the  6th  of  June,  1869,  under  the 
superintendence  of  J.  Ogden  Kern,  with  2  teachers  and  25  scholars.  The 
Sunday-school  was  held  in  a  dwelling-house.  September  5,  1869,  the 
school  met  in  the  front  basement  of  No.  229  Eaist  One  Hundred  and 
Twelfth  Street,  at  the  home  of  Brother  Edmund  Cocks.  The  same  family 
occupy  the  house  now,  and  three  of  the  then  boys  of  the  family  are  now 
officers  of  the  church. 

**  In  1869,  October  10,  a  building  60x30  was  occupied,  which  the  trust- 
ees of  the  Second  Avenue  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  had  built  on 
leased  ground  on  the  west  side  of  Second  Avenue,  between  One  Hundred 
and  Ninth  and  One  Hundred  and  Tenth  Streets.  Then  there  was  a  school 
of  11  officers  and  teachers  and  107  scholars.  Such  was  the  condition 
when,  in  1870,  the  work  was  turned  over  to  the  New  York  City  Church 
Extension  and  Missionary  Society. 

*'  The  organization  has  been  under  that  Society  a  little  over  15  years, 
and  now  has  a  membership  of  about  460,  and  a  Sunday-school  of  1,020. 
Total  in  15  years :  Building  and  lots  (this  includes  what  the  New  York 
City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary  Society  gave  toward  the  building 
fund),  $43,000;  Missions  (including  Woman's  Society),  $1,258;  Confer- 
ence claimants,  330;  Education,  $80;  Freedmen's  Aid,  $65;  Bible,  $25; 
Sunday-School  Union,  $30;  Sabbath-school  work,  $5,000;  current  expenses 
(including  salary),  $30,000;  total  raised,  $79,788.  The  church  property 
is  now  valued  at  $50,000.  Number  of  conversions  (taken  on  probation), 
665;  number  of  members  gained  over  loss,  up  to  1880,  is  282;  all  taken 
since,  560;  total,  842;  number  of  letters  given  since  1880,  125;  present 
membership,  450. 

' '  This  Year's  Work. 

**  We  have  nearly  doubled  our  congregation.  We  have  gained  in  mem- 
bers, over  all  losses,  38.  The  Sabbath -school  has  increased  from  710  to 
1,020.  There  is  a  glorious  revival  now  in  progress.  About  100  in  the 
Sunday-scliool  are  seeking  Christ,  and  last  Sabbath  evening  there  were 
35  at  the  altar,  and  25  rose  in  the  congregation  for  prayer,  mostly  adidtt. 
One  hundred  and  fifty  of  the  church  members  have  come  and  bowed  at 
the  altar  to  reconsecrate  themselves  to  God. 

**  The  work  is  going  on. 

'*  We  have  the  numbers,  but  not  tlie  money.  If  the  Society  could  help 
us  to  build  the  church  we  would  soon  be  one  of  the  great  (numerically) 
churches  in  Methodism ;  or,  if  the  Society  could  give  us  the  property  free 
and  clear,  we  could  rise  and  build. 

**  Our  evening  congregation  now  nicely  fills  the  church. 

*'  Our  Sunday-school  work  has  about  reached  its  limit,  unless  we  get 
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more  room.     I  think  if  we  bad  the  room  we  would  Imve  a  Sunday-school 
of  2,000  in  less  than  two  years." 

Thirty-seventh  Street,  Rev.  J.  S.  Whbdon,  Pastor:  *'  The  Thirty- 
seventh  Street  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  has  been  under  the  manage- 
ment of  the  City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary  Society  of  New  York 
about  nine  years.  During  this  time  the  following  clergymen  officiated: 
William  H.  Russell,  part  of  one  year,  1876;  Charles  P.  Comer,  two  vears, 
1877-78;  Edwin  A.  Blake,  three  years,  1879-81 ;  George  H.  Goodsell,^hree 
years,  1882-84;  J.  S.  Whedon,  present  pastor,  part  of  1885.  During  these 
five  pastorates,  embracing  about  nine  years,  there  have  been  the  following 
number  of  probationers  recorded,  240 ;  number  of  probationers  received, 
105;  number  of  church  letters  given,  152;  died,  removed  without  letters, 
etc.,  67;  money  raised  for  support  of  church  (estimated),  $20,000;  money 
raised  for  Sunday-school  work  (estimated),  $2,500. 

**  There  was  a  large  revival  under  Brother  Comer  and  also  under  Brother 
Goodsell,  In  estimating  the  present  condition  of  the  church  and  its  pros- 
pects, it  may  be  proper  to  mention  that  during  Brother  GoodselFs  pastorate 
111  probationers  were  recorded;  during  the  preceding  years,  126.  This 
shows  that  a  more  strongly  Protestant  population  has  moved  into  this  sec- 
tion, from  which  the  converts  are  drawn. 

*'Durinnr  these  nine  years  the  entire  church  building  has  been  thor- 
oughly renovated,  so  that  it  is  at  present  in  most  excellent  condition. 
During  the  past  Conference  year  the  auditorium  has  been  beautifully 
renovated,  repaired,  and  repainted,  at  a  cost  of  over  $2,000,  and  all  paid 
for,  so  that  it  will  compare  favorably  with  any  audience-room  belonging 
to  any  church  of  the  New  York  East  Conference  in  this  city.  The  money 
has  been  raised,  through  the  enterprise  of  a  probationer,  for  the  lighting- 
of  the  auditorium  by  an  elegant  reflector. 

**The  Sunday-school  had  an  average  attendance,  nine  years  ago,  of  67. 
Under  the  strong  administration  of  Brother  Pel  ton  it  increased  to  175. 
And  especial  and  deserving  mention  is  due  the  present  superintendent, 
Mr.  Frank  Moss,  under  whose  efficient  guidance  the  average  attendance 
is  250,  the  largest  average  attendance  for  any  year  in  the  entire  history  of 
Thirty-seventh  Street  Church. 

**  During  the  past  year  the  congregation  has  been  very  largely  increased, 
the  Sunday-school  augmented  as  before  stated,  the  auditorium  thoroughly 
and  handsomely  replenished;  and  one  improvement,  not  heretofore  men- 
tioned, is  the  placing  of  the  organ  and  choir  in  a  new  recess,  built  behind 
the  pulpit,  so  that  the  band  goes  before  the  regiment.  There  have  been 
many  removals  by  certificate,  but  very  nearly  as  many  additions,  which  is 
a  liopeful  indication  for  a  church  situated  on  the  eaat  side  of  Third  xi venue. 
We  are,  at  the  present  time,  in  the  midst  of  a  gracious  revival,  without 
any  extraneous  nelp.  Laying  aside  high-pressure  effort,  and  after  quiet 
meetings  for  a  fortnight  without  result,  three  successive  meetings  followed 
with  15  seekers  at  the  altar;  and  the  spiritual  life  is  not  yet  at  its  best. 
The  revival  is  certainly  only  begun. 

**  What  is  the  outlook?  Well,  consider,  1.  That  the  church  room  is  at- 
tractive ;  2.  The  congregation  is  largely  increased ;  3.  The  Sunday-school 
has  largest  average  attendance  for  one  year  in  its  history ;  4.  The  revival 
under  Brother  Goodsell,  in  his  second  year,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Van  Cott,  and 
during  the  present  pastor  for  part  of  a  year,  has  brought  more  probation- 
ers to  the  church,  say  in  three  years,  than  in  the  preceding  six  years; 
5.  The  population  is  slowly  changing  from  Roman  Catholic  to  Protestant. 
No  weaJth  moves  in,  but  cheap  flats  are  taking  the  places  of  poorer  ten- 
ement houses,  and  a  class  of  people  such  as  Thirty-seventh  Street  Church 
can  reach  is  increasing. 
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**  What  can  and  what  ought  to  be  done?  A  most  important  factor  in 
this  problem  is  the  constantly  changing  population,  coupled  with  the  fact 
that  our  edifice  is  unpretentious,  and  is  next  to  a  similar  building — a  school 
— ^for  which  it  could  be  easily  mistaken.  People  move  out  and  others  move 
into  our  ward,  and  never  know  that  the  unattractive  building  between 
two  avenues  is 

A  Church  ! 

A  steeple  would  be  a  glorious  advertisement.  Methodist  Episcopal 
churches  ought  to  have  steeples.  But  we  have  not  one,  and  cannot,  of 
course,  ol»tain  one.  What  we  need  is  a  woman  visitor,  who  can  spend  her 
entire  time  visiting  and  finding  out  the  new-comers,  inviting  children  to 
the  Sunday-school,  adults  to  the  church,  and,  in  short,  informing  stran- 
gers of  the  existence  of  our  church.  This  has  been  done  moderately  this 
year,  and  with  marked  and  instantaneous  effect.  It  costs  about  $15  per 
month,  and  is  above  our  financial  ability  when  linked  to  our  other  bur- 
dens. We  wish  the  Church  Extension  and  Missionary  Society  might  as- 
sist us  at  this  point. 

*  *  Thirty-seventh  Street  Church  has  seen  worse  days  than  now.  They  were 
nine  years  ago,  and  for  a  little  while  thereafter.  Verj'  slowly  it  has  begun 
and  continued  to  rise.  It  still  needs  help  to  live.  But  the  work  it  has 
done  is  largely  to  the  credit  of  Brother  Cornell  and  his  co-workers.  No 
church  in  the  city  is  more  needed  in  its  section  than  is  our  church  in  this 
densely  crowded  population." 

The  History  of  Franklin  Street  Church,  Rev.  Stephen  Mer- 
RiTT,  Pastor :  The  remarkal)le  growth  of  Franklin  Street  during  the  past 
five  years  is  well  and  widely  known.  It  was  considered  the  most  difiicult 
and  fruitless  field  in  the  city.  Now  it  is  the  most  prosperous  and  fruit- 
ful of  our  churches  in  the  lower  wards  of  New  York.  Many  have  asked 
the  Secretary  to  give  the  history  of  this  great  success,  and  to  detail  the 
methods  of  work.  With  the  idea  that  similar  plans  of  labor  might  pro- 
duce similar  results  in  other  fields,  the  Secretary  has  obtained  from  differ- 
ent persons  connected  with  Franklin  Street  the  facts  and  figures  that 
follow :

*'  The  following  reports  are  given  in  detail  at  the  siiecial  request  of  the 
Secretary.  They  answer  three  questions:  1.  The  work  that  has  been 
done.  2.  The  work  that  is  now  being  done.  3.  The  plans  and  methods 
of  work.  The  story  is  told  in  the  simplest  and  most  natural  way.  The 
whole  building  is  now  owned  and  used  by  the  church,  and  it  is  a  genuine 
church  home  of  the  humblest  of  God's  poor,  who  are  yet  rich  in  faith  and 
love." 

The  Pastor's  Report. 

'*  Franklin  Street  has  been  in  existence  for  nearly  sixteen  years.  It  was 
in  a  very  feeble  condition  for  a  long  time,  and  the  field  was  nearly  aban- 
doned several  times,  as  being  unfruitful  and  unproductive;  but  in  reality 
it  was  only  laying  fallow,  waiting  the  subsoil  plow  of  earnest  love  and 
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labor.  The  Society  nobl}*  stood  by  the  church  during  these  dark  yean*  of 
trial,  and  was  rewarded  by  seeing  the  work  of  the  Lord  greatly  prosjHjred 
in  the  Fifth  Ward.  They  have  done  in  the  past  all  that  was  neceswiry  or 
requir«Hl,  and  deserve  great  credit  for  their  constancy  and  j)atience  in  all 
time  of  seeming  discouragement  and  defeat.  This  for  *  the  work  that 
has  been  done.' 

**  *  The  work  now  being  done'  is  blessed.  Every  thing  is  moving  on 
successfully — numerically,  financially,  socially,  spiritually,  and  intellectu- 
ally. Our  new  building  is  beautiful  and  well  adapted  to  our  wants,  and 
is  crowded  at  every  session  of  the  Sunday-school  and  full  at  all  the  church 
services.  The  finances  are  in  a  very  healthful  condition,  every  fund  being 
full  to  overfiowing,  meeting  all  the  necessary  demands  upon  it.  The 
money  is  easily  raised  without  any  begging,  the  people  contributing  lib- 
erally and  quietly,  without  ostentation,  by  means  of  envelo|)es.  The  Con- 
ference collections  arc  more  than  doubled  by  the  people  year  after  year. 
We  never  have  fairs  or  festivals,  or  any  thing  of  that  kind;  but,  as  com- 
manded, we  *  lay  by  in  store  the  first  day  of  the  week,'  and  have  more 
than  sutficient  for  all  our  needs. 

**  The  Sunday-school  is  a  nmrvel  of  order,  harmony,  and  efficient  work ; 
in  every  way  it  is  a  success.  Our  class-meetings  are  well  attended ;  our 
prayer-meetings  are  full;  there  has  never  been  any  protracted  or  special 
meetings,  but  a  revival  all  the  year  round.  As  to  *  the  work  to  be  done,' 
*Be  thou  faithful  unto  death,  and  I  will  give  thee  a  crown  of  life.' " 

The  Superintendent's  Report. 

**The  work  in  Franklin  Street  Church  and  Sunday-school  is  going  on 
grandly.  Our  church,  plain  and  unpretentious  as  to  its  exterior,  gives  as 
little  indication  without  of  the  glorious  work  successfully  carried  on 
within  as  a  written  report  of  this  work  would  convey  to  the  average  min<l 
its  magnitude,  its  worth,  its  scope,  and  its  results. 

**  We  are  not  proud,  we  are  not  presumptuous,  an<l  it  is  in  all  humility 
that  we  say :  God  loves  us,  God  blesses  us,  God  prospers  us,  God  is  with 
us,  he  causes  his  face  to  shine  upon  us. 

**  Let  us  begin  the  week  together.  It  is  nine  o'clock  on  Sabbath  morn- 
ing. Up  and  down  the  street  the  iK'ople  are  coming  in  the  direction  of 
the  church;  children,  fresh,  bright,  and  rosy,  happiness  glowing  upon 
their  faces,  smiles  illuminating  every  countenance.  The  older  ones  are  all 
the  way  from  sturdy  young  manhood  and  promising  young  womanhood 
to  ripe  old  age. 

''  Every  body  seems  happy.  Within  a  half-hour  a  class-meeting  of  50 
promising  children  and  another  of  adults  have  assembled,  and  the  service 
of  the  Lord's  day  is  opened  with  hymns  of  joy  and  praise.  Just  listen  to 
the  testimonies.  Hear  the  wonderful  things  God  has  done  for  sin- 
oppressed  humanity  in  the  lower  wards ;  catch  the  strains  of  praise  and 
thanksgiving,  as  they  roll  out  from  hearts  full  to  overflowing. 

**The  class-meetings  are  over,  the  members  go  down  to  attend  the 
morning  service.  Our  church  is  small — 300  fill  it  to  overflowing — ^yet  on 
Sunday  morning,  although  household  cares  and  duties  keep  many  at 
"home,  there  are  200  present  eagerly  listening  to,  yes,  virtually  drinking 
in,  the  words  of  truth  and  wisdom  as  they  fall  from  our  dear  pastor's 
lips.  The  benediction  is  pronounced.  Yet  still  they  linger,  as  though 
loath  to  leave  the  place  they  love  so  dearly. 

^'It  is  now  half  past  one;  again  the  doors  are  opened,  and  from  all 
directions  they  come  once  more.  This  time  to  attend  Simday-school.  As 
the  clock  indicates  two  the  school  comes  to  order.  We  never  meet  to- 
gether as  a  body.     The  first  floor  holds  the  intermediate  <lepartment,  the 
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second  floor  the  pastor's  Bible-class,  the  third  the  infant  class,  the  base- 
ment the  superintendent's  junior  Bible  class. 

*'  We  use  no  bell.  The  superintendent  rises  in  the  desk  and  absolute 
order  is  immediately  secured.  The  opening  exercises  be^n.  The  school 
recites,  from  memory,  such  passages  as  Psalms  i,  xxhi,  ciii,  and  the 
Beatitudes.  Then  we  take  up  the  Catechism.  Oiu*  school  knows  it  thor- 
oughly by  heart.  The  lesson  is  taken  up  and  studied  in  classes,  then  the 
superintendent  reviews  it  from  the  desk.  At  about  four  o'clock  we  close. 
**  Among  our  number  are  children  who  live  in  Hunter's  Point,  Will- 
iamsburg, Brooklyn,  Jersey  City,  and  even  in  Orange,  New  Jersey.  They 
lived  in  the  city  once,  and,  moving  away,  they  cannot  forego  the  privi- 
lege of  coming  to  the  place  they  love  so  dearly,  and  hence  they  come. 
The  weather  has  little  influence  upon  them,  and  cannot  keep  them  away. 
How  they  love  us  I  How  we  love  them !  How  we  rejoice  together  in  the 
love  of  the  Lord  I 

**  About  four  o'clock  a  w^el  I -attended  afternoon  class-meeting  for  adults 
begins.  At  seven  o'clock  evening  service  commences,  and  again  the  pil- 
grimage toward  Franklin  Street  is  resumed.  On  these  occasions  our 
church  is  always  crowded  to  its  utmost  capacity.  We  have  no  pews,  and 
if  any  member  favors  any  particular  seat,  early  attendance  alone  can  se- 
cure it. 

**  We  remain  together,  worshiping  and  praising  God.  until  half  past 
nine,  when  the  benediction  is  pronounced.  Tuesday  we  have  classes,  and 
well-attended  classes.  Our  members  love  this  means  of  grace,  and  con- 
sequently, out  of  a  membership  of  250,  we  have  190  regular  attendants 
at  class. 

'*  Thursday  afternoon  the  pastor  meets  his  class,  and  it  is  needless  to 
say  that  it  is  a  glorious  season  of  blessed  communion  w^th  the  Master. 
In  the  evening  of  that  day  is  our  prayer-meeting.  The  attendance  aver- 
ages about  175.  Hardly  a  meeting  without  blessed  results.  Last  prayer- 
meeting  13  for  the  first  time  refreshed  their  weary  souls  with  a  saving 
draught  of  the  water  of  life. 

**  Friday  evening  our  faithful  band  of  teachers  meet  to  prepare  for  the 
Sunday-school  lesson,  and  this  to  them  is  a  precious  means  of  grace. 
Saturday  evening  our  organist  and  choir  rehearse  for  the  coming  Lord's 
day. 

**Now  this  is  a  plain  statement,  but  come  and  look  in  upon  us.  See 
these  happy,  smiling  faces,  and  hear  these  joyful  testimonies;  listen  to  the 
soul-stirring  and  soul-reviving  singing,  and  note  the  love,  the  affection, 
the  good-fellowship  that  prevails  between  pastor  and  members  and  offi- 
cers and  teachers  and  scholars  in  every  department  of  our  church,  and  you 
will  begin  to  realize  what  kind  of  a  bee-hive  our  Zion  is.  Then  visit  some 
of  the  homes,  which  before  were  cheerless,  comfortless,  dark,  cold,  dreary, 
and  desolate,  and  now  see  parents  and  children  serving  the  Master,  rejoic- 
ing in  his  love,  happy,  cheerful,  contented,  and  blessed,  and  your  hearts 
with  ours  will  he  constrained  to  praise  God  for  his  wonderful  work  among 
us.     Truly  God  is  good. 

**  Our  people  are  hard  workers.  They  *  earn  their  daily  bread  in  the 
sweat  of  their  brow,'  and  to  them,  but  for  the  blessing  of  God,  life  would 
not  be  worth  living.  It  is  full  of  toil,  toil,  toil;  the  same  monotonous 
round  of  duties,  the  same  cares,  the  same  anxieties.  But  God  is  with 
them,  and  they  have  learned  to  love  Jesus,  and  to  look  up  to  him  not  only 
for  the  salvation  of  their  souls  in  the  life  to  come,  but  also  for  salvation 
now.  To  him  they  take  their  ever}'  troul^le,  their  every  care,  and  to  him 
they  turn  in  their  distress ;  and  our  experience  meetings  bear  joyful  testi- 
mony to  the  fact  that  he  is  a  prayer-hearing  and  a  prayer-answering  God. 
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**  And  again,  our  people  are  practical  Christians,  who  delight  in  doing 
good  in  the  name  of  the  Master.  They  love  each  other,  sympathize  with 
each  other,  encourage  each  other,  and  help  each  other.  And  they  are  a 
liberal  people,  they  contribute  out  of  all  the  usual  and  customary  propor- 
tions. They  pay  the  expenses  of  the  church,  and  the  treasury  realizes 
about  $125  per  month  in  excess  of  the  necessary  expenditures. 

**  In  addition  to  this  noble  showing,  they  contributed  last  year  $500  to 
the  New  York  City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary  Society,  $300  to  the 
general  Missionary  Society,"  $28  to  the  Hospital  Fund,  and*  $400  for  the 
relief  of  the  poor  white  population  in  the  South,  a  new  library  to  the  Sun- 
day-school, a  new  organ  for  the  church,  and  $800  toward  the  $4,500 
spent  for  improvements,  the  balance  of  which  they  are  liquidating  at  the 
rate  of  $100  per  month,  to  which  your  treasurer  will  gladly  testify. 

**  During  the  past  twelve  months  we  took  up  only  two  public  collec- 
tions, one  for  the  City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary  Society,  and  the 
other  for  the  South.  The  balance  of  the  money  raised  was  quietly  j)ut, 
by  means  of  the  envelope  system,  in  the  box  at  the  door. 

**  Of  our  teachers  in  the  Sunday-school  all  are  converted.  Every  stew- 
ard, every  leader,  every  officer  of  the  church,  is  a  child  of  the  King.  We 
are  blessed  with  a  pastor  who  is  a  true  shepherd,  and  to  whose  guidance 
and  faithful  example  we  are  greatly  indebted  for  the  prosperity  that  at- 
tends our  Zion.  But,  above  all,  God  looks  with  pleasure  upon  us,  and 
showers  of  blessings  continually  come  from  above. 

**  Does  it  surprise  you  when  we  say  we  love  our  church,  and  that,  while 
at  home  or  in  business  or  on  the  street,  our  thoughts  fondly  dwell  upon 
it,  and  every  now  and  then  we  lift  our  grateful  hearts  to  God  in  prayer 
that  he  will  lon^  continue  to  bless  Franklin  Street  Church,  and  the  So- 
ciety which  so  kindly  planted  it  where  it  has  been  so  greatly  instrumental 
in  developing  the  Redeemer's  kingdom  in  the  hearts  of  the  people?

How  THE  Work  was  Done. 

In  order  to  complete  this  report  the  Secretary  wrote  to  Brother  Mer- 
ritt,  asking  the  questions,  How  did  you  hea^in  the  work?  How  did  you 
get  started  on  this  line  of  success?  etc.  The  letter  that  follows  was  not 
intended  for  publication,  but  it  is  worthy  of  being  read  by  every  worker, 
and  gives  the  secret  of  the  wonderful  history  of  Franklin  Street : 

**  Dear  Doctor:  I  presume  you  have  received  my  report  (on  the  20th). 
In  answer  to  your  questions  I  will  take  the  liberty  of  answering  myself, 
for  Brother  Klopsch  is  a  very  busy  man,  and  I  am  not  far  behind. 

**  First.  *  How  did  you  first  induce  the  children  and  people  to  come?' 
They  were  opposed  to  us,  and  derided  and  insulted  us  when  I  first  went 
there ;  but  love  wins  every  timte.  They  were  loved  into  it.  Every  op- 
portunity, when  a  kindness  could  be  done,  was  seized  and  quietly  and 
unostentatiously  made  the  most  of,  until  they  believed  in  us,  and  then 
the  way  was  clear.  They  came,  not  to  leave,  but  to  stay  and  to  bring 
others,  so  there  is  no  effort  to  get  scholars  or  people  now ;  they  just  come, 
that  is  all.  No  buying,  no  rewarding,  but  just  loving,  real  loving,  con- 
stant loving,  does  the  work,  and  if  the  house  was  three  times  as  large 
would  fill  it  as  full  as  it  is  now.  Sympathy  is  what  the  people  want ;  the 
warm  love  and  affection  of  Christ  shining  out  in  the  words,  looks,  and 
deeds  of  his  children  is  as  effectual  now  as  ever,  and  always  will  be,  in 
accomplishing  the  sweet  work  of  the  Master. 

"This  is  the  secret  of  success  in  Franklin  Street.  All  is  love.  The 
very  atmosphere  is  full  of  it,  and  you  do  not  enter  the  church  before  you 
are  sensible  of  its  sweet  pervading  influence.     (I  am  afraid  of  you,  as  I 
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am  of  the  reporters,  who  come  to  interview  me  every  day  or  so.  You 
print  and  tell  our  secrets,  which  we  never  talk  about.)  But  let  me  illus- 
trate. One  of  our  girls  is  reported  sick  (our  Superintendent  knows  ev- 
ery child,  its  history,  and  all  the  circumstances  connected  with  it,  for  a 
series  of  a. score  of  questions,  printed,  have  been  answered  by  the  teachers 
in  relation  to  the  child) ;  she  is  visited.  Next  day  a  basket  of  flowers 
goes  to  the  sick-room,  before  they  are  wilted  another  piece,  and  so  on, 
until  the  child  gets  well.  You  have  no  conception  of  the  influence  of  a 
flower  in  the  Fifth  Ward,  where  none  grow. .  The  sweet  incense  speaks 
and  sings  all  through  that  tenement  house  to  Catholic  and  Jew,  to  one 
and  all,  and  they  listen  and  rejoice.  A  dead  child  is  buried — money  is 
not  mentioned.  The  opportunity  is  made  the  most  of,  great  good  is  ac- 
complished, the  family  are  saved  (and  they  pay),  but  kindness  has  blessed 
them  and  made  them  a  blessing  to  others.  We  live  among  them,  are  em- 
phatically one  with  them,  and  we  share  in  every  thing.  We  never  go 
where  they  cannot  come ;  never  neglect  them  in  any  way.  We  never  put 
on  airs,  or  act  or  think  as  if  we  were  putting  them  under  obligations  to 
us.  We  are  one  with  them,  and  really  interested  in  every  thing  they  are 
interested  in ;  so  we  never  go  to  the  houses  of  the  rich,  but  spend  our 
days  and  nights  with  them.  And  O,  how  they  appreciate  it!  How  they 
do  love !  They  love  to  love.  The  church  is  every  thing  to  them,  and 
they  would  willingly  ^ve  their  last  dollar  for  the  cause  of  the  dear  Re- 
deemer. The  church  is  open  day  nnd  night;  so  is  the  piano.  We  have 
all  things  in  common;  we  are  one  in  Christ  Jesus.  Nothing  is  ever 
charged,  in  the  way  of  tickets,  to  come  into  the  church ;  all  is  free;  while 
a  Gospel  full  and  free  is  preached  in  as  simple  and  loving  manner  as  pos- 
sible, with  glorious  results. 

**  They  have  no  vacations,  summer  nor  winter;  nor  do  we.  The  pastor, 
superintendent,  infant  class  teacher,  and  others,  never  have  been  absent — 
the  infant  class  teacher  not  once  in  six  years.  Constantly  at  it,  and 
all  at  it,  in  love*;  never  a  jarring  string;  all  in  harmony  in  every  thing; 
all  happy  and  exultant.  TTiis  might  be  continued  sheet  after  sheet,  but 
it  must  stop.  Fourteen  joined  on  probation,  last  night,  at  our  love-feast. 
They  are  joining  all  the  time.  We  never  have  had  extra  meetings — never 
have  had  a  revival,  because  we  did  not  need  it,  never  having  grown  cold. 
Full  salvation  and  prohibition  is  our  motto,  and  we  find  ttiat  the  joy  of 
the  Lord  is  onr  strength.  Yours,

MEMBERSHIP.

Visiting  Committee, — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  com- 
mittee to  visit  all  the  schools  connected  with  the  Society  at  least 
twice  in  each  year,  and  to  report  any  facts  concerning  them  which 
may  be  of  interest. 

Sec.  6.  Committee  on  Public  Meetings, — It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
this  committee  to  make  all  necessary  arrangements  for  holding 
the  regular  meetings  of  the  Society,  and  such  others  as  may  be 
determined  upon  by  the  Board. 

Sec.  8.  The  President  of  the  Society  shall  appoint  the  chairmen 
of  the  various  committees  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board  succeeding  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  and  the 
officers  of  the  Society  and  the  chairmen  so  appointed  shall  ap- 
point the  remainder  of  said  committees,  and  each  and  all  shall 
then  enter  upon  the  duties  assigned  them.

RESOLUTIONS 

PASSED   BY  THE 

New  York  and  New  York  East  Conferences. 


The  following  was  re-enacted  by  the  New  York  East  Conference  on 
April  7,  and  by  the  New  York  Conference  April  7,  1887: 

Whereas,  The  New  York  City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary  Society 
has  just  entered  upon  the  twenty-first  year  of  its  operations,  having  been 
recognized  from  the  beginning  by  the  New  York  and  New  York  East 
Conferences  assigning  to  it  the  missionary  funds  designed  for  use  in  New 
York  city ;  and, 

WhereaSy  Since  tlie  discontinuance  of  these  appropriations  the  support 
of  the  Society  has  been  wholly  voluntary,  and  the  management  of  it,  ex- 
cepting only  one  terra  of  service  by  a  salaried  Superintendent,  has  been 
entirely  without  expense  to  the  treasury ;  and, 

TT^eflw,  During  this  period  of  twenty  years  only  one  new  Methodist 
Episcopal  Chnrch  has  been  established  independently  of  this  Society,  while 
the  Society  has  organized  in  all  seventeen  new  churches;  and, 

Whereas,  During  this  period  no  less  than  seven  older  cliurches,  despair- 
ing of  support  in  any  other  way,  have  voluntarily  ]»laced  themselves  in  the 
control  of  the  Society,  and  only  two  of  them  have  had  to  be  closed ;  and, 

Wfiereas,  This  great  success  has  been  reached  by  the  united  effort  of 
laymen  and  ministers,  each  church  in  the  city  having  two  representatives 
in  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  each  pastor  being,  by  the  State  Charter,  a 
member  of  the  Board ;  and, 

Whereas,  Although  the  organization  is,  in  part,  missionary  in  its  char- 
acter, yet  it  has  been  in  all  respects  strictly  Methodistic  in  its  modes  and 
practices;  therefore, 

Resolved,  1.  That  we  consider  the  New  York  City  Church  Extension 
and  Missionary  Society  an  invaluable  aid,  if  not  absolutely  vital,  to  the 
protection  and  extension  of  our  work  in  New  York  city. 

2.  That  we  regard  it  as  most  useful  in  promoting  a  spirit  of  mutual  inter- 
est and  co-operation  among  the  churches,  which  spirit  was  considerably 
imperiled  by  the  substitution  of  the  station  for  the  circuit  system  in  New 
York  city. 

3.  That  this  Conference  request  the  Presiding  Elders  of  the  New  York 
Districts  and  the  Pastors  stationed  in  the  city  to  co-operate  as  earnestly 
as  possible  in  the  work  of  the  Society,  and  in  every  way  consistent  with 
duty  to  their  respective  charges  to  promote  its  aims  and  success;  and  that 
we  request  the  Presiding  EUlers  to  report  annually  to  the  Conference  the 
progress  of  the  Society^s  work. 

4.  That  we  approve  of  the  proposed  plan  of  fixing  on  the  fourth  Sunday 
of  November  in  each  year  as  City  Mission  Day,  on  which  a  collection  in 
aid  of  the  Society  shall  be  taken  in  each  of  our  churches  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  and  we  request  the  Presiding  Eldirs  whose  districts  embrace, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  the  city  of  New  York  to  bring  this  matter  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  fir>t  Quarterly  Conference  in  each  of  the  New  York  city 
charges  on  their  districts,  and  endeavor  to  secure  their  concurrence  in  the 
proposed  action,  and  the  grant  of  a  collection  on  the  day  mentioned. 
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At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  March 
8,  1867,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted:   • 

Hesolvedy  That  the  President  of  the  Society  be  authorized  to 
appoint  the  superintendents  of  the  Sunday-schools,  and  that  the 
superintendents  thus  appointed  shall  have  the  privilege  of  select- 
ing the  secretaries  and  librarians,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
President. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Managers 
at  the  regular  meeting  held  June  14,  1867 : 

Hesolved^  That,  in  the  estimation  of  this  Board  of  Managers,  it 
is  inexpedient  for  any  Sunday-school  or  mission  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  New  York  City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary 
Society  to  take  public  collections  for  local  purposes  outside  of  the 
rooms  devoted  to  their  use. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  August 
10,  1867,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted: 

Resolved^  1.  That  all  money  collected  in  the  Church  classes  or- 
ganized in  our  mission  chapels  be  appropriated  exclusively  toward 
payment,  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  New  York  City  Church  Exten- 
sion and  Missionary  Society,  of  the  salaries  of  the  preachers  and 
assistants  having  charge  of  the  missions. 

2.  That  the  preachers  in  charge  be  directed  to  report  at  each 
monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  the  amount  of  class 
money  collected  in  each  mission  under  their  charge  dunng  tlie 
previous  month. 

At  the  general  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  October 
8,  1869,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolvedy  That  in  the  future  election  of  treasurer  for  our  mission 
Sunday-schools,  in  those  missions  where  there  is  a  Church  organ- 
ization, the  treasurer  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Church  with  wliich 
the  school  is  connected. 

The  following  was  adopted  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  held  January  12,  1877 : 

Jiesolved,  1.  That  the  pastors  of  our  several  missions  be  request- 
ed to  see  that  missionary  societies  are  properly  organized,  a«  per 
Discipline,  in  each  of  their  Sabbath-schools ;  and  that  they  state 
in  their  monthly  report  the  amount  raised  and  paid  over  to  tbe 
Treasurer  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
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Church,  for  which  they  shall  take  a  receipt  to  render  to  the  An- 
nual Conference^ 

2.  That  the  officers,  teachers,  and  children  of  the  Sabbath- 
schools  under  our  charge  be  earnestly  requested  to  devote  one 
Sunday  of  each  month  to  the  missionary  cause,  and  to  do  all  that 
is  in  their  power  to  assist,  so  that  the  work  of  sending  the  Gospel 
to  heathen  lands  may  be  aided  by  our  own  missions. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  January 
12,  1877,  the  following  was  adopted  : 

WhereoBj  It  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  officers  of  this 
Society  that  some  of  the  missions  under  the  care  of  this  Board  are 
agitating  the  matter  of  an  election  of  Trustees ;  and. 

Whereas^  It  is  desirable  that  there  should  be  no  misunderstand- 
ing, or  conflict  of  jurisdiction,  between  tliis  Society  and  the  mis- 
sions under  its  charge;  therefore  be  it  resolved  as  follows,  namely: 

jResolvedy  1.  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  be  instructed  to 
notify  the  pastors  of  those  churches  and  congregations  worship- 
ing in  premises  owned  by  this  corporation,  that  there  should  be 
no  election  of  Trustees,  and  that  this  Society  will  not  recognize 
any  person  or  persons  acting  or  claiming  to  act  in  that  capacity. 

2.  That  the  only  authority  recognized  by  this  Board,  in  the 
churclies  aforesaid,  is  the  Quarterly  Conference,  of  which  the  Pre- 
siding Elder  is  chairnim,  ami  the  TA'aders  and  Stewards'  Meeting, 
of  which  the  Pastor  is  chairman. 

3.  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  notify  all  pei*sons  who  liave 
been  acting  in  the  capacity  of  Trustees  of  the  action  of  this  Soci- 
ety, and  requiring  them,  and  the  Secretaries  and  Treasurere,  or 
those  who  may  have  been  serving  as  such,  to  deliver  as  soon  as 
practicable  all  papers,  documents,  books,  records,  and  other  prop- 
erty held  by  them  to  the  pastor  in  charge  of  said  church. 

4.  That  the  Pastor  with  the  Leaders  and  Stewards'  Meeting  are 
from  and  after  this  date  the  only  custodians  of  all  the  property 
belonging  to  this  Society,  used  by  the  congregation  of  which  they 
arc  members. 

The  following  was  adopted  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  held  March  11,  1881 : 

Resolved^  That  the  Committee  on  Estimates  be  a  Committee  to 
communicate  with  the  Bishops  and  Presiding  Elders  in  regard  to 
appointments  to  be  made  in  the  churches  under  the  supervision  of 
this  Society. 
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Trustees— How  Chosen,  etc. 


The  following  proceedings  are  prescribed  by  law  for  incori)orating  a 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  the  city  of  New  York : 

The  minister,  or  in  case  of  his  absence,  any  member  of  the  Church  or 
Society  of  full  age  should  read  to  the  congregation  from  the  pulpit  on 
three  successive  Sabbaths  immediately  before  the  day  of  the  election  a 
notice  in  the  following  form: 

All  persons  belonging  to  this  Church  or  congregation  are  hereby  noti- 
fied that  a  meeting  will  be  held  at  this  (church  or  meeting-house,  or  other 

place  of  worship)  on  the day  of ,  18. .,  at  . .  o'clock,  in  the 

....  noon,  to  elect  (give  number)  Trustees  to  take  charge  of  the  estate 
and  property  belonging  to  this  Church,  and  to  transact  all  affairs  relative 
to  the  temporalities  thereof. 

At  the  time  mentioned  in  the  notice,  the  persons  assembled  should 
nominate  two  members  of  the  Church  or  congregation  to  preside  at  the 
election  of  Trustees,  and  to  receive  the  votes.  The  two  persons  so  ap- 
pointed are  the  judges  of  the  qualifications  of  voters,  and  the  proper 
persons  to  announce  to  the  meeting  the  names  of  the  persons  elected  as 
Trustees.  The  Trustees  elected  must  be  members  of  the  Church  or  con- 
gregation. 

Every  person  of  full  age,  who  has  statedly  worshiped  with  such  Church 
or  congregation,  is  entitled  to  one  vote  at  such  election,  and  the  election 
is  decided  by  a  plurality  of  all  the  votes  cast. 

As  soon  as  the  result  of  the  election  is  announced  the  two  persons  pre- 
siding at  the  meeting  should  draw  up  a  certificate  in  the  following 
form:

statedly  worshiping  at  the  building  in  the  city  of  New  York  (describe 
the  location  of  place  of  worship  by  street  number  or  otherwise),  did  as- 
semble at  the  said  building  for  the  purpose  of  electing  Trustees  to  tak(> 
the  charge  of  the  estate  and  property  belonging  to  them,  and  to  transact 
all  affairs  relative  to  the  temporalities  thereof,  pursuant  to  public 
notice  duly  given  to  the  said  congregation  of  the  time  when,  and  place- 
where,  such  election  would  be  held,  on  three  successive  Sabbaths  imme- 
diately preceding  the  day  of  such  election.  That  at  said  meeting  we, 
the  undersigned,  being  members  of  the  said  congregation,  or  society, 
were  nominated  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present,  to  preside  at  such 
election,  and  thereupon

THE  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


The  regular  annual  meeting  was  held  in  the  Park  Avenue 
Church  on  Thursday,  Feb.  1 7,  Mr.  Bowles  Colgate  in  the  cliair, 
who  opened  the  meeting  with  a  short  but  felicitous  address  on 
the  affairs  of  the  Society.  He  was  followed  by  the  Correspond- 
ing Secretary,  who  read  the  following  Annual  Report  and  gave 
the  substance  of  the  Treasurer's  Report: 

Ooiresponding  Secretary's  Beport  for  the  Tear  Ending  December  31,  1886 

KEY.   A.   D.    VAIL,   D.D. 

At  the  entrance  of  the  channel  of  the  Mississippi  that  leads 
from  the  Gulf  to  New  Orleans  there  can  be  seen  a  series  of 
marked  and  painted  poles  with  floats  attached,  that  tell  the  story 
of  one  of  the  greatest  engineering  ieats  of  our  century.  It  was 
found  that  the  vast  amounts  of  mud  carried  down  by  the  great 
river  were  gradually  closing  up  its  own  channel  to  the  sea.  The 
sluggish,  lazy  stream  spread  out  into  a  great  delta.  All  efforts 
to  deal  with  the  problem  were  vain,  and  it  seemed  as  if  the 
Queen  City  of  the  South  would  soon  be  an  inland  town  or  a  great 
desolate  bayou.  A  wise,  far-seeing  engineer — Cai)tain  Eads — 
suggested  that  the  great  river  might  be  made  to  open  and  deepen 
its  own  channel.  Instead  of  letting  it  take  its  own  course,  he 
proposed  to  force  it,  by  means  of  occasional  dykes,  into  a  sin- 
gle channel,  and  so  make  it  cut  its  own  deepening  way  to  the 
sea.  The  painted  timber  and  the  floats  are  means  used  to  measure 
the  flow  and  dei)th  of  the  current,  and  they  mark  the  magnificent 
success  of  the  plan.  The  few  years  past  have  so  deepened  and 
straighteneil  the  channel  that  the  largest  ocean  steamers  readily 
find  entrance  at  any  tide  to  that  now  happy  and  beautiful  city. 

The  story  of  Methodism  in  the  city  of  New  York  for  a  few 
years  past  will  at  once  show  the  fitness  and  force  of  my  illustra- 
tion. The  General  Minutes  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
show  that  in  the  year  1845  we  had  23  churches  and  9,571  members. 
Ten  years  later — 1855 — we  had  29   churches,  a  gain  of  6,  and

ARTICLE  IL 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  1.  Annual  Members. — All  annual  contributors  to  the  funds  of  the 
Society ;  all  laborers  in  the  Sunday-schools  connected  with  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  city  of  New  York,  together  with  the  Board  of  Managers,  shall 
be  annual  members  of  this  Society. 

SEa  2.  Life  Members^  Directors^  and  Fatrona, — life  members  may  be  constituted 
by  the  payment  at  one  time  of  twenty  dollars ;  life  directors  by  the  payment  of 
one  hundred  dollars,  and  life  patrons  by  the  payment  of  five  hundred  dollars. 
Such  life  members,  directors,  and  patrons  shall  be  entitled  to  seats,  and  the  right 
of  speaking,  but  not  of  voting,  in  the  Board  of  Managers. 

ARTICLE  IIL 

OFFICEBS. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President,  a  First  Vice-President  (who 
■hall  be  one  of  the  Bishops),  and  six  other  Vice-Presidents ;  a  Corresponding 
Secretary;  a  Recording  Secretary;  an  Assistant  Recording  Secretary;  a  Dis- 
bursing Treasurer,  and  a  Receiving  Treasurer;  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by 
the  Society  at  itd  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

BOABD  OF  MANAGER& 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  consist  of  the  officers  of  the  Society  ; 
of  the  pastors  of  the  several  churches;  of  a  delegate  from  each  church,  to  be 
^ected  annually  by  the  Quarterly  Conference,  and  of  forty  additional  members,  to 
be  elected  by  the  Board  at  its  first  meeting  after  the  annual  meeting,  or  at  such 
other  time  or  times  as  it  may  determine. 
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Sec.  2  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  monthlj  for  the  transaction  of  basK 
ness.  Thej  shall  have  authority  to  make  by-laws ;  to  fill  the  yacancies  in  the 
elected  Board  of  Officers  that  may  occur  in  the  interval  of  the  annual  meetings, 
and  adopt  such  measures  as  they  may  judge  expedient  to  promote  the  best  inter, 
ests  of  the  Society. 

Sec.  3.  Attho  regular  meeting  in  December,  the  Board  shall  appoint  a  commit- 
tee to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Disbursing  Treasurer  and  the  Receiving  Treasurer, 
and  shall  nominate  officers  to  be  elected  by  the  Society  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Sec.  4.  Thirteen  members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business. 


ARTICLE  y. 

duties  of  offioebs. 

Sec.  1.  President  and  Vice' Presidents. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President 
to  preside  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  and  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  have  a  general  supervision  of  the  affidrs  of  the  Society,  keep  the  seal, 
and  execute  all  papers  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Managers.  The  Vice-Presidents 
shall  preside  at  the  public  meetings  held  in  the  interests  of  the  Society,  and  in  the 
absence  of  tlie  President  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board  and  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Society,  and  render  such  other  assistance  to  the  President  as  may  be  re- 
quired. 

Sec.  2.  Corresponding  Secretary. — The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  attend  to 
the  correspondence  of  the  Society,  and  prepare  the  Annual  Report 

Sec.  3.  Recording  Secretary. — The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  minutes  of 
all  the  meetings  of  the  Society  and  Board  of  Managers ;  give  notices  of  all  meetings ; 
notify  the  officers  of  their  election ;  furnish  the  chairman  of  each  committee  with 
the  names  of  the  members  of  such  committee,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as 
may  be  required. 

The  Assistant  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  correct  records  of  the  work  of  the 
Society,  as  reported  to  the  Executive  Committee,  act  as  secretary  of  that  commit- 
tee, and  reuder  such  assistance  to  the  Recording  Secretary  as  may  be  required, 
and  in  his  absence  act  as  secretary  of  the  meetings  of  the  Society  and  Board  of 
Managers. 

Sec.  4.  Receiving  Treasurer. — The  Receiving  Treasurer  shall  coUect  and  trans- 
fer to  the  Disbursing  Treasurer  all  contributions  made  by  churches  or  individuals, 
and  keep  a  record  of  the  names  of  the  contributors,  for  publication  in  the  Annual 
Report  He  shall  also  receive  sums  specially  donated  for  the  relief  of  the  poor, 
and  dispose  of  the  same  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Commitee. 

Sec.  5.  Disbursing  Ireasurer, — The  Disbursing  Treasurer  shall  receive  from  the 
Receiving  Treasurer  all  funds  belonging  to  the  Society,  pay  all  bills  and  sign  all 
papers  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  report  at  each  regular  meeting  of 
the  Board  and  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Sec.  6.  PreacJier  in  Charge, — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  preacher  in  charge  of 
a  church  or  chapel  connected  with  this  Society  to  send  to  the  Assistant  Record- 
ing Secretary  a  full  report  of  the  work  under  his  charge  as  soon  after  the  last 
Sunday  of  each  month  as  practicable,  in  accordance  with  blanks  furnished,  to* 
gether  with  the  report  of  the  Sunday-school  and  visitor. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

APPOINTMENT  OF  MISSIONARIES,  VISITORS,  AND  BIBLE-READERS. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  authority  to  request  the  appointment  of  as 
many  missionaries  as  they  may  deem  advisable ;  and,  in  addition  to  such  missionary 
or  missionaries,  the  Board  of  Managers  may  appoint  as  many  visitors  and  Bible- 
readers  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

ARTICLE  Vn. 

COMMITTEE   ON  APPOINTMENTS  AND  ESTIMATES. 

The  o£Bcers  of  the  Society  and  the  chairmen  of  the  several  standing  committees 
shall  be  a  Committee  to  communicate  with  the  Bishops  and  Presiding  Elders  in  re- 
gard to  appointments  to  be  made  to  the  churches  under  the  supervision  of  this 
Society,  and  shall  estimate  the  salaries  of  the  missionaries,  visitors,  and  Bible- 
readers,  and  report  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Managers. 

ARTICLE  VIIL 

PUBLIC  MEETINGS. 

The  Society  shall  hold  public  meetings  monthly,  or  at  such  times  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  in  the  various  Methodist  Episcopal  churches 
of  the  city. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

ANNUAL  MEETING. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  December, 
the  time  to  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  when  the  following  order  <  of 
business  shall  be  observed :

ARTICLE  X. 

AMENDMENTS. 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  mem* 
bers  present  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  notice  of  the  pro- 
posed change  having  been  given  in  writing  two  months  previously,  and  repeated 
one  month  previously.

MEETINGS.

ARTICLE  IL 

COMMmEKS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES. 

Section  1.  The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Board  shall  be  as 
follows : 

1.  Executive  Committee. 

2.  Committee  on  Collections  and  Subscriptions. 

3.  Visiting  Committee. 

4.  Committee  on  Public  Meetings. 

Sec.  2.  Mcecutive  Committee.  —  This  committee  shall  have 
power  to  purchase  real  estate,  and  hire  suitable  places  for  the 
establishment  of  mission  chapels  and  Sunday-schools,  and  assist 
in  the  formation  of  the  same,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board. 
They  shall  also  have  general  supervision  of  the  work.  The 
President  and  Disbursing  Treasurer  shall  be  ex-offido  membera 
of  this  committee. 
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Ssa  3.  Committee  ofi  CoUectioiis  and  Subscriptions, — It  shall 
be  the  daty  of  this  committee  to  devise  and  carry  out  measures 
for  raising  funds  for  the  purposes  of  the  Society. 

Sec  4.  Visiting  Committee. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  com- 
mittee to  visit  all  the  schools  connected  with  the  Society  at  least 
twice  in  each  year,  and  to  report  any  facts  concerning  them  which 
may  be  of  interest. 

Sbc.  5.  Committee  on  Public  Meetings. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
this  committee  to  make  all  necessary  arrangements  for  holding 
the  regular  meetings  of  the  Society,  and  such  others  as  may  be 
determined  upon  by  the  Board. 

Sec.  3.  The  President  of  the  Society  shall  appoint  the  chairmen 
of  the  various  committees  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board  succeeding  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  and  the 
officers  of  the  Society  and  the  chairmen  so  appointed  shall  ap- 
point the  remainder  of  said  committees,  and  each  and  all  shall 
then  enter  upon  the  duties  assigned  them. 

ARTICLE  III. 

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Each  Standing  Committee  shall  present  a  written  report  of  its 
doings  to  the  Board  at  the  regular  meetings. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

SPECIAL  MEETINGS. 

Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  or  by  the  Sec- 
retary, at  the  request  of  five  members  of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  V. 

ATTENDANCE  ON  MEETINGS. 

Any  member  absenting  himself  from  two  successive  stated 
meetings  of  the  Board,  without  notifying  either  the  President  or 
Recording  Secretary,  shall  be  reminded  thereof  by  the  Recording 
Secretary;  and  unless  a  satisfactory  communication  is  received 
from  him  at  the  succeeding  meeting  of  the  Board,  his  seat  may 
be  vacated  by  a  vote  of  the  Board. 

The  following  resolutions  relating  to  mission  schools  and  build- 
ings were  passed  by  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  New  York 
City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist 
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Episcopal  Church,  at  a  regular  meeting  held  on  the  evening  of 
December  14,  1866: 

Hesolvedy  1.  That  an  annual  collection  be  taken  for  the  general 
work  of  the  Society  in  all  the  missions  under  its  supervision. 

2.  That  when  the  Board  of  Managers  decide  on  building  a 
chapel  or  church  for  any  mission  connected  with  the  Society,  it 
shall  then  authorize  the  mission  for  which  the  chapel  or  church  is 
to  be  erected  to  receive  funds  for  this  purpose,  and  the  funds  thas 
raised  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  credited 
to  the  mission,  and  used  for  the  special  purposes  thus  designated. 

3.  That  when  the  Board  of  Managers  have  fixed  the  time,  and 
selected  the  location,  for  the  purchase  of  lots,  or  the  purchase  or 
building  of  chapel  or  church,  the  full  amount  raised  by  the  mis- 
sion for  which  the  chapel  or  church  is  to  be  purchased  or  built 
shall  be  placed  to  its  credit ;  and  at  such  time  as  the  mission,  with 
the  assent  and  approval  of  the  Society,  shall  assume  the  obliga- 
tion of  meeting  all  its  current  expenses  (including  the  salary  of 
pastor  and  the  support  of  the  Sunday-school),  the  amount  placed 
to  the  credit  of  the  mission  shall  be  deducted  from  the  estimated 
value  of  the  property  to  be  transferred  to  the  local  Sunday-school 
or  church. 

4.  When  a  chapel  or  church  has  been  purchased  or  erected  for 
a  mission,  all  the  surplus  funds  over  the  current  expenses  of  the 
mission  (not  including  the  salary  of  pastor  or  assistants)  raised 
by  said  mission,  and  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  Society, 
shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  thereof  as  a  sinking  fund,  and  de- 
ducted from  the  estimated  value  of  the  property  at  its  transfer,  as 
specified  in  said  resolution. 

6.  That  such  Sunday-school  and  Society  appoint  its  respective 
treasurer,  who  shall  take  charge  of  the  funds  raised,  and  report 
receipts  and  expenditures  monthly  to  the  pastors. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  Febru- 
ary 8,  1867,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted: 

Hesolved,  1.  That  the  Treasurer  be  and  is  hereby  instructed  to 
pay  no  bills  against  this  Society  until  such  bills  have  been  passed 
by  this  Board,  and  signed  by  the  President  or  Recording  Secretary. 

2.  That  all  missions  under  charge  of  this  Society  needing  as- 
sistance to  meet  their  current  expenses  must  make  their  applica- 
tion to  this  Board  through  the  Executive  Committee,  and  in  no 
case  incur  any  expense  chargeable  to  the  Society  beyond  the  ap- 
propriations made  by  this  Board. 
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At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  March 
8,  186V,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted:   • 

Jiesolvedy  That  the  President  of  the  Society  be  authorized  to 
appoint  the  superintendents  of  the  Sunday-schools,  and  that  the 
superintendents  thus  appointed  shall  have  the  privilege  of  select- 
ing the  secretaries  and  librarians,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
President. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Managers 
at  the  regular  meeting  held  June  14,  1867 : 

Itesolvedy  That,  in  the  estimation  of  this  Board  of  Managers,  it 
is  inexpedient  for  any  Sunday-school  or  mission  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  New  York  City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary 
Society  to  take  public  collections  for  local  purposes  outside  of  the 
rooms  devoted  to  their  use. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  August 
10,  1867,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted: 

Resolved^  1.  That  all  money  collected  in  the  Church  classes  or- 
ganized in  our  mission  chapels  be  appropriated  exclusively  toward 
payment,  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  New  York  City  Church  Exten- 
sion and  Missionary  Society,  of  the  salaries  of  the  preachers  and 
assistants  having  charge  of  the  missions. 

2.  That  the  preachers  in  charge  be  directed  to  report  at  each 
monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  the  amount  of  class 
money  collected  in  each  mission  under  their  charge  during  the 
previous  month. 

At  the  general  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  October 
8,  1869,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Jiesolvedy  That  in  the  future  election  of  treasurer  for  our  mission 
Sunday-schools,  in  those  missions  where  there  is  a  Church  organ- 
ization, the  treasurer  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Church  with  which 
the  school  is  connected. 

The  following  was  adopted  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  held  January  12,  1877 : 

Jiesolvedy  1.  That  the  pastors  of  our  several  missions  be  request- 
ed to  see  that  missionary  societies  are  properly  organized,  as  per 
Discipline,  in  each  of  their  Sabbath-schools ;  and  that  they  state 
in  their  monthly  report  the  amount  raised  and  paid  over  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal

Church,  for  which  they  shall  take  a  receipt  to  render  to  the  An- 
nual Conference^ 

2.  That  the  ofScers,  teachers,  and  children  of  the  Sabbath- 
schools  under  our  charge  be  earnestly  requested  to  devote  one 
Sunday  of  each  month  to  the  missionary  cause,  and  to  do  all  that 
is  in  their  power  to  assist,  so  that  the  work  of  sending  the  Gospel 
to  heathen  lands  may  be  aided  by  our  own  missions. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  January 
12,  18 77,  the  following  was  adopted  : 

WhereaSy  It  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  officers  of  this 
Society  that  some  of  the  missions  under  the  care  of  this  Board  are 
agitating  the  matter  of  an  election  of  Trustees ;  and, 

WhereaSy  It  is  desirable  that  there  should  be  no  misunderstand- 
ing, or  conflict  of  jurisdiction,  between  this  Society  and  the  mis- 
sions under  its  charge;  therefore  be  it  resolved  as  follows,  namely: 

JResolvedy  1.  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  be  instracted  to 
notify  the  pastors  of  those  churches  and  congregations  worship- 
ing in  premises  owned  by  this  corporation,  that  there  should  be 
no  election  of  Trustees,  and  that  this  Society  will  not  recognize 
any  person  or  peraons  acting  or  claiming  to  act  in  that  capacity. 

2.  That  the  only  authority  recognized  by  this  Board,  in  the 
churches  aforesaid,  is  the  Quarterly  Conference,  of  which  the  Pre- 
siding Elder  is  chairmnn,  ami  the  lA^aders  and  Stewards'  Meeting, 
of  which  the  Pastor  is  chairman. 

3.  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  notify  all  persons  who  have 
been  acting  in  the  capacity  of  Trustees  of  the  action  of  this  Soci- 
ety, and  requiring  them,  and  the  Secretaries  and  Treasurer,  or 
those  who  may  have  been  serving  as  such,  to  deliver  as  soon  as 
practicable  all  papers,  documents,  books,  records,  and  other  prop- 
erty held  by  them  to  the  pastor  in  charge  of  said  church. 

4.  That  the  Pastor  with  the  Leaders  and  Stewards'  Meeting  are 
from  and  after  this  date  the  only  custodians  of  all  the  property 
belonging  to  this  Society,  used  by  the  congregation  of  which  they 
are  members. 

The  following  was  adopted  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  held  March  11,  1881 : 

JResolvedy  That  the  Committee  on  Estimates  be  a  Committee  to 
communicate  with  the  Bishops  and  Presiding  Elders  in  regard  to 
appointments  to  be  made  in  the  churches  under  the  supervision  of 
this  Society. 
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Trustees— How  Chosen,  etc. 


The  following  proceedings  are  prescribed  by  law  for  incori)orating  a 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  the  city  of  New  York : 

The  minister,  or  in  case  of  his  absence,  any  member  of  the  Church  or 
Society  of  full  age  should  read  to  the  congregation  from  the  pulpit  on 
three  successive  Sabbaths  immediately  before  the  day  of  the  election  a 
notice  in  the  following  form: 

All  persons  belonging  to  this  Church  or  congregation  are  hereby  noti- 
fied that  a  meeting  will  be  held  at  this  (church  or  meeting-house,  or  other 

place  of  worship)  on  the day  of ,  18 . .,  at  . .  o'clock,  in  the 

....  noon,  to  elect  (give  number)  Trustees  to  take  charge  of  the  estate 
and  property  belonging  to  this  Church,  and  to  transact  all  affairs  relative 
to  the  temporalities  thereof. 

At  the  time  mentioned  in  the  notice,  the  persons  assembled  should 
nominate  two  members  of  the  Church  or  congregation  to  preside  at  the 
election  of  Trustees,  and  to  receive  the  votes.  The  two  persons  so  ap- 
pointed are  the  judges  of  the  qualifications  of  voters,  and  the  proper 
persons  to  announce  to  the  meeting  the  names  of  the  persons  elected  as 
Trustees.  The  Trustees  elected  must  be  members  of  the  Church  or  con- 
gregation. 

Every  person  of  full  age,  who  has  statedly  worshiped  with  such  Church 
or  congregation,  is  entitled  to  one  vote  at  such  election,  and  the  election 
is  decided  by  a  plurality  of  all  the  votes  cast. 

As  soon  as  the  result  of  the  election  is  announced  the  two  persons  pre- 
siding at  the  meeting  should  draw  up  a  certificate  in  the  following 
form:

semble at  the  said  building  for  the  purpose  of  electing  Trustees  to  take 
the  charge  of  the  estate  and  property  belonging  to  them,  and  to  transact 
all  affairs  relative  to  the  temporalities  thereof,  pursuant  to  public 
notice  duly  given  to  the  said  congregation  of  the  time  when,  and  place 
where,  such  election  would  be  held,  on  three  successive  Sabbaths  imme- 
diately preceding  the  day  of  such  election.  That  at  said  meeting  we, 
the  undersigned,  being  members  of  the  said  congregation,  or  society, 
were  nominated  by  a  majority  of  the  members  present,  to  preside  at  such 
election,  and  thereupon

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were  by  plurality  of  voices  duly  elected  to  serve  as  Trustee  for  the  said 
congregation,  or  society.  That  the  name  by  which  the  said  Trustees  and

Upon  recording  the  certificate  the  Church  becomes  legally  incorporated 
under  the  name  given  in  the  certificate. 

After  the  election  of  Trustees  any  two  of  the  Trustees  chosen  may  call 
a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  by  giving  notice  to  the  others,  or  they  may  all 
at  once  hold  a  meeting  by  unanimous  consent.  At  such  meeting  they 
should  elect  a  President  and  Secretary,  and  should  then  divide  themselves 
by  lot  into  three  classes,  numbers  one,  two,  and  three ;  the  first  class  to 
hold  office  for  one  year,  the  second  for  two,  and  the  third  for  three 
years  after  the  day  of  their  election. 

At  least  one  month  before  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  any  of 
them,  the  Trustees  should  notify  the  minister  of  the  names  of  those 
whose  office  will  expire,  and  the  minister  should  notify  the  congregation 
of  an  election  for  new  Trustees  on  three  successive  Sabbaths  before  the 
day  of  election ;  such  election  must  be  held  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
first  election,  except  that  only  persons  who  have  been  stated  attendants 
at  divine  worship  in  the  said  church  for  one  year  before  such  election, 
and  have  contributed  to  its  support  according  to  the  usages  and  customs 
thereof,  are  entitled  to  vote  at  such  subsequent  election. 

In  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  or  removal  of  a  Trustee,  notice  may  be 
given  by  the  Trustees  to  the  minister,  and  a  new  Trustee  elected  in  his 
stead  in  the  same  manner.

RESOLUTIONS 

PASSED   BY  THE 

New  York  and  New  York  East  Conferences. 


The  following  was  re-enacted  by  the  New  York  East  Conference  on 
April  7,  and  by  the  New  York  Conference  April  7,  1887: 

WhereaHj  The  New  York  City  Churcli  Extension  and  Missionary  Society 
has  just  entered  upon  the  twenty-first  year  of  its  operations,  having  l)cen 
recognized  from  the  beginning  by  the  New  York  and  New  York  East 
Conferences  assigning  to  it  the  missionary  funds  designed  for  use  in  New 
York  city ;  and, 

Whereas^  Since  the  discontinuance  of  these  appropriations  the  support 
of  the  Society  has  been  wholly  voluntary,  and  the  management  of  it,  ex- 
cepting only  one  term  of  service  by  a  salaried  Superintendent,  has  been 
entirely  without  expense  to  the  treasury;  and. 

Whereas^  During  this  period  of  twenty  years  only  one  new  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  has  been  established  independently  of  this  Society,  while 
the  Society  has  organized  in  all  seventeen  new  churches;  and, 

Whereas,  During  this  period  no  less  than  seven  older  cliurches,  despair- 
ing of  support  in  any  other  way,  have  voluntarily  ]ilaced  themselves  in  the 
control  of  ihe  Society,  and  only  two  of  them  have  had  to  be  closed;  and, 

Whcrms,  This  great  success  has  been  readied  by  the  united  effort  of 
laymen  and  ministers,  each  church  in  the  city  having  two  representatives 
in  the  Board  of  Managers,  uud  each  pastor  being,  by  tlie  State  Charter,  a 
member  of  the  Board ;  and. 

Whereas,  Although  the  organization  is,  in  part,  missionary  in  its  char- 
acter, yet  it  has  been  in  all  respects  strictly  Methodistic  in  its  modes  and 
practices ;  therefore, 

Itet^tlced,  1.  That  we  consider  the  New  York  City  Church  Extension 
and  Missionary  Society  an  invaluable  aid,  if  not  absolutely  vital,  to  the 
protection  and  extension  of  our  work  in  New  York  city. 

2.  That  we  regard  it  as  most  useful  in  promoting  a  spirit  of  mutual  inter- 
est and  co-oj)eration  among  the  churches,  which  spirit  was  considerably 
imperiled  by  the  substitution  of  the  station  for  the  circuit  system  in  New 
York  city. 

3.  Tliat  this  Conference  request  the  Presiding  Elders  of  the  New  York 
Districts  and  the  Pastors  stationed  in  the  city  to  co-operate  as  earnestly 
as  |M)ssiblc  in  the  work  of  the  Society,  and  in  every  way  consistent  with 
duty  to  their  respective  charges  to  promote  its  aims  and  success;  and  that 
we  request  the  Presiding  Eldei-s  to  report  annually  to  the  Conference  the 
progress  of  the  Society's  work. 

4.  That  we  approve  of  the  proposed  plan  of  fixing  on  the  fourth  Sunday 
of  November  in  each  year  as  City  Mission  Da}',  on  which  a  collection  in 
aid  of  the  Society  shall  be  taken  in  each  of  our  churches  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  and  we  request  the  Presiding  Eldi-rs  whose  districts  embrace, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  the  city  of  New  York  to  bring  this  matter  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  tir>t  Quarterly  Conference  in  each  of  the  New  York  city 
charges  on  their  districts,  and  endeavor  to  secure  their  concurrence  in  the 
proposed  action,  and  the  grant  of  a  collection  on  the  day  mentioned. 


The  Office  of  Corresponding  Secretary. 


By  the  vote  of  the  Board  of  Manageif*,  in  due  form,  the  fol- 
lowing change  was  made  in  the  Constitution  concerning  the  office 
of  Corresponding  Secretary. 

Article  V,  Section  2,  of  the  Constitution  was  amended  so  that 
it  now  reads  as  follows  : 

Sec,  2.  Corre8ix>nding  Secretary,  The  Corresponding  Secretary 
shall  attend  to  the  correspondence  of  the  Society  and  prepare  the 
Annual  Report,  and  otherwise  promote  the  interests  of  the  So- 
ciety and  the  churches  under  its  charge,  in  such  ways  as  he,  in 
counsel  with  the  other  executive  officers,  shall  determine.  The 
compensation  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  determined 
by  the  Board. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  held  Monday,  April  4,  1887,  the 
Rev.  M.  D'C.  Crawford,  D.D.,  was  elected  to  the  office,  and  was 
afterward  aj>pointed  to  the  same  by  Bishop  Fowler,  at  the  close 
of  the  New  York  Conference.

ANNIVERSARY  MEETING. 


According  to  the  instructions  given  at  the  previous  annual 
meeting,  the  Committee,  under  the  energetic  and  experienced  lead 
of  the  Rev.  Dr.  A.  K.  Sanford,  made  arrangements  for  a  great 
gathering  of  the  friends  of  the  Society  in  the  Academy  of  Music, 
The  great  building  was  filled  with  a  most  enthusiastic  audience. 
There  were  800  young  people  on  the  stage  from  the  various  Sun- 
day-schools of  the  Society,  who,  under  Professor  Perkins,  sang  in 
splendid  style.  The  special  addresses  of  the  evening  were  given 
by  the  Rev.  Bishop  Andrews,  of  our  own  Church,  and  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Paxton,  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  of  this  city.  Mr.  Bowles 
Colgate  presided,  and  made  the  opening  address,  which  was  fol- 
lowed by  the  Report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary.  The  meet- 
ing was  in  every  sense  a  magniticent  success. 


THE  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


The  regular  annual  meeting  was  held  in  the  Park  Avenue 
Church  on  Thursday,  Feb.  17,  Mr.  Bowles  Colgate  in  the  chair, 
who  opened  the  meeting  with  a  short  hut  felicitous  address  on 
the  affairs  of  the  Society.  He  was  followed  by  the  Correspond- 
ing Secretary,  who  read  the  following  Annual  Report  and  gave 
the  substance  of  the  Treasurer's  Report: 

Oorresponding  Secretary's  Beport  for  the  Tear  Ending  December  31,  1886 

REV.   A.    D.   VAIL,   D.D. 

At  the  entrance  of  the  channel  of  the  Mississippi  that  leads 
from  the  Gulf  to  New  Orleans  there  can  be  seen  a  series  of 
marked  and  painted  poles  with  floats  attached,  that  tell  the  story 
of  one  of  the  greatest  engineering  i*eats  of  our  century.  It  was 
found  that  the  vast  amounts  of  mud  carried  down  by  the  great 
river  were  gradually  closing  up  its  own  channel  to  the  sea.  The 
sluggish,  lazy  stream  spread  out  into  a  great  <lelta.  All  efforts 
to  deal  with  the  problem  were  vain,  and  it  seemed  as  if  the 
Queen  City  of  the  South  would  soon  be  an  inland  town  or  a  great 
desolate  bayou.  A  wise,  far-seeing  engineer — Captain  Eads — 
sugirested  that  the  great  river  might  be  made  to  open  and  deepen 
its  own  channel.  Instead  of  letting  it  take  its  own  course,  he 
proposed  to  force  it,  by  means  of  occasional  dykes,  into  a  sin- 
gle channel,  and  so  make  it  cut  its  own  deepening  way  to  the 
sea.  The  painted  timber  and  the  floats  are  means  used  to  measure 
the  flow  and  depth  of  the  current,  and  they  mark  the  magnificent 
success  of  the  plan.  The  few  years  pnst  have  so  deepened  and 
straightened  the  channel  that  the  largest  ocean  steamers  readily 
find  entrance  at  any  tide  to  that  now  happy  and  beautiful  city. 

The  story  of  Methodism  in  the  city  of  New  York  for  a  few 
years  past  will  at  once  show  the  fitness  and  force  of  my  illusti*a- 
tion.  The  General  Minutes  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
show  that  in  the  year  1845  we  had  23  churches  and  9,571  members. 
Ten  years  later — 1855 — we  had  29  churches,  a  gain  of  6,  and 
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8,106  members,  a  net  loss  of  1,465  members.  Ten  years  later — 
in  1865 — we  had  32  churches  in  the  same  limits  (below  Harlem 
River)  and  8,880  members,  or  nearly  700  less  than  we  had  twenty 
years  before.  The  stream  was  evidently  sluggish  and  the  channel 
was  closing.  At  that  time  was  conceived  the  plan  of  a  great 
City  Mission  and  Sunday-school  Society,  and  it  was  believed  by 
a  few  wise,  good  men,  true  spiritual  engineei's,  that  the  Church 
could  do  a  great  deal  more  work  than  it  had  done.  They  threw 
up  a  few  dykes,  to  turn  some  of  the  money  and  efforts  of  the 
churches  in  this  line.  It  was  a  work  of  time  and  patience  to  get 
the  churches  to  allow  the  current  of  their  benevolences  and  activ- 
ities to  flow  into  new  channels;  but  at  last  the  work  was  recog- 
nized by  all,  and  by  the  action  of  the  New  York  and  New  York 
East  Annual  Conferences  of  1886  every  one  of  our  city  churches 
was  required  to  take  up  an  animal  collection  for  the  Society  on 
the  fourth  Sunday  of  October.  What  have  been  the  results? 
Twenty  years  ago  Methodism  in  this  city  was  not  keeping  open 
its  own  channel,  much  less  keeping  it  deep  enough  for  the  in- 
creasing population  needing  the  Church.  It  then  took  more 
money  to  convert  a  sinneV  in  New  York  than  in  our  worst  foreign 
missions.  Any  foreign  mission  that  showed  as  little  progress, 
with  such  great  outlays  for  twenty  years,  would  have  been  given 
u|)  in  despair.  But  with  the  coming  of  this  Society  began  a 
brighter  day. 

In  1875  we  had  below  Harlem  River  44  churches,  10,827  mem- 
bers, and  1,452  probationers — a  total  of  12,179,  which  shows  a 
growth  of  nearly  2,000  members,  and  a  total  increase  of  3,400. 
In  1886,  in  the  limits  of  New  York  city,  we  report  60  churches, 
with  over  13,500  members  and  over  1,500  probationers,  showing  a 
growth  for  the  last  ten  years  of  over  3,000.  Now,  if  we  compare 
the  Methodism  of  to-day  in  this  city  with  that  of  twenty  years 
ago,  we  have  advanced  from  8,880  members  and  1,012  proba- 
tioners to  13,581  members  and  1,507  probationers;  making  a  total 
increase  of  5,196.  Now,  place  by  the  side  of  that  the  fact  that 
the  churches  of  this  Society  report  at  the  present  time  3,295 
members  and  325  probationers,  and  that  they  have  reported  during 
these  twenty  years  5,430  probationers,  a  large  part  of  whom  have 
been  received  into  full  membership,  and  then  moved  from  our 
Mission  Churches  to  others,  then  it  becomes  evident  that  the 
growth  of  New  York  Methodism  is  substantially  the  growth  of 
this  Society ;  and  so  we  conclude  that  our  spiritual  engineers 
planned  most  wisely  when  they  directed  the  currents  of  the  de- 
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nominational  liberality  and  labor  into  this  channel,  that  has  not 
only  kept  us  in  contact  with  the  religious  activities  of  the  world, 
but  has  made  possible  still  grander  results  in  the  future.  Figures 
may  be  as  dull  as  wood  and  heavy  as  iron,  but,  like  the  niarkei's 
in  the  Mississippi  channel,  they  show  most  serious  and  important 
facts. 

It  has  been  the  pleasure  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  annu- 
ally to  mark  the  growth  of  interest  on  the  part  of  our  people  in 
this  Society.  It  is  always  a  hard  and  discouraging  work  to  se- 
cure attention  to  a  new  charity,  especially  as  good  men  have  so 
many  calls  on  their  money,  and  the  society  that  has  friends  and 
is  doing  reasonably  well  is  left  by  the  many  to  care  for  itself. 
But  our  Society,  which  twenty  years  ago  had  only  a  few  poor, 
struggling  Mission  Schools,  without  a  dollar's  worth  of  real  es- 
tate, and  without  a  place  in  the  hearts  of  even  our  own  people, 
has  grown,  until  to-day,  besides  churches  built  and  made  indej)end- 
ent,  it  has  now  20  churches,  with  3,300  members,  where  10,000 
souls  meet  every  Lord's  Day  for  religious  instruction  and  wor- 
ship, and  we  own  at  least  |;700,000  worth  of  property.  If  we  add 
the  churches  made  independent  we  would  have  5,073  members, 
or  very  nearly  the  whole  growth  of  ^fethodism  in  this  city  for 
twenty  years.  We  would  also  have  10,081  Sunday-school  schol- 
ars and  church  property  worth  I;  1,1 34,000.  We  have  reason  to 
be  happy  and  thankful  over  these  results  of  twenty  years  of  work, 
but  we  have  no  right  to  be  satisfied,  as  we  might  have  done  a 
great  deal  more.     We  will  thank  God  and  take  courage.

In  addition  to  these  material  results  that  can  be  expressed  in 
figures  we  liave  gained  an  experience  in  the  work  that  is  invalu- 
able, and  have  built  up  a  grand  machinery  that  can  go  on  in- 
creasing very  largely  its  quota  of  results,  if  the  Church  shall 
continue  to  furnish  the  money  power  to  make  it  go.  We  have 
the  great  advantage  now  of  our  twenty  years  of  experience,  and 
that  of  other  workers  in  the  same  field.  It  is  often  worth  thou- 
sands of  dollars  to  know  what  not  to  do  and  what  to  let  some 
other  man  experiment  on.  It  is  equal  to  a  fortune  to  know 
what  to  do  and  when  to  do  it.  Twenty  years  of  some  one  else's 
failnres  may  be  invaluable  to  us,  and  make  for  us  all  the  differ- 
ence between  their  shortcomings  and  our  success.  It  is  all-im- 
portant that  in  such  a  work  its  executive  head  should  be 
familiar  with  the  plans  and  successes  of  other  workers  in  fields 
like  our  own.  It  is  a  great  thing  to  know  and  be  able  at  once  to 
recognize  the  many  smart  theories,  of  very  smart  people,  that  by 
no  possibility  could  be  made  to  work,  and  at  the  same  time  to  see 
that  tlie  plans  that  some  one  else  would  not  touch  may,  in  the 
hands  of  another  worker,  be  entirely  feasible  and  practical.  It 
is  equal  to  a  good  income  to  know  and  be  able  to  label  the  ci*ank8 
that  are  always  grumbling,  and  who  can  make  every  thing  go  but 
their  own  business;  lo  recognize  at  a  glance  the  man  who  comes 
around  periodically  with  his  patent  perfect  plan  for  running  the 
work,  but  at  a  cost  that  would  require  the  gold  mines  of  heaven 
and  the  wisdom  and  energy  of  angels.  It  saves  a  denl  of  wear 
and  tear  to  know  the  chronic  fault-finders  by  sight,  and  to  deter- 
mine at  a  glance  the  bow  that  shoots  the  poisoned  arrows  of 
criticism  and  censure.  To  have  lived  through  the  times  of  the 
theorists  and  outlived  the  prospects  of  evil ;  to  have  lived  long 
enougli  to  see  honest  enemies  become  friends,  and  doubtful 
friends  become  enthusiastic  defenders — this  goes  very  far  to  de- 
cide a  society's  fitness  to  live.  To  have  come  out  about  where 
everybody  now  living  thought  you  would,  and  to  have  succeeded 
very  largely  because  you  have  adopted  their  peculiar  pet  ideas — 
this  implies  a  society  with  a  future.  Experience  is  valuable,  even 
if  it  be  costly.     Twenty  years  of  experience  have  fairly  settled 
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some  things  in  the  work  of  a  society  like  this.  To  some  of  these 
things  we  invite  your  attention. 

(1).  We  have  isettled  the  wisdom  of  the  policy  of  making  each 
new  point  of  our  work  a  separate  independent  Methodist  church, 
with  a  complete  church  organization  in  evervthinij  save  in  the 
matter  of  holding  title  to  the  property.  Other  denominations 
may6nd  their  Mission  Chapels  and  missions  connected  with  larger 
churches  a  success;  but  they  are  somehow  inconsistent  with  the 
genius  of  our  New  York  Methodism.  Eaoh  of  our  twenty 
churches  directs  its  own  affairs,  elects  its  own  officers,  collects 
and  disburses  its  own  funds,  has  its  own  pastor,  who  sits  in  the 
Board  of  Managera  of  this  Society,  in  every  sense  the  peer  of 
the  pastors  of  our  largest  and  wealthiest  churches.  Our  New  York 
city  churches  form  one  great  family,  and  the  theory  is  that  the 
older  and  stronger  brothers  are  such  by  the  accident  of  their  lo- 
cation, and  they  simply  help  those  who  by  other  accidents  have 
the  harder,  poorer  fields,  but  perhaps  the  more  responsible  and 
important  ones. 

(2).  We  have  proved  many  times  that  it  is  a  wise  and  safe  thing 
to  push  the  standard  of  our  cause  well  to  the  front,  to  go  forward 
with  a  good  work,  confidently  trusting  God  and  good  men  to  come 
to  your  aid.  The  timid,  and  the  men  who  ask  an  old  precedent  for 
every  new  step,  are  not  fit  leaders  for  such  a  cause  as  this.  The 
noble  men  who  have  planned  and  given  in  such  a  princely  way  have 
drawn  others  to  follow  their  example  and  faith.  Our  records  will 
show  that  in  the  '*hard  times"  this  Society  did  its  noblest  giving. 
Some  debts  have  been  incurred  in  taking  hold  of  old  churches 
and  the  building  of  new  ones,  but  nothing  that  New  York  Meth- 
odists could  not  cancel  any  Sabbath  of  the  year  if  they  pleased. 
When,  a  few  years  ago,  the  great  Missionary  Society  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  was  $250,000  in  debt,  and  the  eyes 
of  the  Church  and  the  world  were  upon  them,  its  Managers 
neither  faltered  nor  reduced  their  appropriations,  but  steadily 
increased  them,  until  to-day  it  begins  its  new  year  with  every 
obligation  canceled,  with  $50,000  ahead  in  its  treasury,  and  the 
Church  ready  to  respond  a  million  from  collections  alone.  They 
set  the  Christian  world  a  grand  example  of  trusting  God  and 
their  own  people.  That  Society  is  its  own  banker,  and  its  com- 
mercial paper  rates  as  high  in  every  city  of  the  world  as  that  of 
the  BariniLCS  or  Rothschilds,  because  the  honor  and  liberality  of 
the  largest  Protestant  denomination  of  Christendom  are  behind  it. 
In  a  lesser  way,  but  in  the  same  spirit,  this  Society  has  pressed 
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forward  and  stands  strong  because  many  of  the  same  men  are 
behind  it,  with  the  same  bold,  aggressive  Christian  policy. 

(3).  We  are  proving  that  many  of  our  churches  from  their  lo- 
cation have  very  much  to  do  in  the  solution  of  some  of  the  most 
serious  questions  that  agitate  the  public  mind  and  that  threaten 
the  prosperity  of  the  city  and  the  welfare  of  the  nation.  They 
represent  to  the  surrounding  masses  of  wage-workers  the  prac- 
tical Christianity  of  our  more  favored  and  prosperous  classes. 
Every  one  of  these  churches  may  be  a  center  of  blessing  and 
light,  and  teach  the  people  the  noble  type  of  Christian  com- 
munism and  socialism  taught  by  the  Lord  Jesus — an  idea  that 
discouraged  men  are  blindly  groping  after  in  blood  and  darkness. 
In  the  serious  labor  troubles  in  our  great  cities,  and  especially  in 
the  labor  riots  in  Chicago,  not  one  of  the  many  members  of  their 
City  Missions  among  the  Bohemians  and  other  foreign  popula- 
tions was  found  among  the  rioters.  £very  church  and  Sunday- 
school  was  a  center  of  influence  for  order  and  law.  The  patriot 
and  philanthropist,  the  capitalist  and  refoinner,  may  hope  more 
for  the  cause  of  temperance  and  public  morality,  for  social  purity 
and  childhood,  for  society  and  the  State,  through  these  churches 
than  through  all  other  reformatory  influences  combined.  They 
are  great  breakwaters  against  false  socialism  and  anarchy. 

(4).  It  has  become  most  evident  to  all  but  the  ancient  and  ven- 
erable order  known  as  architects,  under  whom  church  building 
and  debt  enlarging  go  side  by  side,  that  we  have  come  to  a  time 
when  we  ought  to  discard  some  of  the  architecture  of  the  past, 
and  that  they  ought  to  furnish  cheerful  and  pleasant  sanctuaries, 
adapted  both  for  Christian  worship  and  work.  We  have  far 
more  to  hope  for  from  some  ^f  our  late  architects  than  from  the 
new-theology  men,  and  they  a^'e  much  more  likely  to  help  us 
reach  the  people  ani  draw  the  m  «ves  to  the  house  of  God.  With 
a  sort  of  superstitious  veneration  i  tr  old  usage  we  have  in  the 
name  of  religion  kept  closed  the  niost  "•  iluable  properties  and  flnest 
audience-rooms  for  six  days  of  the  week.  We  have  steadily 
barred  out  everything  but  worship^-aud  foul  air,  and  have  emp- 
tied them  of  their  audiences,  rather'  tiaan.  adopt  methods  that 
were  new  and  attractive^  But  the  Christianity  of  Jesus  and  Paul 
was  by  nil  means  to  reach  men;  to  use  all  means  that  by  all  things 
they  might  save  some.  We  must  have  pleasant  reading-rooms, 
open  every  week-day  and  evening,  and  attractive  and  instructive 
lectures,  and  music,  and  many  thini^s  that  bmng  men  within  the 
reach  of    the    minister,  who    may  reach   them  with  the  higher 
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qnestions  that  concern  the  soul.  We  must  change  the  style  of 
our  church  architecture  if  we  would  reach  and  save  the  masses. 
The  new  buildings  of  the  New  York  City  Mission  and  Tract  So- 
ciety under  the  charge  of  the  Presbyterian  and  Congregationalist 
and  Reformed  Churches,  the  Broome-street  Tabernacle,  and  the 
DeWitt  Memorial,  are  models  in  the  way  of  church  building  for 
the  lower  wards  of  this  city.  They  are  under  the  charge  of  the 
ablest  men,  and  are  doing  Christian  work  in  many  ways.  What 
a  grand  thing  it  would  be  for  some  of  our  wealthy  and  prosperouB 
members  to  build  such  memorials  of  their  pastors  or  parents,  to 
whom  they  owe  so  much,  and  then  place  them  under  the  care  of 
this  Society,  that  would  forever  sustain  and  help  them  !  There 
could  be  no  nobler  form  of  Christian  beneficence  than  this. 

(6).  We  have  proved  our  need  of  a  Woman's  Branch  that  shall 
take  up  and  develop  special  lines  of  missionary  M^ork  among  the 
poor  that  can  best  be  done  by  women.  The  sick  and  needy  and 
deserving  poor  are  numbered  by  thousands.  Medicines,  food, 
clothing,  nursing,  care  for  the  babies  while  mothers  go  out  to 
work,  fresh  air  funds,  a  good  kind  woman  to  give  counsel  and 
comfort  about  scores  of  things — these  are  the  commonest  needs, 
that  can  be  so  easily  met  at  such  small  cost  by  Christian  women. 
There  are  scores  of  our  noblest  and  best  Christian  ladies  that 
would  give  themselves  to  this  work  if  the  doors  were  opened  and 
the  necessary  funds  supplied.  Other  denominations  have  proved 
for  years  that  such  work  is  practicable.  One  such  Branch  Society, 
managed  by  women,  supports  twenty  ^emale  missionaries  and 
eight  nurses  for  sick-rooms  and  for  the  care  of  children  by  day. 
Such  work  leads  naturally  and  easily  ap  to  the  Church.  A  family 
helped  in  their  time  of  need  will  lo^«  the  giver,  and  both  children 
and  parents  will  soon  be  found  irvfJie  house  of  God.  Such  workers 
would  open  the  doore  of  uselix'-uess  to  pastors,  where  they  can 
accomplish  great  good.  o'  »•' 

(6).  We  have  proved  thevwis'om  of  uniting  in  one  Society  the 
work  of  helping  needy  church  js  and  that  of  locating  and  building 
new  churches  in  the  growin  ;  portions  of  the  city.  Indeed,  this 
part  of  our  work  has^bee^  the  most  satisfactory.  If  the  question 
were  raised,  What  investment  of  a  ^illii^n  of  dollars  would  pro- 
duce the  very  largest  results  for  the  cause  of  Christ  and  the  needs 
of  humanity  ?  we  should  say,  without  hesitation,  that  a  million  or 
half  a  million  of  dollars  put  into  safe  securities,  and  the  annual 
interest  used  for  locating  and  building  new  churches  in  this  city, 
would  be  the  best  possible  investment.    The  ability  to  purchase 
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while  property  is  cheap,  to  purchase  ahead  of  the  immediate  needs 
of  the  locality,  would  give  us  a  commanding  position  for  future 
growth  commensurate  witli  the  prosperity  of  New  York.  Very 
soon  these  churches  become  self-supporting,  and  no  one  is  bur- 
dened by  crushing  debts  incurred  by  the  purchase  of  suitable 
property.  Such  a  fund  years  ago  would  have  secured  for  West 
Harlem  for  16,000  a  property  they  paid  $40,000  for  last  year ; 
and  another  of  our  churches  could  have  had  such  a  property  as 
they  now  need  for  as  many  hundreds  as  it  will  require  thou- 
sands of  dollars.  We  seem  to  be  entering  an  era  of  business 
prosperity,  and  a  great  Church  Building  Fund  is  the  need  of  the 
hour.  The  Wesleyans  in  London,  under  the  liberality  and  leader- 
ship of  Sir  Francis  Lycett,  have  raised  such  a  fund,  and  have 
already  built  nearly  a  score  of  churches,  that  seat  over  1,000 
each,  in  that  metropolis.  This  Society,  representing,  as  it  does, 
all  of  our  churches,  would  be  the  fit  custodian  for  the  holding 
and  control  of  such  a  fund.  Such  a  gift  is  in  keeping  with  the 
practical  liberality  of  our  age.  The  more  we  give  the  more  we 
are  able  to  give,  for  our  real  ability  to  give  is  much  more  a 
matter  of  the  heart  than  of  the  pocket.  The  wealth  of  the 
Church  is  the  Lord's.  The  Church  of  the  nineteenth  century  is 
erecting,  by  all  its  educational,  and  missionary,  and  philanthropic 
movements,  a  great  temple  that  will  be  filled  with  the  descending 
glory  of  the  Lord  and  the  tongues  of  Pentecost. 

(7).  We  have  also  proved  and  shown  to  the  world  the  beauty 
and  blessedness  of  that  charity  of  wise  and  good  men  who  dis- 
tribute their  own  wealth  while  they  are  still  alive,  who  have  the 
pleasure  of  making  money  that  they  intend  to  give  away  rather 
than  leave  for  their  heirs  to  fight  over  after  they  are  gone. 
Life  has  few  pleasures  like  that  which  God  vouchsafes  to  these 
good  men,  who  are  blessed  in  the  getting  and  gaining  and  giving. 
"  May  their  tribe  increase." 

The  Rev.  John  Johns,  pastor  of  Beekman  Hill  Church,  then 
addressed  the  meeting: 

"  God  so  loved  the  world  that  he  gave  his  only  begotten  Son, 
that  whosoever  believeth  on  him  should  not  perish,  but  have 
everlasting  life."  Now,  the  world  referred  to  in  this  connection 
certainly  takes  in  the  L^nited  States,  the  United  States  takes  in 
the  State  of  New  York,  and  New  York  State  takes  in  New  York 
City.  Hence,  great  as  is  our  city,  and  greater  still  the  diflficulties 
in  the  wny  of  its  evangelization,  as  iff  the  case,  more  or  less,  with 
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all  great  cities,  greater  by  far  is  our  faith  and  hope  in  the  possi- 
bility of  its  salvation,  arising  from  the  fact  that  if  "God  so  loved  " 
he  therefore  so  wills  and  so  decrees. 

But  how  is  it  to  be  accomplished  ?  In  nature  all  ends  necessary 
to  the  preservation  and  perpetuation  of  life  are  reached  by  a  hu- 
man instrumentality.  So  it  is  in  grace.  "  The  kingdom  of 
heaven,"  said  Jesus,  "  is  like  unto  leaven,  M'hich  a  woman  took 
and  hid  in  three  measures  of  meal  until  the  whole  was  leavened." 
That  is,  the  centralized  leaven  takes  hold  upon  and  holds  on 
to  the  particles  of  meal  nearest  to  it,  and  so  im,  until,  particle  by 
particle, "  the  M'hole  is  leavened."  But  "God  is  love,"  and  before 
you  or  1  can  be  love  leavening  we  must  be  "  born  of  God,"  love- 
leavened,  and  when  so  leavened  the  otherwise  impossible  becomes 
possible.  It  is  no  more  natural  for  the  birds  to  sing,  the  flowers 
to  bloom,  the  sun  to  shine,  than  for  the  converted  soul  to  seek 
the  conversion  of  others.  That  is  one  end  for  which  he  was  con- 
verted, and  to  that  end  he  gives  himself  away.  For  instance: 
Awhile  ago,  in  a  church,  after  preaching,  I  said,  "Who  tonight 
will  come  to  Jesus  ?  Who  ?"  A  little  girl  in  the  rear,  barely 
clad,  hair  disheveled,  half-starved,  with  the  tears  hanging  upon 
her  projecting  cheek-bones  like  dewdrops  on  the  crags  of  a  rock, 
came  through  the  long  aisle  to  the  altar  and,  bowing,  said,  "  Dear 
Jesus,  save  me!"  and  so  he  did,  for  there  and  then  mercy  lifted  her 
heart-burden  and  with  an  angel  voice  whispered  in  her  soul, 
"Thy  sins  are  forgiven  thee,  go  in  peace."  And  go  she  did. 
Light  of  heart  made  her  light  of  foot,  and  back  the  aisle  she 
tripped,  through  the  pew,  despite  the  crowd,  she  pressed,  and, 
reaching  a  man  around  his  nc^ck  she  threw  her  thin,  bare  arms, 
and  lovingly  cried,  "  Father,  come  to  Jesus."  And  come  he  did; 
not  that  night,  but  the  next,  when  she  led  him  by  the  hand  U* 
the  same  altar,  to  the  same  Jesus,  and  he,  too,  was  saved.  He 
had  been  a  great  drunkard,  but  from  thence  the  change  was 
great,  both  in  him  and  his  heretofore  miserable  home.  What 
she  did  we  shall  all  do.  To  this  rule  there  is  no  exception.  That 
there  are  difficulties  in  our  way  should  only  the  more  arouse  our 
heroism.  It  is  only  for  faith  to  take  hold  of  God's  omnipotence, 
and  our  hearts  to  become  enflamed  with  his  love,  and  all  obstaclcH 
will  vanish.  These — unshaken  faith  in  him  and  his  love  working 
mightily  in  us — are  the  very  soul  of  missionary  work,  the  life- 
, blood  of  a  daring  self-denial.  By  these  the  very  powers  of  dark- 
ness are  conquered  and  the  prey  taken  from  the  mighty.  What 
a  power  is  faith,  laughing  to  scorn  the  veriest  foe!     What  a  link 
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is  love,  binding  together  the  very  extremes  of  being!  There  are 
no  songs  like  unto  those  they  sing ;  no  hopes  like  unto  those  they 
inspire.  Around  them  the  spirits  of  mercy  always  linger.  In 
living  flame  they  now  hover  over  us.  When  they  fall  upon  us,  come 
into  us,  fill  us,  will  the  practicability  of  our  Mission  be  no  longer 
doubted,  but  believed;  no  longer  desired  merely,  but  realized* 
and  that,  too,  in  the  fullness  of  its  grandeur — the  city  for  Jesus. 
I  have  in  my  eye  two  pictures — pictures  with  which  you  are 
familiar,  they  being  popular  and  widely  distributed.  They  are 
said  to  be  companions.  Look  at  them.  The  first  represents  a 
rock  standing  out  in  the  sea,  on  it  a  cross,  and  Devotion,  in  female 
form,  with  both  arms  clasped  around  it,  the  motto  being  "  Simply 
to  the  cross  I  cling."  The  other  in  the  outline  is  the  same — there 
is  the  sea,  the  rock,  the  cross,  and  Devotion  clinging,  but  with 
one  hand  only,  while  with  the  other  she  is  reaching  down  at  the 
bat»e  of  the  rock,  amid  the  surf  and  surge,  for  a  fellow  soul,  in 
fellow  help  another  life  to  save,  the  motto  being  "  The  love  of 
Christ  constraineth  me."  The  latter  is  my  picture — the  picture 
that  stirs  hell  and  earth  and  heaven.  '^  Simply  to  the  cross  I 
cling"  is  right  so  far,  but  to  stop  there  is  "simply"  nonsense, 
crystallized  selfishness.  There  is  too  much  of  that.  It  looks 
beautiful,  but  it  is  the  beauty  of  an  iceberg — clear  but  cold. 
Devoted  we  should  be,  must  be — a  devotion,  though,  whose  life- 
force  is  love,  and  whose  glory  is  in  living,  loving  action.  This 
love-power  is  the  divine  life  in  man,  and  when  in  him  it  will  assert 
principles  and  claim  allegiance  to  them,  denounce  wrong  and 
thunder  against  it.  Its  scope  is  universal — a  law  for  time,  and 
man,  and  all  being.  It  M'ields  an  imperial  scepter.  He  who  takes 
the  strongest  hold  upon  his  age  must  work  by  this.  His  connec- 
tion M'ith  human  interest  must  not  be  for  superiority  in  height  or 
place,  or  weight  of  purse,  or  breadth  of  intellect,  but  a  moral 
connection — a  taking  hold  of  this  newest  and  latest  royalty. 
And  this  is  not  restricted  to  a  favored  few — the  humblest  person, 
in  the  lowliest  place,  can  wield  this  pre-eminent  force.  Intellect 
can  be  wedded  to  it.  Herein  is  the  clearest  mental  illumination. 
Great  thoughts  are  but  as  crested  waves  on  this  mightier  love — 
molten  in  this  crucible  of  love,  they  pour  out  their  shining 
streams  and  burn  like  the  stare  burn,  for  ever  and  ever.  This  is 
the  inspiration  of  that  peerless  nobility,  that  ancestry  celestial 
and  divine,  whose  crest  was  the  brooding  dove,  whose  mottoy 
"  Born  of  God,"  whose  "parish  "  the  world,  whose  lives  "holiness 
unto  the  Lord." 
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The  measure  of  the  vitality  of  the  plant  is  the  measure  for 
which  it  lives  not  for  its  own,  but  for  the  common  weal.  The 
law  of  ministry  is  everywhere  supreme.  All  systems  have  their 
centers — the  social  its  mother,  the  solar  the  sun,  the  moral  the 
cross.  In  like  manner  the  Lord  globes  light  and  life  in  his  chil- 
dren— the  Church — that  they  may  spread  its  warmth  and  glow 
upon  their  fellows.  This  is  the  method  bora  of  a  divine  decree. 
The  touch  of  a  han<1,  the  glance  of  the  eye,  the  music  of  the 
voice,  the  sympathetic  tear,  are  all  wanted  here.  There  must  be 
personal  contact  in  order  to  life.  Every  Christian  is  a  sunbeam 
in  sin's  stagnant  lair.  His  mission  is  to  chase  away  the  darkness 
and  kiss  away  the  tears.  During  the  Franco-Prussian  war,  on 
the  battle-6eld  lay  among  the  wounded  two  whom  we  note — one 
a  Frenchman,  dying  of  thirst;  the  other  a  Prussian,  who,  but  for 
his  canteen  and  its  precious  contents,  would  have  been  like  situ- 
ated. He,  hearing  the  cries  of  his  famishing  fellow,  was  moved 
to  divide  his  possession  with  him,  but  how  could  he  reach  him, 
maimed,  as  he  was,  in  both  limbs,  and  could  neither  stand  nor 
walk  ?  He  could  roll;  and  roll  he  did,  over  and  over,  and  around 
other  bodies  until  he  reached  the  one  from  whom  the  cry  came,  and, 
placing  the  canteen  to  his  lips,  he  found  himself  fainting  per  force 
of  the  effort  in  seeking  to  save  another,  when  the  Frenchman  re- 
turned the  ministry,  held  the  canteen  to  the  owner's  lips,  and 
with  the  few  remaining  drops  brought  him  to,  and  the  both  were 
comforted  and  saved.  "  He  that  watereth  others  shall  himself 
be  watered."     Do  we  believe  it?     Do  we  do  it? 

But  while  I  am  a  strong  believer  in  a  personal  salvation,  and 
in  personal  effort  as  a  means  to  that  end,  I  am  also  a  believer 
in  organization;  a  falling  into  line;  the  union  of  forces  varied 
in  "  gifts  and  graces,"  but  in  the  spirit,  and  aim,  and  blessedness, 
one.  Hence  my  faith  in  and  sympathy  with  this  Society  in 
whose  interest  we  are  met  to-night.  Let  them  rail  at  the  word 
"  missionary  "  in  its  name  who  dare.  All  that  the  world  despises, 
all  that  devils  hate,  all  that  pastors  covet,  all  that  the  angels  re- 
joice in,  is  found  in  the  heaven-hearted  word  Missionary.  What 
an  appellation!  Never  a  name  more  exalted,  nor  a  bliss  more 
sweet.  The  man  most  missionary  is  the  man  most  Christ-like. 
The  church  most  missionary  is  the  church  most  prosperous.  Not 
the  church  giving  the  largest  collection,  but  the  church  according 
to  its  numbers  and  ability  giving;  walking,  rolling,  as  did  the 
limbless  Prussian  soldier  with  his  canteen,  up  to  the  doors  and 
into  the  homes  with  its  cup  of  cold  water,  its  basket  of  bread. 
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its  bushel  of  coal,  of  our  famishiog,  shivering,  clying  brother- 
hood in  blood,  and  spirit,  and  redemption.  The  more  we  save, 
the  more  we  shine,  the  more  we  sing.  And  that  is  our  ^'high 
calling." 

The  Royal  Charter^  an  English  ship,  homeward  bound  from 
Australia,  on  reaching  the  coast  of  Scotland  was  per  force  of 
storm  carried  ashore,  and  against  thie  rock -edged  cliff  literally 
sawn  asunder.  John  Rogers,  the  hero  of  the  time,  taking  with 
him  a  rope,  dashed  overboard,  made  for  the  shore,  reached  it, 
fastened  one  end  of  the  rope  to  a  projecting  crag,  and  with  one 
hand  holding  on  to  the  other  end  threw  himself  away  and  out, 
others  to  save.  One  he  reached,  and  to  that  one  he  said,  "Take 
my  place ;  hold  on  to  the  rope  with  one  hand;  give  me  the  other." 
And  so  he  did,  and  so  did  the  next,  and  the  next,  and  the  next, 
and  in  that  way,  forming  themselves  into  a  living  chain  in  help- 
fulness thirty  souls  were  saved.  That  was  personal  effort  organ- 
ized, and  grand  the  result.  Around  us  to-day,  right  at  our  doors, 
there  are  wrecks  in  virtue,  in  innocence,  in  hope,  in  character, 
in  soul,  with  a  hell-filling  community.  Here  and  there  a  signal- 
fire  flares  out  in  the  midst  of  a  dark  and  angry  sky.  Voices 
above  the  howling  of  the  tempest,  and  the  soul-engulfing  fury 
of  depravity's  yawning  depths,  bespeak  the  perils  of  their  posi- 
tion and  the  destruction  which  awaits  them.  We  hear  their 
shrieks.  They  are  our  brethren,  and  claim  of  us  the  feeling  of 
a  brother's  heart  and  the  help  of  a  brother's  hand.  Can  we  with- 
hold such  help?  No!  No!  we  dare  not.  It  is  more  than  we  can 
afford  to  do.  Right  here  and  now,  Mr.  President,  fellow-officers, 
fellow-pastors,  fellow-missionaries,  missionaries  all,  let  us,  as  did 
John  Rogers,  first  see  to  it  that  we  personally  have  a  hold  on 
the  Rock  of  Ages — Jesus  the  Christ — and  then,  in  the  name  of 
this  Society,  link  hands  and  hearts,  and  pocket-books  —  our  all  — 
and,  eyeing  the  storm,  launch  the  life-boat,  grasp  the  oars,  and 
on  and  over,  on  through  the  breakers  pull,  pull,  to  the  rescue — men 
to  save.  Do  you  say,  "The  night  is  dark,  the  storm  is  high?" 
Never  mind;  better  far  is  it  to  save  and  be  saved  in  a  stonu 
than  it  is  to  be  lost  in  a  calm.  Hope,  living  and  well-grounded,  like 
a  beacon  breaks  through  the  darkness  and  floods  our  hearts  with 
cheer.  Souls  have  been,  souls  are  being,  souls  will  be  saved. 
Bright  diamonds  have  come  up  out  of  black  coal-beds.  Sweet 
fish  are  sometimes  caught  in  foul  waters.  Mighty  are  the  diffi- 
culties, but  almighty  is  our  God.  During  the  Indian  mutiny, 
when  the  sainted  Havelock   was  attacking  Lucknow,  as  the 
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Sepoys  came  swarming  through  the  gates  like  fiends  red-hot  from 
the  months  of  hell,  the  men,  weary  from  travel  and  hunger,  few 
in  number,  were  appalled,  dropped  their  muskets,  and  for  a  mo- 
ment their  fate  was  well-nigh  sealed,  when  Havelock,  the  pray- 
ing, Gc>d*fearing,  quick-witted  Havelock,  took  in  the  situation, 
spurred  his  horse,  sprang  into  their  midst,  and  smilingly  shouted, 
"  Brave  bot/s,  your  general  is  with  you  !  "  Enough.  No  longer 
faint,  but  furious,  inspired  by  the  presence  of  the  one  they  loved, 
the  men  forgot  their  weariness  and  numbers, grasped  their  muskets, 
fell  into  line,  and  by  force  of  bayonet  and  ball  skewered  and  scat- 
tered the  enemy  like  leaves  before  an  autumnal  blast,  took  the 
city,  and  upon  the  wing  of  the  morning  there  floated  up,  and  out 
the  world  over — victory! 

New  York  city  is  our  Lucknow.  Entrenched  are  the  Sepoys — 
a  rambling.  Sabbath-destroying,  Bible-despising,  lawless  frater- 
nity, red  in  crime  and  full  of  cruelty.  This  Society  is  one  wing 
of  the  grand  army  of  right  against  wrong  ;  and  as  with  IIave- 
lock's  men,  so  is  it  with  us.  Few  and  feeble,  when  compared 
with  the  foe  and  the  imperative  greatness  of  the  need  involved 
in  its  overthrow.  But  a  greater  than  Havelock  is  with  us,  and 
with  us  alway,  and  under  His  smile,  His  presence,  we,  as  well  as 
Paul,  **  cj\n  do  all  things."  "  The  weapons  of  our  warfare 
are  not  carnal,  but  mighty  through  God  to  the  pulling  down 
of  strongholds."  "The  gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail."  They 
are  giving  way,  hence  the  stir  within  and  the  fume  without. 
Jesus  must  reign.  It  is  his  right.  It  is  ours  to  fall  in  line  and 
on  to  the  front.  Jesus  leads  ;  hear  him:  **  I  am  among  you  as  he 
that  serveth."  Precious  fact !  With  Havelock  and  his  braves 
it  was  Lucknow  for  the  Queen,  for  England.  With  us  it  is 
New  York  city  for  Jesus,  for  heaven !  But  when  ?  Little  by 
little  I  have  seen  the  spring  rise  and  outward  glide  until  it  has  to 
a  river  grown.  Little  by  little  the  blade  springs  up;  but  rooted 
in  the  same  sod,  warmed  by  the  same  sun,  there  are  other  blades, 
and  in  the  return  of  harvest  the  littles  merge  into  one  general 
blessing — broad  for  the  world.  So  fall  the  snowflakes,  and  the  gen- 
tle dew  thus  distils,  while  over  the  mountain-top,  in  the  morning's 
early  dawn,  the  sunbeams  play  little  by  little,  until  you  have  Nature 
wrapped  in  her  robe  of  white,  in  energy  refreshed;  and  through- 
out her  vast  domain  it  is  life,  and  light,  and  beauty  every- where. 

So  shall  it  be  with  us  and  our  work  if  only  faithful.  Little  by 
little,  in  the  down-planting  and  in  up-breathing — work  and  prayer 
will  secure  a  down-coming,  little  by  little,  in  a  perpetual  blessing 
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of  light,  love,  and  cheer,  whereby  this  Society  shall  live  and 
grow  until,  like  a  pyramid  of  truth,  crowned  with  a  God-given 
glory,  it  whall  be  to  all  what  it  now  is  to  the  few — a  source  of 
succor,  and  hope,  and  comfort,  not  only  in  this  city,  but  the  na* 
tion,  the  world. 

Rev.  Bid  well  Lane,  of  the  Central  Church,  New  York  city,  and 
Brother  Louis  Klopsch,  the  Superintendent  of  Franklin  Street 
Sunday-school,  followed  with  appropriate  and  admirable  addresses, 
but  neither  has  been  furnished  the  Secretary  for  publication. 

We  have  secured  special  reports  of  the  work  in  two  of  our  new 
churches.  We  have  also  obtained,  by  special  request,  an  exten- 
sive report  of  the  great  work  done  in  the  "Cornell  Memorial," 
under  the  charge  of  the  Kev.  J.  Benson  Hamilton.  It  will  fully 
repay  reading. 
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REPORTS  FROM  PASTORS. 

The  following  reports  have  been  sent  in  to  the  Secretary,  and 
give  a  very  fair  idea  of  the  nature  and  difficulties  of  the  work: 

Cornell  Memorial  (East  76th  Street),  Rev.  J.  Benson  Hamilton, 
Pastor:  '* Cornell  is  more  than  a  church;  it  is  a  church  and  a  mission 
station.  Its  work  is  twofold.  It  cares  for  its  own  membership  and  their 
families.  This  work,  which  it  has  in  common  with  all  churches,  is  a 
task  requiring  no  little  effort  and  no  slight  expenditure  of  money.  In 
addition  to  this,  it  seeks  the  evangelization  of  several  hundred  families, 
chiefly  non-church  going,  through  the  children  which  it  has  secured  for 
its  school.  All  visitors  are  impressed  with  the  great  responsibility  of  thi« 
feature  of  our  work.  We  are  well  assured  that  a  clear  knowledge  of  this 
feature  of  our  work  only  is  necessary  to  insure  us  the  sympathy  and  co-oper- 
ation of  all  Christians.  The  instruction  of  a  Sabbath-school  numbering 
over  1,700  members,  twice  a  Sabbath,  with  no  vacation,  demands  a  sacrifice 
of  time  and  an  expenditure  of  personal  effort  understood  and  appreciated 
only  by  those  who  share  both.  An  impression  is  abroad  which  simple 
justice  demands  should  be  corrected.  We  are  cot  a  strong,  nor  a  rich 
church.  We  arc  located  east  of  Third  Avenue  and  half-way  between 
down-town  and  up- town  Methodism.  Our  church  is  a  temporary  stopping- 
place  for  emigrants  to  the  suburbs.  If  a  record  had  been  kept  of  the 
contribution  of  members  from  Cornell  Memorial  to  other  churches  it 
would  be  a  startling  illustration  of  the  migratory  movement  of  Methodism 
up  town  and  out  of  town.  Our  school  is  not  to  be  measured  alone  by  its 
present  number  or  work.  It  has  trained  for  other  schools  many  teachers 
and  nine  superintendents.  Our  greatest  rival  in  New  York  Methodism 
has  for  its  superintendent  one  of  our  former  scholars. 

*'The  last  annual  report  of  this  Society  reported  for  Cornell  Me- 
morial Church  451  full  members  and  34  probationers,  or  a  total  of 
485,  with  the  prediction  that  the  revival  in  progress  would  increase 
the  list  to  five  hundred.  The  present  pastor  is  able  to  report  an 
actual  membership  of  290  full  members,  of  whom  57  have  been 
received  by  letter  this  year,  and  17  probationera,  all  of  whom 
have  been  received  this  year.  In  addition  to  these  the  church  books 
showed  200  names.  Following  the  slight  clue  left,  by  ]>ersistent  and 
protracted  effort  we  have  been  able  to  dismiss,  to  churches  near  which 
they  had  removed,  60,  45  of  whom  the  pastor  had  never  served,  and  the 
most  of  whom  he  had  never  seen.  After  discontinuing  CO  probationers 
we  still  have  130  names  of  members  in  full  connection  to  be  placed  upon 
the  retired  list  as  non-resident  or  non-attending  members.  It  will  Ix* 
seen  from  these  facts  that  this  great  work,  instead  of  being  carried  on 
by  a  church  of  500  members,  is  resting  upon  a  little  over  half  that  num- 
ber. Of  these  the  whole,  with  but  a  few  exceptions,  have  no  income  but 
their  daily  wages.  This  requires  an  exi>enditure  of  money  upon  the  part 
of  a  few  unexcelled   in  this  city  or  in  any  other.     It  was  carried  with 
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comparative  ease  in  former  times,  but  as  the  work  widens  and  new  methods 
of  work  are  adopted  the  time  has  come  when  the  Methodism  of  New 
York  ought  to  share  this  burden.  It  will  be  a  g^rave  wrong  to  hamper 
this  work  or  crush  these  willing  burden-bearers  by  permitting  them  to 
stagger  under  their  self-imposed  duty. 

''The  Sabbath -school  statistics  can  be  found  elsewhere  in  this  report. 
The  reported  membership  is  real.  The  average  weekly  attendance,  if  the 
morning  scholars,  who  do  not  attend  at  any  other  time,  are  added  to  the 
afternoon  scholars,  is  far  above  the  per  cent,  of  ordinary-sized  schools.  A 
regular  and  close  examination  of  the  roll,  and  an  enforcciuent  of  the  rule 
excluding  the  unknown  and  absent  scholars,  has  resulted  in  the  loss  of 
wveral  hundred  names.  But  the  careful  and  systematic  continuance  of 
the  past  policy  and  method  of  the  school,  in  canvassing  for  new  scholars 
and  seeking  out  and  reclaiming  old  ones,  has  more  than  made  good  the 
loss,  and  bids  fair  to  bring  our  memlwjrship  to  two  thousand  at  an  early 
date. 

*'  Any  selection  of  individuals  for  special  mention,  or  reference  to  indi- 
vidual work,  is  forbidden  as  invidious  and  unjust  to  all.  No  more  de- 
voted, faithful  or  successful  workers  are  found  anywhere  than  in  Cornell 
Memorial.  The  thoroughness  and  faithfulness  of  the  teaching  is  unex- 
celled. The  order  and  decorum  are  marvelous.  The  school  is  carefully 
graded.  Promotions  are  annual,  and  are  governed  by  age,  attainments 
and  good  behavior.  There  are  one  infant  class,  two  intermediate  classes, 
thirty-one  junior  classes  and  nine  senior  classes.  The  pastor  is  superin- 
tendent, with  one  male  assistant,  Joseph  Fettretch,  who  alternates  in  tak- 
ing charge  of  the  school,  sharing  with  the  pastor  detail  and  personal 
service.  Mrs.  Julia  Kilpatrick,  the  female  superintendent,  with  her 
i^ecretaries,  provides  for  the  reception,  classification  and  promotion  of 
all  scholai-8,  the  appointment  of  teachers  and  the  record  of  attendance. 
The  infant  class  has  its  own  superintendent.  Miss  Laura  Leal,  who, 
with  her  secretaries  and  teachers,  conducts  the  class  in  its  own 
room.  Miss  Mary  Cooper  and  Miss  Caddie  NaeflSe  are  the  teachers  of 
the  first  intermediate  class ;  Miss  Florence  Lavendol  and  Miss  Mary  Kil- 
patrick are  the  teachers  of  the  second  intermediate  class.  The  infant 
and  intermediate  classes  are  conducted  as  separate  schools  in  their  own 
rooms,  and  unite  with  the  whole  school  only  in  general  assembly  once  a 
month  and  upon  anniversary  and  8|)ecial  occasions.  Then  the  capacity 
of  the  great  audience-room  of  the  church  is  taxed  for  the  accommodation 
of  the  school.  The  junior  and  senior  classes  meet  together  for  general 
exercises;  the  senior  retiring  for  class  exercises,  each  class  to  its  own 
si)ecial  room. 

**The  building  is  a  model  of  its  kind,  and  was  planned  and  built  for 
the  special  needs  of  the  church  and  school.  It  has  no  superior  for  its 
purpose  in  Methodism. 

**  Among  the  many  features  of  the  Sabbath-school  work  one  is  worthy 
of  special  mention.     To  it  we  owe  much  of  our  success  in  building  up 
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and  maintaining  our  great  school.  A  careful  record  of  attendance  is 
kept.  The  absence  of  a  scholar,  without  a  known  reason,  for  two  or 
more  Sabbaths  is  noticed  by  a  card  sent  to  the  absentee  by  mail.  This 
is  followed  by  a  personal  visit  if  the  absence  continues.  By  this  system 
the  superintendents  arc  kept  accurately  informed  of  the  actual  condition 
of  every  scholar  in  the  whole  school. 

"The  morning  preaching  service  immediately  follows  the  morning  ses- 
sion of  the  school.  Attendance  of  the  scholars  is  purely  voluntary.  There 
are  rarely  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  scholars  in  attendance.  The 
sermon  is  not  to  children.  The  pastor  remembers  the  character  of  his 
audience  and  avoids  tlie  use  of  a  word,  argument  or  illustration  which 
the  average  boy  and  girl  cannot  appreciate  and  understand.  The  attend- 
ance of  adults  at  this  service  is  large  and  increasing.  The  music  is  con- 
gregational and  led  by  a  precentor.  The  intermediate  classes  alternate 
in  furnishing  a  children's  choir  of  one  hundred  voices  at.  each  service. 

**  The  evening  preacliing  services  are  largely  attended.  The  body  of  the 
house  is  filled  at  all  ordinary  services.  When  the  services  are  special  in 
character  the  spacious  galleries  are  opened  and  frequently  filled.  The 
week-night  social  meetings  are  well  attended  and  full  of  interest. 

**The  social  work  of  the  church  is  organized  in  a  thorough  and  prac- 
tical manner.  A  singing-class  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  meets 
regularly  to  study  the  principles  of  music.  A  lyceum  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  members  is  in  active  operation.  A  young  men's  social  union  of 
sixty  members  furnishes  a  large  Bible  class  for  the  Sabbath-school,  and  is 
provided  with  a  fine  reading-room,  which  is  open  twice  a  week.  A  ladies' 
society  has  been  very  helpful.  By  furnishing  volunteer  visitors,  and  other 
lines  of  work  just  being  developed,  it  promises  to  be  a  very  efficient  agent 
in  reaching  and  winning  the  families  discovered  by  the  missionaries.  Our 
Papery  an  illustrated  paper,  is  published  weekly,  and  2,000  copies  are  dis- 
tributed in  the  school  and  by  the  missionaries.  Over  50,000  copies  have 
been  distributed  this  year.  The  expense  is  chiefly  met  by  a  limited  num- 
ber of  advertisements. 

**  A  systematic  house-to-house  canvass  is  now  being  made  of  the  terri- 
tory bounded  by  East  Seventieth  Street,  Lexington  Avenue,  East  Eighty- 
sixth  Street  and  the  East  River.  This  district  cast  ten  thousand  votes 
for  Mayor  at  the  last  election.  Cornell  Memorial  is  the  only  Methodist 
church.  The  missionaries  visit  every  family  and  return  to  the  pastor  a 
report  of  every  visit,  which  is  recorded  and  indexed.  Our  Paper  is  dis- 
tributed, new  scholars  are  solicited,  Methodist  or  cimrchless  families  are 
sought  out.  The  pastor  in  person  and  a  corps  of  lady  visitors  volunteering 
from  the  church  visit  these  families  and  invite  them  to  church.  A  type- 
writer directory  is  made  of  every  street,  giving  the  churcii  attendance  or 
preference  of  every  family,  and  the  name  of  every  attendant  and  scholar 
of  Cornell  Memorial.  Eight  streets  so  far  have  been  canvassed.  The 
number  of  visits  made,  recorded  and  indexed  is  about  six  thousand.  The 
results  are  very  encouraging.     The  large  and  increasing  congregations, 
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the  growing  school,  indicate  that  we  are  solving  the  problem  of  how  to 
reach  the  masses. 

**  We  need  for  the  proper  continuance  of  this  outside  work  at  least  fifteen 
hundred  dollars  a  year  above  the  income  of  the  church  for  current  ex- 
penses. It  is  mission  work.  It  is  not  our  work.  It  is  the  work  of  New 
York  Methodism.  Is  there  a  more  hopeful  field  ?  Where  can  greater  re- 
sults be  secured  than  here  in  our  own  city  ?  We  want  patrons  who  will 
contribute  annually  one  dollar  or  more  for  this  work  alone.  All  patrons 
will  receive  Oar  Paper  weekly,  and  thus  be  given  in  detail  the  report  of 
our  work.     Come  and  see  us  and  you  will  surely  aid  us." 
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Madison  Street  (209  Madison  Street),  Rev.  M.  F.  Compton,  Pastor : 
We  are  but  of  yesterday,  and  it  is  probably  too  soon  to  decide  the 
question  of  our  future  welfare.  Madison  Street  Chapel  was  dedicated 
October  19.  1886.  When  the  church  was  opened  predictions  of  failure 
were  uttered  on  every  side.  We  were  down  town,  in  a  lower  ward,  sur- 
rounded by  a  dense  non- Protestant  population.  Out  familiar  friends 
came  to  sympathize  with  us.  Eliphaz  declared  that  it  was  not  possible 
to  gather  a  congregation  down  town.  Bildad  sadly  pointed  to  the  record 
of  past  failures.  Zophar  tried  to  convince  us  that  the  only  place  to  start 
churches  was  up  town,  where  the  saints  were  going.  All  were  not  of  this 
class.  Many  rejoiced  that  another  beacon  flashed  its  warning  light  over 
the  surges  of  sin,  nnd  already  they  rejoice  that  some,  almost  shipwrecked, 
have  come  to  land. 

**  There  was  an  opportunity  to  give  the  disciplinary  plan  a  *fair  chance' 
by  following  the  advice.  *Go  into  every  house  in  course.'  Systematic 
work  along  the  line  of  house-to-house  visitation — not  very  heroic  work — 
is  yet  a  work  that  needs  *  grace  and  grit.'  It  is  such  prosaic  work,  knock- 
ing at  doors  and  climbing  up  stairs;  here  received  graciously,  next  place 
suspiciously,  and  at  the  next  only  permitted  to  look  through  the  half- 
open  door.  At  our  first  Sunday-school  session  we  had  ten  present.  Since 
then  our  number  has  steadily  increased.  Every  Sunday  witnesses  acces- 
sions. Our  school  now  numbers  165.  We  are  a  united  and  happy  school. 
The  children  enter  heartily  into  the  services  and  seem  greatly  attached 
to  the  place. 

*  *  Our  Sunday  evening  congregation  has  been  our  greatest  surprise.  Our 
average  for  last  month  was  135.  When  we  remember  that  this  is  a  down- 
town church  tliese  figures  are  most  encouraging.  The  Sunday-school  is  self- 
supporting.  We  have  a  library  of  400  volumes.  The  outlook  is  prom- 
ising for  Madison  street." 

Mott  Avenue,  William  P.  Anderson,  Pastiir:  **  The  church  was 
dedicated  February  13,  1887.  Subsequent  events  have  shown  the  wis- 
dom of  the  effort  to  establish  Methodism  in  this  part  of  the  city.  There 
was  no  church  within  shorter  distance  than  half  a  mile  in  which  services 
were  regularly  held,  and  the  people  have  demonstrated  their  appreciation 
of  the  privileges  afforded  them  by  this  one.     Christians  of  all  denomin»- 
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tions  and  non -Christians  have  shown  the  most  kindly  disposition  toward 
the  enterprise.  They  have  aided  by  their  presence,  good  will,  and  the 
contribution  of  their  means  toward  its  support.  A.  series  of  meetings  was 
l)egun  March  7  and  continued  through  three  weeks.  About  thirty 
persons  professed  conversion.  Up  to  this  time  twenty-one  have  been  re- 
ceived by  letter  and  twentyrfour  have  joined  on  probation.  Our  congre- 
gations have  grown  stciidily  from  the  beginning  until  now  they  number, 
in  the  morning,  from  110  to  130;  in  the  evening  from  165  to  195.  The 
Sunday-school  was  organized  February  20,  and  under  the  superinten- 
di-nce  of  Brother  James  H.  Welch  is  in  a  flourishing  condition.  The  en- 
rollment is  131,  with  an  average  attendance  of  112.  The  outlook  cannot 
be  regarded  otherwise  than  as  very  encouraging.'' 


HISTORY  OF  THE  MISSIONS  AND  CHURCHES. 

1867. — Previous  to  the  organization  of  this  Society  we  had  several 
8trugp:ling  missions,  but  no  great  success.  The  New  York  City  Sunday- 
School  and  Missionary  Society  was  incorporated  by  an  act  of  Legislature 
April  14,  1866,  when  the  Rev.  Heman  Bangs,  D.D.,  and  the  Rev.  M. 
D'C.  Crawford,  D.D.,  were  Presiding  Elders,  and  was  organized  with 
William  W.  Cornell  as  its  first  President.  The  Rev.  D.  L. 
Marks  and  the  Rev.  George  Hollis  were  the  first  missionaries  in  charge. 
They  found  six  Mission  Sunday-schools,  located  and  organized  as  follows: 
1.  Gannon  Street  Mission,  organized  June  18,  1863,  and  moved  to 
Rivingrton  Street  May  20,  1866.  2.  Tenth  Avenue  Mission,  or- 
ganized October  11,  1863,  and  moved  to  Thirty-fifth  Street  Church 
October  21,  1866.  3.  Third  Avenue  Mission,  organized  December  6, 
1863,  and  moved  to  Bast  Sixty-first  Street  November  18,  1866. 
4.  Bank  Street  Mission  was  organized  November  18,  1863,  meeting 
first  in  Washington  Street,  and  afterward  it  became  the  present  Perry 
Street  Church.  5.  The  Third  Street  Mission,  organized  January 
9,  1864.     6.  The  Fifth  Ward  Mission,  date  not  given. 

The  Board  organized  and  named  the  following  new  missions  this  year: 
1.  Broardway,  October  21,  1866,  the  beginning  of  the  present  St.  An- 
drews, in  West  Seventy-first  Street.  2.  Avenue  A,  near  Tenth  Street, 
August  7,  1866,  the  present  Eleventh  Street.  3.  Broome  Street, 
February  2,  1867.  4.  Avenue  B,  near  Seventeenth  Street.  5.  liiv- 
ingrton  Street,  May  20,  1866.  Paid  for  two  lots  and  chapel  for  Sixty- 
first  Street,  $9,420  78.  W.  W.  Cornell  presented  Thirty-fifth  Street 
Church,  all  complete,   to  the  Society,  it  having  cost  $11,201  64. 

1868.-1.  Franklin  Street,  reorganized  June  2  from  Worth  Street 
Mission  School,  commenced  November  26,  1865.  2.  Washingfton 
Heigfhts,  corner  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-third  Street  and  Tenth  Avenue, 
organized  November  3.  3.  Broome  Street,  organized  for  the  colored 
[>eople,  July  1.    4.  Eleventh  Street,  brought  from  Avenue  A  Jan- 
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nary  12,  1868.  Paid  for  Perry  Street  lots,  $18,000.  Paid  for  One  Hun- 
dred and  Fourth  Street  lots,  $6,000.  Paid  for  Eleventh  Street  lots  and 
chapel,  $25,925. 

1869. — Second  Avenue  and  Seventy-seventh  Street,  organ- 
ist April  4,  afterward  called  the  Cornell  Memorial,  in  Eiist  Seventy- 
sixth  Street.  Paid  for  Perry  Street  Church,  $35,611  80.  Paid  for  Wash- 
ington Heights  lots,  $12,000. 

1870 — ^Monthly  meetings  changed  to  the  New  Missionary  Society 
rooms,  805  Broadway.  A.  V.  Stout  elected  President,  W.  W. 
Cornell  having  died  March  17,  1870.  GhrSiCe,  West  One  Hundred  and 
Fourth  Street,  organized  April  10.  Paid  on  account  of  building,  $12,199. 

1871. — ^The  Charter  amended  and  the  present  title  of  the  Society 
given  March  14,  1871.  South  Harlem  Chapel,  the  gift  of  the  One 
Hundred  and  Nineteenth  Street  (Trinity)  Church,  dedicated  October  23. 
Colored  Mission,  organized  from  Ridge  Street,  May  8.  Paid  on  One 
Hundred  and  Fourth  Street  Chapel,  $6,804  29.  Paid  $8,685  72  on  lots 
for  Cornell  Memorial,  named  in  honor  of  W.  W.  Cornell. 

1872.— John  B.  Cornell  elected  President  at  the  annual  meeting, 
held  in  the  Washington  Square  Church,  March  26,  1872.  Germai}  Mis- 
sion established  on  cast  side.  St.  Mark's  (colored),  organized  July, 
1871.  Paid  on  building  of  Cornell  Memorial  Chapel,  $24,139  02,  and 
mortgage  on  lots  of  $8,000. 

1873. — St.  Mark's  occupied,  January  4,  1873,  a  church  in  Thirty- 
fifth  Street,  between  Fifth  and  Sixth  Avenues,  purchased  for  $50,600. 
The  Tabernacle  organized  as  a  free  church,  the  building  having  b:en 
given  the  Society  by  the  members  of  the  Thirty-fourth  Street  congrega- 
tion. Paid  on  St.  Mark's,  $14,936  24.  Paid  on  Cornell  Memorial 
Chai>el,  $4,398  37.     Donation  to  Sixty-first  Street  Church,  $10,000. 

1874. — Emanuel,  in  Attorney  Street,  purchased  for  the  colored 
people  at  a  cost  of  $15,162  42.  Paid  on  St.  Marks  Church,  $17,696. 
Paid  on  Washington  Heights  parsonage,  $4,000.  Wesley  Chapel,  a 
reorganization  of  the  former  Tompkins  Street  Church. 

1875. — Sixty-first  Street.  The  Society  purchased  additional  lots, 
May,  1874,  and  built  a  church,  costing  $62,000,  raising  at  the  dedication 
$44,000. 

1876.— One  Hundred  and  Eleventh  Street.  The  South  Har- 
lem Cliapel  moved  to  lots  on  One  Hundred  and  Eleventh  Street  near 
Third  Avenue,  and  reorganized  June  27,  1876.  King^brid^re  and 
"Woodlawn,  in  the  new  annexed  district  of  the  city,  organized. 

1877. — HIingrsbridgre,  dedicated  May  14, 1876.  Raised  at  dedication 
$11,288  01.  Woodlawn.  The  lots  were  presented  to  the  Society. 
Church  dedicated  April  16,  1876.     Raised  $4,060. 

1878. — This  year  marks  the  decided  growth  of  a  new  policy.     In  the 
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year  1874  we  find  salaries  paid  to  missionaries  and  assistants,  $26,259  82. 
lliis  year  for  the  same,  $7,751  10.  Hope  Chapel  is  given  up  because 
of  its  bad  location. 

1879.— Thirty-seventh  Street  Church  becomes  the  property  of 
the  Society  by  the  gift  of  its  members.  The  Society  receives  a  legacy  of 
$10,000,  which  it  resolves  to  use,  with  as  much  more  to  be  raised,  to  pay 
off  its  floating  debt,  ^^  and  to  haiDe  done  with  floating  debts  foreter,^'* 

1880.  Alanson  Church,  in  Norfolk  Street,  becomes  the  property 
of  the  Society.  Franklin  Street  comes  under  the  charge  of  Rev. 
Stephen  Merritt.  The  Free  Tabema.cle  is  sold,  and  a  part  of  the 
proceeds  are  used  as  follows:  to  cancel  mortgages,  $38,000;  to  purchase 
four  lots  for  Seventy-first  Street  Church,  $11,000;  to  purchase  lots  for 
One  Hundred  and  Ninth  Street  Church,  $6,000;  to  aid  Sixty-first  Street, 
$5,000;  to  aid  Fifty-third  Street,  $6,000;  also  to  aid  Beekraan  Hill, 
$5,000  in  1882. 

1881.— One  Hundred  and  Ninth  Street — Church  of  Our 
Saviour — dedicated.  Lots  cost  $19,500,  chnpel  cost  $25,000.  Mor- 
risania  Church  becomes  the  possession  of  the  Society ;  original  cost, 
$50,000.  Paid  on  One  Hundred  and  Ninth  Street  building,  $24,183  53. 
Paid  deficiency  in  building  fund,  $4,897  50.  Paid  on  Seventy-first  Street 
building,  $14,100.  Paid  mortgage  on  Thirty- seventh  Street,  $7,000. 
Total  disbursements  for  the  year,  $106,569  14. 

1882. — Rev.  A.  K.  Sanford,  D.D.,  appointed  Superintendent.  Paid 
on  Seventy-first  Street,  $8,285  37.  Paid  on  Cornell  Memorial  new 
Church,  $28,842  56.  Paid  on  Franklin  Street,  $6,000.  Paid  on  mort- 
gage on  One  Hundred  and  Ninth  Sireet,  $7,500.  Total  expenses  for  the 
year,  $125,083  68. 

1883.— West  Harlem  Church  organized.  West  Pifty-sixth 
Street  Chapel  opened.  Seventeenth  Street  (Hedding  Church)  given 
to  Society.  Franklin  Street  forming  new  branches.  Cornell  Me- 
morial, new  church  dedicated.  Paid  on  Cornell  Memorial,  $50,648  40. 
Paid  on  West  Harlem,  $3,177  06.  Paid  on  West  Fifty-sixth  Street 
$2,264  58.     Total  expenses  for  the  year,  $122,042  12. 

1884. — Mott  Avenue.  Property  purchased  for  a  church  in  Mott 
Ai venue.     Paid  $8,000.     Total  expenses  for  the  year,  $88,162  65. 

1886.— West  Harlem  and  Seventy-first  Street  have  become 
self-supporting,  and  do  not  appear  in  this  year's  report. 

Reported  valuation  of  the  property  of  the  Society  in  the  Conference 
ftfinutes  for  1884  is  $821,000.     Indebtedness,  $114,000. 
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ACT  OF  INCORPORATION. 


AN  ACT 


TO   INOOBPORATE  THE  NEW  YORK  CITY  SUNDAY-SCHOOL  (CIIURCH  EXTENSION)  AHD 
MISSIONARY  SOCIETY  OF  THE  METHODIST  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH. 

Passed  Apra  14, 1866,  and  amended  March  14, 1871,  May  13, 1872,  andMay  18, 1875. 


The  People  op  the  State  op  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  As- 
sembly, DO  ENACT  AS  FOLLOWS: — 

Section  1.  All  persons  now  associated  in  the  Society  named  m  the  title  of 
this  Act,  with  any  persons  who  may  become  associated  therein,  and  their  suc- 
cessors, are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  **  The  New 
York  City  Church  Exte.ksion  and  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and 
possess  the  geueral  powers  conferred  on  corporations  by  the  third  title  of  the 
eighteenth  chapter  of  the  first  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  State  of  New 
York. 

Section  2.  The  object  of  said  corporation  shall  bo  to  promote  Sunday-schools 
and  missions  in  the  city  of  New  York. 

Section  3.  The  said  New  York  City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary  Society 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  shall  be  capable  of  taking  and  holding  by  pur- 
chase or  devise  any  real  or  personal  estate  for  the  use  and  purpose  of  said  corpora- 
tion, and  also  of  convoying,  transferring,  and  mortgaging  any  real  or  personal 
estate ;  but  the  annual  income  of  any  real  estate  held  by  said  corporation  at  any 
one  time  shall  not  exceed  twenty  thousand  dollars,  and  all  devises  and  bequests 
to  said  corporation  shall  bo  subject  to  the  provisions  of  an  Act  entitled  "  An  Act 
in  Relation  to  Wills."  passed  April  thirteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty,  and 
the  Acts  amending  che  same. 

Section  4.  The  management  of  the  affairs  of  said  corporation  shall  be  vested 
in  a  Board  of  Managers,  to  be  appointed  and  elected  annually,  as  provided  by  its 
Constitution  and  By-Laws,  which  Board  shall  consist  of  the  officers  of  the  Society ; 
one  member  from  each  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Churches  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  to  be  elected  by  the  Quarterly  Conferences;  of  the  pastors  of  said  churches, 
and  the  presiding  elders  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  whose  districts  may, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  embrace  the  city  of  New  York,  or  portions  of  that  city  ;  and 
forty  additional  members  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  Board  of  Managers.  Thir- 
teen members  of  the  Board  shall  be  a  sufficient  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness nt  any  meeting  of  said  Board. 

Suction  6.     The  Legislature  may  at  any  time  alter  or  repeal  this  Act 

Section  6.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

ARTICLE  I. 


TITLE. 


This  Society  shall  be  entitled  the  "  New  York  Citt  Church  Extrksion  and 
Missionary  Societt  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church." 

ARTICLE  n. 

membership. 

Sechon  1.  AnnruU  Msmbera. — All  annual  contributors  to  the  funds  of  the 
Society ;  all  laborers  iu  the  Sunday-schools  connected  with  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  city  of  New  York,  together  with  the  Board  of  Managers,  shall 
bo  annual  members  of  this  Society. 

Sec.  2.  Lifs  Members^  Directors^  and  Patrons. — Life  members  may  be  constituted 
by  the  payment  at  one  time  of  twenty  dollars;  life  directors  by  the  payment  of 
one  hundred  dollars,  and  life  patrons  by  the  payment  of  live  hundred  dollars. 
Such  life  members,  directors,  and  patrons  shall  be  entitled  to  scats,  and  the  right 
of  speaking,  but  not  of  voting,  in  the  Board  of  Managers. 

ARTICLE  IIL 

officers. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President,  a  First  Vice-President  (wbo 
sliall  be  one  of  the  Bishops),  and  six  other  Vice-Presidents ;  a  Corresponding 
Secretary;  a  Recording  Secretary;  an  Assistant  Recording  Secretary;  a  Dis- 
bursing Treasurer,  and  a  Receiving  Treasurer;  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by 
the  Society  at  its  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

board  of  managers. 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  consist  of  the  officers  of  the  Society  ; 
of  the  pastors  of  the  several  cnurclies;  of  a  delegate  from  each  church,  to  be 
elected  annually  by  the  Quarterly  Conference,  and  of  forty  additional  members,  to 
be  elected  by  the  Board  at  its  first  meeting  after  the  annual  meeting,  or  at  such 
other  time  or  times  as  it  may  determine. 
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Sec.  2  The  Board  of  Manajifers  shall  meet  monthly  for  the  transaction  of  bnsi- 
ness.  They  shall  have  authority  to  make  by-laws;  to  fill  the  vacancies  in  the 
elected  Board  of  Officers  that  may  occur  in  the  interval  of  the  annual  meetings, 
and  adopt  such  measures  as  they  may  Judge  expedient  to  promote  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  Society. 

Sbc.  3.  At  the  regular  meeting  in  December,  the  Board  shall  appoint  a  commit- 
tee to  audit  the  accoimts  of  the  Disbursing  Treasurer  and  the  Receiving  Treasurer, 
and  shall  nominate  officers  to  be  elected  by  the  Society  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Sec.  4.  Thirteen  members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business. 


ABTICLK  V. 

DUTIES  OF  OFnCKBa 

Sec.  1.  President  and  rfcc/Vdwdcnto.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President 
to  preside  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  and  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  have  a  general  supervision  of  the  affairs  of  the  Society,  keep  the  seal, 
and  execute  all  papers  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Managers.  The  Vice-Presidents 
shall  preside  at  the  public  meetings  held  in  the  interests  of  the  Society,  and  in  the 
absence  of  the  President  at  the  roeeting^s  of  the  Board  and  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Society,  and  render  such  other  assistance  to  the  President  as  may  be  re- 
quired. 

Sec.  2.  Corresponding  Secretary.— The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  attend  to 
the  correspondence  of  the  Society,  and  prepare  the  Annual  Report 

Sec.  3.  Recording  Secretary. — The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  minutes  of 
all  tlie  meetings  of  the  Society  and  Board  of  Managers ;  give  notices  of  all  meetings ; 
notify  the  officers  of  their  election ;  furnish  the  chairman  of  each  committee  with 
the  names  of  the  members  of  such  committee,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as 
may  bo  required. 

The  Assistiint  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  correct  records  of  the  work  of  the 
Society,  as  reported  to  the  Executive  Committee,  act  as  secretary  of  that  commit- 
tee, and  render  such  assistance  to  the  Recording  Secretary  as  may  be  required, 
and  in  his  absence  act  as  secretary  of  the  meetings  of  the  Society  and  Boanf  of 
Managers. 

Sec.  4.  Receiving  Treasurer. — The  Receiving  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  trans- 
fer to  the  Disbursing  Treasurer  all  contributions  made  by  churches  or  individuals, 
and  keep  a  record  of  the  names  of  the  contributors,  for  publication  in  the  Annual 
Report.  He  shall  also  receive  sums  specially  donated  for  the  relief  of  the  poor, 
and  dispose  of  the  same  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Commitee. 

Sec.  5.  Disbursing  Ireasurer. — The  Disbursing  Treasurer  shall  receive  from  tlie 
Receiving  Treasurer  all  funds  belonj^ing  to  the  Society,  pay  all  bills  and  sign  all 
papers  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  report  at  each  regular  meeting  of 
the  Board  and  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Sec.  6.  Preadter  in  Charge. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  preacher  in  charge  of 
a  church  or  chapel  connected  with  this  Society  to  send  to  the  Assistant  Record- 
ing Secretary  a  full  report  of  the  work  under  his  charge  as  soon  after  the  laat 
Sunday  of  each  month  as  practicable,  in  accordance  with  blanks  furnished,  to- 
gether with  tlie  report  of  the  Sunday*school  and  visitor. 
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ARTICLE  VL 

APPOINTMB!^  OF  MISSIONARIES,  VISITOBS,  AND  BIBLE- READERS. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  authority  to  request  the  appointment  of  as 
many  missionaries  as  they  may  deem  advisable;  and,  in  addition  to  such  missionary 
or  missionaries,  the  Board  of  Managers  may  appoint  as  many  visitors  and  Bible- 
readers  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

ARTICLE  VIL 

GOMlflTTEE  ON  APPOINTMENTS  AND  ESTIMATES. 

Tlie  officers  of  the  Society  and  the  chairmen  of  the  several  standing  committees 
shall  be  a  Committee  to  communicate  with  the  Bishops  and  Presiding  Elders  in  re- 
gard to  appointments  to  be  made  to  the  churches  under  the  supervision  of  this 
Society,  and  shall  estimate  the  salaries  of  the  missionaries,  visitors,  and  Bible- 
readers,  and  report  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Managers. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

PUBUO  MEETINGS. 

The  Society  shall  hold  public  meeting^  monthly,  or  at  such  times  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  in  the  various  Methodist  Episcopal  churches 
of  the  city. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

ANNUAL  MEETINQ. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  December, 
the  time  to  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  when  the  following  order  of 
business  shall  be  observed :

ARTICLE  X. 

AMENDMENT& 

Tilis  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  mem* 
bers  present  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  notice  of  the  pro- 
posed change  having  been  given  in  writing  two  months  previously,  and  repeated 
one  month  previously.

ARTICLE  n. 

COMMITTEKS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES. 

Section  1.  The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Board  shall  be  as 
follows : 

1.  Executive  Committee. 

2.  Committee  on  Collections  and  Subscriptions. 

3.  Visiting  Committee. 

4.  Committee  on  Public  Meetings. 

Sec.  2.  .Executive  Committee.  —  This  committee  shall  have 
power  to  purchase  real  estate,  and  hire  suitable  places  for  the 
establishment  of  mission  chapels  and  Sunday-schools,  and  assist 
in  the  formation  of  the  same,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board. 
They  shall  also  have  general  supervision  of  the  work.  The 
President  and  Disbursing  Treasurer  shall  be  ex-officio  members 
of  this  committee. 
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Ssa  3.  Committee  an  Coliectiofis  and  Subscriptions. — It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  devise  and  carry  oat  measures 
for  raising  funds  for  the  purposes  of  the  Society. 

Sec  4.  Visiting  Committee. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  com- 
mittee to  visit  all  the  schools  connected  with  the  Society  at  least 
twice  in  each  year,  and  to  report  any  facts  concerning  them  which 
may  be  of  interest. 

Sec.  5.  Committee  on  Public  Meetings, — It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
this  committee  to  make  all  necessary  arrangements  for  holding 
the  regular  meetings  of  the  Society,  and  such  others  as  may  be 
determined  upon  by  the  Board. 

Sec.  6.  The  President  of  the  Society  shall  appoint  the  chairmen 
of  the  various  committees  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board  succeeding  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  and  the 
officers  of  the  Society  and  the  chairmen  so  appointed  shall  ap- 
point the  remainder  of  said  committees,  and  each  and  all  shall 
then  enter  upon  the  duties  assigned  them. 

ARTICLE  III.

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Each  Standing  Committee  shall  present  a  written  report  of  irs 
doings  to  the  Board  at  the  regular  meetings. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

SPECIAL  MEETINGS. 

Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President,  or  by  the  Sec- 
retary, at  the  request  of  five  members  of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  V. 

ATTENDANCE  ON  MEETINGS. 

Any  member  absenting  himself  from  two  successive  stated 
meetings  of  the  Board,  without  notifying  either  the  President  or 
Recording  Secretary,  shall  be  reminded  thereof  by  the  Recording 
Secretary;  and  unless  a  satisfactory  communication  is  received 
from  him  at  the  succeeding  meeting  of  the  Board,  his  seat  may 
be  vacated  by  a  vote  of  the  Board. 

The  following  resolutions  relating  to  mission  schools  and  build- 
ings were  passed  by  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  New  York 
City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist 
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Episcopal  Church,  at  a  regular  meeting  held  on  the  evening  of 
Decemher  14,  1866: 

Resolved^  1.  That  an  annual  collection  be  taken  for  the  general 
work  of  the  Society  in  all  the  missions  under  irs  supervision. 

2.  That  when  the  Board  of  Managers  decide  on  building  a 
chapel  or  church  for  any  mission  connected  with  the  Sojciety,  it 
shall  then  authorize  the  mission  for  which  the  chapel  or  church  is 
to  be  erected  to  receive  funds  for  this  purpose,  and  the  funds  thus 
r;nsed  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  credited 
to  the  mission,  and  used  for  the  special  purposes  thus  designated. 

3.  That  when  the  Board  of  Managers  have  fixed  the  time,  and 
selected  the  location,  for  the  purchase  of  lots,  or  the  punchase  or 
building  of  chapel  or  church,  the  full  amount  raised  by  the  mis- 
sion for  which  the  chapel  or  church  is  to  be  purchased  or  built 
shall  be  placed  to  its  credit;  and  at  such  time  as  the  mission,  with 
the  assent  and  approval  of  the  Society,  shall  assume  the  obliga- 
tion of  meeting  all  its  current  expenses  (including  the  salary  of 
pastor  and  the  support  of  the  Sunday-school),  the  amount  placed 
to  the  credit  of  the  mission  shall  be  deducted  from  the  estimated 
value  of  the  property  to  be  transferred  to  the  local  Sunday-school 
or  church. 

4.  When  a  chapel  or  church  has  been  purchased  or  erected  for 
a  mission,  all  the  surplus  funds  over  the  current  expenses  of  the 
mission  (not  including  the  salary  of  pastor  or  assistants)  raised 
by  said  mission,  and  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  Society, 
shall  be  plact^d  to  the  credit  thereof  as  a  sinking  fund,  and  de- 
ducted from  the  estimated  value  of  the  property  at  its  transfer,  as 
specified  in  said  resolution. 

5.  That  such  Sunday-school  and  Society  appoint  its  respective 
treasurer,  who  shall  lake  charge  of  the  funds  raised,  and  report 
receipts  and  expenditures  monthly  to  the  pastors. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Mnnagers,  held  Febru- 
ary 8,  1867,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted: 

Resolved^  1.  That  the  Treasurer  be  and  is  hereby  instructed  to 
pay  no  bills  against  this  Society  until  such  bills  have  been  passed 
by  this  Board,  and  signed  by  the  President  or  Recording  Secretary. 

2.  That  all  missions  under  charge  of  this  Society  needing  as- 
sistance to  meet  their  current  expenses  must  make  their  applica- 
tion to  this  Board  through  the  Executive  Committee,  and  in  no 
case  incur  any  expense  chargeable  to  the  Society  beyontl  the  ap- 
propriations made  by  this  Board. 
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At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  March 
S,  1867,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved^  That  the  President  of  the  Society  be  authorized  to 
appoint  the  superintendents  of  the  Sunday-schools,  and  that  the 
superintendents  thus  appoiiitt^d  shall  have  the  privilege  of  select- 
ing the  secretaries  and  libranans,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
President. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Managers 
at  the  regular  meeting,  held  June  14,  1867 : 

Resolved^  That,  in  the. estimation  of  this  Board  of  Managers,  it 
is  inexpedient  for  any  Sunday-school  or  mission  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  New  York  City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary 
Society  to  take  public  collections  for  local  purposes  outside  of  the 
rooms  devoted  to  their  use. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  August 
10,  1867,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted: 

Resolved^  1.  That  all  money  collected  in  the  Church  classes  or- 
ganized in  our  mission  chapels  be  appropriated  exclusively  toward 
payment,  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  New  York  City  Church  Exten- 
sion and  Missionary  Society,  of  the  salaries  of  the  preachers  and 
assistants  having  charge  of  the  missions. 

2.  That  the  preachei*s  in  charge  be  directed  to  report  at  each 
monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Man.-igers  tl)e  amount  of  class 
money  collected  in  each  mission  under  their  charge  during  the 
previous  month. 

At  the  general  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managera,  held  October 
8,  1869,  the  following  resolution  wu8  adopted: 

Resolved^  That  in  the  future  election  of  treasurer  for  our  mission 
Sunday-schools,  in  those  missions  where  there  is  a  Church  organ- 
ization, die  treasurer  shall  bo  a  member  of  the  Church  with  which 
the  school  is  connected. 

The  following  was  adopted  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  held  January  12,  1877  : 

Resolved^  1.  That  the  pastors  of  our  sevei'al  missions  be  request- 
ed to  see  that  missionary  societies  are  properly  organized,  as  per 
Discipline,  in  each  of  their  Sabbaih-schoola ;  and  that  they  stale 
in  their  monthly  report  the  amount  raised  and  paid  over  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
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Church,  for  which  they  shall  take  a  receipt,  to  render  to  the  An- 
nual Conference. 

2.  That  the  officers,  teachers,  and  children  of  the  Sabbath- 
schools  under  our  charge  be  earnestly  requested  to  devote  one 
Sunday  of  eacli  month  to  the  missionary  cause,  and  to  do  all  that 
is  in  their  power  to  assist,  so  that  the  work  of  sending  the  Gospel 
to  heathen  lands  may  be  aided  by  our  own  missions. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  January 
12,  1877,  the  following  was  adopted  : 

Whereas^  It  h.is  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  officers  of  this 
Society  that  some  of  the  missions  under  the  care  of  this  Board  are 
agitating  the  matter  of  an  election  of  Trustees  ;  and, 

WhereaSy  It  is  desirable  that  there  should  be  no  misunderstand- 
ing, or  conflict  of  jurisdiction,  between  tliis  Society  and  the  mis- 
sions under  its  charge;  therefore  be  it  resolved  as  follows,  namely: 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  be  instructed  to 
notify  the  pjistors  of  those  churches  and  congregations  worship- 
ing in  premises  owned  by  this  corporation,  that  there  should  be 
no  election  of  Trustees,  and  that  this  Society  will  not  recognize 
any  person  or  persons  acting  or  claiming  to  act  in  that  capacity. 

2.  That  the  only  authority  recognized  by  this  Board,  in  the 
churclies  ^foresaid,  is  the  Quarterly  Conference,  of  which  the  Pre- 
siding Elder  is  chairman,  and  the  Leaders  and  Stewards'  Meeting, 
of  which  the  Pastor  is  chairman. 

3.  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  notify  all  pei^sons  who  have 
been  acting  in  the  capacity  of  Trustees  of  the  action  of  this  Soci- 
ety, and  requiring  them,  ami  the  Secretaries  and  Treasurers,  or 
those  who  may  have  been  serving  as  such,  to  deliver  as  soon  as 
practicable  all  papers,  documents,  books,  records,  and  other  prop- 
erty held  by  them  to  the  pastor  in  charge  of  said  church. 

4.  That  the  Pastor  with  the  Leaders  and  Stewards'  Meeting  are 
from  and  after  this  date  the  only  custodians  of  all  the  property 
belonging  to  this  Society,  used  by  the  congregation  of  whicli  they 
are  members. 

The  following  was  adopted  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  held  March  11,  1881 : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Estimates  be  a  Committee  to 
communicate  with  the  Bishops  and  Presiding  Elders  in  regard  to 
appointments  to  be  made  in  the  churches  under  the  supervision  of 
this  Society. 
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At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  held  March 
11,  1887,  the  following  was  adopted : 

WhereaSj  Several  of  our  local  societies  have  the  present  year 
and  in  foimer  years  applied  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of 
the  New  York  City  Church  Extension  and  Missionary  Society 
for  an  additional  appropriation  to  make  up  the  deficiencies  of 
their  current  expenses,  after  having  received  from  our  Treasurer 
the  full  amount  appropriated  at  the  commencement  of  the  year; 
therefore, 

Hesolvedy  1.  That  hereafter  no  application  for  an  appropria- 
tion to  make  up  deficiences  for  the  current  expenses  of  any 
charge  under  this  Society  shall  be  considered  until  a  full  and 
clear  statement  of  all  moneys  received  and  how  expended  during 
the  Conference  year  has  been  presented  to  the  Board,  and  not 
then  except  in  extreme  cases  and  after  the  most  thorough 
examination  and  approval  by  the  District  Committee. 

2.  That  the  Presiding  Elders  and  the  Quarterly  Conferences 
of  the  local  societies  be  requested  to  fix  the  salary  of  the  pastor 
at  an  amount  not  greater  than  the  local  society  can  pay,  with  and 
including  the  sum  appropriated  by  this  Board. 

3.  That  the  Board  of  Managers  of  this  Society  does  not 
recognize  or  assume  any  obligation  to  pay  any  sum  greater  than 
the  amount  appropriated  at  the  commencement  of  the  year. 

4.  That  the  foregoing  preamble  and  resolutions  be  printed 
in  the  Annual  Report.

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Trustees—How  Chosen,  etc. 


The  following  proceedings  are  prescribed  by  law  for  incorporating  a  Methodist 
Episcopal  Cliurcli  in  the  city  of  New  York: 

The  minister,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence,  any  member  of  the  Church  or  Society 
of  full  age,  should  read  to  tlie  congregation  from  the  pulpit  on  three  successive 
Sabbaths  immediately  before  the  day  of  the  election  a  notice  in  the  following 
form: 

All  persons  belonging  to  this  Church  or  congregation  are  hereby  notified  that 
a  meeting  will  l^e  held  at  this  (church  or  meeting-house  or  other  place  of  worship) 

on  the day  of. ,  18. .,  at  . .  o'clock,  in  the  . . .  .noon,  to  elect 

(give  number)  Trustees  to  take  charge  of  the  estate  and  property  belonging  to 
this  Church,  and  to  transact  all  affairs  relative  to  the  temporalities  thereof. 

At  the  time  mentioned  in  the  notice  the  persons  assembled  should  nominate 
two  members  of  the  Chtirch  or  congregation  to  pref^ide  at  the  election  of  Trustees 
and  to  receive  the  votes.  The  two  perFons  so  appointed  are  the  judges  of  the 
qualifications  of  voters  and  the  proper  persons  to  announce  to  the  meeting  the 
names  of  the  persons  elected  as  Trustees.  The  Trustees  elected  must  bo  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  or  coiijr rogation. 

Every  person  of  full  nge  who  has  statedly  worshiped  with  such  Chtirch  or 
congregation  is  entitled  to  one  vote  at  Fuch  election,  and  the  election  is  decided 
by  a  plurality  of  all  the  vtites  ttist 

As  soon  as  iho  result  of  the  election  is  annonnced  the  two  persons  presiding  at 
the  meeting  should  draw  up  a  certificate  in  the  following  form :

That  at  said  meeting  we,  the  undersigned,  being 
members  of  the  Siiid  congregation,  or  society,  were  nominated  by  a  majority  of  the 
members  present,  to  preside  at  such  election,  and  thereupon

Upon  recording  the  certificate  the  Cliurcli  becomes  legally  incorporated  under 
tlie  name  given  in  the  certificate. 

After  the  election  of  Trustees  any  two  of  the  Trustees  chosen  may  call  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Trustees  by  giving  notice  to  the  othorSf  or  they  may  all  at  once  hold  a 

meeting  by  unanimous  consent  At  suchmee  ting  they  should  elect  a  president 
and  secretary,  and  should  then  divide  tliemselves  by  lot  into  three  classes,  num- 
bers one,  two,  and  three;  the  first  class  to  hold  office  for  one  year,  the  second  for 
two,  and  the  third  for  three  years  after  the  day  of  their  election. 

At  least  one  month  before  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  any  of  them  - 
the  Trustees  should  notify  the  minister  of  the  names  of  those  whose  office  will 
expire,  and  the  minister  should  notify  the  congregation  of  an  election  for  new 
Trustees  on  three  successive  Sabbaths  before  the  day  of  election ;  such  election 
must  bo  held  in  the  same  manner  as  the  first  election,  except  that  only  persons, 
who  have  been  stated  attendants  at  divine  worship  in  the  said  church  for  one 
year  before  such  election,  and  have  contributed  to  its  support  according  to  the 
usages  and  customs  thereof,  are  entitled  to  vote  at  such  subsequent  election. 

In  case  of  the  death,  resignation  or  removal  of  a  Trustee,  notice  may  be  given 
by  the  Trustees  to  the  minister,  and  a  new  Trustee  elected  in  his  stead  in  the 
eame  manner.
